In  THE  preparation  of  this  work,  the  author  has  had  occasion  to 
examine  a  number  of  genealogies  and  in  each  case  (including  gene¬ 
alogies  using  the  numerical  system)  he  has  found  it  almost  impossible 
to  follow  any  line  or  branch  of  a  family  without  constant  references 
to  the  index,  which  not  only  takes  time  but  often  is  so  confusing,  with 
the  number  of  similar  names  and  the  numerous  page  references,  that 
the  line  being  traced  is  frequently  lost  unless  the  pages  are  noted  on 
a  sheet  of  paper.  In  order  to  obviate  some  of  these  difficulties  he  has 
introduced  some  new  features  in  the  use  and  arrangement  of  the 
numerical  system  by  which,  it  is  believed,  after  a  name  and  number 
have  once  been  obtained  from  the  index,  it  will  be  possible  for  one 
to  trace  his  ancestors  back  and  the  descendants  down  without  the 
necessity  of  constantly  referring  to  the  index.  , 

In  the  arrangement  of  this  work  the  numerical  system  is  used. 
The  work  begins  with  Walter  Coles,  who  is  numbered  i,  which  will 
be  called  the  original  “paragraph  number.”  His  children  are  num¬ 
bered  consecutively  in  the  margin,  which  will  be  called  “marginal 
numbers.”  The  oldest  child -of  Walter  Coles  who  married  will 
become  the  next  paragraph  number  and  his  or  her  children  will  be 
given  marginal  numbers.  Any  child  who  does  not  marry  will  have  an 
asterisk  after  his  or  her  name,  which  will  indicate  that  the  name  does 
not  appear  later  as  a  paragraph  number.  As  the  genealogy  grows, 
the  names  of  the  ancestors  of  a  person  appearing  as  a  paragraph 
number  will  appear  after  his  or  her  name  and  the  number  of  each 
ancestor  will  be  given  after  his  first  Christian  name.  To  illustrate: 
Edward  Coles,  the  son  of  Governor  Edward  Coles,  would  appear  as 
follows:  “132.  Edward  Coles  (first  son  of  Edward  Coles,  44  (John, 
12,  John,  2;  Walter,  1),  and  Sally  Logan  Roberts,  his  wife),”  and 
his  children  would  follow  with  their  proper  marginal  numbers. 

If  it  is  desired  to  trace  the  pedigree  back,  it  can  be  done  by 
turning  to  number  44,  then  to  number  12,  and  then  to  number  2. 
If  one  wishes  to  trace  down,  it  can  be  done  by  following  the  marginal 
numbers  of  the  children  to  the  paragraph  number,  bearing  in  mind 
that  as  to  each  child  who  marries,  his  or  her  marginal  number  later 

appears  as  a  paragraph  number,  and  those  having  the  asterisk  do  not 
appear  further. 
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If  it  is  desired  to  ascertain  the  relationship  of  persons  in  col¬ 
lateral  branches,  as,  for  instance,  to  determine  the  relationship  of 
Governor  Coles  to  “Dolly”  Madison,  this  can  be  done  after  obtain¬ 
ing  their  respective  numbers  from  the  index  without  further  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  index.  The  index  gives  the  number  of  Governor  Coles 
as  44,  and  turning  to  this  number  it  appears  as  follows:  “44.  Edward 
Coles  (first  son  of  John  Coles,  12  (John,  2 ;  Walter,  i),and  Rebecca 
E.  Tucker,  his  wife).”  The  index  gives  the  number  of  “Dolly”  Madi- 
son'  as  64,  and  turning  to  this  number  it  appears  as  follows:  “64. 
: Dorothea  Payne  (daughter  of  Mary  (Coles)  Payne,  15  (Williams, 
‘5;  Walter,  1),  and  John  Payne,  her  husband).”  From  this  it  appears 
that  their  grandfathers  were  brothers,  both  being  sons  of  Walter

:  ‘The  following  are  some  of  the  innovations  adopted  by  the 
'author,  which,  if  understood,  should  be  of  some  assistance  to  any 
'dne  using  this  book.  ‘ 

;  After  the  first  Christian  name  of  each  ancestor,  following  a  para¬ 
graph  number  and  name,  is  put  such  ancestor’s  number  instead  of 
'  the  number  of  the  generation  to  which  such  ancestor  belongs,  as  is 
done  in  other  genealogies.  The  paragraph  number  is  repeated  on 
I  each  page  taken  by  the  paragraph  number.  An  asterisk  is  placed 
after  a  marginal  number  and  name  where  the  person  does  not  marry 
and  his  or  her  name  does  not  appear  below  under  a  paragraph  num¬ 
ber.  It  is  unnecessary  to  enumerate  here  the  advantages  growing  out 
of  these  innovations,  as  they  will  soon  be  seen  by  any  one  who 
•  attempts  to  trace  his  or  her  family  line  through  the  numerous  col- 
■  lateral  branches  of  the  family  connections.

No  ATTEMPT  will  be  made  in  this  work  to  trace  the  genealogy  of 
the  Coles  Family  in  England  and  in  Ireland  prior  to  the  emigration 
to  America.  In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  first  Coles  who 
came  to  America  emigrated  from  Ireland,  it  may  be  appropriate 
and  of  some  interest,  before  taking  up  the  genealogy  and  the  indi¬ 
vidual  sketches,  to  give  a  brief  sketch  of  the  Coles  Family  showing 
that  it  is  of  English  origin  not  Irish,  and  that  the  ancestor  of  this 
branch  of  the  Coles  Family  did  not  settle  in  Ireland  until  the  early 
part  of  the  seventeenth  century.  .  >  ^  •  ;-*h  rrv;:  .u-ii  * 

As  many  members  of  the  Coles  Family  included  in  this  work 
do  not  now  live  in  Virginia,  but  have  for  many  years  lived  in  other 
States,  it  may  be  well  to  say  a  word  in  explanation  of  the  use  of  the 
word  “Virginia”  in  the  title.  This  is  done  to  distinguish  the  branch 
of  the  Coles  family  that  originally  settled  in  Virginia,  coming  as 
stated  above  from  Ireland,  from  the  large  Coles  families  found  in 
the  New  England  States,  Connecticut,  New  York  (particularly  Long 
Island)  and  New  Jersey,  whose  ancestor  or  ancestors  apparently 
came  direct  from  England  many  years  before  the  emigration  of  the 
Virginia  branch  of  the  family,  and  while  they  are  undoubtedly  from 
the  same  stock  in  England,  the  connection  is  not  known,  as  there  does 
not  appear  that  any  English  genealogy  has  been  made  connecting 
these  branches  of  the  family. 

As  the  author  is  a  member  of  the  Coles  Family  and  may  not 
be  deemed  wholly  impartial,  he  has  not  and  will  not  attempt  to 
express  his  personal  opinions  or  write  any  eulogies  upon  those  from 
whom  he  is  descended  or  with  whom  he  is  connected,  but  has  rather 
attempted  to  state  facts  and  to  give  as  far  as  possible  the  sources 
from  which  these  facts  have  been  drawn  in  order  that  an  unbiased 
conclusion  may  be  drawn  therefrom.  This  method  has  been  adopted 
at  the  expense  of  conciseness  and  brevity  for  the  reason  that  the 
author,  in  the  first  place,  wished  to  give  the  opinions  of  others  and 
not  his  own,  and,  in  the  second  place,  he  wished  to  state,  as  far  as 
possible,  the  sources  from  which  he  took  his  data  so  that  any  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  family  wishing  to  extend  the  research  as  to  his  or  her 
branch  of  the  family  would  be  able  more  readily  to  turn  to  these 
sources  and  thereby  receive  the  full  benefit  of  the  author’s  research 
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x  Introduction 

as  well  as  the  pleasure  of  reading  these  books  of  reference,  many  of 
which  are  most  interesting  and  even  of  historic  value. 

In  many  cases,  it  has  been  impossible  to  obtain  the  data  required 
for  the  compiling  of  this  work  from  original  records  and  from 
wholly  reliable  sources.  Much  of  the  data  involved  relate  to  persons 
who  lived  in  localities  affected  by  the  American  Revolution  and  the 
Civil  War.  In  some  cases,  the  court  and  probate  records  were 
destroyed  in  both  of  these  wars.  In  many  cases,  even  the  church 
records  and  family  Bibles,  with  their  records  of  births,  marriages 
and  deaths,  were  destroyed,  and  recourse  had  to  be  had  to  other 
sources,  like  old  family  letters,  old  memoranda,  copies  of  wills  and 
deeds  and  other  papers  and  often  a  personal  memorandum  made 
from  memory.  In  the  collection  of  the  data  the  author  has  written 
almost  two  thousand  letters.  These  letters  have  been  written  to  as 
many  members  of  the  various  branches  of  the  family  as  possible  in 
the  hope  that  the  data  might  be  confirmed  and  thereby  the  chance 
of  error  and  mistakes  as  far  as  possible  eliminated.  In  some  cases 
it  has  resulted  in  conflict  of  opinion  as  to  dates  and  other  facts,  which 
has  been  most  difficult  to  reconcile.  In  some  instances  it  has  been

impossible  to  reconcile  the  conflict  and  two  dates  are  given. 

The  author  will  not  attempt  to  enumerate  or  individually  thank 
the  many  persons  who  have  so  generously  assisted  him  in  the  work. 
As  a  rule  nearly  every  one  has  been  most  kind  and  responsive  and 
many  have  been  interested  in  the  completion  of  the  work.  A  few 
have  utterly  ignored  my  repeated  requests  for  information  regarding 
their  branch  of  the  family.  Some  have  courteously  answered  my 
letters  pleading  that  they  were  too  busy  to  take  the  matter  up  or 
alleging  that  they  were  unable  to  furnish  the  information  requested. 
In  all  such  cases  an  effort  was  made  to  secure  the  data  from  less 
reliable  sources,  which  was  more  or  less  successful,  but  in  a  few 
cases  it  was  impossible  to  locate  and  secure  the  records  of  some  of 
the  branches  of  the  family  and  its  connections,  which  is  to  be  greatly 
regretted.  > 

.  r>  An  earnest  effort  was  made  to  impress  upon  all  the  persons  corre¬ 
sponded  with  the  necessity  and  importance  of  being  accurate,  and 
items  of  interest  in  the  lives  of  their  ancestors,  families,  descendants 
and  connections  were  requested  in  addition  to  the  genealogical  rec¬ 
ords.  And  if  some  branches  of  the  family  and  the  family  connection 
are  better  represented  than  other  branches,  it  is  only  because  those 
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branches  of  the  families  have  responded  more  fully  to  the  requests 
made  upon  them. 

The  author  has  also  made  an  earnest  effort  to  adhere  to  the  facts 
and  to  be  as  accurate  as  possible,  but  it  is  impossible  to  prevent  the 
occurrence  of  errors  and  mistakes  in  dates,  names  and  other  respects 
in  a  work  of  this  magnitude  where  the  data  have  been  obtained  from 
the  sources  mentioned  above.  When  it  is  considered  that  some  of  the 
data  were  furnished  from  memory  by  quite  old  persons,  there  being 
no  record  of  the  facts,  and  that  much  of  it  was  transcribed  from  old 
and  faded  records  in  many  cases  badly  written  by  persons  whose 
handwriting  was  at  best  read  with  difficulty,  it  is  not  surprising  that 
errors  should  occur. 

In  conclusion  it  is  not  claimed  that  the  work  is  free  from  mis¬ 
takes  and  errors,  but  every  care  has  been  taken  to  make  the  pedigree 
as  full  and  nearly  perfect  as  possible  with  the  information  available. 
The  author  does  not  vouch  for  all  of  the  facts  and  statements  con¬ 
tained  in  this  work,  many  of  which  it  is  impossible  for  him  to  verify. 
All  of  the  genealogical  data  are  based  upon  written  statements  and 
oral  information  received  by  him  in  good  faith  from  persons  belong¬ 
ing  to  or  acquainted  with  the  family.  Although  he  regrets  any  mis¬ 
takes  that  may  occur  herein,  he  nevertheless  feels  that  the  advantages 
to  be  derived  from  having  a  fairly  full  and  complete  family  record, 
including  much  data  that  would  otherwise  have  been  lost,  will  in  a 
great  measure  outweigh  any  inaccuracies  and  mistakes  that  may 
unfortunately  have  occurred  herein. 

It  has  been  necessary  in  completing  some  of  the  family  records 
contained  in  this  work  to  mention  divorces,  and  particular  attention 
is  called  to  the  fact  that  no  examination  has  been  made  of  the  court 
records  of  any  divorce  proceedings,  and  where  it  is  stated  that  a  per¬ 
son  remarried  “after  a  divorce,”  or  “after  divorce  proceedings,”  it  is 
not  intended  thereby  to  convey  the  impression  that  in  any  such  case 
the  divorce  mentioned  was  in  favor  of  the  party  remarrying.  The 
mention  of  the  divorce  is  made  solely  for  the  purpose  of  showing 
that  the  former  husband  or  wife  was  still  alive  and  not  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  stating  or  intimating  in  any  way  in  whose  favor  the  divorce 
was  granted.  It  is  possible  that  it  may  have  been  granted  in  favor  of 
or  even  against  the  party  so  remarrying.

AS  EVERY  person  has  a  desire  to  know  from  what  stock  and  national- 
^  ity  he  sprang  and  some  of  the  characteristics  of  his  early 
ancestors,  a  short  sketch  of  the  family  in  England  and  in  Ireland  and 
in  Virginia  will  be  given  before  taking  up  the  genealogy  and  indi¬ 
vidual  sketches,  as  this  work  does  not  include  the  English  and  Irish 
genealogies.  *  •  ;  -  !  •••  .0  m  * 
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The  Coles  Family  is  of  English  origin.  Although  no  English 
genealogy  has  been  made  from  the  English  records  and  the  name  of 
the  Coles  who  emigrated  from  England  to  Ireland  is  not  definitely- 
known,  still  this  fact  clearly  appears  from  genealogies,  biographies, 
old  records  and  manuscripts,  other  papers  and  publications,  and  from 
other  reliable  sources. 

There  is  a  Coles  manuscript  in  the  British  Museum  in  London. 
Hon.  J.  H.  Williams,  of  Augusta,  Maine  in  “A  Coney  Brochure,” 
published  in  1885,  and  in  the  library  of  the  New  England  Historic 
Genealogical  Society,  cites  as  his  authority  the  following  MSS.  in

In  Vol.  27  of  the  “Publications  of  the  Harleian  Society,”  con¬ 
taining  “The  Visitation  of  the  County  of  Worcester  made  in  the 
year  1569  with  other  Pedigrees  relating  to  that  County  from  Richard 
Mundy’s  Collection,”  on  pp.  40-42,  is  a  genealogy  of  a  Colles  Family 
and  in  the  index  the  name  is  spelled  Coles.  This  genealogy  begins 
with  one  Richard  Colles  of  Powick  in  the  Parish  of  Suckley  in  Com. 
Worcester,  26  H.  6,  who  married  Margerett,  daughter  of  Thom. 
Hall  of  — —  in  Com.  Worcester,  and  the  oldest  child  of  the  last 
generation  given  is  “Will’m  Colles  21  yere  old  1619.”  The  following

Colles  Family  in  Virginia  and  formerly  of  Ireland  were  descended 
from  this  family:

There  are  numerous  references  to  persons  of  the  name  of  Coles 
in  many  other  volumes  of  the  numerous  "‘Publications  of  the  Har- 
leian.  Society,  which  contain  births,  christenings,  allegations  for 
marriage  licenses,  deaths  and  obituaries,  and  genealogies  from  about 
the  year  1520.  In  Vol.  35  of  the  ‘‘Publications  of  the  Harleian  Soci¬ 
ety,  containing  “Hampshire  allegations  for  marriage  licenses 
granted  by  the  Bishop  of  Winchester  from  1689  t0  1 837,”  on  pp.  165 

and  166  appear  the  names  of  twenty-nine  Coles  men  who  were 
granted  licenses.  < 

In  the  Patent  confirming  Arms  and  granting  a  Crest  to  Capt. 
Abraham  Coles,  issued  September  28,  1647,  on  file  in  the  Office  of 
Arms,  in  Dublin  Castle,  at  Dublin,  is  the  following  reference  to  the 
family  of  the  grantee  named  in  said  Patent: 

.  .  .  hee  being  therefor  descended  from  a  Noble  and  very 
ancient  familye  of  the  Coles  in  England  now  lately  trans¬ 
planted  into  Antwerpe  in  Belgia  ...  1 

It  appears  from  the  Dictionary  of  National  Biography  that  the 
Coles  Family  has  been  known  in  England  for  many  centuries.  The 
following  names  appear  in  this  dictionary: 

.  Elisha  Coles  ( 1 608  ?— 1 688 ) ,  Calvinist,  the  uncle  of 
Elisha  Coles,  Stenographer,  was  a  native  of  Northampton¬ 
shire  and  by  his  wife  Elizabeth  he  had  a  son,  Elisha  (Vol 
xi,  p.  319). 

,  ,  Gilbert  Coles  (1617-1676),  divine,  son  of  Edmund  * 
Coles,  born  in  1617  at  Burfield  in  Berkshire  and  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Winchester  and  New  College,  Oxford,  where  he 
obtained  a  fellowship  in  1637  (Vol.  xi,  p.  320). 
i  Elisha  Coles  ( 1640?— 1680).  lexicographer  and 

Stenographer,  son  of  John  Coles,  Schoolmaster,  of  Wolver-  , 
i  hampton,  and  nephew  of  Elisha  Coles,  Calvinist,  matricu¬ 
lated  at  Magdalen  College,  Oxford,  but  left  without  taking 
a  degree  and  later  lived  in  London  where  he  taught  school 
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and  wrote  a  number  of  books,  including  a  dictionary  and  a 
work  on  shorthand  in  which  he  was  the  first  writer  who  sug¬ 
gested  the  three  positions  for  shorthand  characters  (Vol.  xi, 
p.  320). 

JOHN  Coles,  or  Cole,  translator,  son  of  John  Coles,  a 
clergyman,  was  born  at  Addersbury,  Oxfordshire,  educated 
at  Winchester  and  became  a  probationer  at  New  College, 
Oxford,  where  he  taught  the  grammar  school  held  in  the 
cloister  but  was  ejected  by  the  Visitors  before  he  took  his 
degree  (Vol.  xi,  p.  321). 

Cowper  Phipps  Coles  (1819-1870),  the  son  of  Rev. 

John  Coles  of  Ditcham  Park,  Hampshire,  Captain  in  the 
Navy,  designed  H.  M.  S.  Captain,  which  sank  on  Sept.  7, 

1870,  in  a  storm  off  Cape  Finisterre,  when,  with  a  few 
exceptions,  everybody  on  board  was  drowned,  including 
Coles,  who  was  on  board  in  no  official  capacity  but  as  the 
guest  of  Capt.  Burgoyne  (Vol.  xi,  p.  318). 

In  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral,  in  London,  is  a  tablet  upon  which  is 
inscribed  the  names  of  the  officers  and  men  who  were  lost  when 
H .  M.  S.  Captain  sank.  This  list  also  includes  the  name  of  Coles. 

_  In  the  Plistory  and  Genealogy  of  the  Cock-Cocks-Cox  Family, 
by  George  William  Cocks,  is  the  following  reference  to  the  Coles 
Family  showing  its  English  origin. 

Coles  Lineage 

Robert  Cole  or  Coles,  supposed  to  have  been  of  or 
■  from  near  unto  Bergholt,  County  Suffolk,  England,  came 
to  Massachusetts  Bay  in  the  fleet  with  John  Winthrop, 

1630,  was  admitted  as  a  freeman  May  18,  1631 ;  was  one  of 
the  two  Deputies  to  the  General  Court  from  Roxbury  1632; 
was  one  of  the  committee  to  advise  with  the  Governor  and 
Assistants  of  Massachusetts  about  the  ‘‘raising  of  public 
stock,”  and  with  Gov.  Winthrop’s  son,  John,  and  others  be¬ 
gun  a  plantation  at  Ipswich  but  having  been  disfranchised 
on  account  of  intemperance  followed  Roger  Williams  to 
R.  I.  after  having  conveyed  to  Emanuel  Downing  a  tract  of 
300  acres  of  land  granted  him  by  the  town  of  Salem  as 
shown  in  Waters  “Genealogical  Gleanings  in  England,” 

Vol.  i,  p.  36.  .  .  . 

It  appears  that  this  Robert  Coles  afterwards  reformed,  for  in 
“The  Early  Genealogies  of  the  Cole-Coles-Cowles  Families  in 
America,”  by  Frank  T.  Cole,  it  is  stated  under  “The  Long  Island 
Family  of  Coles”  on  p.  89: 


■ 
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Savage  says  of  him  that  he  reformed  his  habits.  He 
was  one  of  the  twelve  men  who  joined  Roger  Williams  in 

the  settlement  of  Providence  in  October  1638.  .  .  .  He  was 

one  of  the  founders  of  the  first  church  of  Providence,  March 
16,  1639.  .  .  . 

It  would,  therefore,  seem  that  Robert  Coles,  the  ancestor  of  the 
New  England  branch  of  the  Coles  Family,  emigrated  from  England 
to  Massachusetts  just  before  the  time  that  the  ancestor  of  the  Virginia 
branch  emigrated  from  England  to  Ireland.  The  Cole-Coles-Cowles 
Genealogy,  mentioned  above,  includes  the  descendants  of  said  Robert 
Coles  to  which  reference  is  hereby  made  as  they  are  not  included  in 
this  work.  About  the  year  1800,  there  lived  in  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
a  John  Coles  and  his  son,  John  Coles,  Jr.,  heraldry,  miniature  and 
portrait  painters,  who  were  presumably  of  the  New  England  branch 
of  the  Coles  Family.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  name  John  appears 
in  all  of  the  generations  of  the  Coles  Family  of  Virginia,  it  might  be 
well  in  order  to  avoid  any  misapprehension  to  say  that  these  two 
Johns  were  not  of  the  Virginia  branch  of  the  family. 

In  Vol.  1  of  the  Heraldic  Journal,  recording  the  Armorial 
Bearings  and  Genealogies  of  American  Families,  on  p.  108,  is  the 
following  reference  to  said  John  Coles,  of  Boston:

John  Coles 

In  our  last  number  we  published  a  letter  in  reference 
to  this  artist.  He  and  his  son  continued  to  practise  the  art  for 
many  years,  and  the  greater  number  of  paintings  now  extant 
in  New  England  are  by  them. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  for  us  to  say  that  these  are  totally 
worthless,  and  in  fact,  any  arms  which  were  not  in  use  prior 
to  1730  or  1760,  should  be  summarily  dismissed,  as  a  rule. 

We  may  make  a  few  exceptions  when  the  position  of  a 
family  in  the  preceding  generations  renders  the  possession 
of  arms  probable,  but  it  is  evident  that  Coles  established  a 
fashion  for  these  pictures  and  after  that  date  everything  is 
highly  suspicious. 

We  may  add  to  this  the  following  note,  from  Rev.  Dr. 
Jenks  of  Boston : 

“With  respect  to  your  question  concerning  Mr.  Coles, 

I  can  reply  that  I  knew  him  in  early  life,  and  often  called 
on  him,  as  I  remember,  in  making  inquiry  about  heraldry. 

Mr.  Coles’s  authorities  for  his  drawing  of  coats  of  arms 
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were  very  scanty,  being,  as  I  have  supposed,  confined  to  ’ 
Guillim’s  folio  volume.  And  he  was  in  the  habit  of  giving 
arms  to  applicants,  whenever  he  found  them  assigned  in 
that  book  to  the  family  name  of  his  employer  without  much, 
if  any,  genealogical  search  or  inquiry.  If  no  crest  were 
found  in  Guillim,  he  did  not  hesitate  to  raise  on  the  torse 
of  our  national  flag.  His  charge  for  furnishing  such  draw¬ 
ings,  of  folio  size,  was,  I  recollect,  a  guinea.”  '  • 

^In  the  Boston  Directory  for  1800,  we  find  the  name 
of  “John  Coles,  Heraldry  painter.”  And  it  continues  until 
1813,  and  possibly  a  little  later.  From  1806,  also,  we  find 
John  Coles,  Jr.,  a  miniature  and  portrait  painter.  Both 
disappear  in  1826.

In  a  brief  history  and  genealogy  of  the  Coles  Family,  written 

by  or  for  Governor  Edward  Coles,  who  was  deeply  interested  in  the 
family  history  and  genealogy,  it  is  said :

The  Coles  Family  of  Virginia  is  of  English  descent. 

At  an  early  date,  when  the  English  Government,  in  order  to 
subjugate  Ireland  and  to  render  it,  if  possible,  obedient  to 
the  laws  of  England,  offered  large  inducements  to  English 
gentlemen  to  emigrate,  one  of  the  ancestors  of  the  present 
Virginia  branch  removed  to  Enniscorthy  situated  in  the 
original  division  of  Leinster,  County  Wexford,  in  the  south¬ 
eastern  part  of  Ireland.  .  ,  \ 

An  account  of  the  Coles  Family,  a  part  of  which  was  appar¬ 
ently  taken  from  this  history  and  genealogy  of  Governor  Coles,  was 
contributed  by  “a  descendant,”  whose  name  is  not  given,  to  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography ,  and  appears  in  Vol.  vii, 
on  pp.  101  and  326. 

In  motoring  through  England,  as  late  as  the  summer  of  1909, 
the  author  frequently  saw  the  name  Coles,  particularly  in  the  neigh¬ 
borhood  of  Bath  and  Wells.  There  are  also  persons  of  this  name 
residing  in  London,  among  whom  are  the  members  of  a  real  estate 
firm.  From  these  facts  it  would  follow,  and  it  may  safely  be  assumed, 
without  further  proof,  that  the  Coles  Family  is  of  English  descent!

Ireland 

The  name  of  the  Coles  who  emigrated  from  England  to  Ireland 
and  the  exact  date  of  the  emigration  are  not  definitely  known,  but  it 
is  to  be  presumed  that  he  was  Captain  Abraham  Coles  to  whom 
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Dr.  William  Roberts,  Ulster  King  of  Arms,  about  September  28, 
1647,  issued  a  Patent  confirming  Arms  and  granting  a  crest. 

It  can  safely  be  assumed  that  the  Coles  ancestor,  who  settled 
in  Ireland,  went  there  instead  of  going  to  America  because  of  the 
inducements  that  were  offered  to  Englishmen  to  go  there  about  that 
time.  The  history  of  Ireland  from  the  Anglo-Norman  invasion  in 
the  beginning  of  the  thirteenth  century  with  full  accounts  of  the 
numerous  efforts  by  England  to  effect  the  conquest  of  Ireland  by 
colonies  of  Englishmen  after  each  rebellion  will  be  found  in  “The 
Cambridge  Modern  History.”  These  Plantations  of  Ireland  (as  these 
colonies  wxre  called)  are  too  numerous  to  be  enumerated  in  full 
here.  Some  of  the  principal  ones  wrere  the  Plantation  of  Munster, 
following  the  Rebellion  of  1583;  the  Plantation  of  Ulster  following 
the  flight  of  Tyrone  and  O’Donnell  in  September,  1607;  the  Planta¬ 
tion  of  North  Wexford,  1610-20;  and  the  Plantation  following  the 
suppression  of  the  Rebellion  of  1641.  It  seems  probable  that  the 
Coles  ancestor  w^as  a  member  of  one  of  the  Plantations  following 
the  suppression  of  the  Rebellion  of  1641,  as  it  is  stated  that  by  Act 
of  1642  it  was  assumed  that  two  and  one-half  million  acres  of  land 
had  been  forfeited  by  this  rebellion. 

Although  no  proof  has  been  found  in  Ireland  showing  that  the 
John  Coles  and  W  llliams  Coles  wTho  emigrated  to  America,  wrere 
descended  from  said  Captain  Abraham  Coles,  this  is  not  at  all  sur¬ 
prising  as  during  the  many  rebellions  and  wars  in  Ireland  the  records 
in  which  these  facts  would  appear  were  lost  and  destroyed.  Not¬ 
withstanding  this  failure  of  proof,  it  wrould,  nevertheless,  appear 
that  the  descent  of  said  John  Coles  and  Williams  Coles  from  said 
Captain  Abraham  Coles  can  reasonably  be  presumed  to  follow  from 
the  fact  that  since  about  the  time  said  Patent  was  issued  to  Captain 
Abraham  Coles,  and  for  about  one  hundred  years  thereafter,  persons 
of  the  name  of  Coles  lived  in  Ireland,  and  the  said  John  Coles  and 
his  brother  came  from  the  part  of  Ireland  in  which  they  lived,  and 
their  descendants  have  borne  the  arms  confirmed  to  the  said  Captain 
Abraham  Coles. 

Mr.  G.  D.  Burtchaell,  Deputy  Ulster  King  of  Arms,  in  a  letter 
dated  July  7,  1913,  inclosing  a  copy  of  said  Patent  and  answering 
a  request  for  the  Coles  pedigree  connecting  said  John  Coles  with 
Captain  Abraham  Coles,  says: 

No  other  information  concerning  this  Capt.  Abraham 

Coles  has  been  found  beyond  what  is  recited  in  the  draft. 
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There  are  very  few  references  to  the  name  in  the  office  rec¬ 
ords  and  none  that  help  to  make  a  connected  pedigree,  or 
even  to  show  any  connection  with  Capt.  Abraham  Coles. 

The  said  Patent,  a  copy  of  which  is  given  in  full  below  under 
"Arms,  Crest  and  Motto,”  contains,  with  others,  the  following 
recitals :

the  late  most  famous  Battle  fought  against  the  Irish  rebells 
.  in  8th  of  August  last  in  which  service  (in  perticuler)  and 
in  all  other  his  former  services  (as  I  am  verye  credibly 
given  to  understand)  hee  even  behaved  himselfe  as  hath  be¬ 
fitted  the  honnor  of  his  Commander.  .  .  . 

A  search  of  the  Irish  Court  records  and  an  examination  of  a 
number  of  books  on  Ireland  disclosed  the  names  of  a  number  of 
persons  of  the  name  of  Coles  but  failed  utterly  in  any  way  to  connect 
any  of  them  with  the  brothers,  John  Coles  and  Williams  Coles,  who 
emigrated  to  Virginia.  For  a  time  it  appeared  impossible  to  ascer¬ 
tain  the  names  of  the  parents  of  these  brothers,  but  this  information 
was  finally  procured  from  the  journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett,  who 
was  the  son  of  a  sister  of  the  said  John  Coles  and  Williams  Coles, 
and  it  may  be  of  some  interest  to  know  how  this  journal  was  acci¬ 
dentally  found  and  how  this  branch  of  the  family,  heretofore 
unknown,  was  discovered. 

While  making  an  examination  of  the  Virginia  Magazine  of 
History  and  Biography ,  an  extract  from  the  journal  of  a  Dr.  Walter 
Bennett,  contributed  by  General  W.  H.  Carter,  U.  S.  A.,  was  found 
which  at  first  seemed  of  little  or  no  interest,  but  a  hurried  perusal 
disclosed  the  following  interesting  statement:  “.  .  .  where  I  met 
Colonel  Walter  Coles,  of  Halifax,  a  son  of  my  mother’s  brother, 
John  Coles,  who  used  me  very  kindly  and  gave  me  directions  to  my 
uncle  Williams  Coles,  of  Hanover.”  It  does  not  appear  that  any  of 
the  descendants  of  John  Coles  knew  that  their  ancestor  had  a  sister 
whose  son  had  emigrated  to  America,  and  it  also  appears  that  the 
descendants  of  this  sister  were  also  ignorant  of  the  existence  of  the 
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descendants  of  the  brother.  An  effort  to  trace  this  branch  of  the  fam¬ 
ily  led  to  extensive  correspondence  with  persons  in  Washington  -  in 
Honolulu,  Hawaii;  in  Petersburg,  Illinois;  in  Los  Angeles,  Cali¬ 
fornia;  in  Hillsboro,  Texas;  in  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky;  and  in  other 
places,  and  resulted  in  the  securing  of  much  genealogical  data  and 
information  from  the  journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett  which  con¬ 
nected  and  confirmed  the  data  found  in  the  Irish  Court  records  and 
in  the  books  on  Ireland.  As  the  data  obtained  from  the  journal  of 
r.  W  alter  Bennett  and  extracts  from  this  journal  are  set  forth  below- 

under  “Genealogy  and  Sketches,”  no  further  reference  will  be  made 
to  them  here. 


If,  therefore,  the  Irish  Court  records  do  not  contain  the  family 
ata  found  in  the  journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett,  which  data  ordi¬ 
narily  should  be  contained  in  the  court  records,  it  is  not  at  all  strange 
that  the  Irish  court  and  herald  office  records,  at  such  an  early  date, 
are  not  full  and  complete  enough  to  connect  said  brothers,  John  Coles 
and  Williams  Coles,  with  said  Captain  Abraham  Coles. 

The  Reverend  Roberts  Coles  visited  Enniscorthy,  Ireland,  dur¬ 
ing  the  summer  of  1899  f°r  the  purpose  of  learning  some  of  the  facts 
relating  to  the  Coles  Family,  in  Ireland,  prior  to  the  time  that  John 
Coles  and  Williams  Coles,  his  brother,  emigrated  to  Virginia.  From 
Enniscorthy  he  went  up  to  Dublin  and  had  a  search  made  in  the 
Four  Courts  where  wills  and  probate  records  are  kept.  The  follow¬ 
ing  facts  w-ere  ascertained  by  him  and  are  taken  w-ith  his  permission 

from  the  notes  he  made  at  the  time :  ■  ,  •  :  •  .  ■ 


!'-  v  ^  Parish  records  were  destroyed  during  the  Rebel-  j 
lion  of  1798  and  all  tombstones  were  obliterated.  An  exami¬ 
nation  of  the  records  of  St.  Mary’s  Parish,  Enniscorthy 
shows  that  the  name  of  Coles  had  not  appeared  on  the 
register  for  thirty  years  after  1798,  and  upon  inquiry  he  was 
informed  that  the  name  “Coles”  is  not  known  by  the  resi¬ 
gn  ?e.nts  of  Enniscorthy  today.  The  Surrogate’s  Office  gives  no 
.  formation  concerning  the  family.  No  inquiry,  however 
was  made  at  Gorey,  where  many  of  the  Coles  seemed  to 
ave  lived.  The  only  Coles  in  the  Dublin  directory  was 
discovered  to  be  an  Englishman  who  had  lived  in  Ireland 
* '  but  a  few  years  and  had  recently  returned  to  England.  All 
>.  recoids,  parochial,  or  otherwise,  are  now  kept  in  the  Four 
i  - ,  Courts,  Dublin,  where  four  marriage  licenses  were  granted 
m  the  Diocese  of  Ossory  and  Ferns  (Enniscorthy  being  in 
>  rAY0Cese  of  Ossory  and  Ferns)  to  persons  of  the  name 
of  Coles,  to  wit:  Phil.  Coles,  James  Coles,  Dorcas  Coles,  and 
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Frances  Coles,  respectively  in  the  years  1772,  1820,  1825, 
and  1831.  There  are  also  four  Dublin  grants  issued  to  per¬ 
sons  of  the  name  of  Coles,  two  being  in  the  year  1760,  to 
Samuel  Coles,  one  in  the  year  1768  to  Elizabeth  Coles  and 
one  in  the  year  1783  to  Margaret  Coles.

On  March  5,  1915,  a  letter  was  sent  to  the  Postmaster  of  Ennis¬ 
corthy,  Wexford  County,  Ireland,  requesting  that  he  furnish  the 
name  and  address  of  some  member  of  the  Coles  Family  residing 
there  who  in  all  probability  would  most  likely  be  able  to  give  some 
information  as  to  the  parentage  of  John  Coles  and  Williams  Coles, 
the  brothers  who  settled  in  Virginia.  Notwithstanding  the  number 
of  males  of  this  name  mentioned  above  as  residing,  at  one  time,  in 
or  near  Enniscorthy,  Ireland,  there  does  not  now  appear  to  be  a 
single  person  of  the  name  of  Coles  residing  at  the  present  time  in 
or  near  Enniscorthy,  the  old  home  of  the  ancestors  of  the  Virginia 
branch  of  the  family. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  reply  received  from  the  Post¬ 
master  of  Enniscorthy,  Ireland,  being  written  on  the  back  of  the 
above-mentioned  letter: 

In  reply  to  the  above  query  I  have  made  enquiries  from 

some  of  the  oldest  inhabitants  of  this  town,  but  I  regret  to 

say,  the  name  is  unknown  to  them.

From  this  letter  and  from  the  inquiries  that  were  made  by  the 
Rev.  Roberts  Coles  in  Enniscorthy  and  in  Dublin,  Ireland,  in  1899, 
it  would  appear  that  at  the  present  time  there  are  no  members  of 
the  Coles  Family  residing  in  or  near  Enniscorthy,  Ireland.  “The 
History  of  the  Town  and  County  of  Wexford,”  mentioned  above, 
shows  that  there  were  many  members  of  the  Coles  Family  living  in 
or  near  Enniscorthy  as  late  as  the  year  1756.  Therefore,  they  must 
have  left  Ireland  after  1756  and  before  or  after  1798,  or  it  is  impossi¬ 
ble  that  they  may  have  been  killed  during  the  Rebellion  of  1798. 

No  attempt  will  be  made  to  describe  the  reign  of  terror  that 
existed  in  Ireland  during  the  Rebellion  of  1798,  but  for  the  purpose 
of  showing  the  terrible  conditions  which  existed  in  and  near  Ennis¬ 
corthy  reference  is  made  to  “A  History  of  the  Rise,  Progress  and 
Suppression  of  the  Rebellion  in  the  County  of  Wexford,  in  the  year 
1798,”  by  George  Taylor,  of  Ballywater,  where  Mr.  Taylor  describes 


. 
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the  circumstances  leading  up  to  the  uprising,  the  religious  aspect 
given  to  the  conflict  by  the  United  Irishmen,  and  the  cruelty  and 
destruction  perpetrated  as  follows: 

In  the  following  year  (1793)  the  Roman  Catholics 
were  admitted  to  elective  franchise,  and  the  Protestants,  in 
.  many  places,  alarmed  at  the  danger  which  they  now  con¬ 
ceived  threatened  their  civil  and  religious  liberties,  entered 
into  associations  which  they  denominated  Orangemen,  as  a 
means  of  checking  the  proceedings  of  the  United  Irishmen. 
About  the  same  period  a  licentious  band  associated  in  vari¬ 
ous  counties,  under  the  name  of  Defenders,  and  bloody 
periods  immediately  commenced.  .  .  . 

The  town  of  Wexford,  in  particular,  witnessed  the 
cruelty  and  treachery  of  these  public  disturbers  and  the 
justice  of  heaven  in  their  punishment.  In  the  beginning  of 
July,  1793,  the  town  and  vicinity  of  Enniscorthy  were 
greatly  alarmed  at  their  appearance,  their  number  amount¬ 
ing  to  about  1,000,  armed  with  guns,  pikes,  etc.  ... 

,  •  About  the  latter  part  of  the  year  1797,  it  was  discov- 
ered  that  the  United  Irishmen  were  carrying  on  their 
private  meetings  in  the  County  of  Wexford;  and  to  throw 
a  better  gloss  on  their  diabolical  schemes,  false  rumors  were 
circulated  by  the  agents  of  the  Irish  Union  that  the  Orange¬ 
men  were  to  rise  for  the  purpose  of  murdering  all  their 
Catholic  neighbors,  when  in  fact  there  was  no  such  thing 
as  an  Orange  association  formed  in  the  County  of  Wexford 
until  a  few  months  after  the  suppression  of  the  rebellion. .  . . 

On  the  same  night  (Saturday,  the  26th  of  May),  John 
Murphy,  priest  of  Bolavogue,  was  the  first  that  marched 
out  to  proclaim  that  “the  hour  of  liberty  had  arrived.”  He 
assembled  his  deluded  flock,  whom  before  he  had  often 
-  harangued  in  seditious  discourses  from  the  altar,  and  led 
them  to  wreak  their  vengeance  on  all  who  opposed  their 
disloyal  proceedings  against  the  King  and  Constitution.  .  .  . 

The  rebels  now  proceeded  against  Oulard,  shouting 
and  whistling  to  gather  the  surrounding  country;  while  they 
robbed  and  burned  ail  Protestant  houses  in  their  way.  In 
the  morning  (Whit  Sunday,  27th  May),  they  attacked  the 
house  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Burrowes,  of  Kyle,  near  Oulard, 
plundered  it  of  arms,  murdered  him  and  five  of  his  parish¬ 
ioners  who  had  taken  shelter  in  it,  wounded  his  son,  and 
consumed  the  dwelling-house.  They  were  now  ordered  to 
assemble  at  Ballynamonakeg,  between  Oulard  and  Wex¬ 
ford,  where  the  country  presented  a  dismal  appearance,  the 
.different  corps  of  yeomanry  burning  the  rebels’  houses  on 
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one  side,  while  the  rebels  were  consuming  the  dwellings  of 

the  Protestants  on  the  other.  ... 

In  the  meantime  the  Oulard  rebels  approached  Ennis- 
corthy.  .  .  .  The  rebels  began  their  operations  by  setting 
fire  to  the  cabins  in  the  suburbs.  .  .  . 

The  rebels  were  flushed  with  the  preceding  day’s  vic¬ 
tory,  followed  up  the  attack  in  an  infuriated  and  savage 
manner,  surrounding  the  town  and  setting  it  on  fire,  many 
of  the  rebel  inhabitants  applying  the  fuel  to  their  own 
houses.  .  .  .  No  mercy  for  any  man  who  bore  the  name  of 
Protestant ,  from  the  age  of  fifteen  and  upwards.  And  some 
even  under  that  age  were  put  to  death.  .  .  . 

On  Tuesday,  the  5th,  they  burned  the  elegant  seats  of 
the  two  Mr.  Rams,  and  Mr.  Gowan,  near  Gorey;  haling 
in  all  the  Protestants  who  had  not  escaped,  and  burning  and 
devastating  the  country  in  all  directions.  .  .  . 

A  Protestant,  on  whose  veracity  I  can  depend,  fur¬ 
nished  me  with  the  following  narrative  of  his  captivity  on 
the  hill;  he  was  made  prisoner  by  the  rebels  on  Whitsun 
Monday;  “.  .  .  out  of  twenty-seven  persons  only  three  es¬ 
caped — viz.)  Kendrick,  who  lived  near  Clondau,  William 
Bennett,  who  lived  near  Enniscorthy,  and  myself.”  .  .  . 

As  I  before  observed,  when  the  Protestants  grew 
scarce,  they  kept  them  the  longer  in  torment  before  they 
dispatched  them.  .  .  .  Sometimes  they  chose  a  stone  with 
one  end  small  and  the  other  large,  and  putting  the  small 
end  in  the  mouth  of  the  expiring  victim,  they  would  stamp 
on  it  with  the  heel  of  the  shoe  until  his  jaws  were  extended 
to  the  utmost.  This  barbarity  was  inflicted  on  Henry  Hat¬ 
ton,  Deputy  Portrieve  of  Enniscorthy  and  many  others. 

It  is  said  that  not  less  than  four  hundred  Protestants 
were  massacred  in  Enniscorthy.  .  .  . 

As  the  members  of  the  Coles  Family  were  of  English  descent 
and  were  Protestants,  it  is  not  unreasonable  to  infer  that,  if  they 
were  not  killed  during  the  Rebellion  of  I79$>  those  who  survived, 
being  practically  ruined,  returned  to  England.  This  would  be  an 
explanation  of  why  they  are  not  to  be  found  in  or  near  Enniscorthy 
today. 

For  a  further  and  fuller  account  of  the  Rebellion  of  i79$>  see 
“The  History  of  the  Rebellion  in  Ireland  in  1798,”  by  James  Gor¬ 
don;  “The  History  of  the  Insurrection  of  the  County  of  Wexford, 
A.  D.  1798,”  by  Edward  Hay;  “The  Plistory  of  the  Irish  Rebellion 
of  1798,”  by  Edward  Hay;  and  other  works  on  this  subject.

J  .  From ,this  h  w°uld  appear  that  the  first  Coles  settled  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  nearly  one  hundred  years  before  said  John  Coles  came  over 
rom  Ireland,  and  notwithstanding  there  were  descendants  of  said 
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Edward  Coles,  or  of  some  other  Coles,  living  in  Virginia  at  least 
one  hundred  years  before  the  arrival  of  said  John  and  that  they 
continued  to  live  there  for  fifty  years  or  more  after  his  arrival,  and 
although  they  were  apparently  people  of  some  means  owning  real 
estate,  the  author  has  been  unable  to  find  any  trace  or  authentic  record 
of  this  branch  of  the  Coles  Family  except  as  stated  above. 

No  account  of  the  Coles  Family  would  be  quite  complete  with¬ 
out  some  mention  of  that  part  of  Virginia  in  which  the  first  Coles 
home  is  located  and  where  so  many  of  the  early  generations  were 
born  and  many  of  them  are  buried. 

John  Coles,  the  emigrant,  settled  in  Richmond,  Virginia.  There  ' 
is  no  record  of  the  exact  date  that  he  came  to  Virginia  but  it  was 
before  1738  and  was  probably  some  time  about  the  year  1730,  or 

* 

possibly  a  little  before  that  year.  Some  time  after  he  settled  in  Rich¬ 
mond  he  purchased  several  tracts  of  land  in  Halifax  County,  which 
he  devised  to  his  sons  Walter  and  Isaac  and  to  his  daughters  Sarah 
and  Mary.  He  also  purchased  from  Richard  Eppes  and  William 
Eppes,  sons  of  Francis  Eppes,  a  tract  of  three  thousand  acres  of 
land  in  that  part  of  Goochland  County  which  in  1743  was  cut  off 
and  was  made  a  new  county  called  Albemarle  County,  the  said  three, 
thousand  acres  having  been  a  part  of  a  tract  of  six  thousand  five 
hundred  acres  which  had  been  granted  to  said  Francis  Eppes  by 
patent  bearing  date  September  8,  1730. 

The  said  John  Coles  established  on  this  tract  of  land  a  summer 
home  which  he  named  “Enniscorthy,”  after  the  town  in  Ireland 
from  which  he  came,  and  at  his  death  he  devised  it  to  his  son,  John, 
who  made  it  his  permanent  home.  Although  the  Eppes  brothers  con¬ 
veyed  this  tract  of  land  to  said  John  Coles  during  his  lifetime  and 
the  deed  was  proved  by  two  of  the  subscribing  witnesses  thereto,  it 
was  never  admitted  to  record,  and  on  September  16,  1771,  Francis 
Eppes,  (son  of  the  above-named  Richard  Eppes)  and  his  wife,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Eppes,  executed  a  confirmation  deed  of  said  property  to  said 
John  Coles,  the  son  and  devisee  of  the  said  first-mentioned  John, 
reciting  the  above-mentioned  facts,  and  this  confirmation  deed  has 
Thomas  Jefferson  and  George  Gilmer  as  two  of  the  subscribing 
witnesses  thereto. 

The  said  John  Coles,  before  his  death,  made  entries  for  four 
parcels  of  land,  adjoining  the  above-mentioned  tract  of  3,000  acres 
of  land,  aggregating  about  861  acres,  which  were  granted  to  his  son, 
John  Coles,  after  his  death,  making  a  total  of  about  3,854  acres.  To 
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this  tract  of  3.854  acres  of  land,  the  said  John  Coles,  the  son  and 
devisee  of  said  John  the  original  purchaser,  added  about  1,006  acres 
of  land,  making  a  tract  of  about  4,960  acres  in  all. 

A  survey  of  the  original  tract  was  made  by  Col.  Joshua  Fry 
and  about  the  year  1772  Daniel  Smith  made  a  survey  of  the  above- 
mentioned  additions  and  made  a  plat  of  the  original  tract  (not  sur¬ 
veyed  by  him)  and  said  additions  thereto.  This  old  plat  is  much 
worn,  faded  and  defaced  by  age.  In  the  creases  the  paper  has  worn 
through  and  in  placing  the  several  pieces  of  the  plat  together  some 
of  the  lines  and  boundaries  are  not  correctly  joined  and  some  of  the 
dimensions  are  mutilated  and  missing.  With  possibly  one  or  two 
exceptions  it  is  believed  that  the  dimensions  given  are  correct. 

The  following  is  as  true  and  correct  a  copy  of  said  plat  as  could 
be  made.  The  following  notations  and  endorsements  are  made  on 
said  above-mentioned  plat:

All  TO  Whom  these  Presents  shall  come  Greeting  Know 
Ye  that  for  divers  good  causes  and  considerations  but  more 
Especially  for  an  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  Thirty 
shillings  of  good  and  Lawful  Money  for  our  Use  paid  to 
our  Receiver  General  of  our  Revenues  in  this  our  Colony 
and  Dominion  of  Virginia.  We  Have  Given  Granted  and 
Confirmed  and  by  these  Presents  for  us  our  Heirs  and  Suc¬ 
cessors  Do  Give  Grant  and  Confirm  unto  John  Coles  one  • 
certain  Tract  or  parcel  of  Land  Containing  two  Hundred 
and  seventy  acres  lying  and  being  in  the  County  of  Albe¬ 
marle  on  the  south  side  of  Hardware  River  on  the  Branches 
of  Beverdam  &  Eppes  Creeks  and  on  the  North  side  the 
Green  Mountains  and  bounded  as  followeth  to  wit  Begin¬ 
ning  at  a  white  oak  in  John  Fortunes  Line  and  with  his  Line 
North  Nineteen  degrees  West  eighty  poles  to  pointers  new 
lines  North  Nineteen  degrees  West  one  hundred  and 
eighteen  poles  to  a  pine  North  thirty  one  degrees  East  one 
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hundred  and  ninety  two  poles  to  pointers,  South  sixty  four 
degrees  East  thirty  two  poles  to  Pointers,  South  forty  four 
Degrees  East  one  hundred  and  eighty  three  poles  to  a  pine, 
thence  on  Major  John  Coles  deceased  South  forty7  eight  and 
an  half  Degrees  West  two  hundred  and  two  poles  to  a  white 
oak  South  twenty  seven  degrees  West  eighty  two  poles  to 
the  Beginning. 

With  All  Woods  Underwoods  Swamps  Marshes 
Lowgrounds  Meadows  Feedings  and  his  due  Share  of  all 
Veins  Mines  and  Quarries  as  well  discovered  as  not  dis¬ 
covered  within  the  Bounds  aforesaid  and  being  Part  of  the

Behoof  of  him  the  said  John  Coles  his  Heirs  and  Assigns 
forever  To  Be  Held  of  us  our  Heirs  and  Successors  as  of 
our  Manor  of  East  Greenwich  in  the  County  of  Kent  in 
free  and  Common  Soccage  and  not  in  Capite  or  by  Knights 
Service.  Yielding  and  Paying  unto  us  our  Heirs  and 
Successors  for  every  fifty  Acres  of  Land  and  so  propor- 
tionably  for  a  lesser  or  greater  Quantity  than  fifty  Acres 
the  Fee  Rent  of  one  Shilling  Yearly  to  be  paid  upon  the 
Feast  of  St.  Michael  the  Archangel  and  also  Cultivating 
and  Improving  three  Acres  part  of  every  fifty  of  the  Tract 
above  mentioned  within  three  Years  after  the  Date  of  these 
Presents.  PROVIDED  always  that  if  three  Years  of  the  said 
Fee  Rent  shall  at  any  time  be  in  Arrear  and  Unpaid  or  if 
the  said  John  Coles  his  Heirs  and  Assigns  do  not  within  the 
Space  of  three  Years  next  coming  after  the  Date  of  these 
Presents  Cultivate  and  Improve  three  Acres  part  of  every 
fifty  of  the  Tract  above  mentioned  Then  the  Estate  hereby 
Granted  shall  Cease  and  be  Utterly  Determined  and  there¬ 
after  it  shall  and  maybe  Lawful  to  and  for  us  our.  Heirs  and 
Successors  to  grant  the  same  Lands  and  Premises  with  the 
Appurtenances  unto  such  other  Person  or  Persons  as  we  our 
Heirs  and  Successors  shall  think  fit.  IN  WITNESS  whereof 
vve  have  Caused  these  our  Letters  Patent  to  be  made  WIT¬ 
NESS  our  Trusty  and  wellbeloved  William  Nelson,  Esquire, 
President  of  our  Council  and  Commander  in  Cheif  of  our 
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said  Colony  and  Dominion  at  Williamsburgh  Under  the 
Seal  of  our  said  Colony  the  Third  Day  of  August  One 
thousand  and  seven  hundred  and  seventy  one  In  the 
Eleventh  Year  of  our  Reign.

The  seal  of  the  Colony  recited  in  the  above  Letters  Patent  con¬ 
sists  of  a  crown  impressed  on  wax  and  paper  about  an  inch  and  a 
quarter  wide  and  three-quarters  of  an  inch  high  attached  with  tape, 
and  a  diagram  of  the  property  was  also  endorsed  on  the  Letters 
Patent. 

These  several  tracts  of  land  comprised  the  first  Coles  home  in 
Virginia  and  was  called  “Enniscorthy,”  and  as  the  sons  of  John 
Coles  reached  their  majority  he  carved  out  of  “Enniscorthy”  and 
built  the  following  homes  for  them:  “Woodville,”  the  southerly  por¬ 
tion  of  the  place,  which  became  the  home  of  his  son,  Walter; 
“Estouteville,”  the  northerly  portion  of  the  place,  which  became 
the  home  of  his  son,  John;  “Tallwood,”  lying  between  a Ennis- 
corthy”  and  “Woodville,”  which  became  the  home  of  his  son, 
Tucker;  and  “Enniscorthy”  with  the  remaining  acres  of  said  tract 
of  land  wras  devised  to  and  became  the  home  of  his  son,  Isaac. 

John  Coles  (2)  in  his  will  describes  the  land  on  the  Green 
Mountain,,  which  he  devised  to  his  son,  John  (12),  as  “the  land  I 
bought  of  Colo.  Beverly  Randolph,  commonly  called  the  Green 
Mountain.”  It  is  not  known  why  the  testator  stated  in  his  will  that 
he  bought  this  land  of  Col.  Beverly  Randolph  as  it  appears  from 
the  deeds  of  said  property  that  he  purchased  it  from  Richard  Eppes 
and  William  Eppes,  sons  of  Francis  Eppes,  the  original  patentee. 

In  a  deed  of  said  property,  dated  the  15th  day  of  September, 
1777,  from  Francis  Eppes  and  Elizabeth  Eppes,  his  wife,  to  John 
Coles  (12),  the  son  of  said  testator,  which  was  proved  and  recorded 
at  the  Albemarle  November  Court  1 777?  IS  the  following  clause: 

.  .  .  that  the  sd.  Francis  &  Elizabeth  his  wife  in  con¬ 
sideration  of  the  sum  of  five  shillings  to  them  in  hand  paid 
have  given,  granted,  bargained,  sold  &  confirmed  unto  the 
sd  John  &  his  heirs  one  undivided  moiety  of  a  certain  tract 
of  lands  in  the  county  of  Albemarle  on  &  adjacent  to  the 
Green  Mountain  containing  by  estimation  three  thousand 
acres,  being  a  part  of  a  tract  of  six  thousand  five  hundred 
acres  granted  to  Francis  Eppes  deceased  by  patent  bearing 
date  the  eighth  day  of  September— in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
MDCCXXX  which  said  Francis  Eppes  by  his  last  will  & 
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testament  devised  the  sd.  tract  to  his  sons  Richard  Eppes 
father  the  sd.  Francis  party  to  these  presents  6c  William 
Eppes  in  fee  simple;  which  said  Richard  6c  William  sold  6c 
conveied  by  their  deed  the  sd.  three  thousand  acres  part  of 
the  sd.  six  thousand  five  hundred  acres  to  John  Coles  father 
of  the  said  John  Coles  party  to  these  presents  who  devised 
the  same  to  the  sd.  John  party  to  these  presents;  but  the  sd. 
deed  of  the  sd.  Richard  &  William  having  been  proved 
f ,  :  ;  by  only  two  of  the  witnesses  thereto  was  never  admitted  to 
record,  wherefore  the  said  Francis  party  to  these  presents, 
moved  as  well  by  right  6c  justice  as  by  the  consideration 
before  stated,  is  willing  &  desirous  as  only  son  6c  heir  of  the 
,  sd.  Richard  Eppes  to  establish  6c  confirm  the  title  of  the  sd. 

[  •  John  party  to  these  presents  to  any  right  or  title  may  have 
;  -  descended  or  otherwise  passed  to  him  the  sd.  Francis  from 
his  sd.  father  Richard.

A  most  interesting  and  instructive  description  of  this  part  of 
Albemarle  County  may  be  found  in  “The  History  of  Albemarle 
County,  by  Rev.  Edgar  Woods,  to  which  reference  is  hereby  made. 
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ARMS,  CREST  AND  MOTTO  . 

NO  MENTION  will  be  made  in  this  work  of  any  Arms,  Crests 
and  Mottoes,  except  those  of  the  Coles  Family.  Although  the 
Tucker,  Travis,  Winston,  Washington  and  other  families  of  the 
Coles  connections  have  Arms,  Crests  and  Mottoes,  this  subject  will 
be  left  for  the  genealogies  of  these  families  and  will  not  be  given  here. 

There  is  some  difference  and  apparent  conflict  between  the  Coles 
Arms  and  Motto  as  depicted  and  emblazoned  by  the  Heralds’  Col¬ 
lege  in  London,  purporting  to  have  been  granted  to  this  family  in 
Ireland  in  1648,  and  the  Coles  Arms  and  Motto  contained  in  Patent, 
confirming  Arms  and  granting  a  Crest  and  Motto  to  Captain  Abra¬ 
ham  Coles,  issued  in  September,  1647,  and  on  file  in  the  Office  of 
Arms  in  Dublin  Castle,  Ireland,  which  Patent  is  apparently  the  only 
one  on  file  in  Ireland  confirming  Arms  and  granting  Crest  and 
Motto  to  any  person  of  the  name  of  Coles. 

The  Crest,  however,  is  the  same  in  the  Heralds’  College  in 
London  as  in  this  Patent,  in  Dublin,  Ireland. 

The  correct  and  authentic  Arms,  Crest  and  Motto  confirmed 
and  granted  to  the  Coles  Family  by  Patent,  Ireland,  1647,  are  as 
follows:  ' 

Arms :  gueles  on  a  Cheveron  betwixt  three  Lyons  heads 
crazed  or  ten  ogresses. 

Crest:  on  a  helme  and  wreath  of  his  colours,  a  Serpent 
wreathed  about  a  marble  pillar  garnished  or. 

Motto:  Sic  veil e 711  mantled  gules  doubled  ai’gent. 


The  Patent  confirming  Arms  and  granting  Crest  to  Captain 
Abraham  Coles,  was  issued  by  Dr.  William  Roberts,  Ulster  King 
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of  Arms.  The  draft  is  undated,  but  Mr.  G.  D.  Burtchaell,  Deputy 
Ulster  King  of  Arms,  in  his  letter,  dated  July  7,  1915,  enclosing  the 
copy  of  the  Patent,  says  that: 

.  .  there  is  also  a  Certificate  of  the  Arms  with  the  date  28 
September,  1647.  No  other  information  concerning  this  Capt.  Abra¬ 
ham  Coles  has  been  found  beyond  what  is  recited  in  the  draft.  There 
are  very  few  references  to  the  name  in  the  Office  records  and  none 
that  help  to  make  a  connected  pedigree,  or  even  to  show  any  connec¬ 
tion  with  Capt.  Abraham  Coles.” 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Patent,  Ireland,  1647,  on  file  in 
the  Office  of  Arms  in  Dublin  Castle,  Ireland:

Whereas  therefor  Cap :  Abraham  Coles  second  Captn. 

;  in  the  regiment  under  the  command  of  Coll:  James  Castle 
having  served  in  martiall  employments  in  divers  foreigne 
parts  and  in  perticuler  five  yeares  under  the  command  of 
Albertus  Archduke  of  Austria  and  since  that  tyme  in  the 
Office  of  Ensigne  Lieutent.  and  Captn.  in  the  late  wars  of 
England  and  alsoe  served  in  his  aforesaid  office  of  Cap: 
in  the  late  most  famous  Battle  fought  against  the  Irish 
rebells  the  8th  of  August  last  in  which  service  (in  per¬ 
ticuler)  and  in  all  other  his  former  services  (as  I  am  verye 
.  credibly  given  to  understand)  hee  even  behaved  himself e 
as  hath  befitted  the  honnor  of  his  commander  or  quality 
of  his  Imployments  whereby  hee  hath  very  well  merited 
some  such  marke  of  Honnor  as  may  recommend  unto  pos¬ 
terity  the  memo  rye  of  his  just  deservings  hee  having  there¬ 
fore  desired  mee  to  confirm  unto  him  under  the  seale  of 
myne  office  the  Ancient  Coate  Armour  of  his  Ancestors  soe 
differenced  according  to  the  Lawe  of  Armes  as  hee  and  his 
posteritye  may  henceforth  lawfully  beare  the  same  togither 
with  such  a  Creast  as  I  thinke  fit  for  him  to  beare  (in  re¬ 
membrance  of  his  said  service  hee  being  therefor  descended 
from  a  noble  and  very  ancient  familye  of  the  Coles  in  Eng¬ 
land  now  lately  transplanted  into  Antwerpe  in  Belgia)  by 
the  power  and  Authority  &c.  I  doe  hereby  give  grant  rati  fie 
and  confirme  unto  the  said  Cap:  Abraham  Coles  and  his 
posterity  for  ever  this  Achievement  ensuing  depicted  in  the 
m argent  by  the  name  of  Coles  Blazoned  as  followeth  vizt. 
gueles  on  a  Cheveron  betwixt  three  Lyons  heads  erazed  or 
ten  ogresses,  his  Creast  on  a  helme  and  wreath  of  his  colours 
A  Serpent  wreathed  about  a  marble  pillar  garnished  or  his 
Motto  Sic  vellem  mantled  gules  doubled  argent. 

The  difference  between  the  Coles  Arms  as  they  have  been 
depicted  and  emblazoned  by  the  Heralds’  College,  in  London,  for 
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the  Coles  Family  in  Virginia,  and  the  Coles  Arms  as  depicted  and 
emblazoned  above  is  that  on  the  former  there  are  only  two  lions’ 
heads  erased  while  on  the  latter  there  are  three. 

There  is  no  difference  in  the  Crest,  which  is  the  same  in  both 

cases. 

The  Motto  of  the  branch  of  the  Coles  Family  entitled  to  bear 
these  Arms  is  given  by  the  Heralds’  College  in  London  as  Cole 
Deum  instead  of  Sic  vellem . 

The  Arms,  Crest  and  Motto  of  the  Coles  Family  entitled  to 
bear  Arms  under  Patent,  Ireland,  1647,  as  they  are  issued  by  the 
Heralds’  College,  in  London,  are  as  follows: 

Arms:  Gules  on  a  Cheveron  between  two  lions  heads 
erased  or,  ten  ogresses. 

Crest:  A  snake  wreathed  about  a  marble  pillar  proper 
garnished  or. 

Motto:  Cole  Deum.  ,  >  '  , 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  members  of  the  Coles  Family  of 
Virginia  have  used  any  Motto  since  they  have  lived  in  Virginia, 
although  they  have  borne  the  Arms  (with  the  slight  variation  stated 
above)  and  used  the  Crest  confirmed  and  granted  to  Capt.  Abraham 
Coles  by  Patent,  Ireland,  1647.  Cole  Deum  does  not  appear  as  a 
Coles  Motto  in  any  work  on  Heraldry  examined  by  the  author.  It 
does  appear,  however,  that  it  is  a  part  of  the  Motto  of  the  Cole 
Family  in  Ireland  to  which  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen  belongs,  his 
motto  being  Deum  cole  regem  serva  (Worship  God,  Serve  the 
King). 

The  mistake  in  giving  this  branch  of  the  Coles  Family  this 
Motto  was  probably  caused  from  the  fact  that  when  the  plural  is 
added  to  the  family  name  Cole  it  becomes  Coles.  For  instance  the 
following  paragraph  is  taken  from  a  work  on  Heraldry  referring 
to  the  Cole  Family  which  might  easily  be  mistaken  for  a  reference 
to  the  Coles  Family: 

The  Coles  of  England  were  granted  some  thirty  Coats 
of  Arms  or  Crests.  While  they  differed  in  their  make-up 
they  all  bore  the  same  motto,  namely:  Deum  cole  regem 
serva  (Honor  God,  save  the  King).  The  one  here  shown 
is  that  of  the  Earl  of  Enskillen,  William  Willoughby  Cole. 

The  author,  not  being  satisfied  that  Cole  Deum  was  the  Motto 
of  the  Coles  Family  of  Virginia,  examined  all  of  the  works  on

Heraldry  to  which  he  had  access  and  while  he  found  they  confirmed 
the  Arms  and  Crest  given  by  the  Heralds’  College  in  London  not 
one  of  them  gave  Cole  Deum  as  the  Motto  of  the  Coles  Family. 

In  the  “Art  of  Heraldry,  an  Encyclopedia  of  Armory,”  by 
Arthur  Charles  Fox-Davies,  1904,  on  p.  213,  it  is  said: 

“The  column  appears  as  a  crest  in  the  Arms  of  Coles.” 

•In  a  footnote  on  this  same  page,  under  this  mention  of  the 
column,  it  is  said : 

Armorial  bearings  of  Ernest  Harry  Coles,  Gentleman: 
Gules,  three  bezants  chevronwise  within  two  chevronels  or, 
three  lions’  heads  erased  erminiois.  Mantling  gules  and  or, 
Crest:  on  a  wreath  of  colours,  upon  a  mount  vert,  a  column 
erect  entwined  by  a  serpent  holding  in  the  mouth  a  branch 
of  olive  all  proper.  Motto:  Perseverez. 

For  other  references  to  the  Coles  Arms  and  Crest  but  without 
any  mention  of  any  Motto  see : 

“Fairbairns’  Crests  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,” 
compiled  by  James  Fairbairn  and  revised  and  enlarged  by 
Lawrence  Butters  (2  vols.).

After  an  examination  of  all  of  the  available  authorities  on 
Heraldry  the  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  Heralds’  College  in 
London  with  a  view  to  ascertaining  upon  what  authority  the  Heralds’ 
College  had  placed  a  portion  of  the  Cole  Motto  on  the  Coles  Arms, 
two  families  which,  although  they  probably  came  from  the  same 
stock,  had  been  separate  families  and  had  possessed  different  Arms, 
Crests  and  Mottoes  since  about  the  year  1617  and  possibly  from  an 
earlier  period. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  correspondence  between  the 
author  and  H.  Farnham  Burke,  Esq.,  Norroy  King  of  Arms, 
Heralds’  College,  London,  who  failed  to  give  any  authority  show- 
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ing  that  Cole  Deum  had  even  been  adopted  by  any  member  of  the 
Coles  Family,  of  Virginia.

My  ancestor  emigrated  from  Enniscorthy,  Ireland, 
between  1725  and  1735,  and  our  coat  of  arms  and  crest  are 
as  follows: 


“COLES  (Ireland  granted  1648)  Gules  on  a  Chevron 
between  two  lions  heads  erased  or,  ten  ogresses.  CREST:  a 
snake  wreathed  about  a  marble  pillar  proper  garnished  or.” 

Some  time  ago  a  member  of  our  family  procured  from 
the  Heralds’  College  in  London  the  above  coat  of  arms  and 
crest  which  had  the  motto  Cole  Deum.  So  far  as  I  know  our 
family  in  this  country  has  adopted  no  motto  and  I  have  been 
unable  to  find  in  the  books  on  heraldry  and  mottoes  which 
I  have  examined,  any  motto  of  a  Coles  except  Perseverez 
used  by  Ernest  Harry  Coles,  Gentleman;  reported  in  “The 
Art  of  Heraldry,”  by  Arthur  Charles  Fox-Davies. 

The  motto  of  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen  (Cole  not  Coles) 
is  Deum  cole  regem  serva ,  and  it  is  barely  possible  that  the 
names  have  been  confounded.  I  am  aware,  however,  that  the 
motto  like  the  crest  is  often  changed. 

Would  it  be  asking  too  much  of  you  to  let  me  know  if 
the  motto  Cole  Deum  was  ever  adopted  by  the  Coles  of 
Enniscorthy,  Ireland,  and,  if  so,  by  whom  and  the  date  of 
its  adoption? 

Trusting  you  may  be  able  to  give  me  the  authority  for 
the  use  of  this  motto  issued  under  the  authority  of  the  Her¬ 
alds’  College,  I  remain,

Thanks  for  your  letter  of  the  5th. 

To  enable  me  to  answer  your  question  as  to  the  motto 
it  will  be  necessary  to  look  up  the  mottoes  of  the  different 
families  of  Cole  and  Coles,  but  at  the  same  time  I  do  not 
think  this  would  quite  give  you  the  information  you  are  in 
search  of. 

To  enable  you  to  bear  arms  and  crest  you  must  show 
your  descent  from  the  original  grantee,  and  unless  you  are 
satisfied  that  your  ancestor  who  emigrated  from  Ennis- 
corthy  was  descended  from  the  Coles  to  whom  arms  were 
granted  in  1648,  the  search  suggested  above  would  not  lead 
to  anything  definite. 

From  some  of  our  records  which  I  have  looked  at  it 
is  clear  that  in  early  times  the  names  of  Cole  and  Coles 
were  synonymous  and,  unless  you  have  evidence  to  the  con¬ 
trary,  it  is,  in  my  opinion,  just  as  likely  that  you  are  de¬ 
scended  from  an  ancestor  of  the  Earl  of  Enniskillen  as  from 
the  grantee  of  1648.  Please,  however,  send  me  whatever 
information  you  may  have  as  to  your  paternal  ancestors  in 
America,  when  I  shall  be  happy  to  go  more  fully  into  the 
point  and  write  to  you  again.

Dear  Sir: 

I  wish  to  thank  you  for  your  letter  of  the  seventh  of 
March  and  for  your  kind  offer  to  go  more  fully  into  the 
point  referred  to  and  to  write  me  again. 

When  I  wrote  you  some  time  ago  of  finding  the  motto 
Cole  Deum  on  the  Coles  arms  (Ireland,  granted  1648), 
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prepared  by  the  Heralds'  College,  I  was  then  of  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  my  inquiry  could  be  easily  answered  by  turning  to 
the  indices  and  to  the  records  in  the  Heralds’  College  under 
Coles  or  under  this  motto.  I  inferred  from  the  fact  that  the 
arms  and  motto  in  question  had  both  emanated  from  the 
Heralds’  College  that  the  authority  for  placing  the  motto  on 
the  arms  would  appear  without  any  protracted  search  and, 
if  I  was  wrong  in  this,  I  regret  exceedingly  any  trouble  I 
may  have  given  you. 

I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  the  numerous  families 
of  Coles  and  Cole  probably,  years  ago,  had  a  common  an¬ 
cestor.  I  find,  however,  that  the  two  families  have  been 
known  in  England  as  separate  and  distinct  families  since 
prior  to  1600.  Sir  William  Cole  was  the  first  ancestor  of 
the  Earl  of  Enniskillen  who  emigrated  to  Ireland  from 
England  and  it  appears  he  was  knighted  in  Ireland  in  1617. 
It  does  not  appear  at  what  date  the  first  Coles  emigrated 
to  Ireland  from  England  but  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  it  was 
at  the  time  of  the  Plantation  of  Leinster  (1610-1620).  It 
was  undoubtedly  some  time  prior  to  1648  when  the  arms 
were  granted.  Between  1725  and  1735  two  brothers,  John 
Coles  and  Williams  Coles,  whose  mother’s  maiden  name  is 
said  to  have  been  Philpot,  emigrated  to  Virginia,  North 
America,  and  I  am  descended  from  said  John  Coles.  The 
family  has  borne  the  arms  mentioned  above  for  generations 
but  has  used  no  motto.  From  this  and  other  facts,  and  also 
from  the  fact  that  the  Heralds’  College  has  upon  several 
occasions  recognized  the  grant  to  the  Coles  of  Ireland,  I 
have  no  doubt  of  our  right  to  bear  these  arms. 

In  view  of  the  fact,  however,  that  the  Coles  and  Cole 
families  have  been  recognized  as  separate  families  for  years, 
and  have  received  separate  and  different  grants  of  arms 
which  appear  to  be  subsequent  to  the  time  of  their  separa¬ 
tion,  it  would  not  appear  to  me  that  the  possibility  of  their 
having  had  a  common  ancestor  many  years  ago  would  be 
any  authority  for  placing  a  part  of  the  Cole  motto  on 
the  Coles  arms. 

I  have  been  unable  to  find  in  any  work  on  heraldry  or 
mottoes,  to  which  I  have  had  access,  any  statement  showing 
that  any  one  of  the  name  of  Coles  ever  adopted  the  motto 
Cole  Deum. 

If,  however,  the  records  in  the  Heralds’  College  show 
that  it  has  been  adopted  by  any  Coles  entitled  to  bear  the 
arms  mentioned  above  I  would  be  glad  to  have  you  give  me 
the  name  of  the  Coles  adopting  it  with  the  date  of  its  adop¬ 
tion.  If,  in  investigating  this  point,  the  name  of  the  grantee 
of  the  coat  of  arms  mentioned  above  (Ireland,  granted 
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j648)  should  appear,  I  would  like  very  much  to  know  it  as 

there  is  some  uncertainty  in  the  Irish  lineage  of  the  Coles 
family.

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The  following  paragraph  from  my  letter  will  show 
that  I  was  merely  asking  for  an  explanation  rather  than 
requesting  a  search.

Finding  that  the  Heralds’  College,  London,  was  apparently 
unwilling  to  admit  any  error  in  giving  the  Coles  Family  in  \  irginia 
the  Motto  of  Cole  Deum ,  and  were  unable  to  give  any  satisfactory 
authority  or  reason  for  doing  so,  an  effort  was  made  by  corre¬ 
spondence  (which  was  most  precarious  and  uncertain  because  of  the 
existence  of  war  between  Great  Britain  and  her  Allies  and  Germany 
and  her  Allies)  to  ascertain  these  facts  from  the  Ulster  King  of 
Arms,  Office  of  Arms,  in  Dublin  Castle,  Dublin,  Ireland,  and  the 
following  correspondence  resulted  in  the  procuring  the  draft  of  the 
Patent  set  forth  above.

My  ancestor,  John  Coles,  emigrated  from  Enniscorthy, 
Ireland,  between  1725  and  1735*  far  as  I  know,  we  have 
adopted  no  motto  but  our  coat  of  arms  and  crest  are  as 
follows : 

“COLES  (Ireland,  granted  1648)  Gules  on  a  Chevron 
between  two  lions  heads  erased  or,  ten  ogresses.  CREST:  a 
snake  wreathed  about  a  marble  pillar  proper  garnished  or.” 

I  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  the  name  of  my  Irish 
ancestor  who  was  the  grantee  of  the  above  arms  and  if  it 
does  not  cost  too  much  I  would  like  to  know  this  fact  and 
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also  if  it  appears  that  the  Coles  entitled  to  bear  the  above 
arms  ever  adopted  a  motto  and  if  so  the  motto. 

As  stated  above  I  do  not  care  to  incur  any  considerable 
expense  for  this  information.  W  ill  you  kindly  advise  me 
what  your  charge  for  this  information  would  be,  and  oblige.

As  no  reply  to  the  letter  of  July  24,  1915,  was  ever  received 
from  the  Deputy  Ulster  King  of  Arms,  who  had  heretofore  been 
most  prompt  in  answering  letters,  it  is  barely  possible  that  said  letter, 
or  the  reply,  was  lost.  It  would,  however,  appear  from  the  Arms  of 
Ernest  Harry  Coles,  set  forth  above,  and  from  those  of  the  Colies 
Family  mentioned  in  another  part  of  this  work  that  three  and  not 
two  lions’  heads  erased  should  appear  on  the  Arms  of  the  Coles 
Family  confirmed  by  the  Patent,  Ireland,  1647.  It  would  also  appear 
that  there  is  no  authority  for  giving  the  Coles  Family  of  Ireland 
the  Motto  of  Cole  Deum)  and  that  the  Heralds’  College  in  London 
made  a  mistake  in  placing  this  Motto  on  the  Coles  Arms. 
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In  Vol.  i  of  “British  Crests,  containing  the  Crests  and  Mottos 
of  the  Families  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,”  by  Alexander  Deu- 
char,  it  is  said  in  the  Introduction,  on  pp.  xxx  and  xxxi: 

According  to  heraldic  writers,  the  Motto,  strictly  so 
called,  is  a  sentence,  word,  or  expression,  without  any  allu¬ 
sion  to  the  armorial  bearing.  When  it  relates  to  arms,  or 
affords  an  explanation  of  some  part  or  other,  then  they  call 
it  a  device.  .  .  . 

The  variety  of  mottoes  is  very  great;  but  they  seem  to 
have  been  seldomer  changed  than  the  Crest.  .  .  .  Many 
families  have  two  mottoes ;  one  allusive  to  the  arms,  the 
other  as  sentiment  expressive  of  virtue  or  valour.  Mottoes 
are  now  so  common  that  no  shield  or  crest  is  without  them. 
Their  universal  introduction  is  more  recent,  for  they  were 
by  no  means  general  of  old.  .  .  . 

Certain  families  have  retained  the  same  motto  for  cen¬ 
turies;  others  have  changed  it.  However,  there  seems  to  be 
the  same  reason  against  changing  the  motto  as  against 
changing  the  crest. 

It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  it  can  be  assumed  from  the  patent 
granting  the  Coles  Family  of  Ireland  the  Motto  of  Sic  vellem  and 
from  the  custom  as  to  Mottoes  existing  in  England  that  Cole  Deum 
is  not  a  Coles  Motto.  If  it  had  ever  been  adopted  by  them  the 
Heralds’  College  in  London  should  have  no  difficulty  in  referring  to 
their  authority  for  putting  this  Motto  on  their  Arms.

whose  birth  are  also  unknown;  he  d.  in  the  year  1740  and  the  said 
Alice  d.  after  him  but  the  date  of  her  death  is  not  known.

It  is  not  known  whether  the  children  of  Walter  Coles  are 
named  above  in  the  order  of  their  birth. 

Walter  Coles  for  forty  years  or  more  was  prominently  con¬ 
nected  with  the  municipal  affairs  of  the  town  of  Enniscorthy,  Ire¬ 
land,  occupying  during  all,  or  nearly  all,  of  that  time  the  office  of 
Burgess  and  for  a  number  of  years  he  was  the  Portreeve  (Provost), 
or  chief  officer  of  the  town  of  Enniscorthy. 

It  appears  from  “The  History  of  the  Town  and  County  of 
Wexford,”  by  Philip  Herbert  Hore,  1911,  under  “The  Chronicles 
of  Enniscorthy  and  Its  Vicinity,”  chap.  XXVII,  pp.  528-535,  that 
Walter  Coles  was  Portreeve  (Provost)  during  the  years  1703,  1704, 
1705,  1706  and  1710  and  during  those  years  he  was  also  one  of  the 
Burgesses  of  said  Town. 

He  left  a  last  Will  and  Testament  dated  April  20,  1740,  proved 
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January  7,  1740,  and  recorded  in  the  Four  Courts,  in  Dublin,  Ire¬ 
land,  in  and  by  which  he  left  his  wife,  “Alike"  Coles,  his  house  and 
land  in  the  town  of  Enniscorthv,  also  his  lease  of  three  lives  which 
he  held  of  the  lands  of  Killancoolevmore  under  the  Rt.  Hon’ble 
Richard,  Earl  of  Anglesey,  and  also  all  his  goods  and  chattels  what¬ 
soever  in  consideration  to  make  good  the  deeds  of  settlement  which 
were  executed  on  his  marriage. 

The  apparent  conflict  between  the  date  and  probate  of  said  Will 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  in  the  year  1740  a  change  was  made 
in  the  method  of  computing  time,  and  it  is  said  that  the  year  1740 
commenced  at  the  end  of  the  month  of  March  in  said  year  and  this 
change  would  render  it  possible  for  a  will  dated  April  20th,  1740, 
to  have  been  probated  February  7th,  1740.

2.  JOHN  Coles  (son  of  Walter  Coles,  1,  of  Ireland,  and  Alice 
Philpot,  his  wife)  was  b.  about  the  year  1705.  It  is  said  that  he  was 
educated  in  England  and  that  he  came  to  Virginia  while  still  a  very 
young  man.  There  is  no  record  of  the  exact  date  that  he  came  to 
Virginia  but  it  was  prior  to  the  year  1739  when  he  is  mentioned 
as  being  one  of  the  processioners  of  the  parish.  He  was  an  early 
settler  in  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  he  is  said  to  have  erected  one  of 
the  first  dwelling  houses  erected  there.  He  was  a  merchant  and 
seemed  to  have  been  possessed  of  large  means,  but  it  does  not  appear 
whether  he  made  it  himself  or  whether  he  received  it  from  his  father. 
He  owned  a  great  deal  of  land  in  and  around  Richmond,  Virginia; 
also  a  tract  of  land  in  Halifax  County,  Virginia;  also  two  planta¬ 
tions  on  the  Staunton  River,  whence  comes  the  name  Coles  Ferry; 
and  also  an  estate  on  the  Green  Mountain,  in  Albemarle  County, 
Virginia,  called  “Enniscorthy”  after  his  home  in  Ireland,  which 
estate,  or  the  larger  part  thereof,  was  granted  to  one  Francis  Eppes, 
and  was  purchased  by  said  John  Coles  while  it  was  in  Goochland 
County  and  before  the  formation  of  Albemarle  County.  He  lived  in 
winter  at  his  home  in  Richmond,  which  is  said  to  have  been  on 
Twenty-second  Street,  between  Broad  and  Marshall  Streets,  and 
was  demolished  about  the  year  1871,  and  he  used  “Enniscorthy”  as 
his  summer  home.  He  died  Oct.  16,  1747,  in  the  forty-second  year  of 
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his  age,  at  Richmond,  and  was  interred  under  St.  John’s  Church,  on 
Church  Hill  in  Richmond. 

He  m.  about  the  year  1738,  there  being  no  record  of  the  exact 
date,  MARY  Axx  Wixstox,  daughter  of  Isaac  Winston,  of  Hanover 
County,  Va.,  and  Mary  Dabney,  his  wife,  who  had  two  other  daugh¬ 
ters  and  three  sons,  towit:  (I)  Lucy,  who  m.  (1)  William  Dabney 
by  whom  she  had  one  son,  William  Dabney,  Jr.,  and  (2)  Williams 
Coles,  a  younger  brother  of  said  John  Coles,  who  emigrated  to  Vir¬ 
ginia  a  short  time  after  his  elder  brother  by  whom  she  had  three 
children  who  will  be  mentioned  later;  (II)  Sarah,  who  m.  (1)  Col. 
John  Syme  by  whom  she  had  one  son,  John  Syme,  and  (2)  Col.  John 
Henry  by  whom  she  had  Patrick  Henry,  the  celebrated  Virginia 
orator,  and  eight  other  children;  (III)  Isaac  Winston;  (IV)  An¬ 
thony  Winston;  and  (V)  William  Winston,  b.  in  1720.  The  said 

Mary  Ann  Coles  m.  (2)  -  Donald,  her  second  husband,  and 

d.  Oct.  24,  1758,  in  the  thirty-eighth  year  of  her  age.

The  said  John  Coles  left  his  property  to  his  five  children,  giv¬ 
ing  his  estate  on  Green  Mountain,  in  Albemarle  County,  Virginia, 
to  John  Coles,  his  second  son. 

Under  an  early  Virginia  statute  (III.  Hennings  Statutes,  pp. 
32 7,  328)  it  was  necessary  every  fourth  year,  between  the  last  day 
of  September  and  the  last  day  of  March  following,  that  the  bounds 
of  the  lands  of  every  person  should  be  processioned,  or  “gone 
around,”  and  the  land  marks  renewed,  such  marks  being  made  by 
chopping  the  trees.  As  early  as  the  year  1739  John  Coles  was  well 
established  in  Richmond  and  was  taking  an  active  part  in  its  affairs 
as  appears  from  the  following  entry  in  an  old  Vestry  Book  of  St. 
John’s  Church : 

At  a  Vestry  held  at  Curl’s  Church  for  Henrico  pari/h, 

July  ye  21/t,  Ano.  Dom.  1739: 

Pre/ent 

The  Rever’d.  William  Stith,  James  powell  Cocke, 

James  Cocke,  Bowler  Cocke,  John  Redford,  Edward  Curd, 
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Among  his  descendants  were  Edward  Coles,  Governor  of 
Illinois,  and  Isaac  and  Walter  Coles,  members  of  Congress 
from  Virginia.  .  .  . 

In  Vol.  15  of  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography , 
at  p.  130,  is  an  order  referring  to  John  Coles  which  was  made  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Council  of  Virginia,  held  at  the  Capitol,  June  10, 
1741,  and  is  as  follows : 

*  *  y 

Order’d.  That  a  New  Commission  of  the  Peace  issue 
for  the  County  of  Henrico,  and  that  Peter  Randolph,  Ben¬ 
jamin  Harris  and  John  Coles  Gent’n  be  added  thereto.  .  .  . 

On  p.  100  of  Moore’s  “History  of  Henrico  Parish  and  Old  St. 
John’s  Church”  is  found  the  following  statement: 

It  is  profoundly  regretted  that  no  regular  and  continu¬ 
ous  record  of  the  burials  has  been  kept.  Some  years  ago 
there  was  found  in  the  crypt  or  basement  of  the  Church  a 
bronze  tablet  bearing  the  name  “John  Coles.”  He  was  the 
ancestor  of  the  distinguished  family  of  that  name  of  Albe¬ 
marle  County,  Virginia. 

We  also  find  in  this  same  work,  on  p.  177  of  the  Vestry  Book, 
another  interesting  reference  to  John  Coles  which  is  as  follows: 

“4  Mary  2  (Isaac  1)  m.  Major  John  Coles,  a  native  of 
Ireland.  He  was  an  early  settler  of  Richmond,  where  he  was 
engaged  in  merchandizing.  A  small  frame  building  recently 
demolished  (1871)  situated  on  Twenty-second,  between 
Broad  and  Marshall  Street,  was  pointed  out  as  having  been 
his  residence.  Many  of  the  timbers,  though  more  than  a  cen¬ 
tury  old,  were  in  a  perfect  state  of  preservation.  Major  John 
Coles  was  buried  beneath  the  old  Church  at  Richmond,  the 
floors  of  which  being  removed  in  1857,  to  replace  the  joists 
which  were  in  a  decayed  condition,  a  metallic  plate,  bearing 
his  name,  was  found.  It  was,  however,  so  much  corroded 
that  it  fell  to  pieces.” 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  will  of  said  John  Coles,  the 
Emigrant,  proved  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Henrico  County, 
Virginia,  in  the  years  1747-8,  and  recorded  in  Deed  Book  from 
1744  to  1748,  at  pp.  345  to  347: 

In  the  name  of  God  Amen.  I  John  Coles  of  Henrico 
Parish  &  County  being  of  sound  mind  memory  &  under¬ 
standing  &  considering  the  uncertainty  of  Life  do  make  this 
my  last  Will  &  Testament  in  manner  &  form  following 
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(that  is  to  say)  my  Body  to  the  Earth  to  be  decently  Buried 
my  debts  first  paid.  Imprimis  I  give  &  bequeath  unto  my 
Daughters  Sarah  &  Mary  Coles  Four  Hundred  pounds 
curr.  money  to  be  paid  to  each  of  them  out  of  my  debts 
thats  due  me  by  sundry  persons  cash  in  the  House  and  goods 
in  my  Store  if  that  should  not  be  sufficient  to  make  that  sum 
for  each  of  my  Daughters  after  my  debts  are  paid  its  then 
my  Will  &  Desire  that  it  shall  be  raised  out  of  the  Tobacco 
thats  made  on  my  Plantations  also  I  give  unto  my  Daughter 
Sarah  Coles  Five  Hundred  acres  of  Land  Beginning  at  the 
Head  of  Hunting  Creek  South  side  of  Stanton  Lunenburg 
County  &  so  down  the  Creek  for  the  Quantity  of  Five  Hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  Land  with  the  following  Three  Slaves  Names 
not  known  to  me  children  of  Primus  &  Phebey  of  Fork 
Creek  Louisa  also  Twenty  Head  of  Cattle  Two  Young 
Mares  &  Five  Sows  with  Pigs  to  her  &  her  Heirs  of  her 
Body  lawfully  begotten  forever  but  in  default  of  such  Heirs 
or  that  she  dies  before  she  is  of  the  age  of  Eighteen  then 
the  Land  &  Slaves  to  go  to  her  Elder  Brother  Walter  Coles 
&  his  Heirs  Assigns  forever.  Also  I  give  &  bequeath  to  my 
Daughter  Mary  Coles  Twenty  Head  of  Young  Cattle  Two 
Young  Mares  Five  Breeding  Sows  with  Pigs  Five  Hundred 
Acres  of  Land  to  her  and  her  Heirs  of  Her  Body  lawfully 
begotten  forever  Beginning  at  the  Lower  Line  of  the  Land 
of  her  Sister  Sarah  Coles  on  Hunting  Creek  South  side 
Stanton  River  Lunenburg  County  with  the  following  Three 
Slaves  Cloe,  Beck,  Gabriel  to  her  &  her  Heirs  of  her  Body 
lawfully  Begotten  forever  but  in  Default  of  such  Heirs  or 
that  she  dies  before  she  is  of  the  age  of  Eighteen  then  the 
Land  Slaves  &  Stock  to  descend  to  her  Second  Brother  John 
Coles  &  his  Heirs  forever  but  if  he  the  said  John  Coles 
should  die  before  he  is  of  Age  then  the  said  Mary  Coles 
Land  Slaves  Stock  shall  descend  to  his  Brother  Isaac  Coles 
&  his  Heirs  forever  &  it  is  my  Will  that  if  either  my  Two 
Daughters  Sarah  &  Mary  or  both  should  die  before  they  are 
married  or  of  the  age  of  Eighteen  then  the  Money  I  have 
left  them  shall  be  equally  divided  between  all  my  surviving 
children.  Also  I  give  to  my  son  Walter  Coles  all  the  Land 
I  bought  of  Richard  Ward  and  John  Wingham  on  Stanton 
River  Lunenburg  to  him  &  his  Heirs  &  Assigns  forever  also 
the  following  Slaves  Primus  Jun.  Billy  Doll  Lucy  Jemmy 
Jenny  Cate  Abram  Tamar  Will  London  Dublin  Nan  & 
Moll  with  all  their  Future  Increase  to  him  &  his  Heirs 
forever  with  all  the  Stock  of  Cattle  Hogs  Horses  &  Mares 
on  said  Plantation  after  his  Two  Sisters  &  Brother  Isaac 
Coles  have  their  part  of  the  Stock  laid  off  for  them.  Also  I 
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give  to  my  Son  John  Coles  all  the  Land  I  bought  of  Colo. 
Beverly  Randolph  commonly  called  the  Green  Mountain 
lying  and  being  in  Albemarle  County  with  all  entrys  for 
Land  I  have  Entered  for  Joyning  the  said  Land  to  him 
&  his  Heirs  forever  with  the  following  Slaves  St.  John  Betty 
Tabey  Sebrey  Richmond  Wexford  England  Phillis  &  Bris¬ 
tol  with  all  their  Future  Increase  to  him  &  his  Heirs  forever 
with  all  the  Stock  on  the  Plantations  but  if  he  the  said  John 
Coles  should  die  before  he  is  of  the  age  of  Twenty  one  then 
its  my  Will  &  Desire  that  his  Land  shall  descend  to  his 
youngest  Brother  Isaac  Coles  but  that  the  Stock  &  Slaves 
shall  be  equally  divided  between  the '  Two  Surviving 
Brothers.  Also  I  give  to  my  Son  Isaac  Coles  all  the  Land 
I  hold  in  Louisa  to  him  &  his  Heirs  forever  after  the  death 
of  his  Mother  Mary  Coles.  Also  I  give  unto  my  Son  Isaac 
Coles  all  the  Land  I  hold  which  is  to  be  Surveyed  on  black

&  Two  Horses  all  to  be  made  out  of  the  Stocks  of  Cattle 
Fork  Creek,  Green  Mountain  Roneoak  Plantations  &  my 
Home  House  the  year  he  is  Twelve  years  of  age  but  if  he 
should  die  before  he  is  of  the  age  of  Twenty  one  then  his 
Land  at  Fork  Creek  is  to  descend  to  his  Brother  John  Coles 
&  his  Heirs  forever  &  the  Land  at  Black  Walnut  to  descend 
to  Walter  Coles  &  his  Heirs  forever  his  Slaves  to  be  equally 
divided  between  his  Two  Brothers  Walter  &  John  &  if  he 
should  die  before  he  arrives  to  the  years  of  Twelve  year  old 
then  the  Stock  Cattle  Hogs  Horses  etc.  are  to  Stand  as  if 
no  such  thing  had  been  mentioned,  but  if  his  Cattlp  Hogs 
Horses  &  Mares  should  be  laid  off  for  him  then  they  are  to 
be  divided  between  his  Two  Brothers  Walter  &  John  if  he 
the  said  Isaac  should  die  before  he  is  Twenty  one  years  of 
age.  Also  my  dear  Wife  is  to  have  the  use  of  the  Plantation 
at  Fork  Creek  during  her  life  with  all  the  Cattle  Hogs  & 
Horses  on  it  as  also  the  use  of  the  Slaves  here  under  men¬ 
tioned  during  her  life  Primus  Pheby  Ireland  Harry  Ceesar 
Pharoah  Tom  Aggy  Sharlott  Sarah  &  after  her  death  the 
five  first  Slaves  here  mentioned  are  to  go  to  such  of  my 
children  as  hereafter  mentioned  the  other  five  Tom  Pharoah 
Aggy  Sharlott  &  Sarah  with  their  Increase  she  may  give 
to  such  of  Children  as  she  thinks  proper  its  my  Will  also 
that  I  would  have  all  my  Estate  kept  Together  under  one 
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person  or  persons  Management  that  my  Wife  (During  her 
Widowhood)  and  Children  should  have  provision  found 
them  sufficient  to  Maintain  them  out  of  all  the  Plantations 
the  Tobacco  should  be  shipd  &  that  Cloths  for  the  Family 
with  Tools  Nails  etc.  for  the  use  of  the  Plantations  should 
be  sent  for  every  year  till  my  Son  Walter  Coles  comes  to  the 
age  of  Twenty  one  years  then  all  the  Money  in  hand  should 
be  equally  divided  between  my  dear  Wife  if  not  married  & 
my  three  sons  Walter  John  &  Isaac  Coles  &  that  I  would 
then  have  each  persons  part  laid  off  I  would  have  my  Chil¬ 
dren  all  sent  to  School  &  when  fit  that  the  Boys  should  go 
to  the  College  the  charge  of  which  should  come  out  of  the 
Main  Stock  each  Child  when  of  age  to  have  Two  Good 
Beds  well  Furnished  Compleatly  &  if  their  Mother  keeps 
all  my  Household  Furniture  and  that  she  marrys  she  must 
pay  each  Child  when  of  age  Two  New  Good  Beds  with 
Quilts  &  Sheets  New  to  each  Bed  for  their  part  of  my  Fur¬ 
niture.  Also  I  give  my  Son  Walter  Coles  after  his  Mothers 
death  Primus  &  Phebey  &  all  their  Increase  the  Time  his 
Mother  has  them  in  her  Possession  to  him  &  his  Heirs  for¬ 
ever.  Also  I  give  my  Son  John  Coles  after  his  Mothers 
death  Harry  to  him  &  his  Heirs  forever  but  if  he  should 
die  before  he  is  of  the  age  of  Twenty  one  years  then  its  my 
Desire  the  said  Harry  should  descend  to  his  Brother  Isaac 
Coles.  Also  I  give  my  Son  Isaac  Coles  after  his  Mother 
Mary  Coles  death  Pharoah  &  Ceesar  to  him  &  his  Heirs 
forever.  Also  its  my  Desire  my  Dear  Wife  shall  have  the 
use  of  the  Plantation  I  now  live  on  with  the  use  of  the  Land 
I  bought  of  Stokes  &  Mosby  with  the  use  of  all  the  Furni¬ 
ture  Stocks  of  Cattle  Horses  Hogs  Carts  Chair  or  what  else 
thereunto  belonging  during  her  Life  on  Conditions  she  pay 
my  Children  as  aforesd.  for  the  use  of  the  same  if  she  should 
marry.  Also  its  my  Desire  all  my  Land  Lots  and  Houses 
belonging  to  me  below  the  Hill  where  I  live  on  in  the 
Town  of  Richmond  shall  equally  be  divided  between  my 
three  Sons  Walter  John  &  Isaac  Coles  to  them  and  their 
Heirs  forever.  Also  I  give  to  my  Son  Isaac  Coles  all  that 
Land  on  Gilleys  Creek  I  bought  of  Stokes  &  Mosbey  in 
Henrico  County  with  all  the  Lots  &  Houses  on  the  Hill 
where  I  Live  in  Richmond  Town  after  the  Death  of  his 
Mother  Mary  Coles  to  him  &  his  Heirs  forever  but  if  he 
should  die  before  he  come  to  the  age  of  Twenty  one  years 
its  my  Desire  that  it  shall  Descend  to  his  Brother  John 
Coles  &  his  Heirs  forever  &  all  the  Land  Lots  &  Houses 
below  the  Hill  that  I  Live  on  in  Richmond  Town  shall 
Descend  to  my  Son  Walter  Coles  &  his  Heirs  &  As- 
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signs  forever  that  is  if  either  of  his  Two  Brothers  John  or 
Isaac  Coles  should  die  before  they  are  of  age  all  the  rest 
of  my  Lands  (Surveyed  or  not  surveyed)  &  Tenements 
whatsoever  whereof,  I  shall  die  Seised  in  Possession  Rever¬ 
sion  or  Remainder  also  all  the  Rest  &  Residue  of  my  Goods 
Chatties  &  Personal  Estate  whatsoever  I  give  to  my  Son 
Walter  Coles  his  Heirs  &  Assigns  forever  &  I  make  & 
ordain  her  my  said  Wife  Executrix  &  my  Brother  Williams 
Coles  Executors  of  this  my  Last  Will  in  Trust  for  the  In¬ 
tents  and  Purposes  in  this  my  Will  Contained  &  I  make  my 
loving  Friends  Colo.  Peter  Randolph  Isaac  Winston  Junr. 
of  the  County  of  Henrico  &  Colo.  William  Randolph  of 
Goochland  County  Overseers  of  this  my  Will  to  take  care 
&  see  the  same  Performed  according  to  my  true  Intent  and 
Meaning.  I  also  appoint  them  Guardians  of  my  Children 
and  for  their  trouble  I  hope  they  will  accept  a  mourning 
Ring.  In  Witness  whereof  I  the  said  John  Coles  have  to 
this  my  last  Will  and  Testament  set  my  hand  and  Seal  this 
Eleventh  day  of  October  One  Thousand  Seven  Hundred 
and  Forty  Seven.

An  old  copy  of  this  will,  except  the  clause  appointing  guardians 
for  his  children  and  the  attestation  clause,  is  in  the  possession  of 
Mrs;  Edward  B.  Ambler,  of  Monroe,  Amherst  County,  Virginia, 
who  kindly  loaned  it  to  the  author  before  he  found  the  record  of  the 
will  in  the  Henrico  County  Clerk’s  Office. 

Annexed  to  and  recorded  with  the  foregoing  will  is  the  follow¬ 
ing  Clerk’s  Certificate  of  probate. 

At  a  Court  held  for  Henrico  County  the  first  Mondav 
in  March,  1747,  this  will  was  presented  by  Williams  Coleys 
one  of.  the  Execurs.  therein  named  upon  oath  was  also 
proved  by  the  Wtss.  thereto  and  admitted  to  Record. 

Teste  Bowler  Cocke  Junr.  Dept.  Clk. 

By  Renunciation,  dated  March  7,  1747,  and  proved  and  re¬ 
corded  with  said  will  on  the  first  Monday  in  March,  1747,  Mary 
Coles,  the  widow  of  said  John  Coles,  declared  that  she  was  not 
satisfied  with  the  provision  made  for  her  in  said  will  and  declined  to 
accept  the  provision  made  therein  for  her  and  renounced  the  benefit 
and  advantage  that  she  might  claim  in  law  or  in  equity  under  the 

said  will  of  John  Coles,  her  said  husband,  dated  the  eleventh  day 
of  October,  1747. 

It  will  be  observed  that  the  will  of  John  Coles  was  proved  on 
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the  first  Monday  in  March,  1747,  while  it  was  dated  the  eleventh 
da}  of  October,  174/*  The  explanation  of  this  apparent  inconsistency 
is  that  about  this  time  there  was  a  change  made  in  the  method  of 
computing  time  which  resulted  in  setting  the  time  back  for  appar¬ 
ently  more  than  seven  months. 

The  old  copy  of  the  will  of  John  Coles,  referred  to  above  as 
being  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Ambler,  was  much  worn  and  the 
last  page,  with  the  clause  appointing  guardians  for  the  children  and 
the  attestation  clause  and  the  date,  was  missing.  These  clauses  were, 
however,  supplied  from  the  record  of  the  will  in  the  Clerk’s  Office 
of  Henrico  County  which  was  found  merely  by  chance  as  it  ante¬ 
dated  the  record  of  wills  filed  in  said  office  and  was  found  recorded 
in  a  deed  book. 

In  her  letter  enclosing  the  old  copy  of  said  will  Mrs.  Ambler 

says: 

I  am  enclosing  with  this  at  your  request  the  old  will  of 
our  great-great-grandfather  John  Coles  ist  which  I  found 
amongst  some  papers  of  my  great-grandfather  Col.  Isaac 
Coles  or.  It  was  exactly  in  this  condition  when  I  found  it. 

Xop  will  notice  that  there  is  no  date,  so  one  page  must 
be  missing,  but  as  John  Coles  ist  died  in  Oct.  1747  &  his 
youngest  child  Isaac,  whom  he  mentions  at  length  in  the 
v\ill,  was  born  in  March  1747  the  will  must  have  been  writ¬ 
ten  in  1747  between  March  &  October. 

Vou  will  notice  that  he  speaks  of  leaving  his  sons 
V\  alter  &  Isaac  large  estates  on  the  banks  of  Staunton  River 
in  Lunenburg  County.  It  was  in  that  part  of  Lunenburg 
Co  which  was  afterwards  cut  off  into  Halifax  Co.,  Meck¬ 
lenburg,  Halifax  &  Pittsylvania  Cos.  all  formed  part  of 
Lunenburg  at  one  time.  Col.  Walter  Coles,  eldest  son  of 
John  ist  lived  &  died  on  his  plantation  “Mildendo,”  on 
Staunton  River  in  Halifax  (once  part  of  Lunenburg). 

In  Vol.  1  of  the  “Encyclopedia  of  Virginia  Biography,”  edited 
by  Hon.  Lyon  G.  Tyler  and  published  by  the  Lewis  Publishing  Com¬ 
pany,  1915,  at  p.  216,  is  a  brief  sketch  of  said  John  Coles. 

This  marriage  of  John  Coles  to  Mary  Ann  Winston  was  not 
the  first  marriage  to  take  place  between  the  Coles  and  Winston 
families.  In  Vol.  17  of  the  Publications  of  the  Harleian  Society 
containing  the  Visitations  of  London  for  the  year  1633,  1634  and 

1 63S>  on  p.  358,  it  is  stated  that  “Robert  Winston  of  Bro’okthorp  in 
Com.  Gloucester  married  Ellinor,  daughter  of _  Coles.” 

3.  Mary  Coles  (daughter  of  Walter  Coles,  1,  of  Ireland,  and 
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Alice  Phil  pot,  his  wife)  was  born  in  Ireland  and  it  is  said  in  the 
journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett  that  she  married  one  JOHN  WlLSTON. 

So  far  as  is  known  the  said  Mary  Coles  and  John 
Wilston,  her  husband,  lived  and  died  in  Ireland,  and  no 
record  of  the  date  of  their  birth  and  marriage,  or  proof  as 
to  whether  they  had  any  children,  or  any  record  of  the  date 
and  place  of  death,  or  other  information  concerning  them, 
has  been  found. 

4.  Elizabeth  Coles  (daughter  of  Walter  Coles,  1,  of  Ireland, 
and  Alice  Philpot,  his  wife)  was  born  in  Ireland  and  it  is  said  in 

the  journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett  that  she  married  one  John _ , 

whose  surname  is  not  given. 

So  far  as  is  known  the  said  Elizabeth  and  John,  her 
husband,  lived  and  died  in  Ireland,  and  no  record  of  the 
date  of  their  birth  and  marriage  or  proof  as  to  whether  they 
had  any  children,  or  any  record  of  the  date  and  place  of 
their  death,  or  other  information  concerning  them,  has  been 
found. 

5.  Williams  Coles,  often  called  William  Coles  (son  of  Walter 
Coles,  1,  of  Ireland,  and  Alice  Philpot,  his  wife)  was  born  in 
Ireland.  There  is  no  record  of  the  date  of  his  birth  or  when  he 
emigrated  to  Virginia,  but  it  is  said  that  he  came  to  Virginia  a  few 
years  after  his  elder  brother,  John  Coles,  (2).  He  settled  in  Han- 
0Ver  y°unty>  Virginia,  and  lived  at  his  country  seat  called  “Coles 
Hill.”  He  d.  in  1781.  He  m.  Lucy  (Winston)  Dabney  (daughter 
of  Isaac  Winston,  of  Hanover  County,  Virginia,  and  Mary  Dabney, 
his  wife)  who  was  a  sister  of  Mary  Ann  Winston  who  m.  John 
Coles  (2)  his  elder  brother.  No  record  of  the  date  of  his  marriage 
has  been  found.  The  said  Lucy  Winston  m.  (1)  William  Dabney 
by  whom  she  had  a  son  William  Dabney,  Jr.,  and  she  d.  in  1784.

Although  it  is  stated  in  the  “History  of  Henrico  Parish  and  Old 
bt  John’s  Church,  Richmond,  Virginia,  1611-1904,”  by  J.  Staunton 
Moore,  on  p.  177  of  the  Vestry  Book,  that  Mary  Winston  married 
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Major  John  Coles,  giving  the  names  of  some  of  their  children,  the 
following  statement  is  contained  in  the  Appendix,  on  pp.  202-3.’ 


.....  The  ,Ldltor  1S  now  conclusively  satisfied  that  Isaac 
Winston  had  only  two  daughters,  Mary  and  Sarah,  the 
former  of  whom  was  grandmother  of  Mrs.  Madison. 

This  statement  is  a  mistake  as  Isaac  Winston  had  three  daugh¬ 
ters:  Mary,  who  married  John  Coles;  Lucy,  who  married  (1)  Wil¬ 
iam  Dabney  and  (2)  Williams  Coles,  the  younger  brother  of  said 
John  Coles ;  and  Sarah,  who  married  (1)  Colonel  John  Syme  and 
(2)  John  Henry,  the  father  of  Patrick  Henry.  This  mistake  was 
probably  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Editor  did  not  know  that  John 
Coles  had  a  younger  brother  named  Williams  Coles  who  married 
Lucy  (Winston)  Dabney,  a  sister  of  said  Mary  Ann  Winston.  The 
said  Lucy  (Winston,  Dabney)  Coles  was  the  grandmother  of  Mrs. 
ladison,  and  not  Mary  Ann  Winston  who  married  John  Coles. 

In  the  “Coles  Record”  prepared  by  Governor  Coles,  in  the 
possession  of  Mrs.  Edward  Coles,  of  Philadelphia,  Williams  Coles 
is  caHed  Wilhams  Coles  and  in  the  “Winston  Tree,”  prepared  by 
E hzabeth  Winston  Campbell  Hendrick,  he  is  sometimes  called 
William  and  sometimes  Williams.  A  search  has  been  made  to  ascer¬ 
tain  which  was  his  correct  Christian  name  and  the  result  of  this 
search  would  indicate  that  he  was  referred  to  as  William  oftener 
than  he  was  called  Williams.  This  was  due  possibly  to  the  fact  that 

William  is  the  well-known  Christian  name  while  Williams  is  an 
unusual  one. 

As  the  records  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Hanover  County 
lrginia,  would  furnish  the  most  conclusive  proof  on  this  subject’ 

.aX7rf,<?uest  ™as  made  of  the  Clerk  to  search  for  a  copy  of  the  will  of 
Williams  Coles,  and  Mr.  C.  W.  Taylor,  the  Clerk  of  Hanover 
County,  answered  this  request  as  follows :

William  and  Mary  College  Quarterly ,  and  in  the  “Memoirs  and 
Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Lucia  Beverly  Cutts,  who  was  the 
great-great-granddaughter  of  said  Williams  Coles,  and  in  the  “Life 
and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  Clark,  with  the  follow- 
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In  Vol.  21  of  the  JJ'illiam  and  Mary  College  Quarterly ,  under 
records  of  Hanover  County,  the  following  entry  is  found  on  p.  156: 

Sept.  5,  1771.  William  Coles,  of  St.  Martin,  to  my 
daughter  Mary  Payne,  for  life,  then  to  my  grandson  Wil¬ 
liam  Temple  Payne,  176  a.,  I  bought  of  Wm.  Winston,  Jr., 
dec.  adj.  said  Wm.  Coles,  Aylett,  said  Winston,  Jno.  Gray, 
School  House,  Witness  Lucy  Coles,  Isaac  Winston. 

In  Vol.  22  of  the  William  and  Mary  College  Quarterly ,  under 
records  of  Hanover  County,  Virginia,  the  following  entry  is  found 
on  p.  171 : 

Oct.  3,  1791.  Isaac  Winston  Sr.  (atty.  for  W.  Temple 
Payne,  late  of  Virginia,  but  now  of  Philadelphia)  Jno. 
Payne  and  Mary  his  wife  to  Walter  Coles  of  Hanover  176. 

A.,  being  the  land  given  by  Wm.  Coles,  dec.  to  his  daughter 
Mary  Payne,  wife  of  s'd.  Jno.  Payne  during  life,  and  after¬ 
wards  to  said  William  Temple  Payne,  adj.  Chas.  Colley, 

Jno.  Hick’s,  tract  of  late  Paul  Thilman,  deed,  Manor  Tract 
where  said  Wm.  Coles  formerly  lived  and  s’d.  Walter  Coles 
now  lives. 

In  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  her  grand¬ 
niece,  Lucia  Beverly  Cutts  (1886),  on  p.  4,  it  is  said: 

John  Payne,  the  second,  the  father  of  Mrs.  Madison, 
left  home  at  an  early  age  to  take  charge  of  a  plantation 
in  North  Carolina  given  him  by  his  father.  He  there  mar¬ 
ried  Mary  Coles,  daughter  of  William  Coles,  a  native  of 
Enniscorthy,  Ireland.  .  .  . 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark 
(1914),  on  p.  9,  it  is  said: 

Dorothy  Payne  was  born  May  20,  1768.  Her  mother’s 
maiden  name  was  Mary  Coles.  Mary  was  the  daughter  of 
William  Coles  and  Lucy  Winston.  William  was  Irish  and 
hailed  from  Enniscarthy  (Enniscorthy),  on  the  River 
Sliney  (Slaney)  in  County  Wexford,  Ireland.  .  .  . 

In  “Americans  of  Royal  Descent,”  by  Charles  H.  Browning,  in 
a  note  on  p.  630,  is  found  the  following  reference  to  William  Coles: 

Ann  Fleming  m.  John  Payne  of  Goochland  County, 
Virginia,  and  had;  John  Payne  of  Hanover  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  m.  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Coles,  of  “Coles  Hill” 
and  had.  .  .  . 
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In  Vol.  15  of  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography , 
on  p.  1 14,  reporting  a  petition  made  by  John  Coles  to  the  Council 
of  Virginia  on  April  29,  1741,  is  the  following  note  by  the  Editor: 

John  Coles,  a  native  of  Enniscorthy,  Ireland,  was  a 
merchant  at  Richmond,  Virginia,  and  lived  in  a  house  still 
standing  as  a  part  of  the  Monte  Maria  Convent  at  Church 
Hill.  He  accumulated  a  large  estate.  His  will  was  proved 
in  Henrico,  March,  1747-8,  and  his  legatees  were  his  wife 
Mary,  sons  Walter,  Isaac  and  John,  and  brother  Wil- 
liam.  ... 

In  Vol.  19  of  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography, 
on  p.  88,  is  an  extract  from  the  journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett  with 
the  following  reference  to  Williams  Coles  on  pp.  90-91 : 

I  did  not  stay  there  long  before  I  resolved  to  go  to 
Virginia  and  started  on  the  4th  of  April  following  to 
Williamsburgh,  in  General  Court  time,  where  I  met  with 
Colonel  V  alter  Coles,  of  Halifax,  a  son  of  my  mother’s 
brother,  John  Coles,  who  used  me  very  kindly  and  gave  me 
directions  to  my  uncle,  William  Coles,  of  Hanover.  Three 
days  after  I  started  for  Hanover  up  on  my  way  from  Wil¬ 
liamsburgh,  I  got  acquainted  with  Mr.  Patrick  Henry,  Jr., 
at  Hanover  Court,  and  left  Williamsburgh  about  10  o’clock 
in  the  morning  and  got  to  Hanover  Court  House  the  same 
day,  the  first  of  May.  From  thence  I  went  to  Captain  Coles 
at  Coles  Hill  and  spent  the  night  on  the  way  with  old 
Colonel  Henry.  Arrived  at  Captain  Coles’  early  next  morn¬ 
ing;  he  was  down  on  the  bank  of  the  Pamonkey  at  his  tan 
vat.  I  staid  there  about  three  weeks,  but  not  agreeable. 

His  son  Walter  was  alive  then  and  more  deceit  I  never  met 
with  than  in  the  old  couple.  I  had  an  order  on  him  for  ten 
pounds  sterling  with  interest  for  twenty  years,  which  by 
much  credulity  she  got  him  to  cheat  me  out  of. 

Williams  Coles  was  one  of  the  Executors  named  in  the  will  of 
his  brother  John  Coles  proved  in  Henrico  County  in  the  year  1747. 
In  this  will  and  in  the  probate  proceedings  he  is  called  Williams 
Coles,  and  this  was  undoubtedly  his  true  Christian  name  notwith¬ 
standing  he  was  so  often  spoken  of  as  William  Coles. 

In  the  “Sketch  of  the  Dabneys  of  Virginia,”  by  William  H. 
Dabney,  1888,  on  p.  183,  it  is  stated  that  John  Dabney  (son  of 
Cornelius  Dabney,  2nd,  and  Lucy  Winston)  and  his  wife  Ann 
Harris,  born  in  1740  and  died  in  1830,  aged  ninety  years,  had  twelve 
children.  It  also  appears  that  said  Cornelius  Dabney  and  Lucy  Win-

fton  also  had  a  younger  son  named  William  Dabney.  It  is,  therefore, 
probable  that  the  first  husband  of  Lucy  Winston  was  named 
Cornelius  Dabney  and  not  William  Dabney  as  stated  above,  and 
Lucy  Winston  had  several  children  by  her  first  marriage.

apparently  d.  without  issue  as  the  said  Dr.  George  Bennett  and  his 
daughter  Dorcas  emigrated  to  America  prior  to  1766;  the  said  Dr. 
George  Bennett  located  in  Pennsylvania  and  no  record  of  his  death

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It  is  stated  in  the  journal  of  the  above-named  Dr.  Walter 
Bennett,  hereinafter  referred  to,  that  all  of  the  above-named 
children  of  Dr.  George  Bennett  and  Alice  Coles,  his  wife,  except 
himself  and  his  sister,  Dorcas,  died  young  and  were  interred  with 
their  mother  in  the  family  vault  in  Ireland.  He  says  his  mother 
died  leaving  two  children  besides  himself.  One  of  these  is  known 
to  have  been  his  sister,  Dorcas,  but  the  name  of  the  other  is  not 
known.  His  sister  Dorcas  came  to  America  with  her  father  and  first 
located  with  him  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  but  shortly  after  the 
arrival  of  her  brother,  Walter,  who  came  over  alone  about  1766,  she 
joined  him  in  Maryland  and  they  finally  settled  in  Virginia.  It  is 
not  known  whether  she  ever  married  or  if  she  left  any  children  and 
descendants.  .No  record  of  her  marriage  has  been  found  and  it  is 
presumed  that  she  never  married.  She  died  in  June,  1810.

The  said  John  Coles  lived  at  “Enniscorthy,”  Albemarle  County, 
Virginia,  and  was  a  prosperous  agriculturalist  taking  a  prominent 
part  in  the  affairs  of  the  county  and  was  a  vestryman  for  many  years 
in  the  local  church.  He  had  a  number  of  sons  and  daughters,  all  of 
whom  were  well  educated  for  the  time  in  which  he  lived.  His  sons 


were  all  prominent  men  in  the  community  in  which  they  lived  and 
his  daughters  all  married  men  of  influence  and  prominence.  He 
owned  many  slaves  and  a  large  estate  in  Albemarle  County,  Virginia, 
a  part  of  which  was  obtained  through  grants  from  British  Crown, 
and  as  his  sons  reached  their  majority  he  gave  them  each  a  tract  of 
land,  upon  which  he  erected  dwellings  and  other  necessary  buildings 
and  equipped  the  places  with  slaves,  tools,  stock,  etc. 

Bishop  Meade,  in  Vol.  II  of  “Old  Churches,  Ministers  and 
Families  of  Virginia,”  on  pp.  48  and  51  says: 


' 
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Of  late  years  some  other  parishes  have  been  formed 
within  St.  Anne’s  parish,  as  that  on  Green  Mountain,  etc . 

Our  first  knowledge  of  any  churches  in  that  part  of  St. 
Anne’s  parish,  now  in  Albemarle,  as  at  present,  bounded, 
is  of  two  which  began  about  the  year  1746  or  I747>  under 
the  direction  of  Rev.  Robert  Ross,  who  moved  from  Essex 
to  what  is  now  Amherst,  and  extended  his  labours,  during 
a  short  period,  to  that  part  of  Albemarle  called  Green 
Mountain,  where  were  built  Ballenger’s  Church,  not  very 
far  from  Warren,  and  the  Forge  Church,  not  far  from  Mr. 

John  Cole’s,  the  ancestor  of  those  now  bearing  that  name, 
and  who  appears  from  the  Vestry-book  in  my  possession  to 
have  been  the  most  active  member  of  the  vestry,  until  the 

year  1785,  when  the  record  closes.  .  .  . 

In  the  year  1820,  the  Rev.  Frederick  Hatch  succeeded 
to  Mr.  Bausman,  and  extended  his  efforts  to  the  Green 
Mountain,  finding  a  considerable  number  of  the  old  fami¬ 
lies  still  attached  to  the  Church.  Old  Ballenger  Church  was 
in  ruins,  and  that  called  The  Forge  was  in  little  better  con¬ 
dition.  Still,  services  were  held  in  it  for  some  years.  The 
first  time  I  ever  saw  it  was  in  company  with  Bishop  Moore, 
not  long  after  his  coming  to  Virginia.  .  .  .  The  resolve  was 
taken  that  day,  that  a  new  and  better  house  must  be  pro¬ 
vided  for  the  worship  of  God,  which  has  been  faithfully 
fulfilled.  Some  miles  off,  in  a  more  central  position  and  on 
a  beautiful  site,  a  neat  and  excellent  brick  church  has  been 
erected,  and  near  it,  more  recently,  a  parsonage  and  small 
glebe  have  been  added.  A  parish  has  been  established  in 
that  part  of  the  county.  A  succession  of  ministers  either  in 
whole  or  in  part  have  ministered  unto  it.  The  Rev.  Mr. 
Hatch  stands  first.  Then  follows  the  Rev.  Zachariah  Mead, 
the  Rev.  Joseph  Wilmer,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boyden,  the  Rev. 
Charles  Ambler,  and  their  present  rector,  the  Rev.  W.  M. 
Nelson.  But  few  of  the  old  families  are  represented  now. 

The  Fryes,  Cobbs,  Nicholases,  Harrises,  Lewises,  Garlands, 
Thomases,  Thompsons,  Jones,  Napiers,  are  gone,  but  the 
descendants  of  John  Coles  in  considerable  number,  the 
Thompkinses,  Riveses,  Carters,  Gants,  Randolphs,  and 
others,  have  taken  their  places,  and  will,  I  trust,  fulfil  them 
well.  . '  * 

In  Vol.  18  of  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography , 
at  p.  255,  is  a  petition  of  the  dissenters  from  the  Church  of  England 
in  the  Counties  of  Albemarle,  Amherst  and  Buckingham,  “To  the 
Honorable,  the  Delegates  and  Senators,  Representatives  of  the  sev- 
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eral  Counties  and  Corporations  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia, 
assembled  in  the  City  of  Williamsburg,”  dated  November  9,  1776, 
signed  by  some  seventy-eight  persons,  including  John  Coles.  In  this 
petition,  after  stating  that  they  had  been  required  by  Law  to  support 
the  Established  Church  while  at  the  same  time  they  were  moved 
from  a  principle  of  conscience  to  support  that  church  of  which  they 
called  themselves  members,  and  when  it  became  necessary  that  the 
form  of  Government  “should  be  new  moddled,  in  consequence  of 
having  thrown  off  our  Dependence  on  the  Crown  and  Parliament  of 
Great  Britain  they  had  flattered  themselves  that  the  new  form  of 
Government  would  be  such  as  would  secure  equal  religious  privileges 
to  all,  and  allege: 

Your  Memoralist  conceive,  that  to  put  every  religious 
denomination  on  an  equal  footing,  to  be  supported  by  them¬ 
selves,  independent  of  one  another,  would  not  only  be  a  just 
and  reasonable  mode  of  Government,  but  would  most  cer¬ 
tainly  have  an  happy  influence  of  the  greater  Purity  of  the 
several  Churches;  on  their  more  free  and  friendly  inter¬ 
course  with  one  another;  on  suppressing  anything  like 
Feuds,  and  animosities  amongst  the  People,  and  on  warmly 
attaching  all  of  every  denomination  to  Government.  .  .  . 

In  the  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,”  by  Rev.  Edgar 
Woods,  1901,  at  p.  35,  is  an  extract  from  a  letter  of  Major  Thomas 
Anbury,  a  British  officer  and  one  of  the  prisoners  captured  in  Octo¬ 
ber,  1777,  to  a  friend  in  England,  in  which  he  says: 

I  am  quartered  with  Major  Master  and  four  other 
officers  of  our  regiment  at  this  plantation,  about  twenty 
miles  from  the  barracks.  The  owner  has  given  up  his  house 
and  gone  to  reside  at  his  overseer's,  and  for  the  use  of  his 
house  we  pay  him  two  guineas  a  week.  It  is  situated  upon 
an  eminence,  commanding  a  prospect  of  near  thirty  miles 
around  it,  and  the  face  of  the  country  appears  an  immense 
forest,  interspersed  with  various  plantations  four  or  five 
miles  distant  from  each  other.  Informing  the  Commissary 
of  provisions  where  we  were  quartered,  he  gave  us  an  order 
on  a  Colonel  Coles,  who  resides  about  four  miles  distant, 
to  supply  us,  he  being  appointed  to  collect  for  the  use  of 
Congress  in  this  district;  who  upon  application  sent  us 
about  a  month’s  provision  of  flour  and  salt  pork  for  our¬ 
selves  and  servants.  Cattle,  horses,  sheep  and  hogs  followed 
the  cart,  to  lick  the  barrels  containing  the  salt  meat. 
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In  the  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,”  by  Rev. 
F.dgar  Woods,  1901,  on  p.  172  is  the  following  reference  to  John 

Coles : 

John  Coles’  father,  John,  came  to  this  county  from 
Enniscorthy,  Ireland,  and  established  himself  in  Hanover 
County,  Virginia,  where  he  married  Mary  Winston.  His 
children  were  Walter,  Sarah,  Mary,  the  wife  of  John 
Payne,  and  mother  of  Dorothy,  President  Madison’s  wife, 

John  and  Isaac,  who  lived  in  Halifax  County,  and  was  a 
member  of  Congress  from  that  district.  John  settled  in  Al¬ 
bemarle  on  the  land  above  mentioned.  He  married  Re¬ 
becca  E.  Tucker  who  first  drew  the  breath  of  life  in  the 
historic  town  of  Jamestown.  His  children  were  Walter, 

John,  Isaac,  Tucker,  Edward,  Rebecca,  the  wife  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Singleton  of  South  Carolina,  Mary  Eliza,  the  wife  of 
Robert  Carter,  Sarah  the  wife  of  Andrew  Stevenson,  Eliza¬ 
beth  and  Emily,  the  wife  of  John  Rutherfoord,  of  Rich¬ 
mond.  John  Coles  died  in  1808,  and  his  wife  in  1826. 

The  statement  above  that  Mary  was  the  wife  of  John  Payne  and 
was  the  mother  of  Dorothy  Madison  is  a  mistake.  Mary  the  daughter 
of  John,  the  emigrant,  married  Henry  Tucker  and  the  mother  of 
Dorothea  Madison,  the  wife  of  President  Madison,  was  Mary  Coles, 
the  daughter  of  Williams  Coles  and  Lucy  (Winston)  Dabney,  his 
wife,  the  said  Williams  being  a  younger  brother  of  John  Coles,  the 
emigrant. 

In  a  sketch  of  Edward  Coles,  second  governor  of  Illinois,  by 
the  Hon.  W.  T.  Norton,  Philadelphia,  1911,  Mr.  Norton  says: 

He  was  born  to  the  purple,  reared  in  luxury  and  refine¬ 
ment  in  the  most  exclusive  aristocratic  ranks  of  the  Old 
Dominion.  His  father  was  Colonel  John  Coles,  a  soldier  of 
the  Revolution  and  a  Virginia  slave-owner,  whose  wealth 
for  those  days  was  so  great  that  when  his  estate  was  divided 
among  his  ten  children,  the  portion  falling  to  his  son  Ed¬ 
ward  was  twenty-five  slaves  and  one  thousand  acres  of  land. 

In  “Social  Life  in  the  Early  Republic,”  by  Anne  Hollings¬ 
worth  Wharton,  1902,  on  p.  139,  is  the  following  reference  to  Colonel 
John  Coles,  of  Albemarle  County,  and  his  daughter  Sarah  (called 
Sally)  who  married  Andrew  Stevenson:  :  ! 

The  Sally  Coles  to  whom  Mrs.  Madison  presented 
young  Preston  was  the  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Coles  of 
Enniscorthy,  one  of  her  near  relations.  It  is  related  of  Col- 


. 
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'  onel  Coles,  who  was  a  genial,  horse-loving,  hospitable 
Virginia  gentleman  of  the  old  school,  that  in  recounting  his 
blessings  he  would  speak  with  pride  of  the  ability  of  his 
sons,  adding,  like  the  French  poet  Martial,  that  he  was  glad 
that  his  daughters  were  not  too  learned.  Colonel  Coles’s 
felicitations  are  rather  amusing,  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
these  daughters,  whether  learned  or  not  according  to  the 
code  of  their  day,  proved  themselves  capable  of  filling  with 
grace  and  distinction  prominent  positions  in  social  and  dip¬ 
lomatic  circles. 

Eliza  Coles  married  Colonel  Richard  Singleton,  of 
South  Carolina,  Emily  married  Governor  Rutherfoord,  of 
Virginia,  while  Sally,  Mrs.  Madison’s  favorite,  became  the 
wife  of  Andrew  Stevenson,  who  was  afterwards  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  minister  to  England  un¬ 
der  President  Van  Buren. 

The  said  John  Coles  left  a  last  Will  and  Testament,  dated  De¬ 
cember  6,  1798,  probated  June  6,  1808,  and  recorded  in  Liber  4  of 
Wills,  on  p.  298,  in  the  Clerk’s  office  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia. 

In  said  will  he  confirmed  to  his  son  Walter  Coles  the  tract  of 
land  called  “Woodville”  for  which  he  had  given  him  a  deed  with 
certain  slaves,  horses,  cattle  and  sheep. 

He  gave  to  his  son  John  Coles  all  that  part  of  his  tract  of  land 
lying  north  of  the  road  leading  from  Samuel  Dyers  to  Cocks  Mill, 
together  with  the  tract  of  406  acres  purchased  of  Wm.  Champ 
Carter,  with  certain  slaves,  horses,  cattle  and  sheep,  his  said  son  in 
consideration  of  said  406  acres  to  pay  to  his  youngest  daughter,  Emily 
Ann  Coles,  when  she  married  or  came  of  age  (18),  400  pounds. 

He  gave  to  his  son  Isaac,  after  the  death  of  his  mother,  “En- 
niscorthy”  from  the  road  mentioned  from  Samuel  Dyers  to  Cocks 
Mill,  to  the  land  mentioned  in  the  deed  to  his  son  Walter  Coles,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  greater  value  of  said  tract  over  the  tracts 
given  to  his  other  sons  he  directed  that  when  said  Isaac  obtained 
possession  of  said  tract  after  the  death  of  his  mother,  that  he  pay  to 
his  sister,  Emily  Ann  Coles,  the  sum  of  600  pounds,  she  not  to  receive 
interest  until  she  married  or  arrived  at  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
supposing  her  mother  to  die  before. 

He  gave  to  his  son  Tucker  Coles  all  that  part  of  his  tract  of  land 
known  by  the  name  of  upper  Quarter. 

He  gave  to  his  son  Edward  Coles  a  tract  of  land  containing  782 
acres  that  he  bought  of  Francis  Mereweather  on  Rockfish  River,  then 
in  Amherst  County,  now  in  Nelson  County,  Virginia.

He  gave  to  his  daughter  Mary  Eliza  Carter  one  thousand 

^unds  and  other  personal  property. 

He  gave  to  his  daughter  Rebecca  Travis  Coles  all  of  his  land 
n  the  west  side  of  Fortunes  road  known  by  the  name  of  Beaver 

Dam  tract.  '  " 

He  gave  to  his  daughters  Sarah  Coles  and  Elizabeth  Coles  one 

thousand  pounds  which  was  to  be  paid  them  when  they  married  or 
arrived  at  the  age  of  eighteen. 

He  gave  to  his  wife  for  life  the  tract  of  land  given  to  his  son 
Isaac  Coles  with  certain  slaves,  furniture,  etc.,  with  power  to  dispose 
of  the  same  as  she  thought  best. 

He  directed  that  the  whole  of  his  estate,  except  that  given  to  his 
children  Walter  Coles,  John  Coles,  and  Mary  Eliza  Carter,  be  kept 
together  until  the  November  after  Tucker  Coles  came  of  age,  and 
that  the  family  be  supported  and  the  younger  children  sent  to  school, 
and  that  all  the  money  that  could  be  raised  over  and  above  be  for 
the  purpose  of  raising  the  fortunes  of  Sarah  and  Elizabeth,  and  if 
any  could  be  raised  over  and  above  the  two  thousand  pounds  for 
Sarah  and  Elizabeth  he  directed  it  to  go  to  Emily  Ann  Coles  in 
which  case  her  two  brothers  John  and  Isaac  be  relieved  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  sum  raised  of  the  sum  they  had  to  pay  her  so  that  she  was 
only  to  receive  one  thousand  pounds  of  her  fortune  when  she  married 
or  reached  the  age  of  eighteen  years. 

He  directed  that  his  tract  of  land  bought  of  Charles  Irwing, 
called  the  meadows  of  Dan,  be  equally  divided  among  his  five  sons. 

He  directed  that  the  small  piece  of  land  he  had  below  Scott’s 
Ferry  be  equally  divided  among  his  sons  and  that  his  other  two  tracts 
of  land,  one  adjoining  old  Mr.  Tilman  and  the  other  adjoining 
Charles  Wingfield,  be  sold  to  help  raise  his  youngest  daughter’s 
fortune. 

And  he  appointed  his  wife  his  executrix  directing  that  no  ac¬ 
counting  should  be  required  or  appraisement  be  made  of  his  estate.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  an  account  of  her  family  which  Mrs. 
Isaac  Coles,  Sr.,  who  was  Catherine  Thompson,  of  New  York,  caused 
to  be  written  shortly  before  her  death  which  occurred  July  18,  1848, 
in  Pittsylvania  Co.,  Virginia:

My  uncle,  William  Walton,  married  a  Miss  Delaney 
of  New  York — a  descendant  of  the  Huguenots. 

My  uncle,  Jacob  Walton,  married  a  Miss  Cruger  of 
New  York. 

Uncle  Thomas  Walton  died  unmarried. 
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Uncle  Gerard  Walton  died. 

Aunt  Mary  Walton  married  General  Lewis  Morris, 
one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  a

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Betsey  married  an  Irish  gentleman  by  the  name  of  Bassett. 

She  left  2  sons  and  2  daughters. 

My  brother,  Robert  Thompson,  never  married,  &  died 
at  sea  going  from  the  West  Indies  to  England  for  his  health. 

My  brother,  Jacob  Thompson,  remained  single,  &  is 
living  in  Bath,  England  at  time  of  this  writing,  a  retired 
English  army  officer,  having  served  with  the  Duke  of  Well¬ 
ington  in  the  East  India  as  well  as  elsewhere. 

My  brother,  James  Thompson,  died  a  lawyer  at  Bom¬ 
bay,  India,  with  an  apoplectic  fit. 

My  sister,  Ann  Thompson,  married  Elbridge  Gerry  of 
Massachusetts,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence, 
who  died  in  1814  while  serving  a  term  as  Vice  President  of 
the  U.  S.  She  has  nine  children - Catherine,  Eliza,  El¬ 

bridge,  Ann  (Helen  Maria),  Eleanor  (Emily  Louise), 
Thomas  R.,  &  James. 

Catherine  Gerry  married  a  wealthy  lawyer  of  Boston, 
a  Mr.  Austen,  &  has  two  sons,  &  one  daughter. 

Eliza  Gerry  married  a  Major  Townsend  of  the  U.  S. 
Navy,  who  lost  his  leg  in  the  last  war,  &  is  made  paymaster 
to  the  Northern  division  of  the  army. 

j  Thomas  R.  Gerry  married  Miss  Goelett  of  New  York 
City,  &  is  now  living  in  New  York. 

My  sister  Helen  Thompson,  never  married. 

I,  Catherine  Thompson,  married  in  Jan.,  1790,  Col. 
Isaac  Coles,  Sr.,  member  of  First  U.  S.  Congress  from  Vir¬ 
ginia.  He  died  in  1813,  leaving  me  with  a  large  family  of 
children,  my  eldest  son  Walter,  being  absent  in  the  army, 

&  the  majority  of  the  others  being  too  young  to  realize  their 
irreparable  loss. 

In  Vol.  2  of  the  “History  of  the  City  of  New  York,”  by  Martha 
J.  Lamb,  at  p.  354,  is  the  following  reference  to  Colonel  Isaac  Coles: 

Washington’s  notebook  affords  further  bewitching 
glimpses  of  the  inner  life  of  the  City  at  that  period— 1790. 

On  Saturday  the  26th  of  Dec.  the  President  mentioned  exer¬ 
cise  on  horse-back,  &  tells  us  that  Chief  Justice  Morris, 
Mayor  Varick,  &  their  ladies;  Judge  Hobart,  Col.  Coles, 
Major  Gilman,  Miss  Brown,  Secretary  Samuel  A.  Otis  of 

the  Senate,  &  Mr.  Buckley  dined  with  him.

.  .  There  is  one  family  in  the  County  which  has  con¬ 
tributed  so  much  to  keep  alive  the  hope  of  the  Church  in 
the  parish,  in  her  darkest  days,  that  I  must  give  it  a  passing 
notice.  Colonel  Isaac  Coles,  ancestor  of  a  number  of  that 
name  in  this  region,  and  uncle  of  those  in  Albemarle,  mar¬ 
ried  first  Miss  Lightfoot,  of  York  (a  maid-servant  of  whom, 
one  hundred  and  ten  years  old,  is  still  alive  and  in  the 
family),  and  had  one  son  by  her — -Mr.  Isaac  Coles  of  Hali¬ 
fax.  His  second  wife  was  a  Miss  Thompson,  from  New 
York,  with  whom  he  became  acquainted  while  member  of 
Congress  and  whose  sister  married  Elbridge  Gerry.  By  this 
marriage  he  had  a  numerous  offspring,  who  are  dispersed 
through  this  County  and  other  places.  At  a  time  when  the 
venerable  widow,  and  her  daughter  Mary,  who  married 
James  M.  Whittle,  were  almost  the  whole  church  in  that 
region,  I  always  made  the  old  mansion  in  which  they  lived 
a  stopping  place  and  a  house  of  prayer,  for  the  mother  had 
long  since  been  confined  to  it.  The  Lord’s  Supper  was  al¬ 
ways  administered  to  her.  Alany  baptisms  and  confirmations 
of  children,  and  children’s  children,  have  I  preformed,  and 
happy  religious  seasons  enjoyed  in  that  “Church  in  the 

House.” 

The  mother  and  daughter  above-mentioned  were,  in 
person  and  character,  striking  and  impressive.  Great  was 
the  parental  anxiety  of  the  widow  and  the  mother  for  all 
her  children’s  welfare,  and  tender  and  faithful  was  the  filial 
piety  of  the  daughter,  who  devoted  herself  to  the  comfort 
of  her  aged  mother.  May  the  descendants  of  both  of  them 
follow  their  holy  example,  and  not  only,  like  them,  love  and 
nourish  the  church  of  their  ancestors,  but  the  holy  standard 
of  religion  which  it  lifts  up  on  high. 

In  “Social  Life  in  the  Early  Republic,”  by  Anne  Hollingsworth 
Wharton,  1902,  is  the  following  mention  of  Colonel  Isaac  Coles: 

Another  of  Mrs.  Madison’s  numerous  Virginia  cousins 
was  Colonel  Isaac  Coles,  of  Halifax  County.  Colonel  Coles 
was  elected  a  delegate  to  the  First  Congress,  and  again  re¬ 
presented  his  State  from  1793  to  1797- 

While  in  New  York,  attending  the  sessions  of  Con¬ 
gress,  Colonel  Coles  met  Miss  Catherine  Thompson,  a 
daughter  of  Mr.  James  Thompson  and  a  sister  of  Mrs. 
Elbridge  Gerry.  Bishop  Meade  recorded  that  Colonel 
Coles  and  Miss  Thompson  were  married  by  Bishop  Pro- 
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voost  in  1790.  When  his  services  in  Congress  were  con¬ 
cluded,  Colonel  Coles  took  his  young  wife  to  his  large 
estates  in  Halifax  and  Pittsylvania  Counties.  He  held  no 
official  position  in  the  new  Capital,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
Colonel  and  Mrs.  Coles  sometimes  visited  their  Cousin 
Dolly  in  the  White  House,  as  both  were  well-fitted  to  enjoy 
social  life.  Colonel  Coles  has  been  described  as  a  man  of 
agreeable,  courtly  manners  and  a  delightful  raconteur. 

Mrs.  Coles,  who  had  been  a  belle  and  a  beauty,  accustomed 
to  a  large  and  gay  circle  of  friends  in  New  York  and  to  the 
society  of  the  most  cultivated  and  refined  men  and  women 
of  the  day  during  her  residence  in  Philadelphia,  must  have 
found  her  life  in  a  sparsely  settled  district  in  strange  con¬ 
trast  with  her  previous  surroundings.  To  these  new  condi¬ 
tions  this  young  woman  adapted  herself  with  spirit  and  en¬ 
thusiasm.  In  addition  to  the  cares  of  her  large  family  and 
the  duties  which  in  those  days  devolved  upon  the  mistress 
of  a  plantation,  Mrs.  Coles  assisted  Bishop  Meade  to  estab¬ 
lish  the  Episcopal  Church,  the  first  in  Halifax  County.  The 
services  were,  said  the  Bishop,  often  held  in  Mrs.  Coles’s 
house. 

In  Vol.  2  of  the  “Encyclopedia  of  Virginia  Biography,”  edited 
by  Hon.  Lyon  G.  Tyler,  and  published  by  the  Lewis  Publishing 
Company,  1915,  at  p.  105,  is  a  brief  sketch  of  the  said  Isaac  Coles. 

The  following  sketch  of  Colonel  Isaac  Coles,  Sr.,  was  written 
by  his  great  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Agnes  Cabell  (Coles)  Ambler, 
wife  of  Edward  B.  Ambler,  of  Monroe  County,  Virginia: 

Col.  Isaac  Coles  Sr.  was  born  in  Richmond,  Va.  March 
2nd  1747.  Died  on  his  plantation  in  Pittsylvania  Co.,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  June  3rd,  1813. 

He  was  the  youngest  child  of  John  Coles  the  emigrant 
&  Mary  Winston,  who  was  the  daughter  of  Isaac  Winston 
of  Hanover  Co.,  Va. 

Col.  Isaac  Coles  Sr.  was  educated  at  William  and 
Mary  College,  at  Williamsburg,  Va.  He  was  a  Col.  of 
Militia  at  one  time  during  the  Revolution. 

.  ,  ,  He  was  a  member  of  the  Va.  Legislature  in  1783-1784- 
j78  5— 1 786— 1 787. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  Convention  which  met  in 
Richmond  June  1788  to  ratify  the  new  Federal  Constitu¬ 
tion,  &  there  voted  against  the  ratification  of  the  original 
Constitution.  He  was  a  member  of  the  “First  Congress” 
which  met  in  New  York  City  in  1789,  &  there  voted 
“against  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution  as  it  came  from 
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the  hands  of  its  framers,”  for  “he  saw  the  poison  under  its 
wings.” 

It  is  also  on  record  that  he  voted  to  abolish  the  slave 
trade,  although  a  large  land  owner  &  slave  holder  himself. 

He  remained  in  Congress  until  1797.  While  a  member  of 
the  Philadelphia  Congress  “he  voted  to  locate  the  seat  of 
government  on  the  banks  of  the  Potomac.” 

He  was  twice  married — in  1771  to  Miss  Elizabeth 
Lightfoot,  daughter  of  William  Lightfoot  of  Charles  City 
Co.,  Va.  She  died  in  1781  leaving  one  son,  Isaac  Coles, 

Jr.,  who  built  and  lived  at  a  place  called  “Springwood” 
near  Houston,  Halifax  Co.,  Va.,  and  was  the  grandfather 
of  the  late  Hon.  Paul  C.  Edmunds,  and  Capt.  Henry  Ed¬ 
munds  of  Halifax  Co.,  Va. 

Col.  Isaac  Coles  Sr.  married  2nd  time  in  Jan.,  1790, 
Miss  Catherine  Thompson,  a  “New  York  belle  &  beauty,” 
whom  he  met  while  attending  the  New  York  Congress:  She 
was  a  daughter  of  James  Thompson  &  Catherine  Walton  of 
New  York,  &  a  descendant  of  the  Beekmans.  Her  sister, 

Ann  Thompson,  had  previously  married  Elbridge  Gerry, 
signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  from  Massachu¬ 
setts,  who  was  an  old  bachelor  at  the  time  of  his  marriage. 

Col.  Isaac  Coles’s  2nd  wife,  Catherine  Thompson,  was 
born  in  New  York  City  April  16th,  1768  and  died  in  Pitt¬ 
sylvania  Co.,  Va.  on  July  1 8th,  1848,  and  is  buried  there  by 
the  side  of  her  husband.  She  left  a  large  family  of  sons  and 
daughters. 

Hon.  Walter  Coles,  who  died  on  Nov.  9th,  1857,  at 
Coles  Hill,  Pittsylvania  Co.,  Va.  was  her  oldest  child.  He 
was  a  Captain  in  War  of  1812;  a  member  of  Va.  legislature 
for  several  years,  &  member  of  U.  S.  Congress  for  many 
years;  a  practical,  successful  man;  a  man  of  unblemished 
honor  and  patriotism.  He  married  April  5th,  1821,  at  Syl¬ 
van  Hill,  Charlotte  Co.,  Va.  Miss  Lettice  P.  Carrington, 
daughter  of  Judge  Paul  Carrington  Sr.,  of  Charlotte  Co., 

Va.,  Judge  of  the  first  Court  of  Appeals  of  Virginia.  She 
died  on  Aug.  7th,  1875. 

Their  children  were,  Lettice,  born  June  24,  1822,  who 
died  April  15,  1836,  at  age  of  fourteen  in  Washington,  and 
is  buried  in  Congressional  Cemetery. 

Isaac,  borri  Dec.  21,  1823  and  died  when  a  child  on 
October  12th,  1825. 

Isaetta,  born  July  19,  1832  and  died  when  a  child  on 
March  15th,  1834. 

Capt.  Walter  Coles  2nd  born  Aug.  12th,  1823;  died 
Nov.  nth,  1914. 
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Helen  C.  Coles  born  July  31,  1827,  and  died  at  Coles 
Hill,  May  24th,  1897;  never  married. 

Mildred  Coles  born  Sept.  10th,  1829,  who  married 
Col.  Thomas  S.  Flournoy  and  died  in  Lebanon,  Missouri. 

Agnes  C.  Coles  born  Feb.  25th,  1839,  at  “Coles  Hill,” 
who  married  Dr.  John  Grattan  Cabell  and  died  Jan.  31st, 

1901  at  Johns  Hopkins,  Baltimore. 

Col.  Isaac  Coles  Sr.,  did  not  move  to  Pittsylvania  Co., 
until  about  1800.  During  his  political  career  his  home  was 
in  Halifax  Co.,  Va.,  on  a  plantation  on  Staunton  River,  near 
Coles's  Ferry. 

There  is  a  miniature  of  Col.  Isaac  Coles,  Sr.  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  painted  by  James  Peale  in  1796  which  is  now  owned 
by  his  great  granddaughter,  Mrs.  Agnes  Cabell  (Coles) 
Ambler,  of  Amherst  Co.,  Va. 

It  has  been  exhibited  in  the  Macbeth  Art  Gallery  of 
New  York,  and  is  considered  valuable  as  a  work  of  art.  A 
photograph  of  this  miniature  can  give  no  idea  of  the  ex¬ 
quisite  delicacy  of  the  painting.  •

It  is  stated  in  a  record  of  the  Winston  family  (said  to  have  been 
prepared  by  Lucy  Coles,  16,  wife  of  Isaac  Winston,  3rd,  and  added 
to  by  Isaac  Winston,  238),  a  copy  of  which  record  was  furnished 
by  Henry  Coles  Armistead,  705,  residing  near  Tuscumbia,  Alabama, 
that  “Walter  Coles  and  Mary  Darricott,  his  wife,  had  Walter  and 
Darricott.”  If  Walter  Coles  married  Mary  Darricott  on  November 
27th,  1768,  and  died  in  April,  1769,  as  stated  above,  it  would  not 
seem  possible  that  there  could  have  been  two  children  unless  they 
were  twins.  No  trace  or  mention  of  a  child  of  the  name  of  Darricott 
has  been  found  except  in  the  above-mentioned  record.  Their  son 
Walter  married  Mary  Randolph  Price  and  had  the  children  and 
descendants  mentioned  below. 

It  is  barely  possible  that  their  son  Walter,  who  was  a  posthu¬ 
mous  child,  may  have  been  christened  Walter  Darricott  Coles,  and, 
if  so,  this  would  explain  the  statement  in  the  record  of  the  Winston 
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i jmilv,  mentioned  above,  “that  Walter  Coles  and  Mary  Darricott, 

h:5  wife,  had  Walter  and  Darricott.”

It  is  not  known  if  the  children  of  Mary  (Coles)  Payne  are 
named  above  in  the  order  of  their  birth  as  the  dates  of  the  birth  of 
some  of  them  are  not  known.  There  is  also  some  uncertainty  as  to 
the  number  of  children  that  Mary  (Coles)  Payne  had.  Some  publi¬ 
cations  give  sons  of  the  names  Walter  and  George.  While  no  very 
definite  and  convincing  proof  has  been  found  showing  that  there  was 
a  son  named  George,  there  is,  however,  proof  that  there  was  a  son 

named  Walter. 

In  the  “History  of  Henrico  Parish  and  Old  St.  John’s  Church,’ 
by  J.  Staunton  Moore,  on  pp.  202  and  203  of  the  Appendix,  it  is 

stated : 

His  children  were:  William,  Temple,  Dolly,  Lucy, 
Anna,  Mary,  John  and  Isaac. 

William  died  unmarried. 

Dolly  married  James  Madison,  4th  President  of  the 

United  States.  _  rp  ^ 

Lucy  married  1st  G.  Washington,  2nd,  Hon.  T.  Todd, 
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one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States. 

Anna  married  Hon.  Richard  Cutts,  M.C.,  from 
Maine. 

Mary  married  Hon.  J.  J.  Jackson,  M.C.,  from  Vir¬ 
ginia. 

John  married  Miss  Wilcox,  of  Canada. 

Isaac  died  unmarried. 

In  a  note  on  p.  203  of  the  Appendix  is  the  following  reference 
to  John  Payne : 

John  Payne  was  of  the  religious  tenets  of  the  Society  of 
Friends,  and  acted  for  a  number  of  years  as  Clerk  of  their 
“Yearly  Meetings”  held  in  Hanover  County.  His  penman¬ 
ship,  specimens  of  which  are  in  the  possession  of  the  Editor, 
was  of  great  beauty,  regularity  and  minuteness.  It  would 
thus  appear  that  the  marked  and  graceful  caligraphy  of 
Mrs.  Madison  was  hereditary.

In  Vol.  vii  of  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography , 
on  p.  200,  is  the  following  reference  to  the  family  of  John  Payne 
and  Mary  (Coles)  Payne,  his  wife: 

John  Payne  (son  of  Josias)  removed  first  to  Hanover 
County,  Va.,  and  afterwards  to  North  Carolina.  He  mar¬ 
ried  Mary,  daughter  of  William  Coles,  of  “Coles  Hill,” 

H  anover  County,  and  had  issue: 

1.  John,  of  Kentucky,  who  had  a  daughter  Anne; 

2.  Mary; 

3.  George ;

In  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  her 
grandniece,  Lucia  Beverly  Cutts,  1886,  on  pp.  3-5,  is  the  following 
reference  to  the  Payne  family: 
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John  Payne,  the  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Madison,  was  an 
English  gentleman  of  wealth  and  education,  who  emigrated 
to  this  country  and  settled  on  the  James  River,  in  the 
County  of  Goochland,  Virginia.  He  married  Anna  Flem¬ 
ing,  granddaughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Fleming,  second  son  of 
the’ Earl  of  Wigton,  of  Scotland,  and  also  an  emigrant  to 
the  Colony,  who  landed  at  Jamestown  and  established  him¬ 
self  in  Kent  County,  where  he  lived  until  his  death. 

John  Payne,  the  second,  the  father  of  Mrs.  Madison, 
left  home  at  an  early  age  to  take  charge  of  a  plantation  in 
North  Carolina  given  him  by  his  father.  He  there  married 
Mary  Coles,  daughter  of  William  Coles,  a  native  of  En- 
niscorthy,  Ireland.  ... 

John  Payne  was  the  father  of  six  children,  of  whom 
the  second  is  the  subject  of  this  memoir.  .  .  . 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C. 
Clark,  on  p.  io,  the  children  of  John  Payne  and  Mary  (Coles) 
Payne,  his  wife,  are  given  as  follows: 

.  .  .  Dorothea  was  the  eldest  daughter.  Dorothea  had 
these  brothers  and  sisters  who  reached  majority  although 
the  accuracy  of  the  list  is  not  claimed:  William,  Isaac, 
Temple,  John,  Walter,  Lucy,  Anna  and  Mary.  .  .  . 

Journal  of  Elizabeth  Drinker: 

“1781,  March  5,  Molly  Payne  spent  ye  day  and  lodged 
with  us.  She  and  son  Walter  breakfasted  ye  6th.” 

On  p.  11,  Mr.  Clark  says:  . 

Between  the  Drinkers  and  Paynes  was  affiliation,  for 
Elizabeth  Drinker’s  father,  like  Mary  Payne’s,  familiarly 
Molly,  was  a  native  of  County  Wexford,  in  the  old  country. 

Journal  of  Elizabeth  Drinker: 

“1784,  July  10,  Sally  Drinker  and  Walter  Payne, 
Billey  Sansom  and  Polly  Wells,  Jacob  Downing  and  Dolly 
Payne,  went  to  our  place  at  Frankford.” 

On  p.  24,  Mr.  Clark  gives  a  postscript  to  a  letter,  dated  August 
24,  1794,  from  William  W.  Wilkins  to  Mrs.  Dolly  P.  Todd,  in  which 
is  the  following  statement: 

.  .  .  Hallowell  informs  me  that  he  considered  himself 
obliged  to  pay  the  money,  to  Isaac  &  has  paid  it  to  his  Or¬ 
der.  Compliments  to  Mi/s  Anna.  .  .  . 

On  p.  29,  as  to  the  death  of  two  of  the  sons  of  Mary  (Coles) 
Payne,  Mr.  Clark  says: 

Mrs.  Madison’s  matrimonial  joy  was  dimmed  by  fra¬ 
ternal  bereavement. 
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Journal  of  Elizabeth  Drinker: 

“1795,  January  5,  I  heard  this  evening  of  the  death  of 
two  of  Molly  Payne's  sons,  Temple  and  Isaac — the  latter 
offended  a  man  in  Virginia,  who  sometime  afterward  shot 
him  with  a  pistol.'’ 

From  this  it  would  appear  that  Miss  Lucia  Beverly  Cutts  made 
a  mistake  when  she  stated  that  John  Payne  was  the  father  of  six 
children  and  that  the  grandfather  of  Mrs.  Madison  was  named  John 
Payne.  It  is  evident  that  Mary  (Coles)  Payne  had  at  least  eight 
children.  There  is  no  question  as  to  Dorothea,  Lucy,  Anne,  Mary 
Coles  and  John  Coles.  There  is  ample  and  reliable  proof  as  to 
William  Temple  in  Vol.  21  of  the  William  and  Mary  College  Quar¬ 
terly ,  p.  156,  and  in  Vol.  22  of  the  Wiliam  and  Mary  College 
Quarterly ,  p.  171,  which  is  given  above  under  Williams  Coles,  5. 
The  statements  above  as  to  Isaac  and  Walter  would  seem  sufficient  to 
justify  the  inference  that  there  were  sons  of  these  names,  but  it  would 
seem  exceedingly  doubtful  if  there  was  a  son  of  the  name  of  George 
unless  he  died  in  infancy. 

It  cannot  be  overlooked,  however,  that  the  name  George  seems 
to  have  been  a  popular  name  in  the  Payne  family.  Almost  every 
family  had  a  George.  For  instance,  the  father  of  Josias  (Mrs.  Madi¬ 
son’s  grandfather)  was  George,  who  also  had  a  son  George,  which 
last-named  George  also  had  a  son  George.  Said  Josias  also  had  a  son 
George,  who  had  a  son  William  George.  Although  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  any  complete  genealogy  of  the  Payne  family,  there  is, 
however,  much  data  as  to  this  family  in  several  volumes  of  the 
Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography.  (See  Vol.  5,  p.  430 ; 
Vol.  6,  pp.  313-316  and  427-428;  Vol.  7,  pp.  79-81,  200  and  441; 
and  Vol.  23,  p.  81.)

It  is  not  known  if  the  children  of  Lucy  (Coles)  Winston  are 
named  above  in  the  order  of  their  birth,  and  the  dates  of  birth  and 
death  of  some  of  them  could  not  be  obtained. 

In  Slaughter’s  “History  of  St.  Mark’s  Parish,  Culpeper  County, 
Va.,  1877,”  on  p.  183,  it  is  stated  that  Isaac  Winston  and  his  cousin 
Lucy  Coles  had  six  children,  three  sons  and  three  daughters,  giving 
the  names  of  the  daughters  as  (1)  Mrs.  Garland  Anderson,  who  had 
one  son,  Alfred  Anderson,  who  emigrated  to  Kentucky;  (2)  Mrs. 
Armistead;  and  (3)  Mrs.  Beckwith,  all  of  whom  are  said  to  have 
moved  from  Virginia  years  ago.  The  names  of  the  first  five  children 
are  taken  from  the  “Coles  Record”  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Edward 
Coles,  of  Philadelphia.  The  Christian  names  of  the  daughters  are 
not  given  in  Slaughter’s  “History  of  St.  Mark’s  Parish,”  therefore 
it  is  not  shown  there  how  the  daughters  married. 

The  descendants  of  Lucy  Coles  and  Isaac  Winston,  3rd,  are 
scattered  over  almost  the  entire  L^nited  States.  Some  of  them  are 
living  in  Culpeper  County,  Virginia;  some  in  California;  some, 
possibly,  in  Kentucky;  and  many  in  Alabama  and  other  southern 
states.  Because  of  the  large  number  of  descendants  of  the  three 
Winston  brothers  who  emigrated  to  America  and  the  numerous  Win¬ 
ston  connections,  it  has  been  a  difficult  task  to  trace  and  locate  those 
who  are  descended  from  Isaac  Winston,  3rd,  and  Lucy  Coles,  his 

wife.  ’ 

Mr.  H.  C.  Armistead,  705,  of  Tuscumbia,  Alabama,  in  answer¬ 
ing  a  letter  asking  for  information  relative  to  the  Winston  family, 
says:  •  '  '  "  : 

:  'it  •  (  •  ^  • 

I  will  say  that  the  Winstons  and  Armisteads  are  scat¬ 
tered  over  the  world.  In  this  country  they  are  from  the 
!  '  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific  &  from  the  Lakes  to  the  Gulf.  It 
would  take  a  life-time  &  a  fortune  to  get  every  link  in  the 
long  chain  well  connected.  , 

The  Virginia  branch  of  the  Winston  family  lost  all  trace  of 
the  branches  of  the  family  which  settled  in  Alabama  and  in  Cali¬ 
fornia,  as  appears  from  extracts  from  letters  of  Miss  Mary  W. 
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Slaughter,  of  Mitchells  P.  O.,  Culpeper  Co.,  Va.,  given  below.  After 
searching  numerous  directories,  social  registers  and  genealogies  and 
after  numerous  letters  and  inquiries,  the  California  branches  and 
many,  if  not  all,  of  the  iHabama  branches  of  the  family  have  been 
traced  and  located  with  the  result  shown  below. 

21.  Walter  Bennett  (second  son  of  Alice  Coles,  6  (Walter, 
i)  and  Dr.  George  Bennett,  her  husband)  ;  b.  May  22,  1745,  in  Ire¬ 
land;  he  was  a  physician;  he  studied  medicine  with  his  father  with 
the  help  of  Dr.  Thomas  Cook,  in  Carrick  on  the  Shannon,  Ireland, 
and  after  his  father’s  remarriage  to  a  Miss  Mary  Houston  he  re¬ 
moved  to  London  where  he  lived  first  with  one  uncle,  then  at  a 
tavern  and  afterwards  with  another  uncle  for  a,  period  of  about  two 
years  during  which  time  he  studied  anatomy;  his  uncle  Daniel  Ben¬ 
nett,  wishing  him  to  marry  his  only  daughter,  conceived  the  idea  of 
sending  him  to  sea  until  his  daughter  should  be  of  age  and  on  No¬ 
vember  22,  1765,  he  sailed  on  the  ship  Porpoise  for  Jamaica,  West 
Indies;  from  Jamaica  he  went  to  Snow  Hill,  Worcester  County, 
Maryland,  where  he  settled  and  practiced  medicine;  he  reached 
Maryland  a  short  time  after  his  father,  Dr.  George  Bennett,  and  his 
sister,  Dorcas  Bennett,  who  had  also  emigrated  to  America  from 
Ireland  and  had  settled  in  Pennsylvania;  he  lived  in  Maryland  until 
he  removed  to  Virginia  where  he  continued  the  practice  of  his  pro¬ 
fession;  he  kept  a  diary  or  journal  from  about  the  year  1758  which 
includes  much  early  family  history;  a  copy  of  this  diary  is  said  to 
be  in  the  possession  of  several  of  the  Bennett  descendants,  and  from 
these  copies  and  from  extracts  made  from  the  original  diary  a  large 
part,  if  not  all,  of  the  family  data  in  Ireland  was  obtained;  it  is  not 
known  who  now  owns  the  original  journal.  In  1877  it  was  in  the 
possession  of  John  Bennett  of  Petersburg,  Illinois,  who  stated  it  was 
owned  by  the  widow  of  Isaac  Bennett  and  that  it  was  in  his  possession 
awaiting  a  safe  opportunity  to  return  it.  At  one  time  the  original 
journal  is  said  to  have  been  in  the  possession  of  Walter  Bennett  Scates 
of  Chicago,  Illinois;  he  d.  Dec.  21,  1812,  at  the  home  of  his  son-in- 
law,  Joseph  Scates,  in  Christian  Co.,  Kentucky,  and  was  interred  on - 
his  own  farm  between  the  forks  of  Little  River  about  three  miles 
south  of  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky;  he  m.  Aug.  29,  1769,  JENNY 
WYATT  (daughter  of  William  Wyatt  and  Elizabeth  Scott  Egliston, 
his  wife),  in  Drisdale  Parish,  Caroline  County,  Va.,  she  d.  Aug.  5, 
1821,  and  was  intrd.  by  the  side  of  her  husband,

The  journal  or  diary  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett,  mentioned  above, 
is  an  important  family  record  as  it  has  furnished  all  the  proof  that 
has  been  found  showing  that  Walter  Coles,  of  Ireland,  was  the  father 
of  John  Coles  and  Williams  Coles,  the  two  brothers  who  emigrated 
to  Virginia,  and  it  also  gives  the  names  of  the  other  children  of  said 
Walter  Coles,  including  his  daughter,  Alice,  who  married  Dr. 
George  Bennett,  and  was  the  mother  of  said  Walter  who  emigrated 
to  Virginia  and  left  many  descendants. 

The  following  extract  from  the  journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett 
is  contained  in  Vol.  19,  of  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and 
Biography  on  p.  88: 

Journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett  and  the  Bennett  Family. 

(Contributed  by  Gen.  W.  H.  Carter,  U.  S.  A.) 

The  following  extract  is  from  the  journal  of  Dr. 
Walter  Bennett,  who  emigrated  before  the  Revolution  to 
Virginia.  His  sister,  Dorcas,  with  her  father,  preceded  him 
to  America  and  settled  in  Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania. 

The  manner  of  arriving  in  Virginia  is  explained  in  the 
journal.  The  Bennett  family  originally  lived  in  England  but 
moved  to  Ireland  where  one  of  the  sons,  John  Bennett, 
married  Dorcas  Courtney  and  had  eleven  children.  Dorcas 
Bennett  and  nine  of  her  children  died  in  Ireland.  Two,  Dr. 
Walter  Bennett  and  his  sister  Dorcas,  lived  first  in  Mary¬ 
land  and  then  in  Virginia. 

“I,  Walter  Bennett,  was  in  the  tender  years  of  my 
childhood  when  my  mother  died,  leaving  two  children  be¬ 
sides  myself,  and  three  years  after  my  father  married  Miss 
Mary  Houston,  daughter  of  a  merchant  in  Carrick  on  the 
Shannon.  She  made  a  very  severe  mother-in-law,  which 
made  me  leave  my  father  sooner  than  I  otherwise  would 
have  done.  I  remained  about  one  year  in  Carrick,  after  he 
removed  to  Clare,  with  an  uncle  of  mine,  to  go  to  school; 
his  name  was  Joseph  Bennett,  minister  of  the  parish  im- 
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mediately  Dean  Fidustan.  I  studied  with  my  father  the 
different  branches  of  physic  for  two  years  with  the  help  of 
Dr.  Thomas  Cook,  who  lived  in  the  house.  I  then  went  to 
London  to  an  uncle  of  mine,  in  Cannon  Street,  close  by  St. 
George’s  Church,  in  Ratliff  Highway;  his  business  was 
chemistry.  I  lived  with  him  about  six  weeks,  and  he  got  me 
a  place  with  one  Atkins,  in  Lombard  Street,  who  attended 
as  apothecary  and  chirurgeon  to  the  Magdalen  House  in 
Prescot  Street  three  months,  and  left  him.  My  wages  was 
eighteen  guineas  a  year.  As  he  was  a  rigid  Presbyterian,  our 
sentiments  could  not  agree,  and  he  would  not  take  the  pains 
with  me  that  he  promised.  I  got  what  money  was  due  me 
and  went  to  one  Bern,  a  tavern  keeper  in  Omar  Street,  and 
lived  there  without  my  uncle’s  knowledge  till  I  spent  all  my 
money,  which  was  but  little,  as  I  had  but  the  remains  of 
six  guineas  which  was  all  I  got  from  my  father  when  I  left 
home;  but  going  and  asking  pardon  of  my  uncle  Daniel 
Bennett  (for  I  had  two  uncles  in  London)  he  got  me  a 
place  with  William  Ballin,  in  Princess  Street,  where  I  lived 
two  years.  He  was  an  apothecary  to  the  hospital  in  Alders- 
gate  Street,  and  had  a  friend  who  was  an  anatomist  in  St. 
•Thomas’  Hospital,  whom  I  studied  anatomy  with  for  some 
time  and  had  the  opportunity  of  seeing  various  operations 
in  surgery.  My  uncle  wishing  me  to  marry  his  only 
daughter,  Rachael,  thought  it  would  be  better  to  put  the  time 
off  till  she  was  of  age  by  sending  me  to  sea,  so  agreed  with 
one  Captain  Bennett  Gray  for  me  to  go  as  surgeon  in  his 
Ship  Porpoise  to  Jamaica.  I  put  all  my  things  on  board  and 
left  London  on  the  22A  November,  1765,  and  hove  away  for 
the  Downes.  After  lying  there  two  days  for  a  fair  wind,  we 
weighed  anchor  on  the  25th  and  got  clear  of  the  channel  the 
next  night  and  so  bore  away  for  the  Bay  of  Biscay,  in  which 
we  had  a  bad  time  of  it,  the  sea  running  mountains  high  and 
very  short,  so  that  the  mast  was  near  going  overboard;  but 
it  pleased  God  that  we  came  in  the  last  of  it,  so  that  we  had 
a  good  time  after,  though  the  winds  were  light  until  we  got 
into  the  trade  winds,  and  then  pleasant  sailing.  Our  passage 
was  but  seven  weeks  and  five  days  when  we  moored  in 
Kingston,  Jamaica.  A  very  wet  season.  It  was  night  when 
we  got  there,  but  I  would  go  ashore  with  the  mate  though 
they  advised  me  to  wait  till  morning.  I  staid  in  Kingston 
twelve  months  and  the  ship  was  chartered  by  Mr.  David 
Ross  for  John  Ross,  of  Philadelphia,  to  the  Bay  of  Hon¬ 
duras  for  logwood.  We  were  there  three  months,  during 
which  time  I  made  by  my  business  about  fifty  or  sixty 
pistoles,  with  which  I  paid  my  debts  in  Jamaica  on  my  re-

turn.  After  being  there  four  or  five  weeks  I  met  with 
Captain  Dan’l  Quinton  Commander  of  the  Olive  Branch, 
from  Maryland.  He  informed  me  of  a  good  berth  in  his 
country,  and  that  he  would  make  what  interest  he  could  for 
me  among  his  friends  in  the  town  of  Snow  Hill,  in  Wooster 
County.  On  our  voyage  to  it  we  met  with  a  violent  storm 
which  lasted  eight  days,  and  the  day  we  made  Cape  Henry 
we  ate  the  last  of  the  provisions  on  board  and  got  around  in 
the  Bay  that  night.  I  labored  very  hard  the  next  morning 
in  heaving  out  ballast,  and  with  a  very  hungry  stomach,  but 
it  cleared  away  and  we  saw  a  schooner  at  anchor  in  Hun- 
gurs,  and  sent  a  boat  to  her.  She  sent  us  some  pickled  pork 
and  bread  and  four  men,  so  that  by  the  nth  of  October  we 
got  off;  we  lost  our  anchor  and  cable,  but  with  all  more  than 
satisfied,  and  ate  heartily  of  the  above  provisions  with  a 
good  dram  of  rum.  We  got  up  to  Saxis  Island  about  dark 
that  night,  it  being  the  12th  of  March,  1766.  We  went  on 
shore,  and  here  I  must  justly  say  I  saw  the  most  plentiful 
living  since  I  left  London.  The  first  hominy  I  ever  saw  was 
here;  they  had  a  twelve-gallon  pot  of  it  on  the  fire,  almost 
cooked  enough  to  eat  but  the  man  coming  in  with  a  basket 
of  oysters  and  some  good  bread,  we  fell  to  like  lusty  fellows. 
We  staid  here  till  the  wind  and  tide  suited  us  and  then  we 
went  up  the  River  Pokemoke,  to  Mr.  Littleton  Dennis’,  and 
I  went  with  the  Captain  to  his  father’s,  and  was  very  agree¬ 
ably  entertained  by  his  sisters.  I  think  the  ladies  are  very 
kind  here  in  Maryland.  I  am  at  this  time  very  much  in¬ 
clined  to  settle  in  this  country,  and  particularly  in  the  town 
of  Snow  Hill,  Worcester  County. 

“I  have  about  the  22d  of  the  month  agreed  with  the 
Rev.  John  Ross,  of  Allhallows  Parish,  to  board  with  him 
for  twenty  pounds  per  year.  I  am  very  kindly  used  by  him 
and  his  wife.  In  July  following  I  went  to  the  City  of  Phila¬ 
delphia  to  inquire  after  my  father  and  a  bill  of  exchange  I 
had  sent  him,  drawn  on  Mr.  Ross,  of  this  city,  which  bill 
my  father  never  got,  but  when  I  got  there  I  made  inquiries 
at  the  post  office  and  went  to  Burlington,  and  there  I  found 
it.  I  bought  of  Dr.  Harris,  of  this  city,  about  eighty  pounds’ 
worth  of  medicine,  and  paid  him  part  of  the  above  in  the 
bill  of  forty  pounds,  and  did  not  see  my  father  who  had 
moved  up  to  Lancaster  county;  so  after  staying  here  about 
three  weeks  I  set  off  down  to  Snow  Hill,  and  in  eight  days 
after  reaching  my  lodgings  I  was  taken  with  a  bilious  fever 
that  lasted  forty-one  days,  and  very  bad — and  after  I  got 
about  I  was  taken  with  a  quotidion  which  held  me  till  the 
May  following,  so  that  I  spent  my  time  chiefly  with  the 
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ladies,  of  whom  I  courted  many  in  the  time  but  got  engaged 
with  none  except  Miss  Ivey  Pope,  a  very  fine  girl,  and  one 
that  I  loved  very  much,  so  that  it  was  very  nigh  coming  to 
a  close  had  it  not  been  for  brother-in-law,  George  Martin, 
a  bigoted  devil.  After  living  in  Snow  Hill  for  nearly  three 
years  I  thought  proper  to  go  up  and  see  my  father,  from 
whom  I  had  a  letter  dated  Simonstown,  Susquehanna  River, 
Penn.,  and  wishing  to  have  his  advice  on  the  above;  so  after 
staying  with  him  six  weeks  I  returned  with  my  sister  Dorcas 
Bennett,  whom  I  boarded  at  Mr.  Ross’,  and  was  very  much 
surprised  to  hear  of  Miss  Pope  being  married  to  Mr. 
Nathan  Murray  of  Snow  Hill,  but  when  I  saw  her  she  told 
me  they  had  forged  a  letter  from  me  in  which  I  said  more 
than  I  ought,  and  so  Mr.  Martin  got  it  done  while  I  was 
gone  but  to  her  sorrow  and  not  a  little  to  me,  I  did  not  stay 
there  long  before  I  resolved  to  go  to  Virginia,  and  started 
on  the  4th  of  April  following  to  Williamsburgh,  in  General 
Court  time,  where  I  met  with  Colonel  Walter  Coles,  of 
Halifax,  a  son  of  my  mother’s  brother,  John  Coles  [Edi¬ 
tor’s  footnote:  John  Coles,  a  native  of  Enniscorthy,  Ire¬ 
land,  came  to  Virginia  and  became  a  wealthy  merchant  at 
Richmond],  who  used  me  very  kindly  and  gave  me  direc¬ 
tions  to  my  uncle,  William  Coles,  of  Hanover.  Three  days 
after  I  started  for  Hanover  up  on  my  way  from  Williams¬ 
burgh  I  got  acquainted  with  Mr.  Patrick  Henry,  Jr.,  at 
Hanover  County,  and  left  Williamsburgh  about  io  o’clock 
in  the  morning  and  got  to  Hanover  Court  House  the  same 
day,  the  first  of  May.  From  thence  I  went  to  Captain  Coles 
at  Coles  Hill  and  spent  the  night  on  the  way  with  old 
Colonel  Henry.  Arrived  at  Captain  Coles’  early  next  morn¬ 
ing;  he  was  down  on  the  bank  of  the  Pamonkey  at  his  tan 
vat.  I  staid  there  about  three  weeks,  but  not  agreeable.  His 
son  Walter  was  alive  then  and  more  deceit  I  never  met  with 
than  in  the  old  couple.  I  had  an  order  on  him  for  ten  pounds 
sterling  with  interest  for  twenty  years,  which  by  much  cre¬ 
dulity  she  got  him  to  cheat  me  out  of.  I  went  from  here 
to  Colonel  Walter  Coles  of  Halifax  County.  Here  I  staid 
for  two  months,  very  happy,  and  was  treated  with  the  great¬ 
est  friendship  and  kindness  by  him  and  his  wife,  for  which 
I  shall  ever  esteem  them.  They  have  but  one  child,  a  daugh¬ 
ter  named  Mary,  about  six  months  old.  He  lives  on  a  hill 
over  the  low  grounds  of  the  River  Stanton.  At  this  time  the 
great  contested  election  bothers  him  and  Nathaniel  Terry 
was  on  hand.  The  land  from  Hanover  is  very  broken,  all 
through  Goochland,  Albimarl  and  Buckingham.  Here  I 
met  Mr.  John  Coles  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Mutter,  also  with 
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Mrs.  Tucker,  who  had  one  child,  a  daughter  three  years 
old,  and  it  appeared  to  me  they  were  all  very  happy.  Dur¬ 
ing' the  visit  I  got  acquainted  with  Col.  Paul  Carrington 
of  Charlotte  County.  I  took  my  leave  of  all  friends  and 
Col.  Coles  rode  with  me  across  the  river  and  would  assist 
me  with  ten  pounds,  although  I  had  several  I  had  made 
while  here.  I  got  safely  down  to  Coles’  Hill  in  Hanover 
and  staid  about  three  weeks,  and  here  became  acquainted 
with  John  Langdon,  who  was  a  school  master,  an  Irishman 
and  a  good  merry  fellow.  I  reached  my  home  in  Maryland 
and  staid  there  a  few  months;  settled  my  accounts  and  left 
them  with  Mr.  George  Hayward  to  collect  and  took  leave 
of  all  friends,  especially  Rev.  Mr.  Ross  and  family,  Mr. 
Johnston  and  family,  to  one  of  whose  sons  I  stood  sponsor, 
also  Colonel  Peter  Challe  and  family,  his  mother’s  family 
and  Colonel  William  Allen’s  family,  and  my  old  flame  Miss 
Josey  Merry,  and  so  took  my  sister,  Miss  Dorcas  Bennett 
and  came  down  to  my  old  friend  Mr.  Robert  Pitts  at  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Pokemoke  and  staid  with  them  a  few 
days  until  I  hired  a  boat  to  carry  us  across  the  Bay,  and  the 
day  after  we  set  off,  the  wind  proving  a  head  one,  we  put  in 
at  Watts’  Island  and  staid  two  days.  This  was  one  of  the 
finest  places  for  fish,  oysters  and  wild  fowl.  It  was  some 
time  in  December,  1768,  that  I  got  there.” 

Dr.  Walter  Bennett,  who  was  born  22  May,  1745,  was 
married  to  Jennie  Wyatt  by  the  Rev.  Andrew  Morton  of 
Drisdale  Parish,  Caroline  County,  the  29th  of  August,  1769. 
The  children  of  this  marriage  were  George,  16  June,  1770, 
m.  Anna  Dabney;  John  Tabb,  18  December,  1771,  m.  Pat- 
sey  Warren;  Alice  Coles,  20  September,  1 773 ?  m-  Wyatt 
Hardy;  Elizabeth  Eggleston,  4  June,  1775,  m-  first  William 
Boxley,  and  second,  James  Scates  [Editor’s  footnote:  Wal¬ 
ter  Bennett  Scates,  son  of  James  and  Elizabeth  Bennett 
Scates,  was  born  in  Halifax  County,  Va.,  January  18,  1808. 
Practiced  law  in  Kentucky;  removed  to  Illinois,  Attorney 
General,  1838;  Circuit  Judge  and  in  1841  elected  Judge  of 
Supreme  Court,  Illinois,  with  Stephen  A.  Douglas,  con¬ 
tinued  to  1847;  returned  to  bench,  1853,  in  place  of  Lyman 
Trumball,  elected  to  United  States  Senate;  served  as 
Lieutenant  Colonel,  United  States  Volunteers,  1862;  mus¬ 
tered  out,  1866,  as  a  Brigadier  General]  ;  Walter,  n  Janu- 
ary,  1777,  m.  Jessie  Reynolds;  Richard  Everard,  26  Febru¬ 
ary,  1779,  m.  Ann  Carter;  Courtney,  13  July,  1782,  m.  first, 
Roy  Boyd,  second,  Larking  Brooks;  Isaac,  13  November, 
1785,  m.  Isabella  Gwynn. 

Richard  Everard  Bennett  died  at  Popular  Mount, 
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Halifax  County,  Va.,  14  September,  1828.  Richard  E.  and 
Ann  (Carter)  Bennett  were  married  7  December,  1802. 

Ann  Carter  was  a  daughter  of  Theodrick  and  Judith  (Cun¬ 
ningham)  Carter  of  Halifax  County,  Va.  The  children  of 
Richard  E.  and  Ann  Carter  Bennett  were  Eliza  Ann,  12 
May,  1804,  m.  Dr.  Henry  Easley;  John,  21  December, 

1805,  m.  Mary  Armistead  Boyd  [Editor’s  footnote:  Mary 
Armistead  Boyd  was  the  daughter  of  Alexander  Boyd  of 
Boydton,  Va.,  and  his  wife,  Matilda  B unveil,  who  was  a 
daughter  of  Lewis  Burwell  and  Ann  Spotswood] ;  Richard 
Everard,  Jr.,  31  January,  1807,  m.  his  first  cousin,  Maria 
Carter,  daughter  of  Alexander  and  Margaret  Stevens 
Carter;  Nancy  Eggleston,  2  June,  1808,  m.  Nathan  Draper; 
Mary  Wyatt,  23  October,  1809;  William  Walter,  11  April, 

18 1 1,  Mary  J.  Wyatt,  20  September,  1812,  m.  Charles  B. 
Waldo;  Theodrick,  A.,  30  April,  1814,  m.  Mary  Nelson; 
William  Walter,  8  June,  1816,  m.  Mary  Hobbs. 

It  would  appear  that  there  are  several  errors  in  the  above  article. 
John  Bennett  and  Dorcas  Courtney  had  seven  and  not  eleven 
children.  The  statement  that  “Dorcas  and  nine  of  her  children  died 
in  Ireland”  should  be  that  Alice  and  nine  of  her  children  died  in 
Ireland,  as  said  Alice  was  the  mother  of  eleven  children  including 
said  Walter  and  Dorcas.  The  second  husband  of  Elizabeth  Eggleston 
Bennett  was  named  Joseph  and  not  James  Scates,  and  the  husband 
of  Anne  (called  Nancy)  Eggleston  Bennett  was  named  Dresser  and 
not  Draper.  It  would  also  appear  that  the  name  Eggleston  was 
originally  spelled  Egliston,  being  the  maiden  name  of  the  mother  of 
Jenny  Wyatt  who  was  the  wife  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett. 

Although  it  is  stated  in  the  Journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett  that 
he  was  a  guest  of  his  cousin,  Colonel  Walter  Coles,  of  Halifax 
County,  about  the  year  1767,  it  appears  that  these  branches  of  the 
family  drifted  apart  and  the  descendants  of  the  brother  John  Coles 
did  not  know  that  he  had  a  sister  named  Alice. 

It  also  appears  that  the  descendants  of  the  sister,  Alice  (Coles) 
Bennett,  did  not  know  that  she  had  two  brothers,  John  Coles  and 
Williams  Coles,  who  had  emigrated  to  Virginia.  When  the  author 
commenced  this  work  he  did  not  know  and  had  never  heard  that 
his  ancestor,  John  Coles,  had  a  sister.  A  letter  written  by  Governor 
Edward  Coles  many  years  ago  was  found  in  which  he  made  an  effort 
to  learn  something  of  the  history  of  the  family  in  Ireland,  including 
the  name  of  his  great-grandfather,  but  it  does  not  appear  from  the 
“Family  Record”  he  prepared  that  he  was  successful,  as  there  is  no 
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mention  of  any  of  these  facts  in  his  record.  The  discovery  of  the 
extract  from  the  journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett  given  above  in  the 
Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography  gave  the  author  his 
first  clue.  This  clue,  followed  to  Washington,  D.  C.;  Honolulu, 
Hawaii;  Petersburg,  Illinois;  Los  Angeles,  California;  Hillsboro, 
Texas;  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky;  Memphis,  Tennessee;  Chicago, 
Illinois;  New  Orleans,  Louisiana;  Little  Rock,  Arkansas,  and  to 
other  places,  resulted  in  the  tracing  of  many  members  of  this  branch 
of  the  family  and  the  procuring  of  the  data  contained  herein. 

Miss  S.  Etta  Greenwood,  of  Hopkinsville,  Kentucky,  who  is 
one  of  the  descendants  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett,  in  a  letter  on  this 
subject  says: 

Did  any  brothers  of  Alice  Coles  come  to  America? 

Some  one  told  me  that  there  were  a  number  of  Coles  in  this 
country  years  ago  but  I  have  never  heard  of  them.  .  .  . 

As  to  the  original  journal  of  Dr.  Walter  Bennett,  Miss  Green¬ 
wood  says:  .  ,  , ,  .  . ; ; 

Cousin  Theodric  sent  me  the  Bennett  genealogy  some 
years  ago  asking  me  to  give  and  write  down  Courtney  Ben¬ 
nett’s  (my  great-grandmother)  descendants,  also  Isaac  Ben¬ 
nett’s  (my  great-great-great-uncle)  who  married  Isabella 
Guynn,  sister  of  my  grandfather,  Robert  E.  Guynn.  .  .  . 

This  genealogy  was  copied  from  the  original  journal  of 
Dr.  Walter  Bennett  which  was  written  on  parchment  and  is 
said  to  be  in  a  good  state  of  preservation.  This  journal  is  in 
the  possession  of  some  Bennett  in  California.  I  think  Mrs. 
Hubbs  can  tell  you  of  those  Bennetts  out  there.^  .  .  .  My 
sister,  (Mrs.  Ida  Greenwood  Merritt)  was  visiting  cousin 
Walter  Scate’s  (prominent  lawyer)  family  while  he  had 
this  journal  in  his  possession.  There  were  portions  of  it  very 
dim  and  he  put  it  in  the  hands  of  experts  who  employed 
acids,  etc.,  to  restore  it,  but  to  no  avail.  ... 

It  would  seem  that  Dr.  Walter  Bennett  was  a  surgeon  in  the 
Revolutionary  Army.  Although  no  record  of  his  appointment  has 
been  found,  the  following  references  to  him  are  found  in  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  State  Library,  at  Richmond,  Virginia: 

In  a  volume  known  as  “War  23,”  which  gives  the  list  of  the 
amounts  paid  to  the  Virginia  Military  for  services  in  1777,  there 
appears,  under  date  of  October  11,  1777)  an  entry  that  shows  that 
Walter  Bennett  was  paid  £9.18  “on  account  of  his  services  as  sur¬ 
geon  to  the  militia.”  <>. 
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In  the  “Journal  of  the  Council  of  Virginia  for  1777-8,”  a  manu¬ 
script  volume,  on  p.  48,  under  date  of  Monday,  August  4,  1777, 
appears  the  following  entry: 

Ordered  that  Doctor  Walter  Bennett’s  bond  be  given 
up;  he  having  accounted,  with  the  commissioners,  for  the 
money  he  received  on  account  for  the  purchase  of  medicines 
for  the  second  Battalion  of  minute  men  on  the  expedition 
against  the  Cherokee  Indians. 

On  p.  18  of  the  Auditor’s  Account  Book  for  1779  (No.  2),  under 
date  of  June  10,  1779,  appears  an  entry  to  the  effect  that  on  that 
day  there  was  issued  to  Walter  Bennett  £12.12  “for  pay  as  surgeon 
to  the  Amelia  Militia  on  their  march  during  the  late  Invasion  per 
certificate.” 


On  p.  325  of  the  Auditor’s  Account  Book  for  1781  (No.  8),  a 
manuscript  volume,  appears  an  entry  to  the  effect  that  Dr.  Walter 
Bennett  was  on  Wednesday,  the  31st  of  October,  1781,  given  a  war- 
rent  for  £5,691.0.0  “for  his  services  as  surgeon  to  the  Second  Vir¬ 
ginia  Brigade  under  the  command  of  Brigadier  Genl.  Robert  Lawson 
per  acco.”

The  following  inscriptions  are  taken  from  the  tombstones  of 
Paul  Carrington,  Jr.,  and  Mildred  Howell  Carrington,  his  wife, 
at  “Berry  Hill,”  Halifax  County,  Virginia: 

Paul  Carrington,  Jr.,  youngest  son  of  Paul  Carring¬ 
ton  and  Margaret,  his  wife,  born  Sept.  20,  1764,  and  died 
Jan.  8,  1815. 

At.  the  early  age  of  17  years  he  joined  the  American 
Army  as  a  volunteer,  shared  in  the  dangers  and  glory  of  the 
battles  of  Green  Spring,  and  Guilford. 

He  was  19  years  a  Judge  of  the  General  Court  of  Vir¬ 
ginia,  a  zealous  patriot  and  an  example  to  his  family.  He 
lived  in  a  firm  belief  in  the  Christian  religion  and  died 
trusting  alone  for  redemption  on  his  Savior. 

This  monument  was  erected  to  his  cherished  memory 
by  his  affectionate  wife. 

MILDRED  H.,  wife  of  Paul  Carrington,  Jr.,  born  May 
XV,  MDCCLXIX,  and  died  April  XXIV,  MDCCCLX. 

“But  thanks  be  to  God  which  giveth  us  the  Victory 
through  our  LORD  JESUS  CHRIST.”  Erected  to  her  memory 
by  her  son  Edward  Carrington. 

The  following  is  taken  from  a  sketch  of  the  Carrington  family 
in  the  possession  of  Miss  Susan  Cary  Carrington,  942,  of  Mt.  Laurel, 
Virginia : 

George  Carrington  was  a  son  of  Dr.  Paul  Carrington, 
of  Barbadoes,  by  his  second  wife  Heningham  Codrington, 
who  was  a  granddaughter  of  Christopher  Codrington,  who 
removed  in  the  time  of  Charles  I  to  the  Island  of  Barba¬ 
does,  who  was  the  second  son  of  Robert  Codrington,  who 
was  a  son  of  Simon  Codrington,  of  the  Virginia  Company 
of  London,  who  was  the  first  emigrant  to  own  land  in 
America.  His  grant  from  the  Virginia  Company  was  for 
100  acres  and  bore  date  March  6,  1615.  He  was  a  son  of 
Simon  Codrington,  the  elder,  by  his  wife  Mary  Calloway 
through  whom  he  was  related  to  the  Drakes,  Gilberts,  Har¬ 
ringtons  and  others. 

Mrs.  Anne  Mayo  Carrington  was  born  in  the  Island 
of  Barbadoes  in  1712.  Her  father,  Major  William  Mayo, 
was  born  November  4,  1684,  emigrated  to  Barbadoes  prior 
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to  1712  where  he  married  Frances  Gould,  the  daughter  of 
Enoch  Gould,  who  was  transferred  to  that  Island  for  par¬ 
ticipation  in  Monmouth’s  Rebellion  of  1685  and  sold  to 
Major  Abell  Allen  for  a  term  of  years  under  the  decree 
of  Judge  Jeffreys.  After  his  term  of  service  he  became  a 
leading  merchant  of  Bridgetown  in  that  Island. 

Judge  Paul  Carrington  was  born  March  16,  1733.  He 
married  October  1,  1755,  Margaret,  2nd  daughter  of  Col. 
Clement  Read.  They  resided  at  Mulberry  Hill.  He  was 
appointed  Kings  Attorney  of  Bedford  County,  May  3,  1756, 
Major  of  Lunenburg  Militia  in  1761,  and  Colonel  of  Char¬ 
lotte  Militia  December  3,  1764.  He  represented  Charlotte 
Co.,  in  the  House  of  Burgesses  from  its  formation  and 
Lunenburg  Co.,  from  March,  1765,  to  1775.  His  first  wife 
died  May  1,  1766.  He  was  appointed  Kings  Attorney  of 
Mecklenburg  November  3,  1767,  of  Botetourt  May  4,  1770, 
and  of  Lunenburg  October  18,  1770,  County  Lieutenant  and 
presiding  Justice  of  Charlotte .  Co.,  April  n,  1772,  and 
Clerk  of  Halifax  Co.,  November  17,  1782.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Mercantile  Association  of  1770,  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  of  August,  1774,  and  chairman  of  Charlotte  Co. 
Committee  1774  and  1776.  This  committee  at  its  meeting  on 
January  13,  1775,  endorsed  the  resolutions  respecting  per¬ 
sons  suspected  of  disloyalty  to  the  American  Cause.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Committee  of  March  20-27,  X77S  and  of 
that  of  July  17  to  August  26,  1775.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  first  State  Committee  of  Safety  August  to  December, 
I775»  of  the  Convention  of  December  r,  1773  to  January  20, 
1776;  and  of  the  Convention  of  May  6  to  July  5,  1776.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Delegates  from  1776-1778. 
He  was  elected  as  Judge  of  the  first  General  Court  under 
the  new  republican  form  of  government  on  Jan.  23,  1778 
and  commissioned  on  February  28,  1778.  He  became  one  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  1779,  which  position 
he  continued  to  fill  until  the  constitution  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals  was  changed  on  December  22,  1788.  He  was  again 
chosen  under  the  new  constitution  a  member  of  the  same 
Court  and  he  resigned  in  1807.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Convention  of  June  2,  1788  and  voted  for  the  constitution. 
He  married  (2nd)  Miss  Priscilla  Sims  aged  sixteen.  This 
marriage  was  performed  March  6,  1792,  and  she  died  in 
September,  1803. 

Judge  Paul  Carrington,  Jr.,  was  born  September  20, 
1764,  and  died  January  8,  1816  (1815).  He  was  a  member  of 
the  House  of  Delegates  of  Virginia.  He  married  August  24, 
1785  (*786),  Mildred  Howell  Coles,  who  was  born  May 
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15,  1769  and  died  April  24,  1840.  Mildred  Howell  Coles 
was  a  daughter  of  Colonel  Walter  Coles,  who  was  born 
November  14,  1739,  in  St.  Paul’s  Parish,  Hanover  County, 
Virginia,  and  died  November  7,  1780,  at  “Mildendo,”  his 
country  seat,  in  Halifax  County,  Virginia.  ... 

Walter  Coles  Carrington  was  born  in  1794,  and  died  in 
1858.  He  married  Alice  Cabell,  a  daughter  of  Dr.  George 
Cabell  and  his  wife  Alice  Winston  Cabell. 

Paul  Jones  Carrington  was  born  in  1825  and  died  in 
1900.  He  married  Margaret  Thompson,  a  daughter  of 
Judge  L.  P.  Thompson  and  his  wife,  Caroline  Tapscott. 

They  had  ten  children  of  whom  the  first  two  died  in  in¬ 
fancy;  Lucas  Thompson,  Susan  Cary,  Paul  Julian,  Charles 
Tapscott,  Eleanor  Stuart,  Mary  Carter,  and  Alice  Lee. 

Paul  Carrington,  the  first  of  the  name  in  this  country, 
went  to  Lunenburg  (now  Charlotte  County)  a  lad  of  seven¬ 
teen.  He  was  employed  by  Colonel  Clement  Read,  the  Clerk 
of  the  County,  as  his  deputy.  In  a  few  years  he  began  the 
practice  of  law,  in  which  he  was  eminently  successful.  He 
was  a  man  of  great  ability  and  learning,  firmness  and  in¬ 
tegrity.  He  was  a  member  of  the  House  of  Burgesses  for 
many  years,  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia  Convention  of 
1776,  and  finally  rose  to  a  seat  upon  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

In  Vol.  5  of  the  “Encyclopedia  of  Virginia  Biography,”  edited 
by  Hon.  Lyon  G.  Tyler  and  published  by  the  Lewis  Historical  Pub¬ 
lishing  Company,  1915,  at  pp.  1029  to  1032,  is  a  sketch  with  a  partial 
genealogy  of  the  Carrington  family.

Sept.  10,  1783,  by  whom 
he  had  (1)  Ellen  Carter  Bruce,  b.  Aug.  5,  1820,  (2)  Sarah  Bruce, 
b.  Mar.  25,  1822,  (3)  William  Cabell  Bruce,  b.  Oct.  13,  1824,  and 
d.  Dec.  8,  1832,  (4)  Charles  Bruce,  b.  Aug.  17,  1826,  and  d.  Oct.  6, 
1896;  his  second  wife  survived  him  and  d.  Oct.  22,  1858.

Mr.  Malcolm  G.  Bruce  states  that  the  date  of  the  birth  of  his 
grandfather,  James  C.  Bruce,  on  the  monument  over  his  grave  is 
July  28,  1806,  while  it  should  be  July  26,  1806,  as  shown  by  the 
entry  in  the  family  Bible. 

In  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography  for  Octo¬ 
ber,  1903  (Vol.  11,  p.  329),  under  “Genealogy,”  is  the  following 
account  of  James  Bruce: 

James  Bruce,  the  eldest  son  of  Charles,  of  “Soldiers 
Rest”  would  have  inherited  the  “Soldiers  Rest”  estate  but 
early  in  life  developed  a  taste  for  mercantile  pursuits.  Hav¬ 
ing  received  an  ordinary  school  education,  he  secured,  at  the 
early  age  of  sixteen,  a  situation  at  Petersburg,  Va.,  with 
Mr.  Colquhoun,  who  carried  on  an  extensive  business  of 
buying  tobacco  from  the  planters  and  selling  them  goods, 
which  he  had  imported  from  England.  James,  by  his  indus¬ 
trious  habits,  honest  character,  and  capacity  for  business, 
soon  won  the  confidence  of  his  employer  to  such  an  extent 
that  he  was  sent  to  establish  a  branch  house  in  Amelia 
county.  In  this  he  became  a  partner.  In  a  few  years,  finding 
that  the  more  remote  county  of  Halifax  offered  greater  busi¬ 
ness  advantages,  he  removed  thither  and  made  it  his  perma¬ 
nent  home  during  the  rest  of  his  life.  By  a  system  of  country 
stores,  which  supplied  the  wants  of  the  planters,  and  by 
judicious  purchases  of  land  and  tobacco,  he  accumulated 
one  of  the  largest  fortunes  of  his  day.  At  his  death  his  estate 
was  valued  at  over  fifteen  hundred  thousand  dollars,  prob¬ 
ably  the  greatest  in  the  United  States  at  that  time,  after 
those  of  John  Jacob  Astor  and  Stephen  Gerard,  who  had  a 
much  wider  and  more  profitable  field  in  which  to  work.  On 
at  least  one  occasion  in  a  public  speech,  Mr.  Randolph 
classed  Mr.  Bruce  with  these  two  famous  merchants.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  war  the  estate,  now  in  the  hands  of  his  four 
children,  was  valued  at  nearly  four  millions  of  dollars.  It 
included  in  one  item  over  three  thousand  slaves. 

The  only  glimpse  we  have  of  James  Bruce  in  early  life 
is  to  be  had  through  a  diary  kept  during  the  latter  part  of 
the  eighteenth  century  by  the  father  or  grandfather  of 
.Major  Richard  Venable,  the  distinguished  lawyer  of  Balti¬ 
more  (1902)  and  now  in  the  latter’s  possession.  The  writer 
of  this  diary  states  that  he  spent  a  night  under  the  same  roof

with  James  Bruce  and  Archibald  Alexander,  afterwards 
President  of  Princeton  College,  both  being  young  men  at 
the  time.  The  impression  which  they  made  on  IVlr.  V  enable 
by  these  few  hours  of  intercourse  was  such  that  he  prophe¬ 
sies  that  they  will  each  attain  unusual  prominence  before 

many  years  shall  have  passed. 

Mr.  Bruce  was  not  simply  successful  from  a  pecuniary 
point  of  view.  In  his  own  part  of  Virginia  indeed,  wher¬ 
ever  he  was  known— his  name  was  a  synonym  for  integrity 
and  liberality.  A  letter  from  a  distinguished  contemporary, 
who  was  well  able  to  judge,  pronounces  him  to  have  been 
“the  justest  and  most  honorable  man”  the  writer  ever  knew. 
Added  to  this,  he  had  a  temper  of  such  serenity  that  no  one 
ever  saw  it  ruffled.  There  are  fine  portraits  of  him  both  at 

“Berry  Hill”  and  “Staunton  Hill.” 

Soon  after  settling  in  Halifax  County,  James  Bruce 
married  (August  i,  1799),  Miss  Sally  Coles,  daughter  o 
Walter  Coles,  Esq.  of  the  well-known  Coles  family  of  V  lr- 
ginia  (see  “Genealogy,”  this  magazine),  a  wit  and  the 
greatest  heiress  in  that  part  of  the  State.  The  ceremony  took 
place  at  “Mildendo,”  the  home  of  Miss  Coles’s  guardian,  a 
house  that  is  still  standing  near  Coles’  Ferry,  on  Staunton 
River.  The  marriage  was  hastily  celebrated,  in  order  to 
gratify  the  last  wish  of  the  bride’s  only  near  living  relative, 
a  brother  who  was  then  dying.  Mr.  Bruce’s  second  wife, 
who  was  then  a  widow  (Mrs.  Patrick  Henr^,  Jr*)  hap¬ 
pened  to  be  present,  and  the  ring  used  during  the  ceremony 
was  taken  from  her  finger.  Sally  (Coles)  Bruce  died  May 

.21,  1806.  .  ,  T-1  •  c  U  11 

On  April  20,  1819,  Mr.  Bruce  married  Elvira  Cabell, 

daughter  of  William  Cabell,  of  Union  Hill,  Nelson 
County,  Va.  (see  Brown’s  “Cabells  and  Their  Kin”),  and 
the  widow  of  Patrick  Henry,  Jr.,  eldest  son  of  the  orator, 
who  died  only  a  few  months  after  their  marriage.  The  only 
child  of  this  marriage  was  Elvira,  afterwards  Mrs.  Wm.  H. 
Clark,  of  Banister  Lodge  in  Halifax  County.  The  second 
Mrs.  James  Bruce  was  a  woman  of  unusual  intelligence 
and  charm  of  manner.  Her  conversation  was  especially 
remarkable  for  quaint  humor.  In  appearance,  she  strongly 
resembled  the  Cabells — black  hair,  large  dark  eyes,  swarthy 
complexion,  and  aquiline  nose — a  notable  representative  of 
a  family  long  distinguished  for  beauty  and  talents.  After 
her  marriage  she  and  Mr.  Bruce  resided  for  many  years  at 
“Woodburn”  near  Halifax  Court  House.  The  house  was 
destroyed  by  fire  after  the  w7ar.  James  Bruce  died  in  Phila¬ 
delphia,  May  12,  1837,  whither  he  had  gone  for  his  health, 
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and  was  buried  in  the  yard  of  St.  Andrew's  Church.  After 
his  death  his  widow  removed  to  Richmond,  where  she  built 
the  house  which  is  now  the  central  part  of  the  University 
College  of  Medicine  on  Clay  Street — in  its  time  one  of  the 
finest  residences  in  the  city,  and  noted  for  its  charming  and 
generous  hospitality.  Mrs.  Bruce  was  a  woman  of  strong 
and  unaffected  piety.  She  gave  liberally  to  charity  both  pub¬ 
lic  and  private,  and  was  one  of  the  largest  contributors  to 
the  fund  raised  for  the  erection  of  St.  Paul's  Church  in 
Richmond,  where  she  worshipped  until  her  death.  What 
is  known  in  the  Episcopal  Church  of  Virginia  as  the  “Bruce 
Fund”  was  a  sum  which  her  children  gave,  in  accordance 
with  a  desire  which  she  frequently  expressed  in  her  last 
•  illness,  but  which,  on  account  of  her  extreme  sickness,  she 
had  no  opportunity  of  leaving  to  the  church  in  the  form  of 
a  legal  bequest.  She  died  in  October,  1859,  and  was  buried 
in  Hollywood. 

The  children  of  James  and  Sally  (Coles)  Bruce  were: 
James  Coles,  Charles,  and  Mildred.  The  last  two  died  in 
infancy.

The  following  is  a  copy  of  the  Will  of  Isaac  H.  Coles,  33,  son 
of  Walter  Coles,  9,  of  “Mildendo,”  Halifax  County,  Va.,  and  his 
wife,  Mildred  Lightfoot.  .  / 

1810,  April  8 

It  is  a  right  that  all  men  have  to  dispose  of  their  prop¬ 
erty  by  Will,  life  is  uncertain,  God  gave  us  existence  and  its 
discontinuance  is  at  his  will  which  is  hidden  from  human 
eyes,  or  knowledge.  I  therefore  give  to  my  three  nieces 
Nancey  Carrington,  Lightfoot  Carrington  and  Mildred 
Bruce,  this  legacy.  To  two  first  one  thousand  pounds  each 
and  the  choice  of  two  maids  from  my  estate  and  to  Mildred 
Bruce  five  hundred  and  one  maid.  Second,  To  my  Nephew 
James  Bruce  five  hundred  pounds.  Third,  To  my  cousin 
Isaac  Coles,  Jr.  I  give  my  servants  Elick  and  his  wife 
Rachel,  and  Henry  a  carpenter  and  relieve  him  of  all  debts 
due  me  by  open  accounts  and  bonds.  I  give  my  Dan  river 
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Estate  to  my  Nephew  Edward  Carrington  with  all  the 
negroes  that  work  on  the  land  and  stock  of  all  kinds  on 
the  plantation.  Fourth,  I  give  to  my  Nephew  Walter  Car¬ 
rington  the  Buckskin  tract  of  land,  bounded  by  a  line  drawn 
from  the  river  as  the  fence  now  runs  on  the  tract  until  it 
comes  to  the  frame  barn  thence  up  the  home  house  road 
until  it  meets  the  road  from  the  Overseer’s  house,  thence 
the  left-hand  road  to  a  hollow  which  runs  to  the  head  of  the 
orchard,  thence  to  the  mouth  of  the  long  branch,  thence  up 
the  long  branch  to  the  back  line  beyond  Cobb’s  road  follow¬ 
ing  the  east  fork  with  all  the  negroes  that  work  on  the  lands, 
and  horses  and  stock  of  all  kinds  belonging  to  the  planta¬ 
tion.  Fifth,  I  give  to  my  Nephew  William  the  home  house 
tract  with  all  the  negroes  and  stock  on  the  plantation 

bounded  on  the  line  of - [word  illegible]  tract  as  above 

mentioned.  Sixth,  I  give  my -  [word  illegible]  Creek 

tract  to  my  Nephew  Paul  Carrington,  all  my  lands  in  Char¬ 
lotte  and  negroes  and  stock  on  the  land.  I  desire  that  my 
Estate  shall  be  kept  together  and  undivided  until  the  special 
legacies  are  paid,  and  then  divided.  I  will  mention  that  so 
far  from  caring  less  for  my  Niece  and  Nephew  children 
of  Mr.  Bruce  as  expected  by  the  small  proportion  given  of 
my  estate,  my  sentiments  are  the  reverse  but  my  friend 
Bruce  whom  I  am  sincerely  attached  to  must  know  his 
wealth  is  sufficient  for  their  happiness,  if  money  is  neces¬ 
sary.  Happiness  and  friendship  to  all  my  relations.

In  the  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,”  by  Rev.  Edgar 

Woods,  1901,  on  p.  172,  there  is  the  following  reference  to  Walter 
Coles : 
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Walter  Coles  was  a  magistrate  of  the  County,  but  soon 
resigned.  His  home  was  at  “Woodville,”  the  present  resi¬ 
dence  of  Charles  Shaw,  where  he  died  in  1854,  at  the  age  of 
eighty-two.  He  married  first  Eliza,  daughter  of  Bowler 
Cocke,  of  Turkey  Island,  and  secondly  Sarah,  daughter  of 
John  Swann,  of  Powhatan.  His  children  were  Walter,  who 
succeeded  his  father  at  “Woodville,”  who  married  Ann  E. 
Carter,  and  who  was  the  father  of  Doctor  Walter,  of  St. 
Louis,  and  of  Sarah  and  Elizabeth,  still  residing  near  the 
old  home,  and  Edward  who  was  given  a  farm  about  five 
miles  south  of  Charlottesville,  which  his  father  bought  of 
William  T.  Henderson  in  1806,  who  married  Letitia, 
daughter  of  Rezin  Wheat,  and  who  died  in  1883. 

On  July  14,  1854,  soon  after  his  death,  the  following  tribute 
his  memory  appeared  in  one  of  the  newspapers: 

Departed  this  life,  on  Monday,  the  12th  instant,  at  his. 
residence,  in  Albemarle,  of  the  infirmities  of  age,  Mr. 
Walter  Coles,  Sr.  in  the  83rd  year  of  his  age.  By  his 
death,  the  county  has  lost  one  of  its  oldest  and  most  estima¬ 
ble  citizens,  and  the  country  a  pure  and  upright  patriot.  He 
was  a  man  of  marked  and  decided  character,  of  inflexible 
honor,  and,  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  a  most  devoted 
friend,  tender  and  indulgent  parent  and  a  kind  and  humane 
master.  Indeed,  there  was  an  union  of  ardor  and  gentleness, 
of  simplicity,  frankness  and  modesty,  rarely  to  be  met  with, 
and  which  gave  him  not  only  great  influence  in  the  circle  in 
which  he  moved,  but  secured  to  him  through  life  the  con¬ 
fidence  of  many  of  the  most  distinguished  men  of  the  coun¬ 
try.  He  was  the  intimate  friend  and  neighbor  of  Jefferson, 
Madison  and  Monroe  in  early  life,  and,  at  a  later  period 
became  the  ardent  supporter  and  friend  of  Gen.  Jackson, 
who,  during  his  Presidency,  invited  him  to  Washington  to 
form  his  personal  acquaintance.  This  invitation  was  ac¬ 
cepted,  and  Mr.  Coles  visited  Washington  for  the  first  and 
last  time.  The  writer  of  this  brief  sketch,  with  his  friend, 
the  elder  Mr.  Ritchie,  can  testify  as  to  the  very  interesting 
and  remarkable  interview  that  took  place  beween  the  old 
chief  and  his  friend — of  which  General  Jackson  afterwards 
often  spoke.  The  deceased  never  desired  or  filled  any  public 
station,  but  devoted  himself  to  the  pursuits  of  agriculture 
and  the  welfare  of  his  fellowmen.  Few,  however,  in  private 
life,  took  greater  interest  in  politics,  or  was  more  active  or 
decided  in  all  political  contests.  From  early  manhood  to  his 
death,  he  was  a  firm  and  steadfast  republican,  of  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  School  of  Politics,  devoted  to  the  Union  and  the  rights 
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of  the  States,  upon  the  principles  of  the  Federal  compact, 
though  Southern  in  all  his  feelings.  This  gave  him,  as  might 
have  been  supposed,  great  influence  with  the  Democracy  of 
his  county  in  all  political  contests,  and  carried  him  to  the 
polls  in  all  popular  elections.  He  regarded  this  as  a  high 
and  sacred  duty  on  the  part  of  every  freeman,  and  one  he 
rarely,  if  ever,  failed  to  perform.  There  was,  however,  with 
all  his  ardor  and  zeal,  and  entire  absence  of  all  bitterness 
and  rancor  towards  his  political  opponents,  with  whom  he 
was  on  friendly  terms,  and  with  whom  he  freely  associated. 

For  many  years  before  his  death,  he  became  an  active  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  and  a  devoted 
Christian- — and  he  died  (as  well-remarked  by  the  worthy 
minister  who  consigned  his  body  to  the  grave)  firm  in  the 
faith  and  hope  of  God  and  Eternity — an  honor  to  himself, 
and  a  noble  example  for  all  men  to  follow.  During  the  last 
years  of  his  life,  his  ruling  passion  seemed  to  be  his  entire 
devotion  to  God,  his  home  and  country.  Such  was  the  char¬ 
acter  and  end  of  this  good  and  exemplary  man,  who  de¬ 
scended  to  the  grave  full  of  years  and  full  of  honor,  re¬ 
spected  and  beloved  in  life  and  lamented  in  death.  Peace  to 
his  ashes! 

He  left  a  last  will  and  testament,  dated  March  31,  1853,  which 
was  proved  August  7,  1854,  and  was  recorded  in  the  Clerk’s  Office 
of  Albemarle  County  in  Liber  23  of  Wills,  at  p.  37,  in  and  by  which 
said  will  he  disposed  of  his  estate  as  follows: 

Recites  the  gift  of  a  part  of  his  Rockfish  Estate  to  his 
son  John  B.  Coles  and  states  that  he  shall  make  no  further 
provision  for  him. 

He  gives  part  of  the  Woodville  tract  to  his  son,  Walter, 
with  the  mansion  house  and  the  remainder  of  said  tract  to 
his  son,  Thomas,  directing  that  his  son,  Walter,  pay  to  his 
son,  Thomas,  the  sum  of  six  hundred  dollars. 

He  gives  his  Missouri  lands  to  his  son,  Isaac,  and  states 
that  his  son,  Edward,  has  been  provided  for  by  the  sale  to 
him  of  the  Henderson  farm.

(1) 
George  Carter,  of  Shirley,  and  (2)  St.  George  Tucker,  a  Judge  of 
the  Virginia  Court  of  Appeals,  and  (III)  Peyton;  he  had  by  Jean 
his  second  wife  (I)  Helen,  who  m.  Tucker  Coles,  (II)  said  Selina 
and  (III)  Humberston,  who  m.  (1)  Sarah  Nevison  (daughter  of 
John  Nevison)  and  (2)  Lelia,  widow  of  Thomas  B.  Robertson  and 
the  daughter  of  Fulwar  Skipwith);  b.  July  30,  1793;  d.  Aug.  9, 
1870,  and  was  intrd.  at  “Enniscorthy,”  Va.

The  founder  of  the  Skipwith  family  was  from  Normandy,  and 
is  said  to  have  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror  to  England. 
The  Skipwiths  are  of  royal  descent.  Lady  Alice  Dymoke,  the  sec¬ 
ond  wife  of  Sir  William  Skipwith,  Knt.  of  Ormsby,  Sheriff  of 
Lincolnshire,  was  descended  from  Henry  III,  King  of  England.  Sir 
William  was  also  of  royal  descent.  He  was  lineally  descended  from 
Robert  d’  Estoteville,  Baron  of  Cottingham,  temp  King  William, 
the  Conqueror,  whose  son  Robert,  by  his  wife  Lady  Adeliza,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  John,  Count  de  Beaumont,  acquired  the  Lordship  of  Schypwyc, 
or  Skipwic,  in  Yorkshire  by  his  marriage  with  Lady  Emberga, 
daughter  and  heiress  of  Hugh  Fitz-Baldrick,  a  great  Saxon  Thane; 
and  he,  or  one  of  his  descendants,  adopted  her  name  which  in  time 
became  Skipwith  (See  “Americans  of  Royal  Descent,  by  Charles 
H.  Browning,  p.  88).  The  father  of  Sir  Peyton  was  Sir  William 
Skipwith,  whose  grandfather  emigrated  to  Virginia  after  the  battle 
of  Worcester  in  which  several  Skipwiths  were  slain. 

The  following  article  appeared  in  a  London  newspaper  of 

•  May  22,  1852: 

Sir  Grey  Skipwith,  Bart. 

The  death  of  this  venerable  Baronet  occurred  on  the 
13th  instant.  Sir  Grey,  who  was  sixth  in  descent  from  the 
first  possessor  of  the  title,  Sir  Plenry  Skipwith,  of  Prest- 
would  County,  Leicester,  distinguished  as  a  poetic  writer, 
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represented  one  of  the  oldest  families  in  England,  and  could 
trace  his  unbroken  male  line  from  Robert  de  Estoteville, 
Baron  of  Cottingham,  at  the  time  of  the  conquest,  whose 
grandson,  Patrick  de  Estoteville,  inherited  from  his  father 
the  lordship  of  Skipwith  and  thus  originated  the  present 
family  name.  The  deceased  Baronet’s  immediate  predeces¬ 
sors  were  residents  of  Virginia,  to  which  colony  Sir  Grey 
Skipwith,  the  third  Baronet,  emigrated  during  Cromwell’s 
usurpation. 

The  late  Sir  Grey  Skipwith  sat  in  Parliament  as  one  of 
the  Knights  of  the  shire  of  Warwick  from  1831  to  1834. 

He  was  born  at  Prestwould,  in  Va.,  17th  of  Sept.,  1771,  and 
married  22nd  of  April,  1801,  Hariett,  third  daughter  of 
Gore  Towshend,  Esq.,  of  Honington  County,  Warwick, 
and  by  her  (who  died  7th  of  July,  1830)  had  ten  sons  and 
eight  daughters ;  the  eldest  of  the  former  is  now  Sir  Thomas 
George  Skipwith,  ninth  Baronet. 

In  the  “History  of  Bristol  Parish,  Virginia,”  by  Rev.  Philip 
Slaughter,  D.D.,  at  pp.  225  to  231,  is  a  portion  of  a  genealogy  of 
the  Skipwith  family.  •  .  -  :  •' 

In  the  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,”  by  Rev.  Edgar 
Woods,  1901,  on  pp.  97  and  98,  there  is  the  following  reference  to 
John  Coles  and  the  town  of  Scottsville,  Va. :

1  K  m  The  Legislature  passed  an  act  in  January,  1818,  estab¬ 
lishing  the  town  of  Scottsville  on  James  River.  .  .  . 

The  desire  for  founding  a  town  at  this  place  was  un¬ 
doubtedly  stimulated  by  the  progress  of  the  James  River 
improvement  and  the  further  extension  of  the  Canal.  An 
abortive  attempt  seems  to  have  been  made  in  1816  by  private 
efforts  of  the  Coles  family,  who  sold  a  number  of  lots  with 
that  end  in  view.  Two  years  later  the  sanction  of  the  Legis¬ 
lature  was  obtained  for'  the  project.  Fifteen  acres  of  land 
belonging  to  John  Scott  were  vested  in  Samuel  Dyer,  Sr., 
Samuel  Dyer,  Jr.,  Christopher  Hudson,  Tucker  Coles  and 
John  Coles  as  Trustees,  to  be  laid  out  in  half-acre  lots,  to  be 
conveyed  to  purchasers,  and  to  be  called  the  town  of  Scotts¬ 
ville.  Thirty-three  lots  and  four  out  lots  were  sold  the  same 
year  for  upwards  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars.  About  1830 
an  addition  was  made  on  the  western  boundary  by  Peyton 
Harrison,  who  had  since  its  origin  purchased  the  Belle 
Grove  Plantation,  which  lay  just  above  the  town,  and  on 
which  the  old  Court  House  formerly  stood. 

On  p.  173,  of  Wood’s  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,” 
is  the  following  reference  to  said  John  Coles: 


, 
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John  married  Selina  Skipwith,  of  Mecklenburg.  His 
home  was  “Estouteville,”  where  he  died  in  1848.  He  left 
three  sons,  John,  who  lived  near  Warren,  Peyton,  who  mar¬ 
ried  his  cousin,  Isaetta,  and  succeeded  his  father  at  “Estoute¬ 
ville,”  where  he  died  in  1887,  and  Tucker,  whose  present 
residence  is  “Viewmont.” 

After  the  death  of  Col.  John  Coles  the  following  notices  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Scottsville  (Va.)  Times :

Died  ,  . 

At  “Estouteville,”  the  family  residence  in  Albemarle 
Co.,  Va.,  on  the  28th  day  of  May,  Col.  John  Coles,  in  the 
75th  year  of  his  age.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  the  old  school, 
bred  among  the  men  of  the  olden  time,  which  nurtured  so 
many  generous  and  noble  sentiments.  The  strictest  integrity 
and  honor  marked  his  character.  He  had  that  frank  and 
cordial,  manly  and  courteous  bearing,  which  distinguished 
the  gentleman  of  the  last  age,  now  passing  rapidly  and 
mournfully  away.  Only  one  here  and  there  remains,  to  illus¬ 
trate  a  style  of  character  and  manners,  confessedly  of  higher 
tone  than  belongs  to  the  present.  Col.  Coles  was  widely 
known  as  a  prosperous  man;  and  he  was  so  in  a  sense  that 
was  highly  honorable  to  him;  for  he  sought  no  gains  but 
in  the  good  old-fashioned  way  of  gradual  increase  by  indus- 
try,  good  management,  care  and  economy;  aiming  only  at 
moderate  and  equitable  gains,  by  personal  attention  and  sys¬ 
tematic  arrangement  in  all  his  affairs,  and  by  the  rule  “to 
owe  no  man  anything,”  he  protected  himself  as  well  against 
the  losses,  as  against  the  perplexities,  which  harass  so  many 
men  of  affluence.  He  had  a  strong  sense  of  justice.  Inde¬ 
pendent  in  his  opinions,  he  was  as  little  swayed  therein  by 
popular  favor  or  prejudice  as  any  man  whatever.  With  a 
judgment  in  practical  matters,  eminently  sound,  his  maxims 
of  life  and  business  were  singularly  prudent,  and  wisely 
adapted  to  win  success.  He  was  a  kind  and  tender-hearted 
man.  It  was  manifested  in  all  the  home  relations  of  husband, 
father  and  master,  in  the  unaffected  warmth  and  sincerity  of 
his  friendship,  in  his  charities  to  the  needy,  and  his  sym¬ 
pathy  with  the  suffering.  With  great  and  exemplary  pa¬ 
tience  and  solemn  self-possession,  he  waited  through  half  a 
year  of  suffering,  the  looked-for  event  of  his  departure  to 
the  land  of  spirits,  earnestly  desiring  and  making  effort, 
meantime,  to  secure  a  happy  immortality,  through  the 
world’s  Redeemer.  The  writer  knew  him  well,  and  can  dis¬ 
cern  no  shade  of  false  colouring  upon  this  brief  sketch  of  a 
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few  of  the  traits  of  his  character — its  faults,  friendship 
buries  with  him. 

Obituary 

It  was  the  melancholy  privilege  of  the  writer  to-day, 
to  witness  the  burial  and  all  of  its  accompaning  solemnities 
of  Col.  John  Coles,  who  in  his  76th  year,  died  on  the  28th 
instant,  at  his  residence  on  the  Green  Mountain.  His  pro¬ 
gressive  decline  has  been  evident  for  the  last  six  months, 
and  though  his  friends  supposed  that  he  would  survive  but 
a  short  time,  the  messenger  of  death  came  at  an  hour  when 
none  expected  it,  save  the  friend  for  whom  we  mourn.  To 
him  Providence  seems  to  have  whispered  the  first  approach 
of  his  last  moment,  causing  him,  the  day  of  his  death,  when 
still  able  to  be  carried  about  the  house,  to  inform  his  family 
and  servants  that  he  would  not  be  long  with  them.  Within 
twelve  hours  after  this  he  expired,  leaving  an  estimable 
wife  and  three  devoted  sons  to  bemoan  their  loss.  As  a 
Husband,  Father  and  Master,  the  deceased  was  eminently 
kind  and  amiable — as  a  man  of  business,  judicious  and  cor¬ 
rect — as  friend,  firm  and  obliging — as  a  citizen,  generally 
useful — and  as  to  worldly  propriety,  no  man  who  lives  or 
has  lived,  merits  higher  distinction.  He  leaves  many  warm 
friends  to  sympathize  and  grieve  with  the  bereaved  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  family.  ‘  v

He  left  a  last  will  and  testament,  dated  December  19,  1847, 
which  was  proved  July  3,  1848,  and  was  recorded  in  the  Clerk’s 
Office  of  Albemarle  County,  Va.,  in  Liber  18  of  Wills,  at  p.  425, 
in  and  by  which  said  will  he  disposed  of  his  estate  as  follows: 

He  gave  to  his  son  John  Coles  his  Warren  Estate  as  he  pur-_ 
chased  it  at  the  sale  of  the  late  William  C.  Nicholas,  together  with 
the  late  purchase  he  made  of  William  C.  Rives,  the  two  estates  con¬ 
taining  between  twelve  and  thirteen  hundred  acres  of  land,  with  all 
slaves,  cattle  and  personal  property  thereon. 

He  gave  the  residue  of  his  property  of  every  kind,  including 
all  lands,  to  his  wife,  Selina  Coles,  during  her  natural  life,  and  at 
her  death,  or  before,  the  power  of  bestowing  the  said  property  in 
any  manner  or  proportion  as  she  might  think  proper  among  their 
children.

Commodore 
Joseph  James  Nicholson  and  left  four  sons;  Stricker,  Joseph,  Wil¬ 
liam  and  Frank,  and  one  daughter,  Helen,  who  m.  Hopkins  Harris, 
of  Baltimore,  Md.,  and  d.  leaving  three  children,  Alice,  Nicholson 
and  Helen.  A  sketch  of  Gen.  John  Stricker  is  contained  in  Vol.  ix 
(No.  3),  of  the  M aryland  Historical  Magazine  at  pp.  209-218;  the 
said  Martha  Bedford,  being  the  daughter  of  Gunning  Bedford,  of 
Philadelphia,  Pa.,  who  was  of  English  descent,  and  Susanna  Jac- 
quette,  his  wife,  was  b.  Apr.  3,  1763,  and  d.  Nov.  4,  1816,  at  Balti¬ 
more,  Md.)  ;  b.  Dec.  21,  1796;  she  lived  the  latter  part  of  her  life 
at  the  Parish  House,  in  Charlottesville,  Va. ;  she  d.  Nov.  30,  1876, 
and  was  intrd.  at  “Enniscorthy,”  Va.

!  Isaac  A.  Coles  was  prepared  for  college  by  tutors  at  his  home 
and  went  to  William  and  Mary  College,  at  Williamsburg,  Vir- 
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ginia,  where  he  graduated  in  1798,  receiving  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Arts. 

In  Vol.  9  of  the  William  and  Mary  College  Quarterly ,  at  p. 
105,  is  a  letter  dated  July  20,  1799,  that  he  wrote  from  Warren,  Va., 
to  Henry  St.  George  Tucker  addressing  him  by  his  “new  title  A.B.” 
and  mentioning  a  number  of  their  promising  college-mates.  In  this 
same  volume,  at  p.  147,  we  find  his  name  in  a  list  of  several  hundred 
Virginians  whose  photographs,  it  is  said,  were  engraved  by  St. 
Memin. 

In  the  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,”  by  Rev.  Edgar 
Woods,  1901,  on  p.  173,  is  the  following  reference  to  said  Isaac 
A.  Coles : 

Isaac  A.  was  a  member  of  the  Albemarle  bar,  for  a 
time  President  Jefferson’s  private  secretary,  and  a  member 
of  the  House  of  Delegates.  He  lived  at  “Enniscorthy,”  mar¬ 
ried  Mrs.  Julia  Strieker  Rankin,  widow  of  Hon.  Christo¬ 
pher  Rankin,  of  Louisiana,  and  had  two  children,  Isaetta 
and  Strieker.  He  died  in  1841,  and  his  wife  in  1876. 

It  is  most  unfortunate  that  his  correspondence  and  his  other 
papers,  covering  the  period  he  was  in  public  life,  are  not  available 
at  this  time  as  they  would  undoubtedly  prove  most  interesting  and 
would  possess  great  historical  value.  They  do  not  appear  to  have 
been  published  and  it  is  barely  possible  that  all  of  his  correspondence 
and  papers  covering  this  period  of  his  life  may  have  been  destroyed 
when  his  country  seat,  “Enniscorthy,”  was  completely  destroyed  by 
fire  in  December,  1839.  The  account  of  the  destruction  of  his  home, 
set  forth  below,  states  that  the  furniture,  library  and  paintings  were 
saved  but  no  special  mention  is  made  of  his  private  papers.  The 
efforts  made  to  procure  some  of  his  private  papers  from  the  de¬ 
scendants  of  his  only  son  have  not  been  successful,  but  the  brief 
references  to  him  mentioned  below,  obtained  from  reliable  sources, 
show  the  esteem  and  confidence  in  which  he  was  held  by  Mr.  Jeffer¬ 
son  who  appointed  him  his  private  secretary  for  a  portion  of  the 
time  he  was  President  of  the  United  States  and  sent  him  on  delicate 
missions  requiring  the  utmost  tact,  diplomacy  and  confidence. 

In  Vol.  8  of  “The  Writings  of  Jefferson,”  collected  by  Paul 
Leicester  Ford,  at  p.  286,  is  a  letter  dated  January  8,  1804,  written 
by  Thomas  Jefferson  to  Special  Envoy,  James  Monroe,  in  which 
is  the  following  reference  to  Col.  Isaac  A.  Coles: 
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Isaac  Coles,  son  of  Colo.  Coles  our  neighbor,  is  gone  to 
London,  Paris,  etc.  He  asked  from  me  a  letter  to  you.  I  told 
him  I  had  been  obliged  to  make  it  a  rule  to  give  no  letter  of 
:  introduction  while  in  my  present  office,  but  that  in  my  first 
letter  to  you  I  would  mention  to  you  the  reason  why  I  gave 
him  none.  He  is  a  most  worthy  young  man,  and  one  whom  I 
had  intended  to  have  asked  to  be  my  secretary,  had  Mr. 
Harvie  declined  the  offer.  You  know  the  worth  of  his 
family.  ... 

In  this  same  Vol.  8,  at  p.  340,  is  a  letter,  dated  January  28,  1803, 
written  by  Thomas  Jefferson  to  William  A.  Burwell,  from  Wash¬ 
ington,  in  which  he  says : 

Your  letter  of  the  1 8th  has  been  duly  received  and 
Mr.  Coles  consents  to  remain  here  until  the  4th  of  March, 
when  I  shall  leave  this  place  for  “Monticello”  and  pass  a 
month  there.  .  .  .

In  Vol.  9  of  the  “Writings  of  Thomas  Jefferson,”  collected  and 
edited  by  Paul  Leicester  Ford,  at  p.  228,  is  the  following  letter  writ¬ 
ten  by  Mr.  Jefferson,  from  Washington,  to  William  A.  Burwell, 
dated  Nov.  22,  1808,  showing  how  vindictive  Mr.  Jefferson’s  ene¬ 
mies  were  and  how  they  attempted  to  attack  him  through  a  personal 
letter  written  by  Isaac  A.  Coles,  while  his  private  secretary. 

Your  friendly  intimations  to  me  as  to  matters  respect- 
ing  myself,  never  need  an  apology.  I  know  them  always  to 
proceed  from  the  kindest  motives,  and  am  thankful  for 
them.  I  have  had  too  many  proofs  of  the  interest  you  take 
in  what  concerns  me  to  have  a  doubt  of  this.  But  the  story 
from  Richmond  is  one  of  those  unfounded  falsehoods  which 
assail  me  regularly  in  whatever  direction  I  move.  Mr. 
Jefferson  had  instructions  in  December  or  January  last  to 
sell  my  tobo.  then  delivered  him  whenever  he  could  get  7 
dollars.  You  know  the  slight  expectation  entertained  in  the 
summer  that  Gr.  Britain  would  revoke  her  decrees  and  you 
“  know  the  ground  of  that  expectation.  But  from  the  moment 
of  the  return  of  St.  Michael ,  which  was  about  the  begin- 
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ning  of  October,  it  was  known  publicly  that  this  vessel 
brought  the  most  unfavorable  accounts.  Notwithstanding 
this,  from  pretended  London  letters  and  lies  of  the  Federal¬ 
ists  themselves,  a  new  hope  was  excited  among  the  specu¬ 
lators,  who  had  given  6,  7  &  8  D.  for  tobo.  at  Richmond 
some  weeks  before  mine  was  sold.  At  length  the  price 
originally  limited  for  mine  was  offered  to  Mr.  Jefferson, 
who  thereupon  sold,  receiving  one  half  in  cash,  and  the 
other  payable  in  60  days.  Since  the  transaction,  the  bitter 
spirits  of  the  place  have  tacked  to  it  a  story  that  Mr.  Coles 
had  written  and  his  letter  shown  showing  that  the  embargo 
would  be  taken  off.  In  the  first  place  I  never  heard  of  any 
letter  written  by  Mr.  Coles  till  I  saw  it  mentioned  in  a 
N.  Y.  paper,  after  my  tobo.  was  sold  and  the  first  payment 
remitted  to  me.  In  the  next  place,  Mr.  Coles’  letter  did  not 
say  one  word  about  the  embargo;  he  only  stated  to  his 
brother  that  he  had  heard  Mr.  Madison  say  the  night  before 
that  wheat  was  at  14/  sterling  in  England  and  therefore, 
expecting  that  that  would  in  some  way  affect  prices  here,  he 
simply  dissuaded  him  from  selling  his  wheat.  He  accord¬ 
ingly  declined  selling  and  went  home.  This  letter,  discour¬ 
aging  the  sale  of  wheat,  was  by  that  perversion  so  habitual 
with  these  people,  made  to  be  an  encouragement  to  the  sale 
of  my  tobo.  Mr.  Coles  had  fully  stated  this  in  the  Richmond 
papers,  and  I  pray  you  speak  with  him  on  the  subject  as  he 
knows  that  his  letter  was  totally  unknown  to  me,  and  in  fact 
Lad  no  more  connection  with  the  sale  of  my  tobo.  nor  could, 
when  candidly  stated,  have  no  more  effect  on  its  price,  than 
on  the  price  of  Louisiana.  Your  suggestion  of  relinquish¬ 
ing  the  contract  had  not  I  think  been  well  weighed.  The 
’consequence  would  inevitably  be  that  instead  of  giving  me 
credit  for  a  liberal  act  the  Federalist  would  consider  it  as  a 
plea  of  guilty,  and  give  to  the  story  a  form  of  tenfold 
malignity  and  difficulty  to  repute.  ‘‘Conscious  of  having 
cheated  the  purchasers,  he  has  slunk  out  of  a  transaction 
which  he  knew  could  not  be  supported,  and  claims  merit 
for  his  meanness  as  if  it  were  a  liberality.”  As  sure  as  we 
live  this  term,  or  a  worse  one  if  they  could  find  a  worse, 
would  be  given  it.  And  the  inference  of  guilt  would  be 
rendered  more  plausible.  No,  my  dear  friend,  it  has  been  a 
fair  and  honorable  transaction,  and  my  reputation  is 
pledged  to  maintain  it  as  such;  and  long  experience  has 
convinced  me  that  this  is  not  to  be  done  by  shuffling  the 
question  from  one  ground  to  another,  but  by  taking  and 
holding  to  the  original  ground  of  truth.  Were  I  to  buy  off 
every  Federal  lie  by  a  sacrifice  of  2  or  3  thousand  P.  a  very 
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few  such  purchases  would  make  me  a  bankrupt  in  reputa¬ 
tion  as  in  fortune.  To  buy  off  one  lie  is  to  give  a  premium 
for  the  invention  of  others.  From  the  moment  I  was  pro¬ 
posed  for  my  present  office,  the  volumes  of  calumny  and 
falsehood  issued  to  the  public,  rendered  impracticable 
every  idea  of  going  into  the  work  of  finding  and  proving. 

I  determined  therefore  to  go  straight  forward  in  what  was 
right,  and  to  rest  my  character  with  my  country-men  not 
on  depositions  and  affidavits  but  on  what  they  should  them¬ 
selves  witness,  the  course  of  my  life.  I  have  no  reason  to  be 
dissatisfied  with  the  confidence  reposed  in  the  public,  on 
the  contrary  great  encouragement  to  persevere  in  it  to  the

In  Vol.  12  of  the  “Writings  of  Thomas  Jefferson,”  “Monticello” 
Edition,  at  p.  258,  is  a  letter  from  Mr.  Jefferson,  written  by  him 
from  Washington,  to  Monsieur  Dupont  De  Nemours,  dated  March 
2,  1809,  in  which  he  says: 

.  .  .  After  using  every  effort  which  could  prevent  or 
delay  our  being  entangled  in  the  war  of  Europe,  that  seems 
now  our  only  resource.  The  edicts  of  the  two  belligerents, 
forbidding  us  to  be  seen  on  the  ocean,  we  met  by  an  em¬ 
bargo.  .  .  .  But  to  give  you  a  true  description  of  the  state 
of  things  here,  I  must  refer  you  to  Mr.  Coles,  the  bearer  of 
this,  my  secretary,  a  most  worthy,  intelligent  and  well- 
informed  young  man,  whom  I  recommend  to  your  notice, 
and  conversation  on  our  affairs.  His  discretion  and  fidelity 
may  be  relied  on.  I  expect  he  will  find  you  with  Spain  at 
your  feet,  but  England  still  afloat,  and  a  barrier  to  the 
Spanish  Colonies.  But  all  these  concerns  I  am  now  leaving 
to  be  settled  by  my  friend  Mr.  Madison.  Within  a  few  days 
I  retire  to  my  family,  my  books  and  farms.  .  .  . 

In  this  same  volume  at  p.  260,  is  a  letter  from  Mr.  Jefferson, 
from  Washington,  to  General  John  Armstrong,  dated  March  5, 
1809,  in  which  he  says: 

This  will  be  handed  you  by  Mr.  Coles,  the  bearer  of 
public  dispatches,  by  an  aviso.  He  has  lived  with  me  as 
Secretary,  is  my  wealthy  neighbor  at  “Monticello”  and 
worthy  of  all  confidence.  His  intimate  knowledge  of  our 
situation  has  induced  us  to  send  him,  because  he  will  be  a 
full  supplement  as  to  all  those  things  which  cannot  be 
detailed  in  writing.  He  can  possess  you  of  our  situation 
much  more  intimately  than  you  can  understand  it  from 
letters.  .  .  .

States  Army,  from  Its  Organization,  September  29,  1789  to  March 
2,  1903,”  by  Francis  B.  Heitman,  on  p.  316,  is  the  following  entry: 

Coles,  Isaac  A.  Va.  Capt — th  drags.  12  Jan.  1809; 
resd  18  Jan.  1810;  Maj  20  inf  12  Mar.  1812;  It  Col  6  July,

In  a  letter  written  from  Charlottesville,  Virginia,  March  31, 
1893,  by  George  Cabell  Rives  to  Julia  Isaetta  Coles,  he  refers  to  her 
father,  Col.  Isaac  A.  Coles,  in  the  following  language: 

It  has  been  my  fortune  in  looking  up  the  genealogical 
history  of  the  old  families  to  hear  much  said  of  the  private 
standing  of  many  individuals,  and  it  gives  me  infinite  pleas¬ 
ure  to  say  to  you,  that  while  there  are  very  few  now  living 
that  knew  your  father  yet  I  have  been  told  repeatedly  what 
I  always  knew,  that  no  man  has  ever  lived  in  this  country 
whose  memory  is  more  revered.  I  am  told  that  he  was  an 
orator  without  an  equal  of  his  day,  and  that  his  magnetic 
power  was  wonderful,  attaching  everybody  to  him.  I  re¬ 
member  his  fine  personal  appearance  and  his  general  pleas¬ 
ant  manners,  and  how  he  rode  his  thoroughbred  sorrel.  .  .  . 

The  following  account  of  the  destruction  of  his  country  seat, 
“Enniscorthy,”  appeared  in  the  Advocate ,  a  Charlottesville  paper, 
on  December  21,  1839: 

We  learn  with  much  regret  that  “Enniscorthy,”  the 
splendid  mansion  of  Colonel  Isaac  A.  Coles,  on  the  Green 
Mountain,  in  Albemarle  County,  was,  about  noon,  on  Mon¬ 
day  last,  discovered  to  be  on  fire — and  the  wind  blowing  a 
gale  from  northwest,  and  driving  the  flames  immediately 
against  the  gable  end  of  the  main  building,  every  effort  to 
save  any  part  of  the  edifice  was  entirely  unavailing — the 
whole  superstructure,  as  well  as  the  principal  part  of  the 
beautiful  trees  and  shrubbery  by  which  it  was  so  tastefully 
adorned,  were  entirely  destroyed!  This  splendid  mansion 
was  built  by  the  late  Colonel  John  Coles,  about  the  time  of 
the  first  settlement  of  this  part  of  the  country — long  before 
the  Revolutionary  War — -and  was  occupied  by  that  gentle¬ 
man  during  the  balance  of  his  life.  The  building  had  lately 
been  thoroughly  repaired  and  considerably  enlarged  by  its 
present  proprietor,  at  an  expense  of  six  or  eight  thousand 
dollars,  which  rendered  it  one  of  the  most  extensive  and 
commodious  residences  in  the  county,  or,  indeed,  in  the 
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State.  We  are  pleased  to  learn  that  the  principal  part  of  the 
valuable  furniture,  library,  paintings  &c.  were  saved. 

.  Independently  of  the  pecuniary  loss — not  less,  we 

presume,  than  fifteen  or  twenty  thousand  dollars — the  de¬ 
struction  of  “Enniscorthy”  involves  many  other  painful 
considerations.  It  was  the  family  mansion  of  its  worthy 
proprietor,  and  with  it  were  connected  all  the  associations 
of  childhood  and  youth;  and  now,  after  devoting  the  best 
part  of  his  life  in  beautifying  and  rendering  it  comfortable 
and  convenient,  to  be  thrown  out  of  doors,  as  it  were,  in  the 
midst  of  winter,  must  excite  the  sympathy  of  every  man  of 
feeling.  But  we  hope  the  inconvenience  will  be  only  tempo- 
rary,  and  that  “Enniscorthy”  will  soon  spring  amidst  its 
ruins,  and  again  take  its  station  in  the  neighborhood  as  the 
abode  of  hospitality  and  good  feeling  for  which  its  pro¬ 
prietor  has  ever  been  unostentatiously  distinguished. _

He  was  a  member  elect  to  the  next  Legisla¬ 
ture— where  his  loss  will  be  severely  felt  .—Whig. 

,  Died>  on  Wednesday  evening  21st  instant,  at  half-past 
9  o  clock,  at  his  residence  (“Enniscorthy”)  in  the  County 
of  Albemarle,  Col.  Isaac  A.  Coles,  member  elect  of  the 
Virginia  Legislature,  in  which  body  he  had,  during  the  past 
session  won  a  most  enviable  distinction.  Col.  C.  was  no  ordi¬ 
nary  man ;  in  him  were  combined  all  the  essentials  of  a  great 
and  good  man.  Sound  judgment,  accurate  and  extensive 
information,  great  softness  of  temper,  and  urbanity  of  man¬ 
ner,  rendered  him  a  charming  companion.  He  was,  indeed, 
the  poor  man’s  friend,  and  long  will  be  remembered  in  his 
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native  county  as  the  polished  gentleman,  wise  statesman,  and 
virtuous  citizen. — The  Charlottesville  Advocate. 

The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  will  of  Isaac  A.  Coles, 
dated  Feb.  15,  1837,  which  was  proved  Aug.  2,  1841,  and  was  re¬ 
corded  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  County  of  Albemarle,  at 
Charlottesville,  Virginia,  in  Liber  14  of  Wills,  at  p.  21 1,  and  it  is 
interesting  in  showing  his  disposition  of  the  family  home  and  his 
views  on  the  custom  of  the  marriage  of  females  in  this  country: 

I,  Isaac  A.  Coles  of  the  County  of  Albemarle  and  State 
of  Virginia,  being  of  sound  disposing  mind  and  memory,  do 
make  and  declare  this  to  be  my  last  will  and  testament  in 
manner  following,  that  is  to  say:  ITEM  the  first.  Having 
the  most  entire  confidence  in  my  wife  Julianna  Coles  and 
being  desirous  therefore  to  confide  to  her,  in  the  event  of 
my  death  the  sole  and  entire  management  and  direction  of 
all  my  property  and  affairs,  so  that  she  may  do  in  relation  to 
the  same  whatever  in  her  judgment  she  may  deem  most  for 
the  interest  of  our  Children  I  do  hereby  give  and  bequeath 
to  her  for  and  during  her  natural  life  all  the  property  of 
which  I  may  die  possessed,  or  any  part  or  parcel  thereof 
whether  real,  personal  or  mixed,  to  have  and  to  hold  the 
same  and  enjoy  the  issues  thereof.  I  give  to  her  further  the 
power  to  sell  and  transfer  all,  or  any  part,  of  the  real  estate, 
slaves  or  other  personal  property,  and  to  make  a  good  and 
sufficient  title  to  the  same,  with  the  exception,  only  of  the 
Enniscorthy  tract  of  land  which;  having  descended  to  me 
from  my  Grand  farther  I  wish  to  go  to  my  son  John  Strieker 
Coles  which  is  hereinafter  directed.  It  is  my  impression  by 
this  devise  to  my  wife  of  an  estate  for  life,  I  shall  avoid  the 
interference  by  the  Courts  or  others  with  my  property  after 
my  death,  and  that  my  said  wife  and  her  children  will  be 
permitted  to  hold  and  enjoy  the  same  as  they  now  do  during 
my  life  the  care  and  authority  of  one  parent  being  substi¬ 
tuted  for  that  of  both;  but  if  in  this,  I  am  mistaken,  then 
further  and  more  effectually  to  secure  this  object,  I  do 
hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  said  wife,  Julianna  Coles, 
my  sole  executrix,  and  I  do  further  will  and  direct  that  no 
security  may  be  required  of  her  and  no  inventory  or  ap-  a 
praisement  made  of  my  estate,  desiring  particularly  that  my 
death  may  not  be  the  means  of  subjecting  any  of  my  friends 
or  neighbors  to  this  sort  of  trouble  and  inconvenience,  but 
that  my  private  and  family  affairs  may  be  left  to  the  control 
and  direction  of  the  Being  most  interested  and  in  whose 
ability  and  capacity  to  manage  them  I  have  the  fullest  and 
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most  entire  confidence,  but  should  my  said  wife,  Julianna 
Coles,  die  before  my  children  come  of  age,  then  and  in  that 
event  I  do  hereby  constitute  and  appoint  my  brothers  John 
Coles  and  Edward  Coles  and  nephew  Robert  H.  Carter 
my  executors  under  the  same  conditions  as  to  security,  in¬ 
ventory  of  the  estate  &c  &c  as  is  directed  above  in  the  case 
of  my  executrix. 

Item  the  second.  And  Whereas  it  is  the  custom  in  this 
Country  so  to  permit  females  to  consult  their  own  inclina¬ 
tions  in  marriage,  in  consequence  of  which  they  often  be¬ 
come  wives  at  a  very  early  age,  and  before  their  judgments 
have  ripened,  thus  incurring  great  hazard  (and  those  more 
especially  possessed  of  some  fortune)  of  bestowing  them¬ 
selves  unworthily  on  gay  and  thoughtless  young  men  who 
very  soon  dissipate  their  fortunes,  and  thus  reduce  them  to 
the  misery  of  want,  and  whereas  I  conceive  it  to  be  the  duty 
of  a  parent  to  provide  against  so  great  an  evil,  by  doing  all 
in  his  power  to  secure  to  his  daughter  during  her  life  the 
means  of  ease  and  independence,  therefore  with  a  view  to 
this  object  I  do  hereby  will  and  devise  after  the  death  of  my 
wife  or  sooner  at  her  discretion,  to  my  brother  John  Coles 
and  Edward  Coles  and  to  my  brother-in-law  John  Ruther- 
foord  the  survivor  or  survivors  of  them  and  to  the  eldest 
male  heirs,  .  .  .  and  deliver  over  the  principal  sum  to 
the  person  or  persons  to  whom  she  may  will  it  at  her  death, 
.  .  .  I  further  will  and  devise  to  my  said  daughter  Julia 
Isaetta  Coles,  such  slave  or  slaves,  furniture  or  other  per¬ 
sonal  property  as  her  mother  may  hereafter  set  aside  or 
otherwise  assign  to  her  to  be  held  in  trust  as  above,  or  in 
her  own  right,  as  my  said  wife  may  order  and  direct,  and  I 
do  hereby  ratify  and  confirm  such  gift  or  gifts  given  to  my 
said  daughter  not  only  the  absolute  control  and  disposal  of 
her  half  yearly  income  as  it  accrues  but  of  the  disposal  also 
of  the  principal  sum  at  her  death;  that  her  children,  if  she 
has  any,  may  feel  that  dependence  on  her  in  which  chil¬ 
dren  should  ever  be  placed  to  their  parent. 

ITEM  the  third.  To  my  son  John  Strieker  Coles  I  will  and 
devise  on  the  death  of  his  mother,  or  sooner  at  her  discre¬ 
tion,  all  the  rest  and  residue  of  my  property,  as  it  may  be 
left  at  her  death,  whether  real,  personal  or  mixed,  and 
wherever  situated  to  him  and  his  heirs  forever,  with  the 
understanding  however,  that  if  his  mother  should  sell  all  or 
any  portion  of  the  real  estate  (with  the  exception  of  “Ennis- 
corthy”)  which  she  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  do, 
then  and  in  that  event,  she  may  at  her  discretion,  make  over 
to  my  trustees  as  above  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  my 
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daughter  Julia  Isaetta  Coles  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of 
such  sale,  not  exceeding  one  third  part  thereof,  I  have  been 
induced  to  insert  this  clause,  in  my  will  from  an  impression 
that  there  may  be  in  the  course  of  the  next  ten  or  fifteen 
years  so  great  an  augmentation  in  the  value  of  my  Missouri 
lands  as  to  make  the  share  of  my  property  allotted  above  to 
my  son  John  Strieker  Coles  too  greatly  disproportioned  to 
that  of  his  sister,  and  it  is  therefore  only  in  that  event,  that 
I  wish  the  discretionary  power  hereby  given  to  my  wife  to 
be  exercised.  .  .  . 

The  Missouri  lands  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  will  of  Isaac 
A.  Coles,  or  those  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Walter  Coles  (37) >  were 
located,  it  would  seem,  near  Annada,  Pike  County,  Missouri. 

In  June,  1915,  Margaret  Carter  Patton,  a  daughter  of  Charles 
Edward  Carter,  of  Missouri,  who  lived  at  Annada,  refers  to  this 

land  as  follows: 

Not  far  from  where  I  live  is  a  piece  of  country  known 
as  “Coles  Woods.”  Years  ago  when  Grandfather  J.  C. 
Carter  came  out  here  from  Virginia  and  bought  land  a 
Coles  kinsman  bought  a  tract  lying  next  to  his.  This  Coles 
soon  sold  his  land,  and  since  then  it  has  all  been  cleared  0 
timber  and  divided  up  into  a  dozen  or  more  improved 
farms;  but  still  known  and  spoken  of  as  “Coles  Woods.

May  22,  1810,  HELEN 
SKIPWITH  (daughter  of  Sir  Peyton  Skipwith,  of  Prestwould,  V  a., 
and  Jean  Miller,  his  second  wife,  who  was  a  daughter  of  Hugh  Mil¬ 
ler,  a  native  of  Scotland  and  resident  of  Dinwiddie  Co.,  Va.;  Sir  Pey¬ 
ton  m.  (1)  Anne  Miller,  a  sister  of  said  Jean;  Sir  Peyton  had  by 
Anne,  his  first  wife  (I)  Sir  Grey,  who  inherited  the  family  title  and 
lived  in  Warwickshire,  England,  (II)  Lelia  who  m.  (1)  George 
Carter,  of  Shirley  and  (2)  St.  George  Tucker,  a  Judge  of  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  Court  of  Appeals  and  (III)  Peyton;  he  had  by  Jean,  his  sec¬ 
ond  wife,  (I)  Helen,  who  m.  said  Tucker  Coles,  (II)  Selina  and 
(III)  Humberston,  who  m.  (1)  Sarah  Nevison  and  (2)  Lelia,  widow 
of  Thomas  B.  Robertson  and  the  daughter  of  Fulwar  Skipwith)  ;  b. 
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June  25,  1789,  d.  Dec.  31,  1864,  at  “Tallwood,”  Va.,  and  was  intrd. 
at  “Enniscorthy,”  Va. 

No  children. 

In  the  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,”  by  Rev.  Edgar 
Woods,  1901,  on  p.  173,  is  the  following  reference  to  said  Tucker 
Coles : 

Tucker  Coles  represented  the  County  in  the  House  of 
Delegates.  He  married  Helen  Skipwith,  of  Mecklenberg, 
and  died  without  children  at  “Tallwood”  in  1861. 

The  Baltimore  Sun  of  December  18,  1904,  contained  the  follow¬ 
ing  article  on  “Talhvood”  and  Tucker  Coles:

A  Notable  Old  Homestead 

“Tallwood,”  Where  Tucker  Coles  and  His  Brilliant  Wife 
Long  Dispensed  Generous  Hospitality

Most  aptly  named  is  “Tallwood,”  the  next  in  age  of  the 
four  original  homesteads  formed  from  the  large  Coles 
estate,  in  Albemarle  county,  Virginia. 

■  ■  Seated  upon  an  elevated  plateau,  in  the  midst  of  tall 
majestic  oaks  and  giant  poplars,  it  forms  one  of  the  most 
attractive  homes  in  the  beautiful  Green  Mountain  region, 
which  terminates  the  southern  extremity  of  the  southwest 
range. 

Though  built  later  than  its  more  ancient  neighbors, 
“Enniscorthy”  and  “Woodville,”  yet  it  boasts  none  the  less 
of  great  celebrity  as  the  seat  of  much  learning,  conviviality 
and  sociability,  as  well  as  the  scene  of  many  dignified 
assemblies,  where  have  gathered  in  its  princely  halls  gifted 
;  statesmen,  learned  judges,  eminent  divines  and  gentle 
dames.  As  we  look  back,  what  varied  forms  and  faces  in  that 
loved  home  gleam  through  the  mist  of  years!  How  many 
interesting  people,  who  at  one  time  and  another,  have  had 
the  pleasure  of  greeting  each  other  there! 

“Tallwood”  was  given  by  John  Coles  '2d.  of  “Ennis¬ 
corthy,”  to  his  third  (sixth)  son  Tucker,  who  had  married 
the  beautiful  Helen  Skipwith,  daughter  of  Sir  Peyton 
Skipwith,  third  of  descent  from  Sir  William  and  Sarah 
(Peyton)  Skipwith,  of  the  noble  house  of  Skipwith,  of 
Prestwould,  Leicestershire,  England,  1622. 
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Upon  taking  possession  of  about  2,000  acres  of  the 
original  tract  as  left  him  by  his  father,  Mr.  Tucker  Coles 
built  upon  it  the  present  extensive  mansion  about  the  year 
1803.  It  stands  much  in  the  same  substantial  condition  as 
when  first  built,  with  little  change  to  mar  its  beautiful 
symmetry,  and  surrounded  still  with  its  ancient  trees,  as 
of  yore. 

Here  Mr.  Coles  lived  for  many  years,  cultivating  most 
successfully  the  rich  fields  which  extend  for  miles  upon  the 
creeks  which  course  through  the  extensive  plantation. 

Like  all  the  sons  of  John  Coles  2d.  he  had  a  brilliant 
mind,  studied  law  and  entered  early  into  the  politics  of  the 
State,  representing  the  county  in  the  House  of  Delegates  in 
the  State  Legislature.  He  continued  until  his  death  most 
actively  in  all  the  affairs  which  pertained  to  the  interest  of 
the  county,  and  being  the  intimate  friend  of  Jefferson, 
Monroe  and  other  distinguished  men  of  his  time,  he  was 
held  in  high  esteem  and  prominence  by  his  countrymen._ 

One  of  the  most  interesting  records  concerning  the 
great  longevity  of  those  living  in  this  health-giving  region 
of  the  Green  Mountain  has  been  left  by  him,  which  is  here 
given  as  a  remarkable  bit  of  unpublished  history  of  the 
early  settlers.  ■  : 

In  1833  Mr.  Coles  made  a  complete  canvass  of  the  re¬ 
gion  for  a  circuit  of  eight  miles  around  “Tallwood,”  the 
result  of  which  was  that  the  average  age  of  60  males  was  78 
years,  and  of  60  females  was  75  years,  but  we  give  his  own 
words,  together  with  the  list  of  those  recorded,  as  an  inter¬ 
esting  document,  statistical  of  this  part  of  the  country: 

“The  undersigned  in  presenting  the  annexed  document 
to  the  public,  feels  it  due  alike  to  those  into  whose  hands  it 
may  fall  and  to  his  own  integrity  to  say  that  no  care  has 
been  spared  and  no  investigation  omitted  which  might  have 
a  tendency  to  prevent  error  or  inaccuracy  in  the  statement 
subjoined. 

“A  few  years  since  his  attention  was  directed  to  the 
comparative  health  and  subsequent  longevity  of  the  part  of 
Virginia  in  which  he  is  a  resident,  and  made  a  list  of  each 
family  within  a  circuit  of  eight  miles  around  him  (his  own 
dwelling  being  the  center),  giving  in  every  instance  the 
original  settler  on  the  different  farms,  heads  of  families  (60 
in  number,  with  their  wives)  who  had  lived  and  died  there. 

He  believed  that  such  a  document  could  be  completed  in  a 
few  weeks,  but  soon  ascertained  that  many  of  the  descend¬ 
ants,  of  whom  only  correct  intelligence  could  be  obtained, 
had  removed  to  a  distance,  and  some  of  them  even  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  State,  which,  together  with  the  investiga- 
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tions  of  registers,  tombstones,  etc.,  produced  a  delay  in  the 
publication,  difficult  to  be  conceived.  He  believes  that  it 
now  presents  a  faithful  list  of  the  respective  ages  subjoined 
and  the  annexation  of  the  publisher’s  name  is  an  evidence  of 
nis  own  convictions  of  its  accuracy. 

From  the  list  exhibited  below  the  average  age  of  the 
60  males  is  something  less  than  78  years,  one-tenth  of  the 
number  being  still  alive;  the  average  age  of  the  60  females 
is  7 5  years  and  near  a  fourth  of  the  number  still  living  In 
a  note  the  reader  will  find  a  certificate  from  a  member  of 
the  Clarkson  family  attesting  that  of  13  brothers  and  sisters,

In  like  manner  Mr.  Coles  became  early  interested  in 
public  schools  (none  of  which  existed  at  that  day)  and  for 
the  purpose  he  canvassed  the  entire  county  to  ascertain  how 
many  poor  children  there  were  without  educational  ad¬ 
vantages;  thus  we  can  readily  see  with  what  popularity  he 
was  held  by  all  classes,  as  a  valuable  and  public-spirited 
citizen. 

On  May  22,  1810,  Mr.  Tucker  Coles  married  Helen 
Skipwith,  who  was  born  at  Prestwould,  Mecklenburg 
county,  Va.,  June  25,  1789,  and  died  at  “Tallwood”  in  1864. 

Of  this  most  distinguished  and  elegant  lady  so  gifted 
intellectually,  so  refined  and  so  typical  of  the  Southern 
women  of  the  past,  far  more  could  be  said  than  space  here 
allows;  yet  we  cannot  refrain  from  giving  the  following 
graphic  description  of  her,  as  the  mistress  of  the  “Tall- 
wood”  establishment,  in  the  words  of  a  talented  descendant: 

“I  would  recall  to  you  the  picture  which  I  have  often 
attempted  to  describe  to  Northern  people,  who  know 
nothing  of  our  real  Southern  women:  Of  Aunt  Helen,  who 
was  up  by  sunrise  every  day  making  the  rounds  of  the 
kitchen,  the  smokehouse,  the  dairy,  the  weaving  room  and 
the  garden,  with  a  basket  of  keys  on  one  arm  and  of  knitting  • 
on  the  other;  whose  busy  fingers  never  stopped,  and  who,  as 
the  needles  flew,  would  attend  to  every  one  of  the  domestic 
duties  and  give  all  the  orders  for  the  day,  only  returning  to 
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the  house  in  time  to  preside  at  a  bountiful  breakfast  table; 
then  resuming  her  rounds  to  visit  the  sick;  to  give  out  work 
to  the  spinners  and  weavers,  and  those  who  were  engaged  in 
making  clothes  for  the  hands,  prescribing  for  all  the  usual 
ailments  of  young  and  old  in  the  absence  of  the  doctor, 
caring  for  her  flowers,  and  then,  when  the  full  day’s  work 
had  been  done  before  the  day  itself  was  half  over,  sitting 
down  to  her  books  or  to  her  music,  or  receiving  visits  from 
her  neighbors,  whom  she  always  greeted  with  cordiality  and 
the  unfailing  hospitality  which  offered  refreshment  in  the 
shape  of  lunch,  dinner,  or  supper,  as  the  time  made  most 
appropriate. 

“In  the  Green  Mountain  season,  when  the  relatives 
from  South  Carolina,  Richmond  or  the  lower  countries 
would  stop  on  their  way  back  from  the  Springs,  these  homes 
were  filled  with  guests,  and  the  round  of  hospitality  carried 
us  first  to  one  house  and  then  to  another  as  the  weeks  rolled 
by.  I  have  never  sat  down  to  boards  which  groaned  as  did 
the  dinner  tables  on  the  Green  Mountain,  and  the  familiar 
picture  of  the  ladies  in  one  group  discussing  domestic  in¬ 
terests  and  the  affairs  of  the  church  and  the  men  in  another 
group  under  the  trees  with  their  cigars,  discussing  the 
affairs  of  the  plantation  and  the  State,  made  the  society  of 
that  neighborhood  and  that  time  the  best  that  it  was  ever  my 
privilege  to  know.” 

Many  more  beautiful  stories  could  be  added  of  this 
most  talented  lady— of  her  brilliancy  as  a  linguist  and  mu¬ 
sician — of  her  scrupulous  care  and  neatness  as  a  house¬ 
keeper — of  her  profuse  liberality  in  every  detail  of  her 
handsome  establishment,  but  with  no  waste  in  any  depart¬ 
ment,  her  strict  economy  being  practiced  for  the  purpose  of 
giving  to  the  needy  and  indigent — and  of  her  eagerness  to 
help  those  who  were  trying  to  help  themselves,  and  thus  ex¬ 
emplifying  the  true  Christian  spirit  in  her  every  walk;  all 
of  which  would  fill  many  pages,  but  which  we  leave  for  a 
more  eloquent  pen. 

None  can  approach  the  stately  old  mansion  and  view 
its  150  feet  of  front,  with  its  24  rooms,  or  enter  its  wide  halls 
or  passageways  without  being  struck  with  the  lavishness  of 
space  which  characterized  these  old  Colonial  buildings. 

Each  room  in  the  “Tallwood”  house  is  of  most  ample 
proportions,  with  many  windows  reaching  to  the  ceiling; 
the  dining  room  itself,  with  its  stretch  of  24  feet  and  its 
rich  mahogany,  tells  that  there  is  no  fiction  in  the  many 
banquet  scenes  described,  where  50  guests  would  be  seated 
and  the  table  would  groan  under  the  weight  of  more  than 
20  different  varieties  of  meats  and  vegetables. 
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And  then  to  step  into  its  magnificent  garden,  that  pride 
of  every  Virginia  housekeeper,  which  would  be  kept  with 
zealous  care.  There  was  always  a  generous  rivalry  between 
the  mistresses  of  these  old  establishments,  which  could  have 
the  earliest  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  the  table  which  would 
show  the  first  lamb,  peas  and  strawberries  would  receive 
the  encomium  as  that  of  the  best  housekeeper  and  farmer. 
In  the  “Tallwood”  garden  there  still  stand  four  very  old 
English  yews,  whose  tops  have  grown  and  spread  until'their 
branches  meet  overhead,  forming  a  spacious  room,  with  the 
fragrant  yellow  jessamine  of  the  South  hanging  overhead, 
while  the  ground  beneath  is  carpeted  with  lilies  of  the  val¬ 
ley.  In  this  out-of-door  room  rustic  seats  are  provided  and 
hammocks  swung,  in  which  it  is  not  difficult  to  take  a  noon 
siesta  under  its  cooling  shade.  The  visitor  should  see  “Tall- 
wood”  in  the  leafy  month  of  J une,  when  its  wealth  of  flowers 
shed  their  rich  fragrance  over  the  scene  and  its  lofty  trees 
waft  gentle  and  invigorating  breezes. 

As  if  to  music  they  had  grown 
Stately  and  fair  the  oaks  uprise, 

Their  swaying  shadows  earthward  thrown 
Their  tops  rejoicing  in  the  skies. 

What  life  and  death,  what  love  and  pain, 

What  night  of  gloom  and  days  of  gold 
Have  passed  beneath  their  leafy  reign, 

Yet  still  their  ancient  pride  they  hold, 

Still  tower  o’er  roof  and  slope  and  plain 
And  link  the  new  years  to  the  old. 

Certainly  there  are  few  places  in  Virginia  so  attractive 
or  which  retain  so  much  of  their  originality  as  beautiful 
“Tallwood.” 

Mr.  Tucker  Coles  died  at  “Tallwood”  in  1 86 1 ,  his 
widow  surviving  him  only  three  years.  Both  are  buried  in 
the  old  family  cemetery  at  “Enniscorthy,”  their  graves  be¬ 
ing  marked  by  handsome  monuments. 

They  having  no  children,  “Tallwood”  was  left  to 
Peyton  Skipwith  Coles,  of  “Estouteville,”  and  when  his  son, 
Peyton  Skipwith  Coles,  Jr.,  should  become  of  age  the 
property  should  go  to  him. 

In  1897  Mr.  Peyton  S.  Coles,  Jr.,  sold  “Tallwood”  to 
its  present  owner,  Mr.  William  D.  Waters,  of  St.  Louis, 
Mo.,  who  now  lives  there  and  has  greatly  improved  the 
grand  old  mansion,  with  its  elegant  surroundings,  and 
which  still  retains  much  of  its  ancient  prestige  for  richness 
of  design  and  handsome  appointments,  both  within  and 
without. . 
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Afterward  Mr.  Peyton  S.  Coles  bought  from  Mr. 
Waters  184  acres  of  the  old  place,  without  improvements, 
upon  which  he  is  now  building  with  a  view  of  making  it  his 
future  home. 

The  following  obituary  notice  appeared  in  the  newspapers  at 
the  time  of  his  death: 

Died 

At  “Tallwood,”  his  residence,  in  the  county  of  Albe¬ 
marle  on  the  4th  day  of  March  1861,  TUCKER  Coles,  in  the 
79th  year  of  his  age.  Beloved,  admired  and  venerated,  this 
good  man  has  passed  from  among  us,  having  led  a  life  so 
pure  and  spotless  that  to  those  who  knew  him  not  a  truthful 
tribute  to  his  virtues  would  seem  the  exaggerated  language 
of  partial  friendship.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  the  old  school, 
whose  warm  and  generous  heart  was  truly  reflected,  in  the 
winning  grace  of  his  kind  and  courtly  manners;  in  his  wide 
sympathies;  in  his  noble  charities;  in  his  princely  hospital¬ 
ity.  Such  was  the  benevolence  of  his  disposition  that  his 
ample  fortune  seemed  like  a  trust  fund  in  his  hands  for  the 
r  benefit  of  the  needy  and  afflicted.  But  his  generosity  was 
ever  without  ostentation;  his  right  hand  knew  not  .what  his 
left  hand  did.  He  was  a  man  of  deeds,  not  professions,  and 
his  performance  came  always  before  his  promise.  In  all  the 
relations  of  life,  without  fear  and  without  reproach,  a  most 
public-spirited  citizen,  a  most  faithful  legislator,  a  devoted 
husband,  a  good  master,  friend  and  neighbor,  above  all,  a 
meek,  and  humble  Christian,  he  has  left  behind  him  a 
memory  to  be  revered  and  a  model  to  be  imitated.  Deeply 
must  his  loss  be  felt  in  the  community  in  which  he  lived. 

But  what  words  can  tell  how  such  a  man  will  be  mourned 
by  the  devoted  wife  whom  he  idolized,  and  the  relatives  and 
friends  to  whom  he  was  so  inexpressibly  endeared? 

The  said  Tucker  Coles  left  a  last  Will  and  Testament,  dated 
July  21,  1854,  which  was  proved  April  1,  1861,  and  was  recorded 
in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,  in  Liber 
26  of  Wills,  on  p.  198,  in  and  by  which  he  gave  the  residue  of  his 
property  to  his  wife,  Helen  Coles,  during  her  natural  life,  with 
power  of  sale,  and  directed  that  after  her  death  his  property  should 
go  to  such  descendants  of  his  father  as  his  wife  may  select. 

The  said  Helen  Coles,  the  widow  of  Tucker  Coles,  left  a  last 
Will  and  Testament,  dated  December  17,  1861,  which  was  proved 
Jan.  3,  1865,  and  was  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  Albemarle 
County,  Virginia,  in  Liber  27  of  Wills  on  p.  342  in  and  by  which 
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in  the  execution  of  the  power  of  appointment  contained  in  the  Will 
of  her  husband,  Tucker  Coles,  she  gave  to  Peyton  S.  Coles,  Jr.,  son 
of  Peyton  S.  Coles  in  fee-simple  the  dwelling-house  and  twelve  hun¬ 
dred  acres  of  the  tract  of  land  called  “Tallwood”  which  was  the 
residence  of  her  late  husband  and  her  now  residence  directing  that 
until  said  Peyton  S.  Coles,  Jr.,  should  arrive  to  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years  his  father  should  manage  and  take  to  himself  and  hold  and  en¬ 
joy  as  his  own,  all  the  issues  and  profits  and  in  case  of  the  death  of 
said  Peyton  S.  Coles,  Jr.,  before  her  the  property  should  go  to 'his 
father,  etc.  She  gave  to  Tucker  Coles  tract  of  land  adjoining  “Tall- 
wood”  for  which  he  was  in  treaty  with  his  uncle  before  his  death 
supposed  to  contain  about  two  hundred  acres  adjoining  “Ennis- 
corthy”  and  Peyton  S.  Coles’  lands.

Mary  Singleton  McDuffie,  b.  July  7,  1830,  who  m.  Jan.  27,  1857, 
Gen.  Wade  Hampton,  by  whom  she  had  (1)  George  McDuffie,  (2) 
Alfred,  and  (3)  Mary  Singleton,  and  d.  Mar.  1,  1874,  Virginia. 
The  said  Richard  Singleton  was  a  planter  and  lived  on  the  Hills  of 
Santee  having  besides  said  place  at  Hills  of  Santee  many  other  plan¬ 
tations  in  South  Carolina;  he  owned  in  Sumter  County,  “Elome 
Place”  and  “Gilmans,”  in  Richland  County,  “Headquarters”  (or 
“Kensington”) ,  “Fork,”  “Scott”  and  “Gadsen”  and  in  Orangeburg 
County,  “True  Blue”  which  was  once  an  indigo  plantation,  hence  its 
name;  he  was  killed  in  a  railroad  accident  Nov.  26,  1852,  and  was 
intrd.  in  the  old  Singleton  graveyard  near  Wedgefield,  South

(  It  is  said  in  “The  Singletons  of  South  Carolina,”  by  Mrs. 
Richard  Singleton,  of  Columbia,  S.  C.,  whose  maiden  name  was 
Virginia  Eliza  Green,  that  Richard  Singleton  was  always  known  as 
Colonel  Singleton,  but,  as  no  record  has  been  found  of  his  holding 
any  military  position,  it  was  probably  a  title  by  courtesy.  He  had 
ample  means,  lived  luxuriously  and  entertained  royally.  He  lived  at 
a  handsome  home  he  built  in  South  Carolina  adjoining  his  father’s 
place,  known  as  the  ‘‘Home  Place.”  He  spent  his  summers  at  the 
White  Sulphur  Springs,  Virginia,  where  he  owned  a  cottage,  going 
there  by  private  conveyance,  taking  three  weeks  to  make  the  trip 
each  way.  After  the  Civil  War  the  old  Singleton  home  passed  out 
of  the  hands  of  the  family,  later  the  house  was  burned,  and  nothing 
now  remains  to  mark  its  existence. 

As  to  the  old  Singleton  home  Mrs.  Richard  Singleton  in  a 
letter  written  in  March,  1913,  says: 

About  Col.  Singleton’s  home.  It  was  lost  to  the  fam¬ 
ily  ..  .  about  1876.  Sold  .  .  .  and  nothing  is  left  to  mark 
the  place.  I  was  never  there  but  once,  February,  ’74,  for  a 
few  hours  &  can  tell  you  what  I  saw.  A  square  stone  house 
on  high  basement,  piazza,  with  columns,  not  unlike  Mt. 
Vernon,  upstairs  windows  looking  down  under  the  gutter. 
Beautiful  hall  with  stairway  at  the  back,  &  double  steps 
leading  to  landing  &  one  flight  from  landing  up  to  the 
second  floor.  The  two  front  rooms  were  very  large,  those  at 
the  back  much  smaller,  the  one  at  the  right  being  used  as  a 
breakfast  room,  just  back  of  the  (front)  dining  room.  Each 
side  of  the  dining  room  door  opening  on  the  hall  were 
;  presses  built  to  the  walls,  with  glass  doors,  &  filled  with 
their  beautiful  cut  glass  and  silver,  all  of  which  went  to  the 
eldest  grandson  Richard  R.  Singleton.  The  grounds  were 
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not  kept  up  of  the  “Home  Place,”  &  I  only  remember  some 
beautiful  trees  that  are  now  all  gone. 

The  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  newspapers,  on  November  27, 
1852,  gave  the  following  accounts  of  Colonel  Singleton’s  death: 

Excessive  rains  had  damaged  the  railroad  culverts. 

The  Camden  train  going  towards  the  Wateree  was  precipi¬ 
tated  by  a  washout  over  the  bank.  The  Venerable  Col. 
Singleton  and  his  grandson,  son  of  the  late  Marion  De- 
veaux,  were  killed  instantly.

•The  excessive  rains  have  done  most  serious  damage  to 
the  railroad  culverts  below.  Last  evening,  as  the  Camden 
train  proceeded  from  the  Junction  towards  the  Wateree, 
the  bank  and  culvert  near  Clarkson's  turn-out  being 

washing  rains,  the  cars  were  precipitated 
over  the  bank.  The  venerable  Col.  Richard  Singleton,  and 
his  grandson  Robert,  son  of  the  late  Marion  Deveaux,  were 
instantly  killed.  Mr.  Bradley,  of  Sumter,  received  such 
serious  injuries  that  his  life  is  despaired  of.  Young  Mr. 
Mayrant  had  a  leg  broken.  A  gentleman  from  New  York 
had  his  clavicle  broken.  Mr.  Shiver,  the  baggage-master, 
was  bruised  badly.  The  conductor,  Mr.  Scantling,  was  badly 
injured.  Two  Germans,  who  were  on  the  car,  are  missing, 
supposed  to  be  buried  under  the  wreck.  A  woman  who  sold 
cakes  in  the  car  has  not  been  seen  since.  The  engine  passed 
oyer,  but  the  tender  and  passenger  cars  were  dashed  to 
pieces.  No  passenger  in  the  passenger  car  was  injured.  Col. 
Singleton  and  grandson  were  in  the  baggage  car.

Mary  Calvert  and  had,  with  other  children,  a  son  named 
George,  who  married  Thomasine  Fox  and  had,  with  other  children, 
a  son  named  Hugh,  who  m.  the  said  Sally  Logan  Smith;  the  said 
Hugh  Roberts  and  Sally  Logan  Smith  also  had  a  daughter  named 
Elizabeth,  who  m.  Doctor  Rush  and  a  daughter  Mary,  who  m. 
George  Roberts  Smith;  one  of  the  sisters  of  said  George  Roberts

In  1882,  the  Honorable  E.  B.  Washburne,  of  Chicago,  Illinois, 
prepared  for  the  Chicago  Historical  Society  a  life  of  Governor 
Edward  Coles  which  is  entitled,  “Sketch  of  Edward  Coles,  Second 
Governor  of  Illinois,  and  of  the  Slavery  Struggle  of  1823-4.”  In  this 
sketch  Mr.  Washburne  portrays  the  character,  ability  and  statesman¬ 
ship  of  Governor  Coles,  and  gives  much  of  the  correspondence  be¬ 
tween  him  and  James  Madison,  then  President  of  the  United  States; 
Thomas  Jefferson,  a  former  President  of  the  United  States;  General 
Lafayette;  Nicholas  Biddle,  afterwards  President  of  the  United 
States  Bank;  Roberts  Vaux,  of  Philadelphia;  DeWitt  Clinton,  of 
New  York;  Morris  Birkbeck,  an  Englishman  of  considerable  reputa¬ 
tion  as  a  man  of  letters,  who  founded  the  “English  Settlement”  in 
Edwards  County,  Illinois;  Richard  Flower,  an  Englishman  and  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  English  colony  in  Edwards  County,  Illinois; 
his  brother-in-law,  John  Rutherfoord,  of  Richmond,  Virginia; 
Patrick  Henry;  and  others  on  the  subjects  of  his  mission  to  Russia, 
the  visit  of  Lafayette  to  Illinois,  the  abolition  of  slavery  and  his 
struggle  to  defeat  the  introduction  of  slavery  in  the  State  of  Illinois, 
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*  proposed  canal  system  in  Illinois,  and  on  other  subjects;  and  some 
t  letters  in  this  interesting  correspondence  are  given  in  facsimile . 

In  1 9 1 1 ,  the  Honorable  W.  T.  Norton  also  published  an  interest- 
^  sketch  of  Governor  Coles  which  is  entitled,  “Edward  Coles, 
Second  Governor  of  Illinois,”  and,  after  this  reference  to  these  two 
only  a  very  brief  narrative  of  the  life  of  Governor  Coles  will 

tc  given  here. 

Edward  Coles  was  prepared  for  college  at  home  by  private 
tutors.  He  went  to  Hampden  Sidney  where  he  remained  until  the 
Autumn  of  1805  when  he  went  to  William  and  Mary  College,  at 
Williamsburgh,  Virginia.  He  remained  at  William  and  Mary  Col¬ 
lege  until  the  summer  of  1807,  but  left  college  before  the  graduating 
examination  on  account  of  a  severe  fracture  of  his  leg.  The  first 
two  years  after  leaving  college  he  spent  at  the  family  mansion, 
“Enniscorthy,”  in  reading  and  study.  Although  his  father,  Colonel 
(ohn  Coles,  was  not  in  public  life,  he  had  his  most  intimate  friends 
among  the  distinguished  politicians  and  statesmen  of  the  day,  and 
ihe  family  mansion  was  the  seat  of  old-fashioned  Virginian  hospital¬ 
ity.  It  is  said  that  it  was  frequently  visited  by  Patrick  Henry,  Jeffer¬ 
son,  Madison,  Monroe,  the  Randolphs,  Tazwell,  Wirt  and  many 
other  leading  men  of  that  time.  In  1809,  at  the  age  of  twenty-three, 
he  was  the  owner  of  a  plantation  which  his  father,  who  died  in  1808, 
had  devised  to  him  with  a  certain  number  of  slaves.  President  Madi¬ 
son,  whose  wife,  “Dolly”  Madison,  was  his  cousin,  tendered  him 
the  appointment  of  his  private  secretary,  which  was  particularly 
pleasant  to  him  from  the  acquaintance  and  connection  of  his  family 
with  Mr.  Madison  and  from  the  fact  that  he  became  a  member  of 
the  Presidential  household.  He  remained  the  private  secretary  of 
Mr.  Madison  for  six  years  enjoying  in  the  fullest  degree  his  con¬ 
fidence.  His  intelligence  and  suavity  of  manner  made  him  very  use¬ 
ful  to  the  President  and  popular  generally.  He  also  enjoyed  the 
confidence  and  friendship  of  Mr.  Monroe,  Mr.  Jefferson  and  many 
other  noted  men  of  the  dav. 

While  at  college,  or  soon  thereafter,  he  resolved  that  he  would 
not  hold  slaves  himself  and  that  he  would  not  live  in  a  state  which 
upheld  the  institution  of  slavery.  He  therefore  resigned  his  position 
as  private  secretary  to  Mr.  Madison  and  in  1815  made  a  tour  of  the 
West  for  the  purpose  of  finding  a  location  in  which  to  free  and  settle 
his  negroes.  Upon  his  return  he  was  sent  by  Mr.  Madison  in  1816 
upon  an  important  mission  to  Russia  to  adjust  certain  troubles  grow- 
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ing  out  of  matters  connected  with  the  conduct  of  the  Russian  Min¬ 
ister,  at  Washington,  which  troubles  were  happily  adjusted  and  the 
Minister  was  promptly  recalled.  After  concluding  his  diplomatic 
business,  he  went  to  Berlin,  Paris  and  London  and  made  a  tour 
through  England,  Scotland,  Ireland,  and  Wales  and  the  fact  that 
he  had  been  sent  to  Russia  in  a  diplomatic  capacity  gave  him  the 
entree  into  diplomatic  and  official  circles  wherever  he  went. 

In  April,  1819,  he  left  his  plantation  on  Rockfish  River  with 
all  of  his  negroes  and  their  offspring,  except  two  old  women  too  old 
to  support  themselves,  who  remained  in  Virginia  and  were  supported 
by  him  during  their  lives.  He  carried  with  him  a  letter  of  introduc¬ 
tion  from  President  James  Monroe  to  Governor  Edwards  of  Illinois. 
He  settled  in  Edwardsville,  Illinois,  and  on  July  4,  1819,  he  executed 
separate  instruments  of  emancipation  to  all  of  his  negroes  residing 
in  Illinois,  even  though  he  had  given  the  negroes  a  general  certificate 
of  freedom  before  they  had  come  into  the  State. 

Having  made  known  his  determination  to  settle  in  Illinois,  on 
March  5,  1819,  President  Monroe  appointed  him  Registrar  of  the 
Land  Office,  at  Edwardsville,  which  was  at  the  time  one  of  the 
principal  land  offices  in  the  State.  In  this  position  he  made  many 
acquaintances  and  in  the  second  election  for  Governor  in  August, 
1822,  he  was  elected  Governor  by  a  small  plurality  over  Chief  Justice 
Phillips.  He  ran  on  an  anti-slavery  platform  which  was  successful 
only  through  a  division  of  the  pro-slavery  men. 

A  few  days  after  his  inauguration  Governor  Coles  wrote  the 
following  letter,  touching  the  title  of  his  office,  to  the  Editors  of  the 
Illinois  Intelligencer  which  had  referred  to  him  as  “His  Excellency”  : 

Vandalia,  Dec.  10,  1822 
Gentlemen Our  State  constitution  gives  to  the  person 
exercising  the  functions  of  the  Executive,  the  appellation 
of  Governor— a  title  which  is  specific,  intelligible,  and  re¬ 
publican,  and  amply  sufficient  to  denote  the  dignity  of  the 
office.  In  your  last  paper  you  have  noticed  me  by  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  “His  Excellency,”  an  aristocratic  and  high-sounding 
adjunct,  which  I  am  sorry  to  say  has  become  too  common 
among  us,  not  only  in  newspaper  annunciations,  but  in  the 
addressing  of  letters,  and  even  in  familiar  discourse.  It  is 
practice  disagreeable  to  my  feelings,  and  inconsistent,  as  I 
think,  with  the  dignified  simplicity  of  freemen,  and  to  the 
nature  of  the  vocation  of  those  to  whom  it  is  applied.  And 
having  made  it  a  rule  through  life  to  address  no  one  as  His 
Excellency,  or  the  Honorable,  or  by  any  such  unmeaning 
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title,  I  trust  I  shall  be  pardoned  for  asking  it  as  a  favor  of 
you,  and  my  fellow-citizens  generally,  not  to  apply  them  to 
me.  I  am,  etc.,  etc.,

After  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office  Governor  Coles  con¬ 
tinued  his  residence  in  Edwardsville  attending  to  the  cultivation  of 
his  farm  in  the  neighborhood.  Having  no  family  or  business  to  tie 
him  down  and  not  being  in  very  good  health,  he  spent  much  time 
at  his  old  home  in  Virginia  and  in  Washington,  Philadelphia,  New 
York  and  Saratoga.  In  the  Winter  and  Spring  of  1831  Governor 
Coles  was  invited  by  a  large  number  of  his  friends  to  become  a  candi¬ 
date  for  Congress  at  the  election  to  take  place  in  the  following 
August.  He  ran  but  did  not  offer  himself  as  a  candidate  of  any  one  % 
party  and  was  overwhelmingly  defeated  by  Joseph  Duncan,  the 
candidate  of  the  Jackson  party. 

In  his  fight  against  slavery,  Governor  Coles  made  many  politi¬ 
cal  enemies,  and  had  a  hostile  and  vindictive  Legislature  which 
opposed  him  and  rejected  or  refused  to  confirm  many  of  his  nomi¬ 
nations.  These  enemies  went  so  far  as  to  instigate  a  litigation  against 
him  for  freeing  his  slaves  without  giving  the  bond  of  indemnity 
which  they  claimed  was  required  under  a  law  that  was  found  on  the 
statute  books.  Even  though  an  Act  was  passed  absolving  him  from 
the  penalty  imposed  by  said  law  the  lower  courts  refused  to  recog¬ 
nize  this  law  and  Governor  Coles  had  to  take  the  case  to  the  highest 
Court  of  the  State  where  the  judgment  against  him  was  reversed. 
This  case  is  entitled  “Edward  Coles,  Plaintiff  in  Error,  vs.  the  County 
of  Madison,  Defendant  in  Error,”  and  is  reported  in  1  Ill.  Rep.  154. 
Because  of  certain  strictures  he  published  on  the  judge’s  opinion  in 
this  case  two  actions  were  instituted  against  him— one  by  the  Court 
and  the  other  in  the  name  of  the  Judge  as  an  individual,  in  which 
he  laid  his  damages  at  $3,000.  As  to  the  original  suit  Governor  Coles 
in  a  letter  to  Morris  Birkbeck,  Esq.,  says: 

Morris  Birkbeck,  Esq., 

Wanborough 

I  had  hoped  after  the  great  and  decided  majority  which 
was  given  at  the  late  election  against  a  Convention,  my 
political  enemies  would  have  ceased  to  persecute  me.  But 
in  this  I  was  mistaken.  It  would  seem  I  must  be  sacrificed. 
Nothing  short  of  my  entire  ruin  will  satisfy  my  enemies, 
and  they  seem  determined  to  effect  it  without  regard  to  the 
means.  Yesterday  the  suit  which  has  been  instituted  against 
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me  for  freeing  my  negroes  was  called  up  for  trial.  Judge 
Reynolds  not  only  decided  several  points  of  law  against  me, 
in  opposition  to  the  opinion  of  several  of  the  best  lawyers 
in  the  State,  but  he  and  Mr.  Turney  rejected  all  my  testi¬ 
mony  as  illegal,  and  would  not  permit  a  solitary  word  to  be 
uttered  by  a  witness  of  mine.  Under  such  circumstances  the 
jury  found  a  verdict  of  $2,000  against  me,  which,  with  the 
,  !  •  cost,  will  be  a  difficult  sum  for  me  to  raise,  these  hard  times. 
I  shall  ask  for  a  new  trial.  If  this  application  should  share 
the  fate  of  all  the  others  I  have  made,  it  is  to  be  hoped  he 
will  not  assume  the  power  to  prevent  my  taking  an  appeal  to 
the  Supreme  Court.

•In  the  Fall  of  1832  Governor  Coles  left  the  State  of  Illinois 
and  took  up  his  residence  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  where  he  married, 
lived  and  died  as  stated  above. 


In  the  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,’7  by  Rev.  Edgar 
■Woods,  on  p.  173  is  the  following  reference  to  Governor  Coles. 

Edward,  the  youngest  son  of  John  Coles,  was  private 
secretary  of  President  Madison,  sold  the  plantation  on 
5  Rockfish  River  left  him  by  his  father,  and  in  1818  removed 
:.;v.  to  Illinois,  carrying  with  him  all  his  slaves,  giving  them 
.  their  freedom,  and  settling  them  by  families  on  farms  near 
Edwardsville,  .  .  .  was  elected  its  second  Governor  when 
it  became  a  State,  and  having  made  an  earnest  and  success- 
■  r  ful  struggle  against  a  party  seeking  to  make  it  a  Slave  State, 

1  •  he  removed  to  Philadelphia  in  1832.  He  there  married 
Sarah  Roberts,  and  died  in  1868. 

In  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  her  grand¬ 
niece,  Lucia  Beverly  Cutts,  on  p.  89,  it  is  stated: 

;  '  -  *  Mr.  Edward  Coles,  of  Albemarle,  filled  the  office  of 

private  secretary  to  Mr.  Madison  for  six  years,  leaving  him 
/  only  to  carry  out  a  long-cherished  plan  of  going  West  to 
Illinois,  of  which  State  he  afterwards  became  Governor. 

He  was  a  cousin  and  much  esteemed  friend  as  the  follow¬ 
ing  letter  will  show: 

“Washington,  May  22,  1813 
. ■  .  “Your  letter  caused  me  great  affliction  my  dear  cousin; 
the  continuation  of  your  illness  and  Payne’s  reluctance  at 
leaving  America  left  me  without  fortitude  to  write  until 
now  that  a  letter  has  come  from  my  son  on  shipboard  in 
which  he  expresses  satisfaction  at  all  around  him.  He  has 
seen  Mr.  Swertchkoff,  who  assured  him  you  would  soon  be 
well  in  spite  of  yourself.  We  indulge  this  pleasing  hope  in 
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addition  to  that  of  your  remaining  with  us  to  the  last.  Not 
that  I  would  for  the  world  retard  any  plan  for  your  pros¬ 
perity;  but  that  I  flatter  myself  that  the  western  country 
may  be  given  up  for  something  more  consonant  with  your 
happiness,  and  that  of  your  connections.  Among  them  there 
are  none  who  feel  a  more  affectionate  interest  in  you  than 
Mr.  Madison  and  myself,  I  hope  that  you  will  believe  that 
such  is  our  regard  and  esteem  for  you  that  we  should  con¬ 
sider  your  leaving  us  a  misfortune.  Mr.  Madison  can  do 
very  well  without  a  secretary  until  your  health  is  re¬ 
established.  The  winter  is  not  a  season  for  emigration,  so 
that  next  summer  you  will  be  better  able  to  make  your  elec¬ 
tion  to  go,  or  not  to  go.  .  . 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
the  author,  on  p.  139,  gives  an  extract  from  the  journal  of  William 
C.  Preston,  of  his  first  visit  to  the  Madisons  in  the  year  1812  when 
he  was  eighteen  years  old,  which  has  this  reference  to  Edward  Coles: 

Thus  suddenly  and  strangely  domesticated  in  the  Presi¬ 
dent’s  house,  I  found  myself  translated  into  a  new  and  fairy 
sort  of  existence.  Edward  Coles  was  private  secretary  to  the 
President,  a  relation,  a  thorough  gentleman,  and  one  of  the 
best-natured  and  most  kindly-affectioned  men  it  has  been 
my  fortune  to  know.  He  was  an  inmate  of  the  house,  as  were 
Miss  Mayo,  afterwards  Mrs.  General  Scott,  and  Miss 
Coles,  afterwards  Mrs.  Andrew  Stevenson.  These  ladies 
were  experienced  belles,  used  to  reigning  over  a  multitude 
of  willing  subjects.  .  .  . 

Edward  Coles  was  not,  as  stated  in  the  foregoing  extract  from 
the  journal  of  Wm.  C.  Preston,  a  relative  of  Mr.  Madison’s,  but  he 
was  a  cousin  of  Mrs.  Madison’s. 

The  following  article  was  published  by  one  of  the  newspapers 
upon  an  address  Governor  Coles  made  before  the  Historical  Society 
on  the  Ordinance  of  1787:

The  Historical  Society 

Ex-Gov.  Coles’  Address  ox  the  Ordinance  of  1787 

On  last  Monday  evening,  a  respectable  and  intelligent 
auditory  assembled  at  the  rooms  of  the  Society  to  hear  Gov. 
Coles  read  a  paper  on  “The  Ordinance  of  1787.”  The  esteem 
in  which  that  much-respected  citizen  is  held  by  our  com¬ 
munity  would  alone  have  secured  an  attentive  hearing  to 
any  production  of  his  pen,  but  our  public  well  knew  that 
from  his  past  career  he,  of  all  men,  was  best  qualified  to  do 
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justice  to  this  most  important  event  of  American  history. 
Some  few  remarks  of  his,  which  appeared  in  the  National 
Intelligencer ,  had  been  perused  with  deep  interest,  and  had 
commanded  the  encomiums  of  Senator  Benton,  in  his  lately 
published  “Thirty  Years.”  When,  therefore,  our  citizens 
learned  that  another  and  fresh  paper  had  been  prepared  by 
Governor  Coles,  containing  his  further  researches  on  the 
subject,  which  would  be,  as  they  all  knew,  written  in  the 
temperate  and  truthful  spirit  of  that  venerable  statesman, 
and  that  it  was  about  to  be  read  in  this  city  and  no  doubt 
printed  in  our  daily  papers  (as  has  been  heretofore  the  case 
with  the  proceedings  of  our  Historical  Society)  they  looked 
with  no  ordinary  anxiety  for  its  appearance. 

The  elements  of  excitement  and  bitterness  are  every¬ 
where.  Political  hostility  seems  to  have  assumed  a  more  than 
wonted  asperity.  Conventions  are  held  which  promulgate 
platforms  containing  doctrines  wholly  new,  and  repugnant 
to  many  of  the  followers  of  the  respective  parties.  Civil 
war  rages  in  a  distant  section  of  our  land,  and  all  the  strife 
and  its  causes  grow  out  of  the  one  question  of  slavery.  All 
good  men,  therefore,  all  patriotic  citizens,  looked  with 
eagerness  for  a  paper,  which,  by  its  veracious  narration  of 
facts,  its  wise  and  considerate  spirit,  would  tend  to  allay 
irritation  and  excitement  and  heal  the  breach  between  our 
•  Northern  and  Southern  fellow-citizens,  by  showing  that  at 
other  times  and  in  other  days  they  had  thought  alike  and 
voted  together  on  this  subject. 

-  That  such  was  the  character  of  the  paper  read  by  Gov. 
Coles  is  very  certain  from  a  meagre  abstract  published  by 
the  Committee  to  whose  charge  it  was  given.  But  for  the 
first  time,  the  paper  itself  is  suppressed.  No  application  to 
the  Committee  could  obtain  it  for  the  Press.  Trashy  letters 
and  useless  discussions  have  been  printed  with  a  religious 
fidelity.  A  few  weeks  ago,  a  paper,  which  was  intended  as 
a  covert  attack  on  one  of  the  political  parties  of  the  day, 
was  promptly  and  carefully  published  at  length.  But  when 
a  strictly  historical  essay,  written  in  a  high  national  and 
patriotic  spirit,  by  an  eminent  and  virtuous  citizen,  on  the 
question  now  of  deepest  moment  to  the  country,  is  given  to 
the  society,  it  is,  for  some  reason,  withheld.  What  purpose 

but  a  sinister  or  senseless  one  is  to  be  answered  bv  this 
course? 

What  makes  the  whole  matter  more  singular  is,  that 
Mr.  Meredith  offered  a  resolution  for  its  publication — an 
honor  not  extended  to  any  such  previous  paper.  The  resolu¬ 
tion  was  passed.  The  Committee  took  charge  of  the  manu- 
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script  under  the  resolution,  and  now,  for  some  strange 
purpose,  withhold  it  from  the  public. 

Let  the  Society  explain.  Let  us  hear  what  politician 
controlled  this  action?  Whose  private  interests  are  to  be 
served?  What  objects  are  to  be  gained?  Let  us  hear!  Has 
the  paper  been  kept  back  upon  the  pretence  of  issuing  it  in 
pamphlet  form,  to  be  circulated  within  a  limited  circle, 
and  its  public  interest  staled  by  the  delay,  when  from  its 
character  and  important  bearing  on  the  most  exciting  topic 
of  the  day,  it  should  have  been  sent  instantly,  on  the  wings 
of  the  daily  press,  all  over  the  continent? 

Soon  after  his  death  the  following  obituary  notices  appeared 
the  newspapers : 

Death  of  a  Distinguished  Virginian. — Ex-Governor 
Edward  Coles,  of  Illinois,  but  a  native  of  Albemarle^ 
county,  Virginia,  and  for  many  years  past  a  resident  in 
Philadelphia,  died  in  that  city  on  Tuesday  last,  in  the 
eighty-second  year  of  his  age.  A  gentleman  by  birth  and 
education,  of  a  class  now  unhappily  very  small  in  Virginia, 
he  was  for  many  years  the  confidential  friend  and  private 
secretary  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  James  Madison,  and,  if 
we  mistake  not,  held  a  similar  position  in  the  official  family 
of  President  Monroe.— Richmond  Enquirer.

Ex-Governor  Edward  Coles,  of  Philadelphia,  died  in 
that  city  on  Tuesday  evening.  He  was  a  native  of  Albemarle 
county,  in  this  State,  and  was  private  secretary  to  Mr. 
Jefferson,  Mr.  Madison,  and  Mr.  Monroe  during  their 
successive  administrations.  Before  the  origin  of  the  Aboli¬ 
tion  party  he  freed  his  slaves  and  settled  them  in  Illinois, 
where  he  went  to  reside  himself.  For  two  terms  he  held  the 
office  of  Governor  of  that  State.  Subsequently  he  removed 
to  Philadelphia,  where  he  has  resided  for  some  twenty-five 
years,  the  object  of  the  attentions  and  affections  of  family 
and  friends.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  great  worth  of  char¬ 
acter,  sincere  philanthropy,  extensive  information,  and  in 
social  life  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  men. 

Governor  Coles  was  father  of  the  gallant  Captain 
Roberts  Coles  who  joined  the  Confederate  cause  and  bravely

OBITUARY — The  Hon.  Edward  Coles,  formerly  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Illinois  when  that  State  was  a  Territory,  and  for 
a  long  time  Private  Secretary  to  President  Madison,  died 
at  his  residence,  in  this  city,  No.  1303  Spruce  Street,  on  the 
7th  instant.  Mr.  Coles,  after  an  active  participation  in  the 
primitive  political  affairs  of  the  West,  many  years  ago,  came 
to  this  city,  and  has  resided  here  for  nearly  a  quarter  of  a 
century.  His  official  duties  as  private  secretary  to  President 
Madison  brought  him  into  intimate  personal  association 
with  the  leading  statesmen  and  politicians  of  that  period 
of  our  nationality.

Death  of  a  Venerable  and  Distinguished  Virginian 

Ex-Governor  Edward  Coles,  a  native  of  Albemarle 
county,  Virginia,  but  for  many  years  past  a  resident  in 
v  Philadelphia,  died  in  that  city,  on  Tuesday  last,  in  the 
eighty-second  year  of  his  age.  A  gentleman  by  birth  and 
education,  of  a  class  now  unhappily  very  small  in  Virginia, 
he  was  for  many  years  the  confidential  friend  and  private 
secretary  of  Thomas  Jefferson  and  James  Madison,  and,  if 
we  mistake  not,  held  a  similar  position  in  the  official  family 
of  President  Monroe.  The  trusted  repository  of  nearly  all 
the  most  important  and  interesting  State  secrets  of  six  ad¬ 
ministrations,  he  was  in  his  exhaustless  reminiscences  the 
most  interesting  and  instructive  of  all  the  prominent  men  of 
that  most  distinguished  era  in  the  history*  of  the  nation  in 
which  he  figured.  But  with  the  refinement,  sensitive  deli¬ 
cacy  and  modesty  of  a  gentleman  of  the  highest  caste,  he 
refused  to  make  public  use  of  these  stores  of  valuable 
information,  and  they  have  died  with  him.  Long  before  the 
birth  of  the  abolition  party  he  was  an  earnest  and  con¬ 
scientious  opponent  of  slavery,  and  greatly  reduced  his 
fortune  by  manumitting  a  large  number  of  slaves  and  by 
purchasing  for  them  a  valuable  tract  of  land  in  Illinois. 

He  was  twice  Governor  of  Illinois,  and  in  that  State 
as  well  as  in  Virginia  and  Pennsylvania,  he  was  universally 
respected  by  all  parties  for  his  purity  of  character,  political 
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honesty  and  sterling  qualities  of  heart  and  head.  A  county  in 
Ill  inois  bears  his  name.  For  many  years  before  his  death  he 
retired  from  public  life,  and  was  an  ornament  of  thehighest 
social  circles  of  the  city  in  which  he  resided.  He  enjoyed  to 
a  greater  extent  than  almost  any  other  Virginian  the  con¬ 
fidence  and  affectionate  esteem  of  the  “Virginia  Presidents/’ 

-  and  a  State  prolific  in  good  and  great  men  never  gave  birth 
to  a  nobler  gentleman  or  more  upright  public  man  than  the 
late  Edward  Coles.  He  was  the  father  of  that  gallant  young 
hero  Captain  Roberts  Coles,  who  fell  at  Roanoke  Island  in 
the  second  year  of  our  War  for  Independence,,  and  whose 
memory  is  sadly  associated  with  that  of  the  distinguished 
and  gallant  O.  Jennings  Wise,  who  fell  at  the  same  time. 

The  statement  in  the  foregoing  notices  that  Edward  Coles  was 
the  private  secretary  of  Mr.  Jefferson  and  Mr.  Monroe  is  a  mistake. 
He  was  Mr.  Madison’s  private  secretary  for  six  years  and  he  enjoyed 
the  confidence  and  friendship  of  Mr.  Jefferson  and  Mr.  Monroe,  but 
he  was  not  their  private  secretary.  His  elder  brother,  Colonel  Isaac 
A.  Coles,  who.  as  is  stated  by  the  Hon.  W.  T.  Norton,  was  known 
as  the  “most  perfect  gentleman  in  America,”  was  private  secretary 
to  Mr.  Jefferson,  and  it  is  from  this  fact,  possibly,  that  the  mistake 
occurred  in  the  above  notices.  As  an  evidence  of  his  friendship  for 
and  confidence  in  Edward  Coles,  President  Monroe,  on  March  5, 
1819,  appointed  him  the  Registrar  of  the  Land  Office,  at  Edwards- 
ville,  Illinois,  as  Edward  Coles  decided  just  prior  to  that  time  to 
settle  in  Illinois. 

In  Vol.  2  of  the  “Encyclopedia  of  Virginia  Biography,”  edited 
by  Hon.  Lyon  G.  Tyler  and  published  by  the  Lewis  Publishing 
Company,  1915,  at  p.  204,  is  a  brief  sketch  of  Governor  Edward 

Coles.

In  1909,  Mr.  William  L.  Royall,  of  Richmond,  Virginia, 
arranged  for  publication  a  number  of  letters  which  Mrs.  Stevenson 
wrote  to  members  of  her  family,  relatives  and  friends  from  London 
while  her  husband  was  the  American  Minister.  These  letters  were 
published  in  The  Century  Illustrated  Monthly  Magazine  (Vol.  77, 
PP-  4S3~463)  and  733-741),  and  are  most  interesting,  giv¬ 

ing  an  attractive  picture  of  English  homes  and  the  home  life  of  the 
English  aristocracy.  They  were  published  in  three  series,  commenc¬ 
ing  in  the  January  number  of  1909,  and  in  the  opening  series  Mr. 
Royall  said:

In  the  year  1836,  President  Andrew  Jackson  appointed 
Andrew  Stevenson,  a  distinguished  Virginian,  as  American 
Minister  to  England,  and  this  post  he  occupied  until  1841. 

Mr.  Stevenson  had  been  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates 
'  of  Virginia,  member  of  Congress  from  that  State,  and  for 
*  several  terms  Speaker  of  the  United  States  House  of  Repre- 
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sentatives.  He  married,  for  his  second  wife,  Miss  Sallie 
Coles  of  Green  Mountain,  Albemarle  County,  Virginia, 
who  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  prominent 
Virginia  families.  Her  brother  Edward  Coles,  although  a 
slave-owner,  became  a  most  pronounced  anti-slavery  man, 
emancipated  his  slaves,  and,  taking  them  to  Illinois,  settled 
them  upon  farms.  In  1822  he  was  elected  Governor  of  Illi¬ 
nois,  in  a  campaign  which  virtually  settled  sentiment  in 
Illinois  as  between  freedom  and  slavery. 

Miss  Sallie  Coles  was  a  most  gifted  and  accomplished 
woman.  A  lady  now  living  who  saw  her  rather  late  in  life 
says  of  her:  “I  never  heard  her  spoken  of  as  a  beauty  even 
by  her  most  admiring  friends.  I  never  saw  her  but  once, 
when  after  some  years  of  ill  health  she  was  carried  about  in 
a  rolling-chair.  She  then  struck  me  as  having  a  most  intel¬ 
lectual  face.  She  was  tall  and  almost  gypsy-like  in  her  style.'' 

Among  the  illustrations  of  this  article  is  a  picture  of  “Estoute- 
ville,”  which  is  said  to  have  been  the  home  of  Mrs.  Stevenson  before 
her  marriage,  but  this  is  an  error  as  Mrs.  Stevenson  was  born  and 
lived  at  “Enniscorthy”  and  not  at  “Estouteville,”  which  was  built  by 
her  brother,  John  Coles. 

The  letters  of  Mrs.  Stevenson  are  too  voluminous  to  be  given 
in  full  in  this  work  and  since  many  of  them  have  already  been  pub¬ 
lished,  extracts  from  only  a  few  of  her  letters  will  be  given  here. 

The  following  letter  written  August  3,  1837,  describes  a  dinner 

with  the  Queen: 

Mr.  Vaux,  whom  we  found  in  the  office,  presented  us 
an  invitation  to  dine  that  evening  with  the  Queen  at  a  quar¬ 
ter  past  7,  precisely .  Mr.  S.  was  obliged  to  send  an  apology 
acceptance]  immediately  to  the  Duke,  whilst  I  went  to  see 
‘  Madame  Dedel  to  enquire  as  to  the  costume,  etc.  At  7  I  was 
dressed  all  to  my  white  crape  hat  with  ostrich  feathers, 
which  had  not  arrived  from  the  milliner’s— black  silk,  with 
black  crape  over  it,  trimmed  with  crape  and  black  rosettes 
of  berries  and  leaves,  jet  ornaments,  necklace,  earrings, 
bracelets;  &  at  5  minutes  to  the  time  the  hat  arrived.  And 
we  did  not  get  to  the  palace  until  many  minutes  after  the 
precisely  had  passed.  In  trepidation  I  ran  up  the  grand  & 
magnificent  staircase  with  as  fleet  a  step  as  was  consistent 
with  my  dignity,  and  through  the  superb  suite  of  apartments 
until  we  reached  the  grand  receiving-room,  where  all  the 
company  were  assembled,  standing  waiting  for  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  her  Majesty.  In  a  short  time  the  glass  doors  of  the 
next  apartment  opened,  &  she  came  forth  in  deep  black, 
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attended  by  all  her  ladies  in  waiting,  maids-of-honor,  6c  her 
“august  mother”  [the  newspaper  language],  with  her  at¬ 
tendants,  a  goodly  train.  As  we  stood  in  a  circle,  the  little 
Queen  approached  us  6c  said  something  to  each  person  with 
a  calm  and  gentle  dignity,  as  perfectly  self-possessed  as  if 
we  had  all  been  statues.  Her  mother  followed,  repeating  the 
same  ceremonious  courtesy  6c  then  dinner  was  announced. 
She  took  the  arm  of  Count  Pozzo  di  Borgo  (the  Russian 
Ambassador)  6c  led  the  way.  The  folding-doors  flew  open. 
The  band,  which  was  stationed  in  a  marquee  below,  struck 
up,  and  we  found  ourselves  in  a  magnificent  banqueting- 
room,  brilliantly  lighted,  and  the  table  covered  with  a 
service  of  gold  so  splendid  it  dazzled  one's  eyes  to  look  upon 
it.  The  Queen  sat  midway  the  table,  with  her  lords-in- 
waiting  at  each  end.  Her  little  Majesty  ate  with  a  good 
appetite,  and  did  full  justice  to  the  rich  viands,  which  were 
always  presented  first  to  her.  After  the  second  course,  the 
lord-in-waiting  who  had  led  me  to  dinner  rose  and  drank 
the  Queen’s  health.  All  stood  up  but  the  Queen. 

When  the  dinner  was  over,  her  Majesty  rose  and  passed 
out  first.  We  followed  through  the  rich  and  gorgeous  apart¬ 
ments,  which  reminded  me  of  the  descriptions  in  the 
Arabian  Nights,  until  she  reached  the  grand  drawing  room 
when  she  paused  and  a  circle  formed  around  her.  No  one 
must  speak  first  to  Majesty;  accordingly  each  one  waited 
to  be  spoken  to.  Her  address  was  now  more  in  the  style  of 
conversation.  I  told  her  how  much  I  had  been  disappointed 
at  not  being  present  when  she  prorogued  Parliament,  at 
which  she  smiled  and  looked  pleased.  The  Duchess’s  civili¬ 
ties  always  followed  her  daughter’s.  While  this  court  of 
etiquette  was  going  on,  coffee  was  handed  to  us,  still  stand- 
ing,  and  I  must  confess  I  cast  some  longing  looks  towards 
the  soft,  luxurious  sofas  and  chairs.  After  the  coffee,  a  fold¬ 
ing-door  was  opened  6c  the  queen,  followed  by  her  guests, 
passed  into  a  magnificent  picture-gallery,  brilliantly 
lighted;  but  she  soon  returned  to  the  drawing-room,  when, 
feeling  my  Republican  legs  about  to  give  out,  I  glided  be¬ 
hind  the  door  and  reated  myself  comfortably. 

When  I  returned  to  the  drawing-room,  the  gentlemen 
had  returned  and  were  taking  coffee  and  receiving  the  cour¬ 
tesies  of  the  Queen,  who  said  something  to  each  one.  When 
this  was  over,  she  passed  out  of  the  room  into  one  of  smaller 
dimensions,  where  card-tables  were  set  out  6c  new  sofas 
placed  opposite  to  each,  with  tables  and  candles  before 
them.  On  one  of  these  her  Majesty  placed  herself  and  in¬ 
vited  the  Countess  Pozzo  di  Borgo  to  sit  on  one  side  of  her 
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&  the  Marchioness  of  Salisbury  to  take  the  other.  The 
Duchess  of  Kent  sat  on  the  other  sofa,  with  the  Countess 
Ludiff  on  one  side,  and  as  I  held  off,  she  sent  a  maid  of 
honor  to  a£k  me  to  sit  bv  her.  When  she  conversed  with  me 
very  amiably,  I  took  occasion  to  speak  of  the  deep  interest 
I  had  felt  in  the  accession  of  her  daughter,  &c.,  and  when  I 
alluded  to  her  being  the  hope  and  the  object  of  prayer  to  the 
whole  nation,  the  mother’s  heart,  I  saw,  was  full  &  her  eyes, 
too,  but  of  course  I  spoke  with  royal  uneasiness.  Tea  was 
then  handed,  &  afterwards  the  Duchess  approached  a  card- 
table  &  invited  Lord  &  Lady  Cowley  [the  Duke  of  Well¬ 
ington’s  brother]  to  play,  and  also  Mr.  Stevenson.  They 
drew  for  partners,  and  Mr.  Stevenson  had  the  honor  of 
playing  with  her  Royal  Highness  and  of  winning  from 
Lord  Cowley  (who  was  obliged  to  play  with  his  wife)  14 
shillings.  Whilst  this  game  was  going  on,  I  had  full  time 
to  look  around.  The  Queen  had  sent  her  lord-in-waiting, 
who  stood  at  the  back  of  her  sofa,  for  Count  Pozzo  di 
Borgo,  and  directed  him  to  place  a  chair  near  her  for  him. 
The  maids  of  honor  had  retired  to  the  farther  end  of  the 
room  and  taken  chairs.  The  ladies  in  waiting  &  the  invited 
guests  had  found  chairs  near  our  sofa,  and  the  gentlemen 
stood  apart  conversing  together.  As  I  sat  opposite  the 
Queen,  I  had  a  fair  opportunity  of  getting  her  face  by  heart. 
It  is  one  of  very  sweet  expression,  though  not  handsome; 
her  eyes  are  blue  &  express  softness  and  intelligence,  but  her 
mouth,  that  feature  which  always  gives  so  much  character 
to  the  countenance,  is  not  good.  Poor  young  thing!  Whilst  I 
gazed  upon  her  innocent  &  happy  face  my  heart  involun¬ 
tarily  offered  up  a  prayer  for  her  future  happiness  and 
prosperity.  She  looked  so  young,  so  innocent  &  good,  I 
sighed  to  think  of  the  time  when  that  fair  brow  would  be 
wrinkled  with  care,  that  light  heart  oppressed  with  sorrows, 
and  the  joyous  laugh  be  heard  no  more.  At  least,  if  we  judge 
of  the  future  by  the  past,  such  will  probably  be  her  fate. 
Who  would  have  thought  that  Marie  Antoinette’s  bright 
morning  would  have  ended  in  a  night  of  such  utter  dark¬ 
ness? 

But  to  return  to  Buckingham  Palace,  in  all  its  light  and 
splendour  &  gorgeous  magnificence,  and  to  the  dullness  and 
etiquette  of  royalty.  When  the  Duchess  of  Kent  rose  from 
the  card-table,  the  company  all  rose,  too,  save  the  Queen, 
who  waited  until  we  had  formed  a  circle  in  the  middle  of 
the  room,  when  she  came  forward,  spoke  again  to  all  and 
each,  then  presented  her  soft,  white  hand  to  the  ladies,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  rank,  wished  us  good  night,  &  departed.

The  Duchess  repeated  the  ceremony,  bowing  and  courtesy- 
ing  instead  of  shaking  hands,  and  she  also  withdrew.  \\  hen 
we  were  free  to  depart  after  looking  about  and  exchanging 
courtesies  with  each  other,  we  were  glad  to  find  ourselves  at 
our  humble  homes  before  12.  Now,  my  dear  friends,  I  have 
given  you  a  circumstantial  account  of  this  royal  dinner 
which  I  hope  may  amuse  you.  I  assure  you  that  even  here 
the  curiosity  to  know  how  these  royal  entertainments  are 
conducted  is  intense.  But  here  everything  this  little  Queen 
says  or  does  is  interesting  to  her  loyal  subjects,  &  it  is  amus¬ 
ing  to  think,  with  all  this  outward  observance,  the  Queen 
has  so  little  real  power. 

In  a  letter  dated  November  19,  1837,  Mrs.  Stevenson  describes 
a  visit  which  the  Queen  made  to  a  theater  and  also  the  opening  of 
Parliament  by  her:

Last  week  Mr.  Rush  proposed  our  going  to  the  play  to 
see  the  Queen’s  reception.  He  procured  a  box,  and  accord- 
ingly  we  went — Rushes  and  ourselves.  It  was  a  most 
animating  and  exciting  scene  even  to  me,  who  am  neither 
a  queen  nor  a  subject.  When  her  Majesty  entered  her  box 
there  was  a  deafening  burst  of  gratulation  from  every  part 
of  the  house.  She  answered  this  ardent  demonstration  of 
affection  with  many  kindly  abeisances  to  her  loyal  subjects, 
and  those  near  say  she  wept  and  trembled.  No  wonder,  inno¬ 
cent  young  creature,  I  confess  I  almost  wept  myself  when 
the  national  anthem  was  sung  by  the  whole  vocal  strength  of 
the  theatre,  and  by  its  numerous  and  excellent  band,  ex- 
pecially  at  the  invocation  to  the  Almighty  to  ‘’bless  the 
'  Queen.”  It  is  the  only  thing  I  have  ever  envied  her.  But  I 
will  send  you  the  paper  containing  the  description  of  the 
scene:  or  rather  mv  friend  Mr.  Rush  will  do  it  for  me.

I  saw  Parliament  opened  by  the  Queen ;  but  first  I  must 
tell  you  a  “capital  thing.”  Miss  Murray,  one  of  the  Queen's 
maids  of  honor,  offered  me  a  ticket  and  to  go  with  me. 
However,  on  Saturday  night  some  difficulty  arose  as  to  the 
ticket,  and  Mr.  Rush  got  into  the  carriage  and  went  with 
me  to  the  Lord  Chamberlain’s  office;  but  we  were  told  that 
it  was  impossible  to  secure  one.  In  despair  I  was  about  giv- 
ing  up,  but  not  so  Mr.  Rush.  He  went  home,  got  his  dinner 
and  came  back,  to  devise  some  expedient,  when  Mr.  S. — — 
suggested  writing  in  his  own  name  [the  Sec'y  of  Legation] 
to  the  great  Lord  Chamberlain.  Accordingly  it  was  done, 
and  the  next  day  we  received  a  very  polite  note,  saying: 

“It  gave  the  Lord  Chamberlain  great  pleasure  to  see  that  a 
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seat  should  be  provided  for  Mrs.  Stevenson,  and  that  no 
ticket  was  required;  that  I  was  merely  to  announce  my 
name.”  Accordingly  I  called  for  Miss  Murray  at  12,  so  as  to 
have  time  to  send  the  carriage  for  Mr.  S.  &  Mr.  R.  When 
we  arrived,  we  were  asked  for  our  tickets.  I  merely  an¬ 
nounced  my  name,  6c  again  at  the  next  door  it  seemed  an 
open  sesame,  6c  on  we  passed.  When  we  arrived  at  the  door 
of  the  great  hall,  or  House  of  Lords,  as  it  is  called,  Lord 
Willoughby,  the  great  Chamberlain,  met  us  and  led  us  to 
two  benches  covered  with  crimson  cloth  close  alongside  the 
throne;  so  there  I  sat  by  the  side  of  the  Princess  Gagarini 
and  her  daughter.  In  a  few  moments  the  immense  apart¬ 
ment  began  to  fill  with  nobles,  lords,  6c  dukes,  6c  beautiful 
ladies  in  court  dresses  (I  had  been  prepared  for  this;  I  was 
in  full  dress).  If  I  could  have  had  the  choice  of  all  the  seats 
in  the  house  I  should  have  chosen  the  one  I  had.  The  royal 
dukes  stood  immediately  by  me — Sussex  6c  Cambridge. 
The  latter  inquired  of  the  Princess  who  I  was,  6c  immedi¬ 
ately  entered  into  conversation  with  me  (royal  persons  dis¬ 
pense  with  introductions),  as  did  also  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  6c 
then  I  was  amused  by  hearing  their  conversation  together, 
which  I  did,  without  any  breach  of  good  manners.  Before 
the  entrance  of  every  person  there  was  a  flourish  of  trum¬ 
pets,  6c  when  the  Queen  came  in  it  was  long  6c  loud.  With  a 
discharge  of  cannon,  she  entered,  looking  really  beautiful, 
surrounded  by  all  the  great  officers  of  state,  Lady  Lans- 
downe  6c  the  Duchess  of  Sutherland,  train-bearers  6cc.  On 
one  side  was  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  6c  on  the  other 
the  Premier  of  England,  holding  the  sword  of  state.  Her 
dress  was  magnificent,  and  she  looked  sweetly  placid  and 
dignified.  Once  or  twice  a  smile  flitted  across  her  counte¬ 
nance,  but  only  one  as  near  to  her  as  I  could  have  perceived 
it.  She  first  took  the  oath,  which  was  administered  by  the 
archbishop,  6c  then  read  with  a  clear,  distinct,  6c  beautiful 
enunciation  her  speech,  still  seated  on  the  throne.  Lord 
Melbourne,  whom  I  was  very  near,  seemed  more  agitated 
than  she  was.  His  lips  moved,  and  I  saw  he  repeated  after 
her  every  word.  When  she  had  concluded  her  speech,  she 
paused  a  little,  6c  then  arose  and  retired  as  she  had  entered, 
bowing  to  her  two  uncles,  Sussex  and  Cambridge  as  she 
passed.  These  two  noble  dukes  stood  just  before  me,  or 
rather  more  to  my  side,  6c  squeezed  me  most  royally,  but 
with  all  their  royal  power,  both  physical  and  moral,  they 
could  not  help  themselves,  and  apologized  most  graciously. 
The  House  of  Lords  is  not  to  be  compared  with  our  noble 
Hall  of  Representatives;  but  these  proud  English  soothe 
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their  pride  by  telling  us  of  the  magnificent  structure  which 
is  about  to  be  erected. 


The  following  taken  from  a  letter  written  in  October,  1839, 
from  the  country  house  of  Lord  Durham,  at  which  the  Duke  of 
Sussex,  the  Queen’s  uncle,  was  a  guest,  describes  her  views  as  to 
playing  cards  on  Sunday: 


A  large  party  to  dinner.  After  the  gentlemen  joined  us, 
when  the  Duke  of  Sussex,  Lady  Durham,  and  myself  were 
sitting  together  and  forming  a  social  trio,  Lord  Durham, 
came  in  with  his  imperial  air  and  said,  “I  do  not  know 
whether  your  Royal  Highness  objects  to  cards  on  Sunday 
evening;  for  myself  I  think  there  is  no  greater  harm  in 
playing  on  that  night  than  any  other.”  “Nor  I,”  said  the 
Duke.  “If  it  is  wrong  to  play  on  Sunday,  it  is  equally  wrong 
to  play  on  Monday  or  any  other  night.”  I  felt  distressed. 
Thinks  I  to  myself,  “What  shall  I  do?”  At  that  moment  the 
Duke  appealed  to  Lady  Durham,  who  gave  a  faint  assent  to 
what  he  had  said.  I,  of  course,  was  silent,  when  his  Royal 
Highness,  suddenly  leaning  forward  from  the  immense 
arm-chair  in  which  he  was  half-buried,  addressed  me:  “I 
think,  my  dear  Madam,  it  is  considered  a  sin  to  play  any 
game  on  Sunday  in  your  country.”  I  replied  instantly  in  a 
calm,  earnest,  and  emphatic  manner,  so  that,  although  a 
little  deaf,  he  did  not  lose  a  word :  “Your  Royal  Highness  is 
right.  We  think  it  a  violation  of  that  Commandment  which 
bids  us  to  keep  holy  the  Sabbath  day,  and  we  also  think  it  is 
setting  a  bad  example  to  our  dependents,  who  cannot  so  well 
discern  between  right  and  wrong.”  The  old  gentleman  drew 
himself  back  in  his  chair  and  remained  silent  for  several 
minutes.  A  solemn  pause  ensued,  and  I  felt  almost  fright¬ 
ened  at  what  I  had  done.  Still,  I  did  not  regret  it.  In  the 
meantime  the  servants  had  set  out  the  tables,  but  no  one 
approached  them,  nor  was  the  slightest  allusion  made  to  the 
subject  again.  The  Duke  did  not  retire  until  his  usual  hour, 
and  continued  in  pleasant  conversation  all  the  evening, 
every  now  and  then  speaking  with  his  usual  kindness  to  me; 
and  when  he  rose  to  retire  he  called  out  for  me,  saying, 
“Where  is  Mrs.  Stevenson?”  and  when  I  advanced  from  a 
table  where  I  had  been  looking  at  some  drawings  of  Lady 
Mary’s,  he  shook  my  hand  with  even  more  than  usual 
cordiality,  as  he  uttered  his  “Good  night;”  I  was  glad  not 
to  have  offended  him,  for  he  has  been  very  kind  to  us;  still, 
I  felt  very  grateful  that  I  had  moral  courage  given  me  at 
the  moment  to  do  and  say  what  I  ought,  despite  the  fear 
of  man. 
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In  a  letter  dated  January  2,  1838,  Mrs.  Stevenson  gives  the 
following  interesting  account  of  her  visit  to  the  Queen  at  Windsor 

Castle: 

Nothing  could  be  more  gratifying  and  flattering  than 
our  visit  to  Windsor.  Mr.  Stevenson  was  requested  every 
day  whilst  we  stayed  to  lead  her  Majesty  to  dinner,  and 
occupied  the  seat  of  honor  at  her  right  hand  between  the 
Queen  and  the  Duchess  of  Kent.  I  have  been  often  struck 
since  I  came  to  this  country  to  see  in  every  trying  situation 
in  which  Mr.  Stevenson  has  been  placed  how  he  has  always 
risen  equal  to  the  occasion,  and  it  amused  me,  who  sat  oppo¬ 
site,  between  Ld.  Albemarle  &  Ld.  Howick,  to  observe  the 
progress  of  his  tete-a-t ete  with  the  two  illustrious  persons. 

At  first  it  was  all  etiquette,  but  soon  it  took  a  more  easy  and 
'  conversational  turn,  and  before  the  dinner  was  over,  she 
had  asked  him  to  take  wine  with  her  and  conversed  without 
the  slightest  restraint  of  manner.  Her  laugh  is  to  me  par¬ 
ticularly  delightful,  it  is  so  full  of  girlish  glee  6c  gladness, 
whilst  her  countenance  beams  with  such  an  expression  of 
innocence  &  sweetness,  so  blended  with  the  dignity  and 
majesty  of  the  Queen,  that  it  would  be  impossible  for  a 
person  ignorant  of  her  high  destinies  not  to  be  struck  and 
impressed  by  her  manners  and  appearance.  But  Mr.  Steven¬ 
son  has  written  so  much  about  her  to  Mr.  Ritchie  &  drawn 
so  just  a  portrait  of  her  that  I  must  refer  you  to  him.  I  think 
it  deserves  to  be  published. 

We  arrived  at  the  castle  about  half-past  5,  too  late  to 
see  this  glorious  monument  of  the  olden  times  &  of  royal 
magnificence.  The  lights,  which  gleamed  from  every  part  of 
the  building,  gave  us  the  impression  of  its  immense  extent, 
and  I  felt  an  involuntary  awe  steal  over  me  when  I  entered 
this  royal  residence,  interesting  not  only  from  its  historical 
associations  and  its  magnificence,  but  as  having  been  the 
theme  of  the  historian  and  the  inspiration  of  the  poet.  Little 
thought  had  I  when  with  girlish  delight  I  pored  over 
Pope’s  beautiful  verses  addressed  to 

Windsor,  and  its  green  retreats, 

At  once  the  Monarch’s  and  the  Muses’  seats, 

that  I  should  ever  be  an  honored  guest  under  its  royal  roof. 

But  so  it  was,  and  I  followed  the  respectful  female  who  met 
us  at  the  door  with  a  beating  heart.  She  led  the  way  to  a 
beautiful  drawing-room,  which  she  said,  “Is  yours, 
Madam,”  then  on  to  a  bedroom;  “Yours,  Madam;”  then  on 
to  another  one,  which  she  said  was  Mr.  Stevenson’s,  with  a 
dressing-room;  and  on  a  little  further  still  a  larger  and  more 
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'  magnificent  drawing-room,  which  she  added  was  for  His 
Excellency.  These  rooms,  it  seems,  are  always  appropriated 
to  the  King  of  Belgium  and  his  family,  and  are  considered 
the  handsomest  in  the  castle  except  Her  Majesty’s. 

We  put  on  our  best  bib  and  tucker.  Mr.  Stevenson  was 
dressed  to  perfection,  and  with  Miss  Murray,  a  maid  of 
honor,  to  show  us  the  way,  we  reached  the  receiving-room 
about  15  minutes  before  the  Queen  came  out,  followed  by 
all  her  attendants.  She  approached  me,  and,  extending  her 
tiny  white  fingers,  welcomed  me  to  London,  then  Mr.  S„ 
and  sent  her  gentleman-in-waiting  to  him  to  say  she  re¬ 
quested  him  to  lead  her  to  dinner.  As  she  moved  off.  the 
band  struck  up,  and  it  played  all  dinner-time,  and,  indeed, 
at  intervals,  all  the  evening.  The  party  was  large,  although 
we  were  the  only  foreign  ministers.  All  her  home  ministers 
were  present,  and  Lord  Melbourne  sat  on  her  left,  and  ate 

-  as  heartily  as  though  he  was  only  seated  by  a  milk-maid. 

After  dinner,  she  conversed  with  me  about  our  friends 
in  Scotland,  &c.  When  the  gentlemen  came  in,  card-tables 
were  set,  and  Mr.  S.  played  at  that  with  the  Duchess  of 
Kent,  x  had  a  seat  near  the  Queen,  and  played  chess  part 
,of  the  evening  with  Miss  Murray.  The  parties  here  are 
much  more  informal  than  at  Buckingham  Palace.  Her 
ladies  all  sat  by  a  round  table  at  work,  and  there  was  more 
conversation  than  in  the  parties  of  London.  When  she  re¬ 
tired  for  the  night  she  requested  Lady  Tavistock,  her  lady- 
m-waiting,  to  return  and  say  to  me  that  she  hoped  I  would 
take  care  of  my  cold,  and  have  my  breakfast  in  my  rooms, 
if  f  preferred  it.  What  charming  courtesy  and  thoughtful¬ 
ness  in  a  royal  woman,  who  is  never  allowed  to  have  a 
thought  for  herself !  *  <; 

Feeling,  however,  anxious  to  see  everything,  I  went  out 
to  breakfast,  and  found  a  pleasant  party  of  some  24  or  30 
persons,  dropping  in  as  they  were  ready.  The  Queen  and 
the  Duchess  never  appear  until  after  lunch,  when  they  come 
forth  equipped  for  their^  ride  or  drive.  After  breakfast, 
Lady  Tavistock  took  us  with  a  large  party  to  see  the  castle. 
Of  all  I  saw  I  shall  say  nothing  here;  the  castle  is  open  to 
so  many  travelers  that  any  one  can  tell  of  the  windows,  of 
the  plate,  of  the  rooms,  and  pictures,  library,  &c.,  but  the 
private  life  of  the  Queen  at  London  is  a  subject  of  interest 
and  curiosity  even  to  her  own  subjects  of  high  rank  who 
have  not  been  among  the  chosen  few.  At  2  o’clock  she  came 
forth,  and  mounted  her  beautiful  Arabian,  and  dashed  off 
followed  by  her  numerous  train,  Mr.  Stevenson  among  the 
number.  Twenty  miles  in  two  hours!  But  such  groaning  and 
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twisting  for  a  week  after  you  unever  did  see.  Lad\  Tavis¬ 
tock  (Ld.  T.  is  the  eldest  soil  of  the  Duke  of  Bedford)  and 
Lady  Albemarle  (Ld.  Albemarle  is  the  Master  of  the 
H  orse,  and  I  whispered  him  in  private  to  order  Mr.  S..a 
gentle  horse)  and  myself  followed  in  a  close  carriage,  in 
consideration  of  my  cold.  After  following  for  a  little  while, 
we  struck  off  to  Virginia  Water,  and  visited  the  pavilion 

built  by  the  luxurious  George  IV. 

-  I  had  much  conversation  with  the  Baroness  Lehzun, 
who  always  had  the  charge  of  the  Queen.  She  says  she  is  a 
most  extraordinary  person,  and  that  her  heart  is  as  good, 
as  pure,  and  innocent  as  her  countenance  indicates,  and  that 
she  has  a  strength  and  vigor  of  intellect  which  is  develop¬ 
ing  itself  every  day.  Whilst  we  were  talking  about  her  on 
the  second  night  of  our  stay,  she  approached  and  addressed 
me  with  an  inquiry  if  I  would  play  chess  with  her  Master 
of  the  Household,  the  Hon.  Mr.  Murray,  Miss  M.  had 
played  with  me  the  night  before,  and  when  I  had  seated 
myself  near  her,  I  said,  UI  hope  I  have  \  our  Majesty  s  good 
wishes.”  To  which  she  replied  with  the  most  sweet  and 
winning  smile.  She  said,  when  taking  leave  of  us,  that  she 
was  happy  to  have  received  us  at  Windsor,  and  hoped  we 
would  come  again.  We  saw  also  a  stag-hunt  whilst  we  were 
at  the  castle,  and  a  thousand  other  things  I  could  tell  you, 
but  write  in  great  haste  and  with  many  interruptions. 

* 

Mrs.  Stevenson  in  a  letter  dated  February,  1838,  gives  the  fol¬ 
lowing  interesting  account  of  sending  some  Albemarle  pippins  to 
the  Queen:  ‘ 

And  to  you,  my  other  dear  and  precious  friends  on  the 
Green  Mountain,  I  must  offer  our  united  thanks  for.  your 
kind  remembrance  of  us.  On  our  return  from  Paris  we 
found  here  three  barrels,  one  containing  hams,  which  we 
have  tried  and  found  excellent;  the  others  apples.. One  was 
good  for  nothing,  the  other,  which  was  wrapped  in  paper , 
every  separate  apple ,  came  in  as  good  state  of  preservation 
as  we  have  them  generally  in  Richmond,  and  never  did  a 
barrel  of  apples  obtain  such  a  reputation  for  the  fruits  of 
our  country.  They  were  eaten  and  praised  by  royal  lips,  and 
swallowed  by  many  aristocratic  throats.  Mr.  Stevenson  pro¬ 
posed  sending  two  dozen  to  the  Queen.  Accordingly,  they 
w'ere  put  into  a  beautiful  basket  he  had  given  me,  and  one  of 
the  maids  of  honor  presented  them.  In  a  day  or  two  I  re¬ 
ceived  through  the  Countess  of  Durham  the  royal  acknowl¬ 
edgments,  and  the  assurance  of  their  having  been  much 
admired;  and  dining  with  Lord  Durham  soon  after,  he 
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told  me  my  apples  had  created  a  great  sensation  at  the 
palace;  that  it  had  been  feared  they  would  have  been  the 
death  of  the  Premier,  Lord  Melbourne,  who,  after  the 
Queen  retired,  had  actually  eaten  two  of  immense  size,  and 
that  all  who  had  seen  him  perpetrate  the  rash  act  had  con¬ 
sidered  him  as  a  dead  man.  But,  lo!  he  liveth  unharmed. 

I  said,  “So  much  for  their  being  Virginia  apples.”  We  sent 
also  two  dozen  to  the  Duke  of  Susex,  one  to  Lord  and  Lady 
Sherbourne,  y2  dozen  to  Lord  Palmerston,  &  six  to  a  score 
of  other  people,  not  omitting  my  friend  and  poet  Rogers 
and  his  amiable  sister.  After  having  given  them  all  away, 
we  dined  with  Mr.  Ellice  (a  person  of  high  tone,  whose 
wife  was  sister  to  Lord  Grey),  and  he  asked  me,  if  I  had  one 
left,  to  send  it  to  him.  I  was  gratified  on  my  return  home 
to  find  three  very  inferior  which,  however,  I  sent  him.  .  .  I 
must  not  fail,  however,  to  tell  you  the  Duchess  of  Kent  took 
such  a  fancy  to  my  nice  little  basket  that  she  asked  permis¬ 
sion  to  keep  it,  thinking  it  American  manufacture. 

Soon  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Andrew  Stevenson  the  following 
obituary  notice  and  tribute  to  her  character  and  virtues  appeared  in 
the  newspapers : 

Death  of  an  Accomplished  Woman 

It  is  with  much  more  pain  than  we  can  express  that  we 
publish  the  following  obituary  from  last  Tuesday’s  Rich¬ 
mond  Enquirer .  The  tribute  which  it  pays  to  Mrs.  Steven- 
•  son  is  perfectly  just,  as  every  one  will  bear  witness  who  has 
enjoyed  the  pleasure  of  her  society.  Long  and  intimately 
acquainted  with  her,  for  so  many  years  enjoying  the  delights 
of  her  brilliant  conversation,  the  refinement  of  her  manners, 
the  attractions  of  her  fireside,  and  the  beauties  with  which 
she  adorned  the  public  career  of  her  accomplished  hus¬ 
band,  we  cannot  hear  of  her  death  without  the  deepest 
affliction.  We  venture  to  say  that  her  private  correspondence 
with  her  friends,  when  she  was  residing  in  England  as  the 
lady  of  the  American  minister,  the  portraits  which  she  drew 
of  the  English  society,  the  characters  which  she  portrayed, 
and  the  scenes  which  she  described,  are  not  surpassed  by 
the  letters  of  any  other  person  who  has  visited  England. 
Unite  with  these  talents  the  manners  and  the  warmth  of 
heart  which  delighted  all  around  her,  and  the  reader  may 
form  some  idea  of  the  loss  which  her  family  and  her  nu¬ 
merous  friends  have  sustained  by  her  death. 

“It  becomes  our  melancholy  duty  to  announce  the 
death  of  Mrs.  Sarah  C.  Stevenson,  daughter  of  the  late  Col. 

John  Coles,  of  ‘Enniscorthy,’  Albemarle,  and  wife  of 
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Andrew  Stevenson,  Esq.  She  breathed  her  last  at  7  0  clock 
yesterday  morning,  after  a  long  and  painful  illness,  which 
she  bore  with  a  Christian  duty.  For  many  years  she  has 
suffered  under  a  most  complicated  and  agonizing  disease, 
to  which  her  buoyancy  of  spirits  and  Christian  resignation 
enabled  her  to  submit  with  a  cheerfulness  that  astonished 
all  her  friends.  We  knew  her  long  and  intimately,  yet  we 
shall  not  attempt  to  sketch  her  many  virtues  and  noble 
qualities— her  brilliant  intellect — her  fascinating  manners, 
which,  whether  in  the  glitter  of  a  court  or  the  quiet  of  the 
domestic  circle,  won  the  love  and  admiration  of  all  who 
came  within  the  magic  circle  of  her  conversation  her 
self-sacrificing  devotion  to  her  affectionate  and  watchful 
husband,  and  her  friends  and  relatives— her  unostentatious 
charity,  and  deep  and  sincere  piety.  We  trust  that  the  pen 
of  some  one  of  her  numerous  and  devoted  admirers  will  pay 
a  proper  tribute  to  her  noble  character  and  virtues.  Peace  to 
her  pure  spirit. 

The  funeral  services  will  take  place  at  4  P.  M.  this  after¬ 
noon,  at  St.  Paul’s  Church,  and  the  mortal  remains  will  be 
carried -jo-morrow  morning  to  their  final  resting-place,  in 
the  family  vault  in  Albemarle.” 

In  January,  1848,  a  short  time  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Steven 
son,  the  following  letter,  written  by  one  of  her  friends  in  Philadel 
phia,  appeared  in  The  Union :

The  Late  Mrs.  Sarah  C.  Stevenson 
.  To  The  Editor  of  The  Union : 

With  grief  and  pain  I  have  just  read  in  your  columns 
the  announcement  of  the  death  of  this  lady;  and  while  the 
memory  of  all  her  priceless  qualities  comes  freshly  over  me, 

I  seize  the  pen  to  give  expression  to  the  first  feelings  of  the 
heart  which  such  an  announcement  awakens,  and  which,  I 
well  know,  Mr.  Editor,  will  meet  at  your  hands  a  congenial 
response.  Well  may  you  refer  to  the  “delights  of  her  bril¬ 
liant  conversation,  the  refinement  of  her  manners,  the  at¬ 
tractions  of  her  fireside,  and  the  beauties  with  which  she 
adorned  the  public  career  of  her  accomplished  husband;” 
and  well,  indeed,  may  you  add,  that — knowing  and  ex¬ 
periencing  all  these  so  intimately  and  for  so  many  years — 
you  “cannot  hear  of  her  death  without  the  deepest  afflic¬ 
tion.”  She  was,  indeed,  a  woman  of  rare  endowments — 
acquired  and  derived  from  nature — and  her  high  opportu¬ 
nities  enabled  her  to  diffuse  among  a  large  and  brilliant 
circle  the  charm  which  such  endowments  must  ever  create

and  spread  around  them.  Wit,  imagination,  a  highly  culti¬ 
vated  mind  and  pen,  ardent  feelings,  a  constant  vein  of 
sprightly  sentiment  buoyant,  elastic,  joyous  in  all  that  she 
said  and  did,  and  with  a  heart  susceptible  of  the  strongest 
impressions,  and  keenest,  tenderest  emotions,  which  found 
their  exercise  in  her  daily  conduct — -a  devoted  and  adored 
wife,  a  devoted  and  beloved  sister,  and,  like  her  distin¬ 
guished  husband,  a  tried,  uncompromising,  unfailing  friend 
—kind,  generous,  charitable,  and  adorning  in  her  daily  life 
the  maxims  of  a  sincere  religion — such  were  some  of  the 
attributes  of  the  lamented  lady,  for  whom  so  many  sorrow- 
ing  hearts  are  now  plunged  in  grief.  Apart  from  the  attrac¬ 
tions  of  her  daily  domestic  intercourse,  which  only  those 
who  knew  her  best  could  best  appreciate— the  kind  warm 
heart  which  gave  a  ready  welcome  to  all,  and  spread  its 
influence  over  all,  there  was  a  fine  adaptation  to  the  circum¬ 
stances  in  which  she  was  thrown  by  the  conspicuous  posi¬ 
tion  of  him  to  whom  her  life  was  devoted,  and  to  whom 
high  station  imparted  its  gratification  only  when  shared 
and  enjoyed  with  her.  Passing  by  the  period  which  so  many 
of  your  readers  will  recall,  when  Mr.  Speaker  Stevenson 
and  his  accomplished  lady  (daughter  of  one  of  the  best  and 
-m  ?ldest  famihes  of  your  renowned  Virginia)  created  and  left 
impressions  on  an  admiring  circle  at  the  seat  of  government 
'  and  beyond  it,  not  soon  to  be  forgotten,  how  many  of  our 
countrymen  now  scattered  in  distant  parts  of  the  republic 
will  call  up  the  recollection  of  Mrs.  Stevenson’s  kind  at- 
tentmns  to  them  and  theirs  in  a  distant  land— her  husband 
upholding,  as  the  representative  of  the  nation  in  that  power- 
.  ful  kingdom,  at  a  critical  period,  the  rights  and  honor  of  his 
country  with  signal  ability  and  success— she,  extending  to 
all,  whom  the  ties  of  country  brought  within  her  sphere, 
the  charm  of  a  cordial  reception  and  contributing  no  less 
than  he  to  the  pleasure  of  all;  while,  in  the  great  and  glit- 
tenng  crowd  that  throng  and  adorn  “the  stately  hornet  of 
England,  the  social  accomplishments  of  the  wife  of  the 
American  minister  were  felt  and  acknowledged.  To  pass  in 
review  all,  or  anything  like  all,  the  occasions  wherein  her 
kindly  dispositions  and  warmth  of  friendship,  no  less  than 
the  graces  of  her  intercourse,  were  evinced  on  that  brilliant 
theatre,  would  prolong  to  much  greater  length  this  imper¬ 
fect  tribute  to  her  memory.  Alas!  that  she  would  have  been 
so  long  struck  down  by  lingering  disease  and  now  called 
away.  Alas!  for  the  bereaved  husband,  and  large  circle  of 
family  connections,  and  host  of  friends,  whom  she  has  left 
behind.  Long,  long  will  they  preserve  and  cherish  her 
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memory;  and  may  he,  the  heaviest  mourner  of  all,  derive 
some  slight  alleviation  in  knowing  that  there  are  those  who 
sympathize,  deeply  sympathize,  in  his  great  affliction. 

Such,  Mr.  Editor,  are  a  few*  of  the  first  recollections 
and  feelings  on  hearing  of  her  lamented  death,  that  crowd 
upon  the  heart  and  mind  of  .  ^

No  attempt  will  be  made  to  enumerate  here  the  public  career 
or  the  achievements  of  Andrew  Stevenson.

After  retiring  from  public  life  he  lived  at  his  country  seat, 
“Blenheim,”  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,  not  very  far  from  the 
University  of  Virginia.  For  twelve  years  before  his  death  he  was  a 
Visitor  of  the  University  and  for  a  portion  of  said  time  and  at  the 
.time  of  his  death  he  was  the  Rector  of  the  Board  of  Visitors.

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  in  his  possession  a  painting  of 
the  race-horse,  Phenomenon.  It  is  said  that  he  had  this  painting 
painted  by  a  well-known  artist  and  that  it  was  exhibited  in  the  Royal 
Academy  in  London  as  a  painting  of  a  typical  American  race-horse. 
At  the  sale  of  his  personal  effects  this  painting  was  purchased  by 
Peyton  Skipwith  Coles  and  it  had  some  stains  on  it  which  were  said 
to  have  been  caused  by  salt  water  in  crossing  the  ocean.  It  is  now 
owned  by  William  B.  Coles,  the  author.  :  -v>;:

The  public  career  of  Mr.  Stevenson,  first  in  the  Legis¬ 
lature  of  his  native  State,  of  which  he  was  at  one  time 
bpeaker  ;  then  as  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
of,.th,e  United  States  Congress,  over  the  deliberations  of 
which  he  presided  for  a  time  as  Speaker  with  great  dignity 
and  ability;  and  finally  as  a  Minister  representing  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  at  the  Court  of  St.  Tames 
was  not  only  one  of  marked  success;  for  he  rose  by  steadv 
and  rapid  steps  through  successive  grades  of  public  service 
to  places  of  very  high  trust  and  honor ;  but  one  in  which  his 
conduct  and  acts  were  of  such  ability  and  wisdom  as  to 
prove  that  his  success  was  not  greater  than  his  merit.  He 
never  failed  to  meet  the  responsibilities  of  his  station  not 
only  satisfactorily  but  with  eminent  ability.

On  February  3,  1857,  a  short  time  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Steven¬ 
son,  the  following  letter,  written  by  Mr.  Ben.  Rush,  of  Philadelphia, 
Pa.,  appeared  in  a  Philadelphia  newspaper: 

Communication 

Death  of  Hon.  Andrew  Stevenson,  of  Virginia 

Mr.  Editor: — The  following  paragraph  in  your  col¬ 
umns  this  morning,  from  one  of  your  exchanges,  has  just 
met  my  eye,  and  is  the  first  intimation  I  have  had  of  an 
event  which  is  commended  to  public  notice,  no  less  than 
pnvate  friendship,  by  something  more  than  is  here  said: 

Death  of  the  Hon.  Andrew  Stevenson :— We  learn 
from  the  Charlottesville  (Va.)  Advocate,  that  the  Hon. 
Andrew  Stevenson  died  at  ‘Blenheim,’  his  residence  in 
Albemarle,  at  9  o’clock  on  Sunday  night,  Jan.  25th,  in  his 
71st  year,  of  pneumonia.  The  Advocate  states  that  Mr. 
Stevenson’s  health  had  been  failing  for  many  months.  Last 
rail  his  nervous  system  vvas  considerably  shaken  by  a  pain¬ 
ful  injury  to  a  nerve  of  his  hand.  His  friends  were  prepared 
to  expect  his  death  at  any  moment. 
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“Mr.  Stevenson  had  long  been  in  public  life.  He  is  best 
known  as  having  been  many  years  U.  S.  Minister  at  the 
Court  of  St.  James.”  ;  ;;  , 

Few  men,  Mr.  Editor,  have  occupied  in  their  day  of 
renown  a  larger  space  before  the  public.  Long  and  inti¬ 
mately  associated,  from  an  early  age,  with  the  first  men  of 
Virginia  in  the  Legislature  and  in  Congress;  wielding,  with 
masterly  ability,  for  eight  years,  the  power  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  as  its  Speaker,  at  a 
period  when  its  halls  were  graced  by  men  who  have  no 
superiors  since,  and  whose  names  will  live  in  the  country’s 
annals;  when  Everett,  and  Cambreling,  and  Buchanan,  and 
Rives,  and  Mercer,  and  Polk,  and  McDuffie,  and  Hamil¬ 
ton,  and  Forsyth  were  among  the  leading  spirits;  accredited 
afterwards,  by  the  hand  of  Jackson,  as  Minister  Plenipo¬ 
tentiary  at  the  Court  of  that  great  Empire,  first  in  freedom 
among  the  nations  of  Europe,  where  for  more  than  five 
years  he  zealously  strove,  in  public  and  private,  as  was  his 
duty,  to  maintain  the  best  relations  between  both  countries, 
and  succeeded,  while  ever  doing  homage  to  the  institutions 
of  his  own,  and  extending  her  titles  to  respect;  since  called 
repeatedly  to  mingle  in,  and  preside  over,  the  National 
Deliberative  Body,  wisely  called  together  once  in  four  years 
by  the  great  Democratic  constituency  of  the  Nation  for 
momentous  ends — Andrew  Stevenson  descends  to  the  tomb, 
leaving  behind  him  a  long  and  brilliant  record  of  public 
; : service,  which,  if  contemplation  were  not  reminded  at  its 
solemn  portals  of  the  nothingness  of  human  fame,  might 
well  stir  with  liveliest  emotions  the  breast  of  the  young 
aspirant. 

His  opinions  upon  public  questions  were  as  sound  as 
his  career  was  shining.  To  enumerate  the  half  of  them 
would  far  outrun  the  limits  of  a  newspaper.  Upon  the  best 
and  most  portentous,  no  man  stood  by  the  Constitution  with 
a  fealty  more  unshaken  or  a  patriotism  more  fervid; 
through  life  his  towering  characteristic,  and  it  must  be 
gratifying  to  Pennsylvanians  to  know,  that  one  of  the  very 
last  acts  of  his  life,  before  disease  laid  him  prostrate,  was  a 
letter  to  the  indefatigable  Chairman  of  our  State  Central 
Committee,  shortly  before  the  October  election,  full  of  elo¬ 
quent  exhortation  to  go  for  the  Union  at  all  hazards,  with 
a  graceful  tribute  to  Mr.  Buchanan  and  a  powerful  appeal 
to  the  country  in  his  behalf.  The  letter  was  published,  Mr. 
Editor,  in  your  columns,  and  elicited  high  commendation. 

■  But  there  was  a  sphere  in  which  Andrew  Stevenson 
was  better  known,  though  to  a  small  number.  It  was  that 
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which  must  necessarily  be  smaller  than  the  brilliant  halo 
which  spreads  itself  around  the  fame  of  a  public  man.  It 
was  the  circle  of  intimate  confidential  intercourse.  Cordial 
indeed  were  his  feelings  and  warm  was  his  friendship  here. 

By  the  world  he  was  sometimes  misunderstood  (as  how  few 
are  not),  with  reference  to  certain  supposed  qualities,  and 
the  supposed  absence  of  others.  By  those  who  knew  him 
well,  never.  But  he  certainly  did  require  to  be  well  known. 
When  well  known,  his  familiar  acquaintance,  and  boundless 
friendship,  were  delightful.  He  had  a  heart  as  warm  as  a 
woman’s;  a  ready  sympathy,  as  grateful  as  it  was  profuse; 
a  generous  nature.  Such  qualities  constitute  in  themselves 
an  enduring  monument,  and  such,  Mr.  Editor,  is  here 
offered  to  his  memory  by  a  sincerely  attached  friend.

As  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Mary  W.  Stevenson  Colston,  the 
University  library  has  received  the  library  of  the  late  Hon.  , 
Andrew  Stevenson,  who  was  a  resident  of  Albemarle 
county.  Mr.  Stevenson  was  a  representative  in  both  the  state 
and  national  legislatures,  and  was  later  a  minister  to  Eng¬ 
land. 

Mr.  Patton  does  not  yet  know  the  value  of  the  gift,  as 
the  boxes — of  which  there  are  about  two  dozen — have  not 
been  unpacked  completely;  but,  among  many  other  valuable 
books,  there  is  said  to  be  a  set  of  Audubon  which  alone,  in 
recent  quotations,  is  valued  at  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

This  gift  will  materially  strengthen  the  library,  and 
the  University  is  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs.  Colston.

In  Vol.  2  of  the  “Encyclopedia  of  Virginia  Biography,”  edited 
by  Hon.  Lyon  G.  Tyler  and  published  by  the  Lewis  Historical  Pub¬ 
lishing  Company,  1915,  at  p.  53,  is  a  brief  sketch  of  Governor  John 
Rutherfoord. 

The  following  article,  which  appeared  in  the  newspapers  soon 
after  the  death  of  Colonel  John  Rutherfoord,  is  a  worthy  tribute 
to  his  memory: 

We  announce  with  profound  sorrow,  which  we  feel 
assured  is  shared  by  this  entire  community,  the  death  of 
Colonel  John  Rutherfoord,  one  of  the  oldest,  most  dis¬ 
tinguished,  and  universally  esteemed  of  our  citizens.  His 
death,  on  Friday  last,  was  sudden  and  unexpected,  as  he 
presided  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Committee  which 
was  held  at  the  Capitol  during  the  past  week  to  appoint 
delegates  to  the  Philadelphia  Convention,  and  was  con¬ 
fined  to  his  chamber  but  a  few  hours  previous  to  his  demise. 

By  the  death  of  this  gentleman  we  have  lost  another 
of  that  class  of  high-toned,  accomplished,  educated,  cour¬ 
teous  and  chivalrous  men  which  once  constituted  the  crown¬ 
ing  pride  and  glory  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  gave  to 
Richmond  its  world-renowned  reputation  for  the  learning, 
eloquence  and  refinement  of  its  society.  Of  Richmond  in 
“by-gone  days,”  when  Marshall,  Wirt,  Wickham,  Hay, 
Stanard,  Johnson,  Ritchie,  Roane,  Nicholas,  Brockenbor- 
oughs,  Pleasants  and  Robinson  were  its  representative  men, 
John  Rutherfoord  was  one  of  the  last  survivors. 

He  was  the  associate,  peer  and  friend  of  the  great  men 
whom  we  have  named,  and  was  for  more  than  a  quarter  of 
a  century  in  public  life,  when  they  were  in  the  vigor  of 
mature  manhood. 
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Unambitious,  striving  merely  to  perform  all  the  duties 
of  public  and  private  life  with  scrupulous  fidelity’,  making 
no  efforts  at  intellectual  display,  but  possessing  a  mind  of 
uncommon  vigor  and  a  judgment  which  was  unusually 
sound,  Colonel  Rutherfoord  early  in  life  secured  the  confi¬ 
dence  of  the  citizens  of  Richmond  and  of  the  people  of 
Virginia,  and  retained  it  for  nearly  half  a  century. 

He  died  at  the  age  of  seventy-four,  full  of  intellectual 
vigor  and  faithful  to  the  very  hour  of  death  to  all  of  his 
public  and  private  duties.  The  deceased  was  a  native  of 
Richmond,  and  the  eldest  son  of  one  of  the  most  intelligent, 
able  and  successful  of  those  Scotch  merchants,  who  contrib¬ 
uted  so  largely  to  the  early  prosperity  of  this  city. 

At  a  very  early  age  he  graduated  with  much  distinc¬ 
tion  at  Princeton  College,  in  the  same  class,  we  have  heard, 
with  Breckinridge,  Clayton,  Dallas,  Dunlop  and  other 
students  who  subsequently  were  greatly  distinguished  as 
jurists  and  statesmen.  Colonel  Rutherfoord  studied  law 
with  Mr.  Hay,  and  subsequently  practiced  his  profession 
with  distinguished  success  for  several  years.  He  represented 
this  citv  for  nearly  twelve  consecutive  years  in  the  Legisla¬ 
ture,  when  political  feeling  and  prejudices  were  violently 
excited  during  the  administration  of  President  Adams  and 
Jackson,  during  this  period  of  his  public  life  an  over¬ 
whelming  majority  of  his  constituents  were  members  of  the 
Whig  party,  while  Colonel  Rutherfoord  was  a  prominent, 
fearless  and  active  member  of  the  Democratic  party.  So 
great  was  his  popularity,  however,  so  profound  the  respect 
felt  for  his  public  and  private  virtues,  and  such  the  confi¬ 
dence  reposed  in  his  judgment,  integrity  and  usefulness  as  a 
representative,  that  he  was  again  and  again  elected  when 
opposed  by  the  most  popular  men  of  the  dominant  party. 
He  continued  to  represent  Richmond  in  the  Legislature 
until  he  was  elected  member  of  the  old  ‘‘Council  of  State,” 
of  which  body  he  was  a  member  for  nearly  fourteen  con¬ 
secutive  years.  During  a  portion  of  this  time  he  was  acting 
governor  of  the  State,  Governor  Gilmer  having  resigned  and 
accepted  a  seat  in  the  Cabinet  of  President  Tyler.  His  mes¬ 
sages  while  holding  this  distinguished  position  were  marked 
by  more  than  ordinary  ability,  and  his  celebrated  corre¬ 
spondence  with  W.  H.  Seward,  then  governor  of  New 
York,  upon  the  celebrated  “Fugative  Slave  Question,”  was 
one  of  the  ablest  and  most  interesting  controversies  of  the 
day,  and  the  volume  which  contains  it  is  still  read  with  in¬ 
terest.  For  nearly  twenty-five  years  Colonel  Rutherfoord 
was  the  President  of  the  Democratic  Central  Committee  of 
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this  State,  and  was  the  author  of  many  of  those  addresses 
which  at  times  of  great  excitement  were  issued  by  this  party. 

The  writer  of  these  able  addresses  was  so  modest,  un¬ 
ambitious  and  indifferent  to  fame  that  the  knowledge  of 
his  authorship  was  confined  to  a  few  personal  friends.  They 
contributed  largely  to  the  unbroken  triumphs  of  the  De¬ 
mocracy  for  many  years,  but  their  author,  far  from  seeking, 
is  known  to  have  repeatedly  refused  flattering  offers  of 
Federal  office.  During  the  last  thirty  years  of  his  life, 
Colonel  Rutherfoord  was  the  President  of  the  Mutual  As¬ 
surance  Society,  the  oldest  office  of  its  character  in  this 
country.  It  survived  the  general  wreck  of  such  institutions 
which  followed  the  late  Civil  War,  and  Colonel  Ruther¬ 
foord  was  discharging  the  duties  of  President  at  the  time 
of  his  death. 

In  his  early  manhood  Colonel  Rutherfoord  was  the 
first  Captain  of  the  famous  Fayette  Artillery  Company,  and 
continued  to  command  it  for  many  years.  When  he  resigned, 
the  company,  as  a  mark  of  affection  and  esteem,  presented 
him  with  a  magnificent  silver  vase,  which  he  always  re¬ 
garded  with  natural  pride  and  pleasure. 

But  the  long  and  faithful  public  career  of  this  noble 
and  chivalrous  Virginia  gentleman  was  not  the  secret  of 
his  extraordinary  popularity.  Neither  did  this  modest,  pure 
Christian  gentleman  seek  popularity  as  other  men  would 
have  done.  It  was  a  spontaneous  tribute  to  as  many  noble 
qualities  as  God  ever  gave  to  man.  His  uniform  courtesy 
was  the  result  of  a  kindliness  of  heart,  which  knew  no  de¬ 
ceit,  bitterness  or  ill-feeling  towards  any  human  being. 
Men  who  were  associated  with  him  in  the  closest  ties  of 
official  business  cannot  recall  an  angry  word,  or  an  unkind 
look,  now  that  he  has  gone  to  the  better  world.  Relatives, 
friends,  and  members  of  his  household  who  for  half  a  cen¬ 
tury  were  with  him,  in  sickness  and  when  tortured  by  the 
protracted  agony  of  the  most  painful  malady,  bear  the  same 
tribute  to  his  great  and  good  qualities.  He  was  a  man  with¬ 
out  guile,  and  during  a  long,  eventful  and  distinguished 
career,  never  had  a  personal  enemy.  We  venture  thus 
warmly  to  eulogize  his  virtues  because  in  this  community 
where  he  was  so  long  loved,  honored,  and  revered,  no  one 
will  say  that  the  tribute  is  unmerited,  or  that  it  was  possible 
to  exaggerate  his  noble  qualities. 

The  memory  of  his  worth  will  long  survive  him,  and 
will  constitute  a  priceless  inheritance  to  his  descendants, 
and  cheer  and  console  that  widowed  and  desolate  mourner, 
who,  for  more  than  half  a  century,  shared  his  every  joy  and 
sorrow.

The  following  obituary  notice  is  copied  from  an  old  newspaper 
clipping  of  November,  1857.  While  the  name  of  the  newspaper  is 
not  given  it  is  supposed  to  be  the  Danville  Register ,  published  in 
Danville,  Virginia: 

Hon.  Walter  Coles,  Sr. 

The  Hon.  Walter  Coles,  Sr.,  died  at  his  residence, 
“Coles  Hill,”  in  the  County  of  Pittsylvania  on  Monday  the 
9th  inst.,  of  pneumonia. 

Although  Mr.  Coles  spent  the  last  years  of  his  life  in 
retirement,  yet  the  position  he  once  occupied  in  the  state 
as  a  politician  and  a  public  man  deserves  more  extensive 
notice  than  the  subject  of  an  ordinary  obituary;  and  we 
regret  that  we  have  had  no  opportunity  of  gathering  more 
of  the  instructive  incidents  of  his  life  than  are  detailed  in 
this  hastily  written  sketch. 

Walter  Coles,  Sr.,  was  born  in  the  County  of  Halifax, 

Va.,  Dec.  8th,  1790; — descended  from  several  of  the  oldest 
and  most  highly  respectable  families  in  the  country.  His 
early  tastes  and  predilections,  inclined  him  decidedly  to 
quiet  and  social  life;  but  being  always  a  popular  man  and 
esteemed  for  his  virtues  and  talents,  he  was  called  upon  fre¬ 
quently,  and  particularly  in  party  times,  to  serve  in  the 
State  and  National  Legislatures.  During  the  War  of  1812 
with  Great  Britain  he  held  the  office  of  Captain  of  Dra¬ 
goons,  and  served  for  some  time  on  the  Canada  line  under 
General  Wade  Hampton  of  South  Carolina.  He  acted  for 
a  long  series  of  years  as  Justice  of  the  Peace  under  the 
Constitution  of  1830.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Virginia 
Legislature  1833-4,  and  served  the  constituents  of  one  of 
the  most  respectable  districts  in  the  state  ten  years  in  Con¬ 
gress  from  1835  to  1843,  and  then  voluntarily  retired  in  the 
unabated  enjoyment  of  his  popularity,  and  retaining  the  full 
confidence  of  his  constituents.  Although  he  was  several 
times  opposed  by  one  of  the  ablest  debaters  in  the  State, 
he  was  never  defeated. 

#  He  was  firm  and  courteous  in  his  bearing  towards  his 
political  opponents,  and  his  speeches  were  clear  and  in¬ 
structive.  Mr.  Coles’s  talents  were  not  of  a  showy  or  bril¬ 
liant  order,  but  he  was  eminently  practical  and  successful 
in  his  private  business,  and  was  a  useful  and  hard-working 
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public  man.  The  speeches  he  made  in  Congress,  and  in 
canvassing  the  district  for  Congress,  disclosed  a  clear,  sound 
and  vigorous  understanding,  well-stored  with  useful,  accu¬ 
rate,  and  statistical  information.  He  labored  for  the  ad¬ 
vancement  of  the  agricultural  and  and  local  interests  of 
middle  Virginia,  and  rendered  particularly  efficient  aid  in 
the  National  Councils  to  the  tobacco-growing  interests. 

But  what  in  these  days  is  most  worthy  of  imitation, 

Mr.  Coles  was  an  honest  politician,  an  honest  man,  a  patriot, 
and  a  gentleman,  and  although  a  wealthy  man,  he  was  popu¬ 
lar,  not  because  he  sought  popularity,  and  flattered  and 
cringed  for  it,  but  because  his  constituents  esteemed  him 
and  admired  his  virtues,  his  hospitality,  his  private  worth 
and  unostentatious  demeanor. 

Few  men  had  fewer  enemies. 

He  married,  in  1821,  Miss  Lettice  P.  Carrington,  a 
daughter  of  Judge  Paul  Carrington,  Sr.,  of  Charlotte  Co., 
Virginia.  He  is  survived  by  his  widow,  one  son,  and  three 
daughters.  He  was  a  son  of  Col.  Isaac  Coles,  Sr.,  who  repre¬ 
sented  this  district  in  the  first  U.  S.  Congress  for  some  years, 
and  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  States  Rights’  Party.

&  Carrington  to  dine  with  us  today  in  a  family  way  at 
3  o’clock. 

Do  come  if  it  is  in  your  power;  if  not  however  let  me 
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know  by  the  servant — so  that  we  may  not  again  wait  for  you 
in  vain.  We  see  as  little  of  you  and  Carrington  as  we  shd. 
do  if  you  were  stationed  half  way  between  this  &  Baltimore. 

Yours  sincerely  and  affec. 

Edward  Coles

Letter  from  John  Key,  Jr.,  1st  Lt.  12th  Inftry.  to  “Capt.  Walter 
Coles,  3rd  Rifle  Regt.,”  addressed  to  him  at  Fredericksburg,  Va., 
which  is  as  follows : 

Abingdon  Washington  City  5th  January  1813. 

D.  S  ir  This  day  have  the  pleasure  to  acknowledge  the 
receipt  of  your  letter  dated  28th  December  1814,  which 
affords  me  pleasure  to  hear  from  you,  your  favor  from 
Washington  I  have  answered  and  did  suppose  you  would 
have  received  it  before  you  left  “Woodstock” ;  your  Two 
men  left  with  me  have  recovered.  I  shall  send  them  on  with 
Capt.  Martin  of  your  Regiment  who  is  now  in  this  place 
with  102  the  finest  men  I  have  ever  seen  enlisted,  they  will 
march  in  the  course  of  2  days  for  the  Regiment  and  of 
course  will  be  with  you  ere  long,  he  has  one  of  your  de¬ 
serters  taken  in  Tennessee,  I  am  much  pleased  to  find  you 
have  obtained  a  Company  and  will  have  that  active  com¬ 
mand  you  wished  for.

“Enniscorthy,”  May  1 8th,  1815. 

My  dr.  Cap. 

I  received  yours  enclosing  a  check  for  five  hundred  & 
twenty-nine  dollars  the  amount  of  Hopkirks  Bond  which  is 
now  sent  as  you  desire,  with  my  receipt  in  full. 

My  Brother  Edward  has  been  disappointed  in  his  in¬ 
tended  trip  to  Pittsylvania  to  visit  our  aunt  and  friends 
in  that  quarter,  &  I  fear  now  he  will  be  obliged  to  leave 
the  State  without  seeing  you — He  is  still  bent  on  his  journey 
to  Ohio  with  a  view  to  a  permanent  settlement  there,  from 
wh.  all  our  efforts  have  been  unable  to  divert  him.  My 
arms  are  still  very  weak — so  much  so  that  as  yet  I  am

unable  to  mount  a  Horse,  and  as  the  progress  of  my  re¬ 
covery  is  very  slow,  I  know  not  when  I  shall  be  able  to  do 
so — believe  me  now  even  when  I  assure  you  that  nothing 
would  give  me  more  pleasure  than  to  visit  you  and  my  aunt, 

&  I  certainly  mean  to  do  so  as  soon  as  I  can  without  too 
much  inconvenience. 

Can  you  not  come  over  to  us  in  the  course  of  the 
summer,  &  my  mother  and  sister  would  be  delighted  to 
see  my  aunt  and  cousin  Catherine  to  whom  they  ask  to  be 
affectionately  presented.

Letter  from  Isaac  Coles  to  “Walter  Coles,  Esq.,  Chalk  Level, 
Pittsylvania  County/’  which  is  as  follows: 

Albemarle,  July  10,  1820. 

Dr.  Coles, 

I  have  lately  heard  that  on  a  trial  for  some  property 
on  Adams’  Hill  in  Richd.  the  old  Original  plan  of  the 
Town  was  produced  by  one  of  the  parties  and  admitted  as 
evidence  by  the  Court — In  this  Plat,  in  the  hand  writing 
old  Old  Col.  Bird,  my  Grand  Fathers  name  appears  on 
several  of  the  squares — This  property  I  have  always  heard 
was  given  by  my  Grand  Father  to  your  Father,  and  it  would 
seem  from  the  decision  in  the  case  referred  to  as  well  as 
from  others,  that  this  paper  is  sufficient  to  establish  the 
title  of  my  uncle,  unless  the  personal  holders  of  the  prop¬ 
erty  can  show  a  better  title.  As  the  existence  of  this  paper 
may  have  a  very  important  bearing  on  yr.  interest  and  that 
of  your  family  I  hasten  to  inform  you  of  the  fact,  that  you 
may  give  the  subject  the  attention  which  it  certainly  merits. 

Mr.  Stevenson  is  possessed  of  all  the  facts,  and  speaks  very 
confidently  of  your  chances  of  success, — I  refer  you  to  him, 
on  whose  information  indeed  I  have  been  induced  to  send 
you  this. 

I  was  disappointed  in  making  my  arrangements  for  a 
removal  to  Missouri  last  spring — the  times  were  so  hard 
that  I  could  not  make  the  necessary  collections — but  now 
my  prospects  are  more  flattering  and  I  can  speak  confidently 
of  my  ability  to  commence  my  journey  by  the  middle  or  last 
of  Septr.  Present  me  affecty.  to  my  aunt,  cousins  Catherine 
&  Mary  &  the  other  members  of  yr.  family — yr.  friends 
here  are  all  quite  well.

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Letter  from  Isaac  A.  Coles  from  Garlands,  Va.,  to  “Waite 
Coles,  Esq.,  Chalk  Level,  Pittsylvania  County/’  which  is  as  follows 

“Enniscorthy,”  June  14th,  1828. 

My  dear  Sir, 

I  received  while  in  Norfolk  your  letter  of  the  20th 
May.  I  was  greatly  gratified  to  learn  that  there  was  some 
Hope  of  seeing  you  and  your  better  half  at  “Enniscorthy” 
during  the  summer.  As  cousin  Mary  promised  to  visit  us 
when  she  came  to  see  her  friend  Mrs.  Cabell  I  hope  you 
may  find  it  convenient  to  be  of  her  party,  &  that  we  may 
have  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  you  all  together. — We  of 
the  Green  Mountain  have  for  some  time  thought  that  we 
had  some  reason  to  complain,  particularly  of  the  younger 
members  of  your  family,  several  of  whom  have  passed  us 
by,  as  if  there  were  no  ties  of  blood  to  bind  us  together. 

I  hope  the  example  you  are  about  to  set  may  be  followed 
by  those  who  look  up  to  you  as  their  head. 

I  did  not  see  Genl.  Taylor  while  in  Norfolk  as  he 
was  on  a  visit  to  his  relation  Mr.  Eyre  on  the  Eastern  Shore 
but  I  called  on  his  brother  with  whom  I  had  a  long  con¬ 
versation  in  relation  to  your  suit.  He  seemed  entirely  pos¬ 
sessed  of  it  and  assured  me  that  the  only  difficulty  in  the 
case,  was  the  names  of  all  the  Parties,  with  which  he  had  not 
been  furnished,  &  without  which  it  would  be  impossible 
to  proceed,  when  these  were  procured  that  a  decision  of 
the  case  in  yr.  favor  was  inevitable — in  the  mean  time  if 
any  proceedings  should  be  attempted  that  Thompson  could 
at  any  time  set  them  aside  by  showing  that  there  were 
other  parties  to  the  suit  than  those  included  etc.  etc.  and 
that  without  an  accurate  list  of  all  the  parties  it  would  be 
in  vain  to  attempt  to  move  it  at  all — all  therefore  (as  far  as 
I  could  understand  the  matter  from  him)  turns  upon  this 
point  &  to  this  yr.  efforts  must  be  directed — to  succeed  or 
fail  in  this,  is  to  succeed  or  fail  in  the  suit — The  old  will 
recorded  in  Elizabeth  City  stands  at  present  &  the  person 
or  persons  therein  designated  are  entitled  to  enter  upon  & 
hold  the  property  on  which  the  Bank  has  some  claim  de¬ 
rived  from  Thompson  &  over  which  it  may  perhaps  exercise 
some  control— But  these  persons  are  not  known  here,  &  are 
probably  ignorant  of  the  existence  of  this  old  will  or  their 
supposed  rights  derived  from  it — the  property  therefore 
must  continue  to  lay  waste  until  a  decision  is  had  &  which 
can  be  had  whenever  the  parties  are  all  properly  brought 
before  the  court.  I  could  not  learn  that  there  was  anything 
to  pay  or  that  any  thing  I  could  do  would  place  the  affair 
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on  a  better  footing.  The  one  thing  needful — &  I  may  say 
the  only  thing  needful  being  the  names  of  all  the  Parties. 

We  have  had  a  fine  spring  &  an  abundance  of  fruit  the 
cherries  were  unusually  abundant — Tob.  Plants  very  scarce 
the  wheat  crop  unusually  good — -corn  good— clover  fields  a 
larger  crop  generally — Tucker  has  not  yet  returned  from 
Philadelphia  where  he  went  with  his  wife  in  April  to  see 
Doctor  Physick— We  learn  that  his  health  has  been  restored 
— Sally  Stevenson  is  still  in  a  bad  way,  &  her  husband  talks 
of  carrying  her  on  to  Pha.  in  July — Edward  who  is  now 
with  us  talks  also  of  being  of  the  Party,  as  well  as  Betsey, 

&  the  Singletons — Walters,  Johns  &  Mrs.  Carters  families 
are  well  &  my  own  health  continues  good.  As  Edward  ex¬ 
presses  a  wish  to  add  to  this  letter  I  will  now  say  adieu 
asking  to  be  presented  affectly.  to  my  aunt  yr.  good  wife  & 
my  other  relations — ever  truly  yrs.

Letter  from  Edward  Coles  to  “Walter  Coles,  Esq.,”  under  the 
same  cover  as  the  above  letter  of  June  14,  1828,  to  said  Walter 
Coles,  which  is  as  follows: 

My  dear  Walter: 

I  was  very  anxious  to  have  paid  you,  my  dear  Aunt, 
and  beloved  relations  in  Pittsylvania,  Charlotte,  etc.,  a  visit 
this  spring.  But  having  been  detained  in  Philadelphia  by 
the  arrival  and  bad  health  of  my  Brother  Tucker  &  his  • 
wife,  and  the  Singletons — Stevensons — &  my  sister  Betsey 
having  enlisted  me  in  their  contemplated  tour  to  the  North, 

I  am  compelled  to  defer  for  the  present  my  visit  to  you. 

We  propose  to  leave  here  between  the  5th  &  10th  of  July 
for  Mr.  Madisons,  and  from  thence  proceed  on  to  the  North 
— how  far  I  know  not — but  probably  to  Ballston  Springs, 
and  from  thence  to  Boston,  or  the  Falls  of  Niagara,  and 
possibly  to  Quebec.  I  must  so  shape  my  course,  and  regu¬ 
late  my  movements,  as  to  be  back  in  Illinois  by  the  first  of 
October. 

It  was  long  the  practice  of  my  Father  to  make  a  record 
of  the  different  branches  of  his  Family.  I  find  however, 
it  is  deficient  in  many  respects,  and  has  of  late  been  omitted. 

To  enable  me  to  perfect  and  to  continue  our  Family  Record, 
may  I  ask  the  favor  of  you,  and  my  beloved  Aunt,  to  fur¬ 
nish  me  with  the  following  information. 

.The  name  of  your  Mother — when  &  where  born  & 
married,  and  the  name  &  residence  of  her  Father,  &  maiden 
name  of  her  Mother. 

The  names  of  her  children — the  dates  of  their  births 
&  marriages. 
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The  names  and  ages  of  her  sons  &  daughters-in-law, 
and  the  names  &  residences  of  their  parents. 

The  names,  ages  &  birth  places,  of  her  grand  children. 

Will  your  Family  Record  enable  you  to  inform  me  of 
the  parentage  of  your  Grand  Father  (John  Coles)  when  & 
where  he  was  born — when  he  emigrated  to  this  country — 
when  he  married  Mary  Winston — the  names  of  her  Father 
&  Mother  &  where  they  resided— the  names  of  her  2nd  & 

3rd  Husband — when  she  married  them — &  if  she  had  chil¬ 
dren  by  them. 

When  did  our  Uncle  Walter  marry  Mildred  Light- 
foot? 

When  did  our  Aunt  Sarah  marry  George  Muter? 

When  did  our  Aunt  Mary  marry  Henry  Tucker,  & 
when  did  she  die? 

When  did  your  Father  marry  Eliza  Lightfoot — when 
&  where  was  she  born  &  when  &  where  did  she  die — &  the 
names  of  her  Father  &  mother. 

When  did  your  Brother  Isaac  marry  Lightfoot  Car¬ 
rington,  and  when  and  where  did  he  die — the  names  &  ages 
of  his  children. 

When  did  your  Father  remove  to  Pittsylvania,  &  when 
did  he  die? 

Pardon  me  for  troubling  you  with  so  many  questions 
on  a  subject  about  which  you  who  have  children  are  much 
more  interested  than  I  who  have  none.  My  affectionate  love 
to  your  Mother,  Wife,  Sisters,  &  Brothers — any  and  all  of 
whom  I  should  be  delighted  to  see — &  believe  me  truly 
&  affectionately,

P.  S.  I  was  much  with  your  cousin  Cap.  Gerry  in  Phil,  to 
whom  I  feel  much  attached — He  appeared  very  gay  & 
happy  &  was  very  much  of  a  Ladys  Man.  He  expressed  a 
great  desire  to  visit  his  aunt  &  relations  in  Pittsylvania — I 
promised  to  accompany  him  if  he  is — come  by  this.

Letter  from  Edward  Coles  to  Walter  Coles,  addressed  to  him 
at  Chalk  Level,  Pittsylvania  County,  Va. 

Philadelphia,  Feb.  1,  1831. 

My  dear  Walter : 

I  left  Illinois  about  the  1st  of  July,  &  went  by  the 
way  of  the  Lakes  &  the  falls  of  Niagara  to  Saratoga  Springs, 
where  I  remained  a.  month,  &  then  passed  on  by  the  sea- 
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shore,  this  place  &c,  to  Virginia,  where  it  was  my  intention 
to  have  stayed  a  month  or  six  weeks,  6c  then  to  have  returned 
to  Illinois,  making  a  visit  on  the  way  to  my  relations  in 
Halifax  6c  Pittsylvania.  But  soon  after  my  reaching  Albe¬ 
marle  I  was  taken  sick,  6c  continued  so  for  several  weeks, 
when  finding  my  recovery  slow,  6c  my  health  precarious,  6c 
feeling  a  desire  to  consult  the  Physicians  here,  and  having 
also  some  business  in  New  York,  I  determined  to  return 
back  to  the  West  by  the  Northern  or  Lake  route.  But  here 
again  I  was  unfortunate,  for  I  was  taken  in  N.  Y.  with  a 
violent  cold  which  confined  me  for  some  time,  which  to¬ 
gether  with  my  previous  indisposition  delayed  my  journey 
across  the  mountains  so  long  6c  to  so  late  a  season  of  the 
year,  as  to  induce  me  to  postpone  it  until  the  Spring.  In  the 
meantime  I  shall  spend  my  time  in  New  York  and  this 
place,  6c  about  the  first  of  March  shall  go  on  to  Baltimore, 
&  spend  2  or  3  weeks  with  my  Brother  Isaac  and  his  wife, 
who  are  spending  the  winter  there  6c  who  were  made  happy 
a  few  days  since  by  the  birth  of  a  daughter.  I  shall  then  set 
out  by  the  way  of  Wheeling  6c  the  Ohio  River,  for  Illinois. 

While  in  Albemarle  Brother  Isaac  rec’d  a  letter  from 
you  informing  him  of  Cousin  Johns  intention  to  make  a 
visit  to  Missouri  last  fall,  8c  asking  for  letters  of  introduc¬ 
tion  for  him.  He  immediately  answered,  6c  notified  you  of 
our  Nephew  Walters  intention  of  going  about  the  same 
time,  with  the  hope  that  they  might  so  arrange  matters  as  to 
fall  in  together  6c  travel  in  company.  It  was  his  intention 
as  well  as  mine  to  have  forwarded  by  Walter  letters  for 
cousin  John.  But  very  unexpectedly  Walter  was  detained 
from  day  to  day,  6c  from  week  to  week,  until  we  were 
satisfied  cousin  John  would  have  left  Missouri  before 
Walters  arrival  there.  To  the  expectation  of  Walters  daily 
departure,  there  was  another  circumstance  which  caused  us 
to  delay  complying  with  your  request  to  write  to  John — it 
was  the  extreme  illness  of  our  Brother  Tucker,  whose  life 
was  in  great  danger  for  two  weeks,  6c  whose  situation  en¬ 
grossed  our  whole  attention.  We  both  regretted  very  much 
that  we  were  thus  prevented  from  serving  him ;  but  knowing 
as  I  do  the  general  frank  6c  sociable  character  of  the  West¬ 
ern  people,  I  hope  he  did  not  feel  the  want  of  our  letters. 
I  also  regret  very  much  my  absence  from  Illinois,  as  it 
would  have  afforded  me  particular  pleasure  not  only  to 
have  seen  my  cousin  in  my  new  residence,  but  to  have  gone 
with  him  from  place  to  place  6c. shown  him  everything 
worth  seeing  in  the  country.  I  feel  particularly  anxious  to 
hear  what  parts  of  the  country  he  saw,  &  how  he  was 
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pleased.  I  presume  of  course  he  went  to  see  Brother  Isaacs 
&  Walters  establishments,  &  cannot  but  think  he  must  have 
been  pleased  with  both.  I  have  3000  acres  adjoining  to  the 
former,  &  1500  adjoining  the  latter  either  of  which  I  would 
let  him  have  on  very  reasonable  terms. 

Some  two  or  three  years  ago  I  wrote  to  your  Mother 
and  informed  her  I  was  anxious  to  complete  our  Family 
Record,  and  asked  the  favor  of  her  to  furnish  me  with  the 
names,  births,  marriages,  &  deaths,  of  her  Family.  To  this 
letter  I  have  rec’d  no  answer,  and  the  fair  inference  is  she 
has  some  particular  objection  in  doing  so.  I  know  some 
persons  do  not  like  to  talk  of  their  ages,  nor  do  they  like 
that  other  persons  should.  If  there  be  any  such  objection 
I  will  not  urge  a  compliance.  But  I  must  own,  with  a  per¬ 
severance  common  to  Western  people,  I  have  never  lost 
sight  of  the  subject,  &  have  delayed  making  out  the  Record 
with  the  hope  I  should  yet  get  the  requisite  information 
to  enable  me  to  place  her  Family  in  its  proper  place.  I  have 
rec’d  from  Cousin  Carrington  &  others  the  necessary  in¬ 
formation  of  all  the  branches  of  the  Family,  except  of  yours 
&  aunt  Tuckers.  If  there  exists  no  objection  you  would  con¬ 
fer  a  great  favor  by  giving  me  a  complete  record  of  your 
Fathers  Family.  The  time  of  his  birth  &  death ,  when  he 
married  his  1st  wife — her  name,  birth,  &  death — when  he 
married  his  2d  wife,  her  name  &  birth,  &  also  the  name  of 
her  Father  &  Mother,  &  where  they  resided. — The  names, 
births,  marriages  and  deaths,  of  the  children  by  both  wives 

— and  the  names,  births  & - [paper  torn]  your  Fat - 

[paper  torn]  sons  &  daughters-in-law,  and  the  names  of 
their  Fathers  &  Mothers,  &  where  they  resided.  And  also 
the  names  and  births  of  your  Fathers  grand  children.  If 
you  have  in  your  Family  Bible  or  elsewhere  any  informa¬ 
tion  of  our  Grand  Father  or  Mother — such  as  when  he  emi¬ 
grated  to  this  Country — where  they  were  born  &  married 
&c  &c,  you  would  oblige  me  by  furnishing  it.  A  letter 
directed  to  Baltimore  any  time  before  the  10  or  13  of 
March  will  find  me  there. 

Since  I  recovered  from  the  effects  of  my  cold  I  have 
enjoyed  excellent  health,  and  have  been  enjoying  very  much 
the  gayety  of  New  York  &  Phila.  The  former  is  not  only 
the  most  bustling  but  by  far  the  most  gay  &  hospitable  City 
in  this  Country.  The  circle  of  my  acquaintance  has  become 
very  extensive  both  there  &  here — in  each  City  I  visit  in 
near  140  Families.  I  have  been  at  a  party  nearly  every 
evening,  &  sometimes  2  &  3  of  an  evening.  These  you  will 
say  are  bad  habits  for  a  backwoodman — or  rather  I  should 
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call  myself  a  Prairteman.  Perhaps  they  are,  but  I  have  de¬ 
termined  to  take  the  world  as  I  find  it,  &  enjoy  life  as  long 
as  it  will  last. 

I  beg  you  to  present  my  affectionate  regards  to  your 
wife,  Mother,  Brothers,  &  Sisters,  and  say  to  them,  as  I 
looked  forward  with  the  most  pleasing  anticipations  to  the 
.  pleasure  of  seeing  them  last  fall,  I  was  sadly  disappointed 
when  my  ill-health  prevented  me  doing  so.  I  will  still  in¬ 
dulge  the  hope  of  having  that  pleasure  before  very  long. 
Your  wife  I  hope  would  not  consider  it  too  late  to  receive 
from  me  bridal  congratulations,  but  as  I  have  not  seen  her 
since  her  marriage  she  would  have  to  receive  them.  And 
my  Cousin  Mary  I  am  particularly  anxious  to  see,  the  more 
so  as  I  am  a  great  admirer  of  tall  Ladies.  Your  truly  &

Have  you  the  Coles  Court  of  Arms?  I  have  had  an 
office  seal  made  with  them  engraved  on  it — the  impression 
made  by  it  is  on  this  letter. 

The  blanks  in  the  above  letter  were  caused  by  the  tearing  off 
of  the  wax  seal  as  the  letter  was  folded  up  in  the  old-fashioned  way 
and  mailed  without  envelope. 

Letter  from  Governor  Edward  Coles  to  “Walter  Coles,  Esq., 
Member  of  Congress/’  addressed  to  him  at  Washington  City:  * 

Philadelphia,  Feb.  1 6,  1836. 

My  dear  Walter : 

It  has  been  my  wish  ever  since  the  meeting  of  Congress, 
to  write,  and,  though  late,  to  congratulate  you  on  your  occu¬ 
pying  the  seat  long  occupied  by  your  Father  in  the  National 
Councils;  and  expressing  my  pleasure  at  your  being  there, 
not  only  from  the  interest  I  take  in  every  thing  which  con¬ 
tributes  to  your  advancement  &  happiness,  but  because  it 
brings  you  nearer  to  me,  &  holds  out  the  prospect  of  my 
seeing  more  of  you;  and  because  I  flatter  myself  with  the 
hope  that  you  will  find  it  convenient  to  come  on  here,  and 
give  me  the  happiness  of  having  you  under  my  roof.  I  say 
under  my  roof,  for  during  the  last  &  the  present  winter  we 
have  been  keeping  house — having  rented  furnished  houses 
— the  owners  having  occasion  to  leave  home  rented  us  their 
houses  &  furniture — so  that  we  have  been  able  both  winters 
to  walk  into  a  house  &  be  comfortably  fixed  at  once.  The 
death  of  my  Wife’s  Father,  and  the  peculiar  situation  in 
which  he  left  his  property,  have  prevented  our  permanent 
locating  ourselves.  We  hope  to  do  so  next  Fall. 
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I  should  have  written  you  long  ago,  but  for  the  illness 
of  my  wife,  the  anxiety  I  felt,  &  the  occupation  of  nursing, 
and  the  accumulation  of  various  matters  of  business  which 
I  have  had  since  to  attend  to.  She  was  taken  sick  early  in 
December,  and  has  not  since  been  able  to  leave  the  house 
— though  for  some  time  past  could  have  done  so  if  the 
weather  had  been  good  &  if  the  situation  of  the  streets  had 
not  been  such  from  the  quantity  of  snow  &  ice  as  to  render 
it  unsafe  for  her  to  venture  out.  For  several  weeks  she  was 
extremely  ill;  but  I  am  happy  to  say  she  has  now  entirely 
recovered,  &  I  hope  in  a  few  weeks  she  will  regain  her 
flesh,  strength  and  good  looks. 

Our  little  daughter  Mary— now  near  1 1  months  old 
has  always  enjoyed  good  health,  and  is  said  by  all  to  be  an 
unusually  forward,  fine-looking  &  promising  child.  I  think 
she  never  was  surpassed.  This  you  will  say  is  natural  for 
a  Parent  to  think,  especially  of  one  who  is  so  fond  of  chil¬ 
dren  as  I  am,  &  who  never  had  a  child  until  so  far  advanced 
in  life.  Whatever  the  cause  may  be,  the  fact  is  most  certain, 
that  I  am  devoted  to  this  dear  little  Pet. 

Do  let  me  know  how  your  dear  Mother  is — how  she 
bears  up  under  that  to  her  heart-breaking  loss,  &  to  all  sad 
bereavement,  in  the  death  of  her  dutiful,  amiable,  &  uni¬ 
versally  beloved  Daughter.  I  cannot  express  how  much  I 
was  shocked  &  distressed  at  seeing  her  death  announced  in 
the  papers  (for  I  had  not  heard  of  her  sickness)  nor  the 
pain  I  experienced,  as  well  from  the  sincere  regard  I  felt 
for  her,  as  from  feelings  of  sympathy  &  commiseration 
for  your  beloved  Mother,  between  whom  there  existed  the 
strongest  feelings  of  devoted  &  reciprocal  attachment. — 
Tell  me  also  about  her  little  infant — how  old  was  it  at  the 
death  of  Mary — is  it  in  good  health,  &  does  it  grow  fast  & 
promise  well — what  is  its  name? 

Where  is  my  good  cousin  your  better  part?  Is  she  with 
you  in  Washington,  or  have  you  left  her  at  home?  You  will 
see  from  this  question  how  very  ignorant  I  am — not  having 
heard  one  word  about  you  this  winter — except  from  the 
proceedings  of  Congress  that  you  were  there.  The  fact  is 
the  illness  of  my  Wife  has  not  only  kept  me  out  of  society, 
but  confined  me  so  closely  to  my  house  that  I  have  seldom 
been  out,  or  seen  or  heard  anything  except  from  the  news¬ 
papers.  You  see  then  what  a  favor  you  would  confer  on  me 
by  writing  me  a  long  letter  and  telling  me  all  about  your¬ 
self,  your  wife  &  children,  and  your  Mother  &  all  our 
friends  in  Pittsylvania — to  all  of  whom,  especially  to  your 
dear  Mother,  I  beg  to  be  affectionately  remembered — and 
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for  yourself  that  you  will  do  me  the  favor  to  look  upon  me 
as  your  sincerely  attached  relative  &  friend.

My  relations  in  Virginia  were  all  well  when  I  heard 
last.  I  heard  from  Richmond  a  few  days  since — but  not  for 
2  or  3  weeks  from  Albemarle.  My  wife  desires  to  be  par¬ 
ticularly  remembered  to  you  &  your  Wife. 

Can  I  be  of  any  service  to  you  here — if  so  let  me 

know  it. 

Letter  from  Gen.  Winfield  Scott,  to  the  “Hon.  Walter  Coles  in 
Congress,  Washington  City,”  which  is  as  follows: 

Richmond,  Feb.  1 6,  1837. 

My  dear  Sir: 

Presuming  less  on  the  personal  regard  you  have  always 
shown  me,  than  the  interest  of  the  subject,  I  beg  leave  to 
address  you  a  word  in  behalf  of  the  widow  &  orphans  of 
the  late  Colonel  Heileman,  whose  memorial,  I  believe,  was 
some  time  ago  referred  to  the  Committee  in  The  House,  of 
which  you  are  a  member. 

I  am  unwilling  to  weary  you  with  the  commonplaces 
which  might  be  heaped  up  on  this  subject,  altho’  even  those 
could  not  fail,  in  this  particular  case,  to  move  all  manly 
&  generous  bosoms. 

Major  Heileman  was  the  first,  in  our  recent  Indian 
compaigns,  &  after  many  signal  failures  on  the  part  of 
others  who,  when  approached  by  the  enemy,  disdained  the 
shelter  of  breast-works  or  pickets,  but  sallying  forth,  met 
the  foe  &  achieved  a  brilliant  victory.  The  President  was 
prompt  in  sending  him  the  rank  of  lieutenant  colonel  by 
brevet;  but  he  did  not  live  to  receive  the  reward,  or  to  hear 
the  applauses  of  his  countrymen.  Previously  much  indis¬ 
posed,  he,  in  a  day  or  two,  fell  a  victim  to  climate.  Had  he 
fallen  by  the  rifle  of  the  enemy,  instead  of  perishing  by  dis¬ 
ease,  on  a  wretched  pallet  of  leaves,  his  widow  &  children 
would  have  been  entitled  to  the  miserable  pittance  provided 
by  our  pension  law  for  such  cases ;  but,  as  it  is,  they  have  no 
resource  but  to  sue  for  the  charity  of  their  country. 

There  is  no  reason  why  I  should  address  you,  in  this 
case,  rather  than  any,  or  every  other  individual  of  feeling 
— except  that  it  is  the  particular  request  of  Mrs.  Heileman, 

&  that  the  order  which  led  to  the  distinction  &  death  of  her 
husband,  &  my  friend,  was  written  by  my  hand. 

An  officer  of  talents,  experience  &  energy  was  wanted, 
at  the  moment,  on  the  Fort  Drane  or  Alachua  frontier. 
Genl.  Clinch  had  then  resigned,  which  devolved  the  com- 
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mand  on  Colonel  Bankhead,  &  the  latter  had  been  broken 
down  by  fatigue  &  sickness,  Major  Heileman,  altho’  in 
feeble  health,  was,  from  his  merit,  elected  to  relieve  Col. 
Bankhead,  who  was  the  greater  invalid.  The  major  repaired 
to  the  perilous  station,  without  hesitancy  but,  as  I  have 
learned,  with  a  full  anticipation  of  his  fate. 

There  may  be  many  precedents  for  the  pension  in  ques¬ 
tion.  The  case  of  Commodore  Perry’s  family  is  the  last  that 
I  recollect;  but  if  not  one  could  be  produced.  I  feel  per¬ 
suaded  that  the  Congress  of  the  U.  States  will  not  turn  away.

This  is  an 
error  as  the  name  of  the  son  of  Walter  Coles  14,  and  Mary  Darri¬ 
cott,  in  the  “Coles  Record,”  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  Edward  Coles, 
of  Philadelphia,  is  given  as  Walter  Coles. 

In  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Maria  C.  Saunders,  of  Roanoke,  Vir- 
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ginia,  dated  December  12,  1915,  she  says  as  to  this  branch  of  the 
family: 

I  am  in  my  seventy-sixth  year  and  remember  the  death 
of  my  great  grand-mother  which  occurred  at  my  grand¬ 
father’s  home — William  Shelton,  of  “Woodlawn,”  Louisa 
County,  Virginia.  I  was  in  my  eighth  year  and  was  in 
the  house  at  the  time.  My  great  grand-father  died  before 
my  father  was  married.  There  were  only  three  children 
born  to  my  great  grandparents.  One  son  William  Coles  who 
went  to  South  America  when  a  young  man,  he  married  and 
died  there.  The  only  and  last  news  I  have  had  of  him  was

As  several  books  and  articles  have  been  published  giving  inter¬ 
esting  accounts  of  the  life  of  “Dolly'’  Madison,  with  many  of  her 
personal  letters,  it  will  not  be  necessary  in  this  work  to  do  more 
than  refer  to  some  of  these  books  from  which  a  few  extracts  will 
be  taken  showing  in  a  measure  some  of  the  traits  and  personal  quali¬ 
ties  of  “Dolly”  Madison  during  the  different  stages  of  her  varied 
and  interesting  life. 

The  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  her  grand¬ 
niece,  Lucia  Beverly  Cutts,  1886,  and  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly 
Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark,  1914,  to  which  reference  is  hereby 
made,  both  give  an  interesting  history  of  her  life  and  contain  copies 
of  much  of  her  personal  correspondence.  It  is  to  be  regretted,  how¬ 
ever,  that  the  genealogy  of  the  Payne  family  is  not  more  definitely 
stated  by  Miss  Cutts.  There  is  more  or  less  uncertainty  as  to  some 
of  the  dates  and  Dolly  Madison  herself  apparently  did  not  know 
some  of  these  dates. 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  p.  9,  refers  to  her  parentage  and  birth  as  follows: 

Dorothea  Payne  was  born  May  20,  1768.  Her  mother’s 
maiden  name  was  Mary  Coles.  Mary  was  the  daughter  of 
William  Coles  and  Lucy  Winston.  William  was  Irish  and 
hailed  from  Enniscorthy  on  the  River  Sliney,  in  County 
Wexford,  Ireland.  Her  father  was  John  Payne,  son  of  John 
Payne,  Senior,  an  Englishman,  who  married  Ann  Fleming, 
of  Scotch  parentage  and  noble  lineage. 

John  Payne,  Junior,  soon  after  his  marriage  purchased 
an  estate  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia,  within  driving  dis¬ 
tance  of  his  father’s  plantation  and  of  “Coles  Hill,”  the 
plantation  of  his  father-in-law,  neither  far  distant  from  the 
James  River  and  the  City  of  Richmond.  The  son’s  mansion 
was  called  “Scotch  Town.” 

Dorothea  first  smiled  in  North  Carolina  where  her 
parents  were  on  a  visit.  She  was  named  in  honor  of  Doro¬ 
thea  Spotswood  Dandridge,  grand-daughter  of  Alexander 
Spotswood,  the  Governor.  This  Dorothea  successively  mar¬ 
ried  Patrick  Henry  and  Edmund  Winston.  Dorothea  was 
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the  eldest  daughter.  Dorothea  had  three  brothers  and  sisters 
who  reached  majority  although  the  accuracy  of  the  list  is 
not  claimed  William,  Isaac,  Temple,  John,  Walter,  Lucy 
Anna  and  Mary.  ’  J’ 


Attention  is  called  to  the  following  inaccuracies  in  the  fore¬ 
going  statement.  Mr.  Clark  speaks  of  Enniscorthv  as  “Enniscarthy” 
and  he  calls  the  river  SJaney,  the  river  “Sliney.”  He  gives  the  name 
of  Dorothea  Payne’s  grand-father  as  John  Payne,  Senior,  while  as 
stated  above,  it  is  said  to  be  Josias  Payne  by  a  member  of  the  Payne 
family.  In  giving  the  names  of  the  sons  he  mentions  William,  Temple 
and  Walter  as  three  of  the  sons  while  it  would  appear,  as  mentioned 
above,  that  William  Temple  was  the  name  of  one  son,  and  no  relia¬ 
ble  family  record  has  been  found  showing  that  there  was  a  son 
named  Walter  who  reached  his  majority  and  left  any  children  and 
descendants.  The  three  mentioned  above  as  reaching  their  majority 
were  probably  William  Temple,  Isaac  and  John  Coles.  It  will  also 
be  noted  that  Mr.  Clark  and  Miss  Cutts  both  give  the  date  of  the 
birth  as  May  20,  1768,  and  it  is  also  given  as  May  20,  1772. 

There  would  seem  to  be  some  doubt  as  to  this  date.  Allen  C. 
Clark,  in  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  after  giving 
the  inscription  on  her  tomb-stone  at  Montpelier,  where  the  date  of 
her  birth  is  stated  to  be  1768,  on  p.  481,  says! 


The  date  of  death  (meaning  birth)  is  given  as  1768. 

Ihe  grand-niece  who  wrote  Memoirs  and  Letters  and 

others  state  it  as  1772.  We  think  the  date  as  herein  given 

is  more  likely  correct  from  various  comparative  circum¬ 
stances. 


,  AlthouSh.LuCia  Beverly  Cutts,  in  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters 
of  Dolly  Madison,”  as  shown  below,  gives  the  date  of  birth  in  one 
place  as  May  20,  1768,  she  also  states  facts  from  which  it  would 
appear  that  1772  was  the  year  of  her  birth. 

After  saying  that  she  married  John  Todd  in  February  1791  she 
as  to  her  age  at  the  date  of  her  marriage  to  John  Todd,  on  p.  9  says 
that  she  was  “a  tall,  slight  girl  of  nineteen.”  If  this  is  true  then  it 
would  appear  that  she  was  born  in  1772  and  not  in  1868.  It  would 
appear,  however,  that  she  was  not  married  to  John  Todd  in  Feb 
1791,  but  that  she  married  him  on  Jan.  27,  1790.  Her  marriage  to 
John  Todd  is  reported  in  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison  ” 
by  Allen  C.  Clark,  on  p.  14,  as  follows: 
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After  the  formidable  formalities  of  the  Church,  she 
and  John  Todd,  junior,  were  married,  Jan.  27,  1790.  Eliza¬ 
beth  Collins  was  the  bridesmaid  and  Anthony  Morris,  the 
groomsman.  And  on  the  register  the  witnesses  signed  their 
names  John,  James,  Mary  and  Alice  Todd,  the  bride¬ 
groom’s  relatives;  John  and  Mary  Payne,  Lucy,  Anna  and 
Mary  the  bride’s  relatives  and  sixty  others.  The  bride  was 
in  her  twenty-second  year  and  the  groom  was  in  his  twenty- 
seventh — -for  he  was  born  Nov.  17,  T7^3*  The  wedding 
was  solemnized  in  the  Friend’s  Meeting-House  on  Pine 
Street,  since  razed. 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  p.  263,  is  a  letter  from  Dolly  Madison  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Bayard 
Smith,  dated  August  31,  1834,  in  which  she  gives  the  following 
biographical  sketch  of  herself: 

My  family  are  all  Virginians  except  myself,  who  was 
born  in  N.  Carolina,  whilst  my  parents  were  there  on  a 
visit  of  one  year,  to  an  uncle.  T.  heir  families  on  both  sides, 
were  among  the  most  respectable,  and  they,  becoming 
members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  soon  after  their  mar¬ 
riage  manumitted  their  slaves,  and  left  this  State  for  that 
of  Pennsylvania,  bearing  with  them  their  children  to  be 
educated  in  their  religion.  I  believe  my  age  at  that  time  was 
11  or  12  years.  I  was  educated  in  Philadelphia,  where  I 
married  Mr.  Todd  in  i79°>  an<^  ^r*  Madison  in  94 
when  I  returned  with  him  to  the  soil  of  my  Father,  and  to 
Washington,  where  you  have  already  traced  me  with  the 
kindness  of  a  Sister.  In  the  year  ’91,  and  after  the  death  of 
my  Father,  my  Mother  received  into  her  house  some  Gen¬ 
tlemen  as  boarders — and  in  ’93  she  left  Philadelphia  to 
reside  with  her  daughter  Washington — afterwards  with  my 
sister  Jackson  and  occasionally  with  me. 

In  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  Lucia  Beverly 
Cutts,  on  p.  4,  refers  to  her  parentage  and  birth  as  follows: 

John  Payne  the  second,  the  father  of  Mrs.  Madison, 
left  home  at  an  early  age  to  take  charge  of  a  plantation  in 
North  Carolina  given  him  by  his  father.  Pie  there  married 
Mary  Coles,  daughter  of  William  Coles,  a  native  of  Ennis- 
corthy,  Ireland.  Her  mother,  whose  maiden  name  was  Phil- 
pot,  was  an  aunt  of  Virginia’s  orator,  Patrick  Henry. 

The  devout  believer  in  the  transmission  of  family 
qualities  will  be  content  with  the  inheritance  of  Dolly 
Madison  from  this  mother  and  grand-mother,  both  noted 
for  their  beauty  and  popularity.  Mary  Coles  was  a  great 
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Thlf^  h  TV«g  manyL  admirers— among  them  the  young 
Thomas  Jefferson,  whose  promising  talents  were  even  then 
appreciated.  In  spite,  however,  of  the  persistency  of  friends 
John  Payne  was  the  favored  suitor,  and  shortly  after  his 
matnage  purchased  an  estate  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia

Towards  the  close  of  her  life  Mrs.  Madison  frequently 
recalled  the  home  of  her  childhood,  dwelling  upon  the 
great  black  marble  mantlepieces,  supported  by  white  fig¬ 
ures.  The  house  was  called  “Scotch  Town”  because  of  the 
emigrants,  and  was  surrounded  by  a  number  of  small  brick

In  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  Lucia  Beverly

d  its  depressing  effect  on  him  physically  and  mentally,  describes 
Dolly,  on  pp.  9  and  10,  as  follows: 

All  this  time  the  pretty  Dolly  was  growing  in  grace 
and  stature,  winning  hearts  from  old  and  young  by  the 
peculiar  charm  of  manner  for  which  she  afterwards  became 
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noted.  A  tall,  slight  girl  of  nineteen,  with  a  delicately  oval 
face,  and  well  formed,  if  not  perfect,  features;  a  complexion 
dazzlingly  fair,  contrasted  with  very  black  hair;  blue  eyes 
that  gazed  at  you  with  much  sweetness  beneath  the  modest 
little  Quaker  cap.  Who  knows  what  ideal  the  girl  may  have 
had,  and  why  it  was  that  when  the  good-looking  John  Todd, 
a  promising  young  lawyer  of  means,  and  a  member  of  the 
Society  of  Friends,  proposed  to  her,  the  answer  was  that  she 
“Never  meant  to  marry.”  Children  at  that  time,  however, 
were  taught  to  obey  their  parents  unquestioningly,  and 
when  Dolly  was  sent  for  to  the  bedside  of  her  father,  and 
told  that  he  wished  her  much  to  become  the  wife  of  John 
Todd,  a  young  man  who  had  shown  him  great  kindness  in 
his  trouble,  and  of  whom  he  had  the  highest  opinion,  there 
was  nothing  for  it  but  to  obey,  which  she  did  with  the  best 
possible  grace  and  was  amply  rewarded  by  seeing  her  father 
tranquil  and  happy  during  the  few  remaining  months  of  his 
life,  and  by  the  devotion  of  a  husband  who  made  the  three 
short  years  of  their  married  life  all  that  could  be  wished. 

In  September,  1793,  yellow  fever  was  an  epidemic  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  and  Dolly  Todd  and  her  two  children,  one  an  infant  three 
weeks  old,  removed  to  Gray’s  Ferry  to  avoid  the  epidemic.  John 
Todd  stayed  in  Philadelphia  with  his  father  and  mother,  who  died 
of  it,  and  then  joined  his  wife  at  Gray’s  Ferry,  where  he  died  of 
the  fever  contracted  in  Philadelphia.  Mrs.  Todd  was  brought  almost 
to  death’s  door  by  the  fatal  scourge  and  lost  her  youngest  child  dur¬ 
ing  her  illness. 

On  p.  15  of  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,” 
Lucia  Beverly  Cutts  gives  the  following  interesting  account  of  the 
meeting  of  Dolly  Todd  with  Mr.  Madison: 

Mrs.  Lee  also  tells  us  of  this  first  meeting,  a  few  days 
afterwards,  when  she  receives  a  hurried  little  note  from 
Dolly,  saying,  “Dear  friend,  thou  must  come  to  me.  Aaron 
Burr  says  that  the  ‘great  little  Madison’  has  asked  to  be 
brought  to  see  me  this  evening.”  She  was  dressed  in  a 
mulberry-colored  satin,  with  a  silk  tulle  kerchief  over  her 
neck,  and  on  her  head  an  exquisitely  dainty  little  cap,  from 
which  an  occasional  uncropped  curl  would  escape.  In  this 
first  interview,  at  her  own  house,  she  captured  the  heart 
of  the  recluse  bookworm,  Madison — seventeen  years  her 
senior,  and  always  thought  to  be  an  irreclaimable  old 
bachelor. 

A  report  soon  got  about  of  their  engagement;  such 
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unwonted  attentions  from  Mr.  Madison  excited  comment, 
and  rumor  was  as  active  in  those  days  as  now. 

It  reached  the  Presidential  mansion,  where  General 
and  Mrs.  Washington  were  much  interested;  and,  impa¬ 
tient  to  hear  the  truth,  sent  for  Mrs.  Todd,  who,  all  uncon¬ 
scious,  obeyed  the  summons  at  once. 

“Dolly,”  said  Mrs.  Washington,  “is  it  true  that  you  are 
engaged  to  James  Madison?”  The  fair  widow,  taken  aback, 
answered  stammeringly,  “No,”  she  “thought  not,”  “If  it  is 
so,”  Mrs.  Washington  continued,  “do  not  be  ashamed  to 
confess  it:  rather  be  proud;  he  will  make  thee  a  good  hus¬ 
band,  and  all  the  better  for  being  so  much  older.  We  both 
approve  of  it;  the  esteem  and  friendship  existing  between 
Mr.  Madison  and  my  husband  is  very  great,  and  we  would 
wish  thee  to  be  happy.”  And  thus  the  rumor  grew  to  be  an 
established  fact,  and  in  September,  1794,  Mrs.  Todd  left 
Philadelphia  to  drive  to  “Harewood,”  her  sister’s  place  in 
Virginia  where  the  wedding  was  to  take  place. 

On  pp.  25  and  26  of  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madi¬ 
son,”  Lucia  Beverly  Cutts  makes  the  following  reference  to  Mr. 
Madison:

In  1801,  Mr.  Jefferson  was  elected  President,  Mr. 

-  .  v  Madison  became  Secretary  of  State,  Albert  Gallatin  suc¬ 
ceeded  Mr.  Dexter  in  the  portfolio  of  the  Treasury,  and 
Mr.  Dearborn  was  made  Secretary  of  War.  The  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Cabinet  remained  unchanged  for  a  year  or  more. 
Happy  and  handsome,  Mrs.  Madison  came  on  to  Washing¬ 
ton  prepared  to  do  her  best  with  the  duties  and  responsi- 
•  ;  bilities  before  her.  The  position  was  in  perfect  accordance 
with  her  disposition;  she  was  humble-minded,  tolerant  and 
sincere,  but  with  a  desire  to  please,  and  a  willingness  to  be 
pleased,  which  made  her  popular  and  always  a  great  friend 
and  support  to  her  husband.  The  power  of  adaptation  was  a 
life-giving  principle  of  her  nature,  while  an  unusually  re¬ 
tentive  memory  prevented  her  from  ever  forgetting  either 
names,  faces,  or  the  slightest  incident  connected  with  the 
personal  history  of  any  one.  Washington  at  that  time  was 
almost  a  wilderness.  The  houses  were  few  and  far  between, 
while  the  streets,  or  rather  roads,  were  at  times  almost 
impassable  from  mud.  .  .  . 

Mr.  Jefferson’s  two  daughters  being  married  and  living 
in  Virginia,  Mrs.  Madison,  aided  by  her  sister,  usually  pre¬ 
sided  at  the  White  House,  and  was  much  depended  upon, 
as  a  few  of  the  many  little  notes  received  at  various  times 
will  show.  ... 
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On  pp.  70,  7 1  and  72,  of  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly 
Madison,”  Lucia  Beverly  Cutts  describes  her  life  in  the  White 
House  as  the  wife  of  the  President  as  follows: 

Many  and  sincere  were  the  congratulations  received  by 
Mrs.  Madison  on  going  into  the  White  House.  Everyone 
in  Washington  felt  that  her  watchful  care  and  friendly 
interest  would  in  no  wise  be  diminished  by  her  advancement 
to  a  higher  position;  and  the  magical  effect  of  her  dainty 
snuff-box  was  as  potent  in  one  capacity  as  in  another.  Politi¬ 
cal  feuds  ran  high,  and  party  spirit  was  never  more  virulent 
than  at  that  time.  The  elements  were  various  and  difficult 
to  harmonize;  yet  she  was  loved  by  all  parties,  and  embit¬ 
tered  politicians,  who  never  met  save  at  her  hospitable 
board,  forgot  all  of  their  quarrels  under  the  influence  of  her 
gracious  tact.  ... 

The  forms  and  ceremonials  which  rendered  Mrs. 
Washington’s  and  Mrs.  Adams’  drawing-rooms  dull  and 
tiresome  were  laid  aside,  and  no  stiffness  of  any  kind  was 
permitted.  She  returned  all  calls  made  her  by  her  own  sex, 
and  the  “dove  parties,”  composed  of  the  wives  of  the  Cabi¬ 
net  officers  and  foreign  Ministers,  when  their  lords  were 
engaged  in  formal  dinners,  were  exceedingly  popular  and 
lively.  .  .  .  Though  in  no  sense  a  learned  woman,  nor  one 
who  at  any  time  cared  for  study,  or  even  for  reading,  Dolly 
Madison  was  eminently  a  talented  woman,  full  of  a  most 
delicate  wit,  and  so  warm-hearted  and  amiable  that  even 
her  early  Quaker  friends  were  induced  to  condone  what 
they  feared  was  “an  undue  fondness  for  the  things  of  this 
world.”  Thirty-seven  years  of  age,  still  very  young  in  ap¬ 
pearance  and  feelings,  she  dressed  handsomely  and  “in  the 
mode,”  clinging  for  a  time  to  the  pretty  little  Quaker  cap, 
but  discarding  that  even,  when  she  went  into  the  White 
House,  as  unsuitable  to  her  surroundings.  She  was  ambitious 
in  that  she  endeavored  to  make  her  husband’s  administra¬ 
tion  a  brilliant  and  successful  one.  With  all  her  appreciation 
of  admiration  she  was  not  extravagant,  though  hospitable  to 
a  degree  which  was  rarely  seen  out  of  Virginia.  .  .  .  The 
serious,  thoughtful  Madison,  physically  weak,  and  harassed 
and  worried  by  the  many  cares  crowding  upon  him  at  this 
time,  often  said  that  a  visit  to  his  wife  in  her  sitting-room, 
where  he  was  sure  of  a  bright  story  and  a  good  laugh,  was 
as  refreshing  as  a  long  walk. 

Mrs.  Madison  was  a  devoted  mother  and  suffered  much 
anxiety  because  of  the  conduct  and  life  of  her  only  son, 
John  Payne  Todd,  who  died  from  typhoid  fever  two  years 
after  his  mother’s  death  full  of  grief  for  his  wasted  life, 
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after  having  unsuccessfully  contested  her  will.  It  would 
appear  that  at  one  time  his  health  was  not  very  good  and 
that  at  times  he  did  not  take  the  trouble  to  answer  his 
mother’s  letters  and  would  not  for  long  periods  of  time 
inform  her  of  his  whereabouts. 

On  p.  42  of  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by 
Lucia  Beverly  Cutts,  is  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Madison  to  her  sister 
Anna  Cutts  written  from  Washington,  July  16,  1804,  in  which  she 
says: 

Yours  from  Maine  reached  me  yesterday,  and  I  need 
not  say  how  delighted  I  am  at  your  description  of  places 
and  persons  and  at  the  knowledge  of  your  felicity.  We  go  to 
Montpelier  this  week.  Payne  continues  weak  and  sick;  and 
my  prospects  rise  and  fall  to  sadness  as  this  precious  child 
recovers  or  declines.  You  have  heard,  no  doubt,  of  the  terri¬ 
ble  duel  and  death  of  poor  Hamilton. 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  p.  217,  is  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Madison  to  her  son  dated  Dec.  2, 
1824,  in  which  she  says: 

.  I  have  reed,  yours  my  dearest  Payne  of  the  23d.  &  24th 
Novr.  &  was  impatient  to  answer  them  yesterday  (the  day 
of  their  reaching  me)  but  owing  to  the  winter  establish¬ 
ment  for  the  male,  no  post  leaves  this  until  tomorrow 
morng. — Mr.  Clay  with  2  members  of  Congre/s  left  us 
yesterday  after  pa/sing  2  days — Mr.  C.  inquired  affection¬ 
ately  after  you  as  does  all  of  your  old  acquaintance  whom 
I  see — but  my  dear  son  it  seems  to  be  the  wonder  of  them 
all  that  you  shd.  stay  so  long  from  us — &  now  I  am  ashamed 
to  tell  when  asked  how  long  my  only  child  has  been  absent 
from  the  home  of  his  mother! — your  Papa  &  myself  entreat 
you  to  come  to  us — to  arrange  your  busine/s  with  those  con¬ 
cerned  to  return  to  them  when  necessary  &  let  us  see  you 
here  as  soon  as  possible  with  your  interest — convenience. 
Your  Papa  thinks  as  I  do  that  it  would  be  best  for  your 
reputation  &  happine/s  as  well  as  ours  that  you  shd.  have 
the  appearance  of  consulting  your  parents  on  subjects  of 
deep  acct.  to  you  &  that  you  shd.  find  it  so  in  returning 
to  Phila.  when  you  appointed,  to  chose  to  do  so.  I  have  said 
in  my  late  letters  as  well  as  this  all  that  I  thought  sufficient 
to  influence  you — I  must  now  put  my  trust  in  God  alone!  If 
the  young  lady  you  have  followed  so  long,  has  not  yet  been 
won,  I  fear  she  declines  the  chance  Son  to  favor  your  hap¬ 
pine/s  here  after  tho.  others  might  be  found  who  would. 

I  enclose  you  30$  instead  of  20  which  you  mentioned,  &  I 
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am  sure  ’tis  insufficient  for  the  journey,  I  am  unable  to  add 
to  the  sum  to-day — I  recently  pd.  Holoway  $200  on  your 
note,  with  interest  for  two  years — The  other  small  debts  in 
the  quarter’s  settled  long  ago  with  funds  of  yours  in  my 
hands.  I  hope  you  will  write  me  the  moment  you  get  this 
that  I  may  know  certainly  your  determinations  &  make  up 
my  own.  I  can  add  no  news  that  is  likely  to  interest  you 
except  that  poor  Judge  Todd  is  likely  to  die  &  that  Ellen 
Randolph  is  to  be  married  to  Mr.  Cooledge  .  .  ocur- 
rence”  you  allude  to,  I  hope  is  propitious  (if  it  were  for 
your  good  we  might  rejoice  in  your  immediate  union  pro¬ 
vided  it  brought  you  speedily  to  our  arms  who  love  with 
inexpre/sible  tenderne/s  and  constancy. 

Your  own  Mother. 

On  p.  433  of  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen 
C.  Clark,  is  another  pathetic  letter  from  Mrs.  Madison  to  her  son 
Payne,  written  July  10,  1848,  in  which  she  says: 

I  ardently  hoped  you  would  have  written  me  about  our 
affairs  before  this,  and  that  I  should  have  some  guide  to  lead 
from  whelming  darkne/s — but  it  is  in  vain  to  wait!  I  wish 
to  tell  you  all  that  concerns  us,  but  you  are  silent  about  your 
being  at  home  or  absent  from  it.  .  .  . 

I  wrote  you  a  week  ago  but  no  answer  has  come  to  me 
tho.  ’twas  important  I  should  have  one.

The  history  of  Mr.  Madison  is  too  well  known  and  his  writings 
are  too  voluminous  to  be  given  or  even  referred  to  in  this  work. 
Mr.  Madison  entered  Princeton  College  in  1769;  he  took  the  junior 
and  senior  studies  in  one  year;  obtained  the  degree  of  A.B.  in  1771 ; 
A.M.  in  1774;  LL.D.  in  1787;  member  of  the  Assembly  in  1776; 
member  of  the  Executive  Council  in  1778;  member  of  Continental 
Congress,  1779-86;  member  of  the  Constitutional  Convention,  1789; 
member  of  the  United  States  Congress,  1789-1797;  U.  S.  Secretary 
of  State,  1801-1809;  he  was  the  fourth  and  fifth  Presidents  of  the 
United  States,  1809-1816;  and  his  history  is  closely  interwoven  with 
that  of  his  country.  (See  “Virginia  Genealogy,”  by  Rev.  Horace 
Edwin  Hayden,  p.  236.)  Congress  passed  an  Act  authorizing  the 
purchase  of  Mr.  Madison’s  papers  and  they  were  published  under 
and  pursuant  to  the  direction  contained  in  said  Act.  There  have  also 
been  many  books  published  giving  the  life,  letters,  papers  and 
achievements  of  Mr.  Madison  which  are  too  numerous  to  be  men¬ 
tioned  here. 
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In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  p.  421,  is  the  following  reference  to  the  purchase  of  the  letters  of 
Mr.  Madison  by  Congress. 

For  the  purchase  of  the  letters  of  Mr.  Madison,  Con¬ 
gress,  May  31,  1848,  appropriated  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Madi¬ 
son,  twenty-five  thousand  dollars.  Twenty  thousand  of 
which  was  vested  in  James  Buchanan,  Secretary  of  State, 
John  Y.  Mason,  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  and  Richard  Smith’, 
Esq.,  to  invest  in  stocks  for  her  benefit.  The  fund  she  could 
dispose  of  by  last  will  and  testament  (Statutes  at  Large  IX. 
225)-  The  Senate  bill,  in  the  House,  had  determined  oppo¬ 
sition  by  the  economists,  the  mention  of  whose  names  now 
recalls  nobody,  save  Andrew  Johnson;  it  had,  to  pass  it  on 
her  birthday,  the  eloquent  appeal  of  Alexander  H.  Stephens. 
f/._.  .  The  purchase  had  been  under  Congressional  considera¬ 
tion  several  years.  Her  friend,  Dromgoole,  December  17, 

1 844,  produced  Mrs.  Madison’s  letters  offering  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  Madison  manuscripts  and  then  offered  a 
resolution  which  was  adopted,  authorizing  purchase  and 
printing.  These  letters  are  in  the  manuscript  division  of  the 
Library  of  Congress.  The  purchase  of  the  letters  at  the  time 
may  have  been  made  to  assist  Mrs.  IVIadison.  However, 
more  than  equivalent  for  the  consideration  was  given.  The 
letters  are  of  incalculable  historic  worth  and  now  in  the 
autographic  market  more  than  equal  in  a  financial  exchange. 

•  •  .  In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  p.  22,  is  a  letter  to  Mrs.  Madison  from  Wm.  W.  Wilkins,  her 
.counsel  in  Philadelphia,  giving  her  advice  at  the  time  of  her  mar- 
. riage  to  Mr.  Madison  from  which  the  following  extract  is  taken: 

•  •  •  Mr.  M  d  is  a  man  whom  I  admire,  I  know  his 
attachment  to  you  and  did  not  therefore  content  myself  with 
:  ».  taking  his  character  from  the  Breath  of  popular  applause 

■  ^  consulted  those  who  knew  him  intimately  in  private 

life.  His  private  character  therefore  I  have  every  reason  to 
believe  is  good  and  amiable.  He  unites  to  the  great  talents 
-  which  have  secured  his  public  approbation  those  engaging 
qualities  that  contribute  so  highly  to  domestic  Felicity.  To 
such  a  man  therefore  I  do  most  freely  consent  that  my 
,  beloved  sister  be  united  and  happy. 

...  With  respect  to  the  Settlement  on  your  Son  I  will 
_  give  you  my  sentiments  frankly.  You  are  placed  in  a  critical 
situation  in  this  affair  the  Eyes  of  the  world  are  upon  you 
and  your  enemies  have  already  opened  their  mouths  to 
censure  and  condemn  you.  I  hope  you  will  disappoint  them 
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— I  believe  you  will  now  be  just — for  you  have  hitherto 
always  been  generous.  I  must  confe/s  I  conceive  it  to  be 
your  duty  to  make  some  settlement  upon  him  and  I  know 
you  too  well  to  doubt  your  Inclination  to  do  it.  The  only 
question  can  be  to  what  Amount  and  in  what  Manner  shall 
this  Settlement  be  made. 

Mr.  M — n,  as  I  am  informed  is  a  man  of  genteel  tho. 
not  large  property.  He  has  a  right  to  expect  some  part  but 
does  not  want  the  whole  of  your  Estate.  I  would  suggest 
therefore  that  your  House  and  Stables  situate  in  Fourth 
Street  be  previous  to  your  marriage  conveyed  to  Trustees 
in  Trust  to  receive  the  Rents,  Issues  and  profits  during  the 
Minority  of  your  Son  and  apply  the  same  first  to  the  dis¬ 
charge  of  the  sum  of  £350  .  .  .  sum  due  of  the  purchase 
money  ...  &  in  the  second  place  to  the  support  &  educa¬ 
tion  of  your  son  .  .  .  and  in  trust  farther  to  convey  the 
premises  to  your  Son  in  fee  simple  upon  his  arriving  at  the 
age  of  twenty-one.  ... 

Your  Son  as  a  residuary  Legatee  of  his  Grand  Father 
will  be  entitled  to  something — but  the  Amount  of  the 
Legacy  is  wholly  uncertain.  ... 

If  I  have  given  my  opinion  with  too  much  freedom — I 
earnestly  solicit  your  pardon.  I  am  sensible  that  neither  age 
or  wisdom  or  relationship  authorize  me  to  advise — but  your 
command  opened  my  lips  and  Friendship  bids  me  be  sin¬ 
cere.  ... 

In  the  year  1857  a  monument  was  erected  at  Montpelier  to  the 
memory  of  Mr.  Madison  by  the  public-spirited  citizens  of  his  native 
county,  and  the  following  notices  appeared  in  the  newspapers  at  the 
time  it  was  done. 

The  Remains  of  Madison 

In  digging  for  a  foundation  for  the  monument  recently 
erected  over  the  grave  of  President  Madison,  the  coffin  was 
exposed  to  view.  The  appearance  of  the  remains  is  thus 
described  by  a  Richmond  paper: 

“The  boards  placed  above  the  coffin  had  decayed,  but 
no  earth  had  fallen  in  upon  it,  and  everything  appeared 
to  be  as  when  the  coffin  was  deposited  there,  except  that  the 
coffin  was  slightly  out  of  place,  allowing  a  partial  view  of 
the  interior.  As  there  was  no  fastenings  to  prevent,  the  part 
of  the  lid  covering  the  superior  portion  of  the  body  was 
raised,  and  several  gentlemen  present  looked  in  upon  the 
remains  of  the  great  Virginian.  The  coffin  itself,  of  black 
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walnut,  was  in  perfect  preservation,  and  the  interior  was 
nearly  filled  with  a  species  of  moss,  which  adhered  per¬ 
tinaciously  to  the  wood.  Beneath  this,  and  partially  hidden 
by  it,  were  a  few  of  the  larger  and  harder  bones.  The  lower 
jaw  had  fallen  away,  the  bones  of  the  breast  and  ribs  were 
gone,  and  the  only  part  of  the  skeleton  which  remained  were 
the  skull  and  portions  of  the  cheek-bone,  the  vertibrae  of  the 
neck,  the  spine  and  the  larger  bones  of  the  arms.  All  else  of 
the  upper  part  of  the  body  had  returned  to  the  dust  from 
whence  it  was  taken,  and  in  a  few  years  more  every  trace 
of  the  body  will  disappear,  until  the  trump  of  resurrection 
shall  unite  the  scattered  particles.  The  body  has  been  in¬ 
terred  just  twenty-one  years.” 

Monument  to  Mr.  Madison 

Our  readers  will  be  pleased  to  learn  from  the  subjoined 
statements  by  a  Richmond  contemporary  that  some  public- 
spirited  gentlemen  of  Virginia,  citizens  of  the  native  county 
of  Mr.  Madison,  have  recently  caused  to  be  erected  to  his 
memory  a  monument  which,  in  its  form  and  proportions, 
seems  so  much  in  keeping  with  the  simple  dignity  of  his 
character  and  the  rural  spot  in  which  his  remains  have 
been  laid: 

“Since  the  death  and  burial  in  1836  the  mortal  remains 
of  Ex-President  Madison  have  been  quietly  reposing  at 
Montpelier,  in  Orange  County,  a  locality  distant  some  nine 
miles  from  Gordonsville,  on  the  line  of  the  Virginia  Central 
railroad.  During  all  this  time  no  mural  record  with  high- 
sounding  eulogy  disclosed  the  place  of  his  final  rest,  only 
neighborhood  tradition  and  historic  record  serving  to  point 
the  way  to  it.  The  neglect  in  attesting  his  worth  by  some 
suitable  monument  attracted  attention,  and  some  few  years 
since  a  number  of  gentlemen  of  Orange  County  set  about 
the  task  of  procuring  one.  Having  been  procured,  it  was 
conveyed  to  Montpelier  on  the  13th  instant  and  placed  in 
position. 

“The  monument  is  of  James  River  granite,  in  form  an 
obelisk,  and  as  graceful  and  appropriate  as  anything  could 
be.  The  gross  weight  of  the  entire  monument  is  about 
32,000  pounds.  It  rises  just  twenty-four  feet  above  the  level 
of  the  burying  ground.  The  height  of  the  monument  proper 
is  twenty-two  feet  six  inches;  but  the  foundation  on  which 
it  rests,  being  raised  some  eighteen  inches  above  the  surface, 
adds  that  much  to  the  apparent  height  of  the  monument. 
About  nine  feet  from  the  base  is  chiseled  the  following  in¬ 
scription  :

f  “The  appearance  of  the  work  will  commend  it  to  the 

!  favorable  consideration  of  every  one  who  may  chance  to 
visit  the  spot.  When  erected  its  appropriateness  and  beauty 
seemed  to  strike  every  beholder.  It  is  simple,  substantial, 
and  graceful,  and  in  strict  keeping  with  the  quiet  of  the 
country  burial  place  and  the  character  of  the  great  man 
[  whose  grave  it  covers.  A  more  pretentious  pile  would  have 
l  been  quite  out  of  character,  and  been  mean  and  tame  in 

|  view  of  the  eternal  hills  which  encompass  the  domain.  It  is 

f  the  memory  of  departed  greatness  which  hallows  the  grave- 
f  yard,  and  gives  something  of  sanctity  to  the  grounds  and 
|  mansion  at  Montpelier,  and  no  labored  monumental  pile 

[  was  needed  to  keep  that  memory  green.  All  that  was  desir- 

\  able  here  was  a  memorial  stone,  to  mark  the  precise  spot 
I  where  Madison  was  laid  when  life’s  activities  were  ended; 
and  this  granite  monument,  erected  at  the  charge  of  the 
citizens  of  Orange,  will  hand  down  the  spot  to  remote  gen¬ 
erations.” — Richmond  South.

about  1773  at  “Harewood,”  Jefferson  County,  Va. ;  he  was  an  agri¬ 
culturalist  and  lived  at  his  country  seat,  “Harewood,”  until  he  re¬ 
moved  to  South  Carolina;  he  d.  and  was  interred  at  Augusta, 
Georgia;  she  m.  in  March,  1812,  (2)  THOMAS  Todd,  of  Kentucky, 
but  a  native  of  Virginia,  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  (son  of  Richard  Todd  and  Elizabeth  Richards,  his  wife)  ;  b. 
Jan.  23,  1765;  he  d.  Feb.  9,  1826,  at  Frankfort,  Kentucky;  the  said 
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Thomas  Todd  being  a  widower  at  the  time  he  married  Lucy  (Payne) 
Washington,  having  married  ( 1 )  Elizabeth  Harris,  a  niece  of  Wil¬ 
liam  Stewart,  who  d.  prior  to  1812  leaving  two  sons,  Col.  Charles  S. 
Todd  and  John  H.  Todd,  and  two  daughters,  the  first  wife  of  John 
H.  Hanna  and  Mrs.  Edmund  S.  Starling.

In  the  Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  Lucia  Beverly 
Cutts,  on  p.  11,  makes  the  following  reference  to  the  Washingtons: 

In  1792  Lucy  Payne,  younger  sister  of  Mrs.  Madison, 
married  at  fifteen  George  Steptoe  Washington,  nephew  of 
:■  General  Washington,  and  then  a  resident  of  Jefferson 
County,  Virginia,  where  he  owned  a  large  and  valuable 
property,  inherited  from  his  father,  Samuel  Washington,  a 
gay,  fox-hunting  squire,  who  thought  much  of  his  wives  (of 
whom  he  had  had  five),  and  his  horses  and  dogs.  On  the 
walls  of  “Harewood,”  I  believe,  his  portrait  still  hangs,  in 
powdered  wig,  long  coat  and  lace  ruffles,  and  by  it  the  like¬ 
ness  of  one  of  his  wives,  Anne  Steptoe,  also  represented  in 
the  elaborate  dress  of  the  day,  with  cushioned  hair  and  blue 
brocade.  Here  it  was  that  Mr.  Madison  came  to  wed  the 
pretty  “Widow  Todd.” 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  p.  15,  is  the  following  reference  to  George  Steptoe  Washington: 

Lucy,  Dolly’s  sister,  in  1792,  at  the  age  of  fifteen,  mar¬ 
ried  George  Steptoe  Washington,  a  nephew,  and  favorite  of 
General  Washington.  George  Steptoe  inherited  from  his 
father,  Samuel,  “Harewood,”  in  Jefferson  County,  Vir¬ 
ginia.  The  father  had  a  love  for  the  chase — he  had  for  it  his 
trained  stud  of  horses  and  pack  of  dogs  j  and  his  love  was 
not  confined  to  the  chase  for  he  had  a  line  of  wives  that  did 
not  stop  until  the  count  of  five. 
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It  is  stated  in  “The  Pedigree  and  History  of  the  Washington 
Family,”  by  Albert  Wells,  that  Samuel  Washington  was  married 
five  times.  He  married  (i)  Jane,  daughter  of  John  Champe,  (2) 
Mildred,  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Thornton,  (3)  Lucy,  daughter 
of  Nathaniel  Chapman,  (4)  Anne,  daughter  of  Colonel  William 
Steptoe  and  widow  of  Willoughby  Allerton,  and  (5)  the  widow 
Perrin.  By  his  fourth  wife  he  had  three  sons,  Ferdinand,  George 
Steptoe  and  Laurence  Augustine,  and  one  daughter  Harriet. 

The  lineage  of  the  Todd  family  appears  in  Vol.  3  of  the  Vir¬ 
ginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography ,  at  pp.  79  and  83,  where 
it  is  stated  that  Judge  Thomas  Todd  was  the  youngest  son  of  Richard 
Todd  and  Elizabeth  Richards,  his  wife;  the  said  Richard  Todd  was 
the  son  of  William  Todd  and  Martha  Vicaries,  his  wife;  the  said 
William  Todd  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Todd  and  Elizabeth,  his  wife ; 
and  the  said  last-named  Thomas  Todd  was  the  son  of  Thomas  Todd 
and  Ann  Gorsuch,  his  wife. 

In  the  “History  of  Kentucky,”  by  T.  M.  Green,  at  p.  190,  is  the 
following  reference  to  Judge  Thomas  Todd: 

This  Richard  Todd’s  wife  was  Elizabeth  Richards,  a 
woman  of  great  energy  and  good  intellect;  William  Todd, 
whose  entail  docked  in  1772,  was  their  oldest  son,  and  the 
noted  Judge  Thomas  Todd,  of  Kentucky,  their  youngest. 

The  latter  is  stated  by. Collins  to  have  been  born  in  King 
and  Queen  County  in  1765.  His  father  died  when  he  was 
a  child ;  his  excellent  mother  soon  followed  to  the  grave. 
Thus  orphaned  at  an  early  age,  by  his  guardian  he  was 
afforded  opportunities  for  obtaining  a  good  English  educa¬ 
tion,  and  the  foundation  of  one  of  the  classics.  By  the  em¬ 
barrassments  of  this  guardian,  he  was,  while  still  a  boy, 
thrown  upon  his  own  resources.  For  a  short  time  during  the 
closing  days  of  the  Revolution,  he  was  in  the  army.  In¬ 
vited  to  become  an  inmate  of  the  family  of  his  relative, 
Harry  Inness,  then  residing  in  Bedford  County,  he  became 
acquainted  with  the  art  of  surveying,  and  attained  that  pro¬ 
ficiency  as  a  clerk,  and  those  methodical  habits  and  attention 
to  details,  which  proved  the  foundation  of  future  eminence. 
Collins  asserts  that  he  came  first  to  Kentucky,  with  the 
family  of  Harry  Inness,  in  1786;  McClung,  who  was  not  apt 
to  have  erred  in  such  a  matter,  that  he  was  at  Danville,  in 
1784,  and  was  chosen  and  acted  as  clerk  of  the  first  conven¬ 
tion  held  at  that  place  in  that  year — of  the  convention  of 
delegates  from  the  Militia  Companies,  called  by  General 
Ben.  Logan  which  was  the  forerunner  of  all  others.  From 
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that  time,  he  was  clerk  of  all  the  succeeding  conventions, 
until  the  establishment  of  the  State  in  1792.  He  represented 
Kentucky  in  the  Virginia  Legislature  before  the  separation. 

In  1792  he  was  one  of  the  electors  of  the  senate.  He  was  the 
first  clerk  of  the  Federal  Court  in  the  district  and  upon  the 
establishment  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  under  the  second 
constitution  of  1799,  he  was  appointed  the  first  clerk.  In 
1801  he  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Court  of  appeals,  and 
in  1806  its  chief-justice,  when  the  Seventh  United  States 
Circuit  District  was  formed,  he  was  appointed  by  Mr. 
Jefferson  an  Associate  Justice  of  the  United  States  Supreme 
Court,  which  office  he  held  until  his  death  in  1826.  Judge 
Todd  was  an  amiable,  generous  man,  of  kind  heart  and 
popular  manners.  That  he  was  a  man  of  talent  and  ability, 
and  of  good  professional  attainments,  is  sufficiently  evi¬ 
denced  by  the  acceptable  manner  in  which  he  discharged 
\  ,  the  duties  imposed  by  those  high  trusts.  His  abilities  ex¬ 
torted  the  respect,  while  his  personal  qualities  won  the  , 
friendship  of  John  Marshall.  His  first  wife  was  Elizabeth 
Harris,  a  niece  of  William  Stewart,  who  fell  fighting  at 
Blue  Lick’s.  She  was  the  mother  of  two  sons,  Colonel 
Charles  S.  and  John  H.  Todd,  and  of  her  daughters,  the 
first  wife  of  the  late  John  H.  Hanna  and  Mrs.  Edmund  S. 
Starling.  The  first  of  these — a  man  of  imposing  manners 
and  distinguished  presence— was  the  confidential  aid  of 
General  Harrison,  by  whom  he  was  appointed  Minister  of 
Russia;  he  married  a  daughter  of  .Governor  Shelby,  and 
their  son  Thomas  commanded  a  company  in  the  war  with 
Mexico.  Judge  Todd  married,  secondly,  Lucy  Payne,  a 
sister  of  Mrs.  Madison;  their  mother  was  one  of  the  tal¬ 
ented  Winstons.  This  second  wife  was,  when  she  married 
Judge  Todd,  the  widow  of  Major  George  Steptoe  Wash¬ 
ington,  the  youngest  son  of  Colonel  Samuel  Washington 
(brother  of  the  President)  by  his  fourth  wife.  By  this  mar¬ 
riage,  Judge  Todd  was  the  father  of  James  Madison  Todd, 
of  Frankfort.  John  H.  Todd,  the  other  son  of  Judge  Todd 
by  his  first  wife-  an  amiable,  sensible,  and  fine-looking  man 
represented  Franklin  and  Owen  in  the  Legislature  in 
1820,  ’21,  ’22,  ’23.  His  wife  was  his  kinswoman,  the  beauti¬ 
ful  daughter  of  Judge  Harry  Inness.  They  had  three  chil¬ 
dren— Henry  I.  Todd,  Kitty,  who  married  General  Thomas 
L.  Crittenden;  and  Mrs.  Wm.  H.  Watson.  After  the  death 
of  John  H.  Todd,  his  widow  became  the  second  wife  of 
Hon.  John  J.  Crittenden. 

In  Vol.  2  of  the  “Encyclopedia  of  Virginia  Biography,”  edited 
by  Hon.  Lyon  G.  Tyler  and  published  by  the  Lewis  Historical 
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Publishing  Company,  1915,  at  p.  279,  is  a  brief  sketch  of  Judge 
Thomas  Todd.

In  the  “Memoirs  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  Lucia  Bev¬ 
erly  Cutts,  on  p.  36,  makes  the  following  reference  to  a  letter  written 
by  Mrs.  Madison  soon  after  the  marriage  of  her  sister  Anne: 

In  1804,  Mrs.  Madison  writes:  “One  of  the  greatest 
griefs  of  my  life  has  come  to  me,  in  the  parting  for  the  first 
time,  from  my  sister  child.”  This  favorite  sister,  the  little 
Anna,  who  had  been  her  constant  companion  always,  mar¬ 
ried  Richard  Cutts,  a  member  of  Congress  from  the  District 
of  Maine,  then  constituting  a  part  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts.  A  clever,  well-educated  man  having  studied 
both  at  Harvard  University  and  in  Europe,  he  was  chosen 
to  represent  his  district  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight,  and  re¬ 
mained  through  six  successive  Congresses.  He  was  taken 
immediately  into  the  warm  heart  of  his  sister-in-law  and  the 
wedding  was  a  scene  of  great  gayety  forming  an  irresistible 
opportunity  for  Mrs.  Madison  to  give  pleasure  to  every¬ 
body.  .  .  . 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  pp.  360  and  361,  is  the  following  reference  to  the  Honorable 
Richard  Cutts:

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Richard  Cutts  was  born  June  22,  1771,  on  Cutts  Island, 

Saco,  in  the  district  of  Maine.  He  graduated  at  Harvard, 

I79°-  'vas  a  member  of  Congress  from  December  7, 

1801,  to  March  3,  1813.  He  was  Superintendent-general  of 
military  supplies  from  June  3,  1813,  until  he  was  removed 
by  President  Jackson.  He  lived  many  years  at  the  residence 
on  the  east  side,  center  Fourteenth  Street  between  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  Avenue  and  F.  Street,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  there 
died  April  7,  1845.

was  Judge  of  the  United  States  Court  for  the  Western  District  of 
Virginia;  he  m.  (2)  Mary  S.  Meigs,  his  second  wife,  who  was  a 
daughter  of  R.  J.  Meigs,  a  Governor  of  Ohio,  and  a  Postmaster 
General  of  the  United  States;  he  d.  Mar.  29,  i823,fleaving  one  son 
by  his  second  marriage  named  James  Madison  Jackson.

From  a  letter  written  by  General  John  G.  Jackson,  from  Clarks¬ 
burg,  Virginia,  on  July  17,  1808,  to  Mr.  Madison,  contained  in  the 
Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark,  on  p.  94, 
the  following  extract  is  taken:  ,

...  I  cannot  write  you  without  saying  my  miseries 
are  past  endurance;  without  speaking  of  my  incalculable 
and  unparallelled  misfortune— you  knew  my  Mary  well, 
yes  you  gave  her  to  me  at  the  Altar,  you  witnessed  our  union 
and  our  happiness— you  saw  the  little  prattlers  that  she  gave 
me.  In  the  short  period  of  seven  fleeting  years  all  these 
things  took  place,  &  above  all  but  one— &  she  too  dearest 
of  all  has  been  torn  from  me  in  the  same  period. 
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Not  long  after  this  lamentation,  and  on  September  13,  1810, 
General  Jackson  accepted  Mr.  Madison’s  congratulations  on  his 
marriage  to  Miss  Mary  Meigs,  a  daughter  of  Return  J.  Meigs,  Post¬ 
master  General  under  President  Madison. 

In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  pp.  no  and  hi,  is  the  following  account  of  a  duel  between 
General  Jackson  and  Joseph  Pearson: 

Joseph  Pearson  came  to  Congress  from  North  Carolina 
and  General  Jackson,  Mrs.  Madison’s  brother-in-law,  came 
too  from  Virginia.  These  statesmen  had  a  political  differ¬ 
ence.  To  arbitrate  its  merits  they  decided  to  shoot  at  each 
other,  which  they  did  somewhere  in  the  outskirts.  It  was  a 
rather  difficult  difference  to  arbitrate  for  at  the  first  fire  was 
no  decision.  The  second  fire  proved  that  the  General  was 
right  in  the  contention  for  he  hit  Mr.  Pearson  and  hurt  him 
badly.  Whether  Mrs.  Madison  knew  aforetime  of  the  arbi¬ 
tration  and  was  alarmed  at  the  out-come,  the  newspapers 
have  no  mention,  neither  of  the  affair  itself.

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It  is  not  known  if  Mary  Coles,  Clara  Louisa  and  James  Madison 
Payne,  above  named,  ever  married  or  if  they  left  any  children  and 
descendants  or  not.

To  find  myself  still  remembered  by  yr  es¬ 
teemed  lady  &  daughter  is  gratifying  to  that  attachment  I 
cherish  for  you  &  them— &  I  thank  you  both  for  the  kind- 
ne/s  you  have  shown  to  my  brother  &  his  family  who  are 
in  spite  of  their  bad  fortune  inexpre/sibly  dear  to  me — I 
still  hope  that  adversity  will  not  always  follow  them  in  their 
adopted  Country  &  that  smiling  days  still  await  them — my 
first  wish  on  their  leaving  us  was  that  they  should  stop  in 
Ky.  or  O.  &  since  they  have  come  to  the  margin  of  both 
states — I  trust  that  William  will  contribute  to  their  com¬ 
fort  as  you  dr  fd  have  so  amiably  done.

In  Slaughter’s  “History  of  St.  Mark’s  Parish,  Culpeper  County, 
Va.,”  at  p.  76,  it  is  stated  that  Dr.  Isaac  Winston,  of  Alexandria,  Va., 
survived  all  of  his  children  and  left  no  grand-children.  As  to  the 
Winston  Genealogy  contained  in  Slaughter’s  “History  of  St.  Mark’s 
Parish,”  Miss  Mary  W.  Slaughter,  742,  of  Mitchell’s,  Culpeper  Co., 
Va.,  in  a  letter  written  in  April,  1915,  says: 

In  looking  over  the  notes  you  sent  me  I  find  that  I  will 
not  be  able  to  give  you  very  much  information  in  regard  to 
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the  Winston  family,  as  my  knowledge  is  limited  to  the  ac¬ 
count  published  in  St.  Mark’s  Parish.  This  account  was 
begun  by  my  great  grand-mother,  Lucy  Coles  and  com¬ 
pleted  by  her  grand-son,  my  uncle  Isaac  Winston.  My  great- 
uncle,  Dr.  Isaac  Winston,  who  lived  in  Alexandria  and  died 
about  a  year  after  the  Civil  War  at  the  advanced  age  of  95 
or  96  spent  the  last  year  or  two  of  his  life  in  this  house  from 
which  I  write,  having  outlived  all  of  his  family.  He  left  a 
number  of  old  letters  and  papers,  some  letters  from  Dolly 
Madison  who  was  his  first  cousin  and  a  copy  of  the  Will  of 
Isaac  Winston.  .  .  . 

In  a  letter  written  in  May,  1915,  Miss  Mary  W.  Slaughter,  742, 
in  giving  the  descendants  of  Isaac  Winston  and  Lucy  Coles,  his  wife, 
says: 

Dr.  Isaac  Winston,  born  in  Hanover  County,  Virginia ; 
date  of  birth  unknown;  married  Susan  Dade  of  King 
George  County,  Virginia;  children:  James  Madison,  Eliza 
and  Susan;  all  of  whom  died  unmarried. 

If  any  of  the  above-named  children  of  Dr.  Isaac  Winston,  of 
Alexandria,  Virginia,  married  and  had  issue  before  they  died,  there 
does  not  appear  to  be  any  record  giving  the  date  of  any  such  marriage 
or  the  names  of  any  of  their  children.

The  names  of  the  above  children  of  Walter  Coles  Winston  ap¬ 
pear  on  the  “Winston  Tree”  prepared  by  Elizabeth  Winston  Camp¬ 
bell  Hendrick.  For  convenience  in  the  formation  of  the  tree  children 
are  not  always  named  on  the  Hendrick  charts,  or  plates,  in  order  of 
their  birth,  and  it  is  more  than  probable  that  the  children  are  not 
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named  above  in  the  order  of  their  birth.  The  Hendrick  charts,  or 
plates,  do  not  give  any  of  the  descendants  of  the  above-named  chil¬ 
dren.  No  information  has  been  found  as  to  the  children  and  de¬ 
scendants  of  Walter  Coles  Winston  and  Lucinda  Dade,  his  wife, 
except  as  stated  below. 

Miss  Mary  W.  Slaughter,  742,  of  Mitchells,  Culpeper  Co.,  Va., 
as  to  the  family  of  Walter  Coles  Winston,  says: 

This  family,  with  the  exception  of  two  daughters,  Mrs. 
Thornton  and  Mrs.  Catlett,  moved  to  Alabama  about  1840 
and,  as  far  as  I  know,  were  lost  sight  of  by  their  relatives 
here.  I  think  that  Mrs.  Catlett  lived  in  Caroline  Co.,  Va., 
but  I  do  not  know  whether  any  of  her  descendants  are 
living. 

In  a  letter  written  in  May,  1915,  enclosing  some  Winston  data, 
Miss  Slaughter  says: 

Since  receiving  your  letter  of  May  4th,  I  have  con¬ 
cluded  to  write  out  fully,  as  far  as  I  know,  all  the  descend¬ 
ants  of  Isaac  and  Lucy  Coles  Winston.  I  have  found  some 
,  .  records  which  I  have  copied  and  have  added  what  I,  my¬ 
self,  know  about  the  present  generation.  I  am  sorry  that  I 
cannot  give  you  any  information  other  than  that  which  you 
already  know  about  the  descendants  of  Walter,  Martha, 
Dorothea,  and  Mary  Ann  Winston.  As  they  left  Virginia 
more  than  three-fourths  of  a  century  ago,  their  descendants 
have  been  lost  sight  of  by  the  family  here.  I  do  not  know  of 
a  single  descendant  of  any  of  these  families,  whom  I  could 
communicate  with.  ... 

Miss  Mary  McFarland,  1676,  of  Florence,  Alabama,  as  to  this 
branch  of  the  Winston  family,  in  a  letter  written  in  September,  1915, 
says : 

The  brother,  Walter  Coles  Winston,  I  will  try  and  find 
out  more  about  by  Friday  and  will  write  you.  .  .  . 

In  a  later  letter  on  this  subject  she  says: 

The  chart  that  I  hoped  to  find  something  of  Walter 
Coles  Winston  from,  only  had  his  children,  as  you  named 
them.  I  am  certainly  sorry  not  to  have  information  now, 
however,  I  have  one  vague  hope  left,  and  if  I  succeed  will 
write  you  immediately. 

Mr.  Henry  Coles  Armistead,  705,  who  resides  near  Tuscumbia, 
Alabama,  in  a  letter  written  by  him  in  September,  1915,  as  to  Walter 
Coles  Winston,  says: 
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You  will  notice  that  Mrs.  Armistead  and  Walter  Coles 
Winston  settled  in  Ala.  Well,  Walter  C.  W.  did  buy  land  & 
settled  here,  where  I  am  now  living,  while  his  sister  lived 
in  Lauderdale  County,  about  13  miles  north  of  here. 

The  place  he  selected  for  a  home  &  where  he  built,  is 
about  200  yards  West  of  my  house.  The  signs  are  plainly 
visible  to-day. 

He  did  not  stay  long  at  this  place.  I  never  heard  that  he 
married.  And  I  do  not  know  where  he  located  after  he  left 
here.  .  .  . 

In  a  letter  from  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Winston  Gibson,  who  was 
Elizabeth  Winston  Armistead,  716  (daughter  of  Patrick  Henry 
Armistead,  225),  from  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  as  to  Walter  Coles  Win¬ 
ston,  701,  she  says : 

I  can  give  you  the  correct  information  you  wish  of  my 
grandmother’s  Bro.,  Walter  Winston.  He  died  single  before 
I  was  born  and  was  buried  in  the  Armistead  Family  bury- 
ing  ground  at  the  old  Armistead  Homestead  5  miles  from 
Florence,  Ala.  In  April,  1854,  my  Father,  Dr.  P.  H.  Armi¬ 
stead,  knew  that  he  could  not  live  long  and  wished  to  go 
home  to  die  so  he  could  be  laid  to  rest  with  his  kindred. 
Stages  were  the  only  public  conveyances  in  those  days.  So 
my  mother  with  her  servants  carried  him  home  by  private 
conveyance  and  he  died  June  4,  1854,  and  was  buried  near 
his  sister  Martha,  and  uncle  Walter  Winston.  This  record 
I  have  from  the  personal  knowledge  of  my  mother.  .  .  . 

On  the  chart  made  by  Ann  Maury  of  the  Fontaines  I  find  a 
Walter  Winston  who  married  Lucinda  Dade,  but  after 
comparing  the  records  of  Lucy  Winston  Coles,  my  great- 
great-grandmother,  and  Lucy  Coles  Winston,  my  great¬ 
grandmother,  I  find  Miss  Ann  Maury  made  a  mistake.

It  is  not  known  if  the  foregoing  children  of  Martha  Henry 
(Winston)  Armistead  are  named  in  the  order  of  their  birth  or  not 
and  no  record  has  been  found  of  the  birth  of  some  of  them.

A  large  number  of  the  descendants  of  Martha  Henry  (Winston) 
Armistead  have  been  traced  and  located  as  set  forth  below.  Miss 
Mary  McFarland,  1676,  in  her  letter  mentioned  above,  as  to  this 
branch  of  the  family,  says : 

In  Va.  about  the  year  1806  Martha  Henry  Winston 
(daughter  of  Lucy  Coles  and  Isaac  Winston,  3rd),  married 
Peter  Fontaine  Armistead;  in  about  1814  this  family  and 
her  sister  Dorothea  came  through  the  country  and  settled 
about  a  mile  from  Florence,  Ala.  Later  they  built  a  home 
about  seven  miles  out  on  a  large  farm.

Lanier,  Mrs.  Smith,  Martha,  one  son  Patrick  Henry  and 
there  are  others.  I  only  know  of  these,  Now — Peter  F. 
Armistead  was  buried  in  Sardis,  Miss.  Also  two  sons 
George  Washington  and  Isaac  Coles.  .  .  . 

Mr.  Henry  Coles  Armistead,  705,  in  his  letter  mentioned  above, 
as  to  this  branch  of  the  family,  says : 


My  Gr.  Mother,  Mrs.  P.  F.  A. — nee  Martha  Henry 
Winston,  lived  to  be  96  years  old.  She  was  buried  in  the 
family  grave-yard  in  Lauderdale  County.  My  sister  Mrs. 
McFarland,  had  the  lot  enclosed  with  wire,  and  kept  the  lot 
in  good  fix  for  many  years.  ...

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Mrs.  Virginia  Armistead  Garber,  of  Richmond,  Virginia,  in 
her  book,  “The  Armistead  Family,  1635-1910,”  on  p.  54,  gives  some 
of  the  children  of  Martha  Henry  Winston  and  Peter  Fontaine 
Armistead,  her  husband,  and  on  p.  75  she  makes  the  mistake  of  giving 
the  children  of  Peter  Fontaine  Armistead,  Jr.,  and  Mary  Susan 
Winston,  his  wife,  as  the  children  of  said  Martha  Henry  (Winston) 
Armistead.

As  to  the  old  family  home,  “Zhe-Hol,”  in  Culpeper  County, 
Virginia,  Miss  Mary  W.  Slaughter,  742,  says: 

The  house  in  which  I  live  is  the  one  in  which  Isaac 
Winston  the  third,  and  his  wife  Lucy  Coles  lived  when  they 
moved  from  Hanover  County,  and  came  to  live  in  Cul¬ 
peper,  about  the  year  1808  according  to  tradition.  They 
called  it  “Zhe-Hol”  and  it  has  been  occupied  by  some  of 
the  family  ever  since.

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“  ‘Prospect  Hill,’  the  residence  of  Doct.  Walter  Ben¬ 
nett,  lying  on  Mayo  Creek  in  Halifax  County,  Virga.,  was 
purchased  of  Samuel  Garland  on  the  5th  of  March,  1794. 

The  tract  contains  250  acres  and  was  purchased  for  £175 
Virga.  currency  (equal  to  $583.33  1/3).  It  subsequently 
became  the  residence  of  Richard  E.  Bennett  (and  was 
•  known  as  ‘Poplar  Mount’)  who  occupied  it  during  his  life 
time,  and  where  he  was  buried  in  September,  1828.  .  .  . 

“Dr.  Walter  Bennett  died  at  his  son-in-law’s,  Joseph 
Scates’,  in  Christian  County,  Ky.,  on  Monday  morning 
about  day  brake  on  the  21  day  of  December  1812  and  was 
buried  on  his  own  farm  in  the  forks  of  Little  River  four 
miles  south  of  Hopkinsville.

In  the  Virginia  Magazine  of  History  and  Biography ,  for  Octo¬ 
ber,  1903  (Vol.  11,  p.  331),  under  “Genealogy,”  is  the  following 
account  of  James  Coles  Bruce: 

James  Coles  Bruce  was  born  January  (July)  26,  1806. 

He  received  his  education  at  Chapel  Hill  and  Harvard 
Colleges,  and  the  University  of  Virginia.  In  early  life  he 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  which  came 
in  a  few  votes— three  by  the  record,  one  by  tradition,  prob¬ 
ably  at  a  secret  session  not  recorded— of  abolishing  slavery 
in  Virginia.  This  was  shortly  after  the  Turner  Insurrection 
1831),  which  had  raised  a  great  commotion.  Not  long  be¬ 
fore  he  died,  Mr.  Bruce  expressed  much  regret  that  he  had 
voted  for  the  perpetuation  of  slavery,  though  one  of  the 
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largest  slaveholders  in  the  South.  In  an  address  delivered 
at  Danville,  Va.,  which  attracted  general  attention  at  the 
time,  he  took  an  advanced  position  on  the  subject.  He  de¬ 
clared  that  the  greatest  harm  of  slavery  was  to  the  white 
people,  and  that  it  “cheated  the  planters  with  a  semblance 
of  wealth.”  There  is  an  extended  reference  to  his  address 
in  a  note  to  H  owison’s  History  of  Virginia.  Mr.  Bruce  was 
a  Whig  in  politics,  and  as  that  party  was  in  the  minority 
in  Virginia,  and  he  himself  was  without  political  ambition, 
and  owing  to  his  great  wealth,  without  strong  motive  for 
exertion,  he  never  sought  high  office,  though  a  finished  pub¬ 
lic  speaker,  and  a  man  whose  extraordinary  talents  were 
generally  recognized.  As  the  foremost  citizen  of  his  county 
and  the  Union  candidate,  he  was  elected  a  member  of  the 
secession  convention.  He  was  an  active  opponent  of  seces¬ 
sion,  but  voted  in  favor  of  it  when  Lincoln  issued  his  call 
for  troops.  He  was  considered  to  be  one  of  the  ablest  de¬ 
baters  in  the  Convention.  There  are  interesting  references 
of  him  in  the  account  of  that  body  which  Hon.  John  Goode, 
a  member,  wrote  for  the  Conservative  Review ,  March, 
1900.  Among  the  casual  addresses  of  Mr.  Bruce  was  one 
delivered  before  the  students  of  Chapel  Hill,  N.  C.,  at  the 
Commencement  of  1841 ;  another  before  the  Alumni  of  the 
University  of  Virginia.  Both  are  marked  by  vigorous 
thought,  brilliant  expression,  and  high  literary  finish.  The 
Chapel  Hill  address  was  republished  in  1898  by  J.  B. 
Chastain,  Esq.,  of  Baltimore,  Md.  Mr.  Bruce  resided  at 
“Berry  Hill,”  Halifax  County,  Va.,  which  had  formerly 
been  a  part  of  the  estate  of  the  second  Wm.  Byrd  and  after¬ 
wards  of  General  Edward  Carrington.  The  House  which  he 
erected  is  still  standing,  now  the  home  of  his  son,  Alexander 
Bruce,  Esq.,  and  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  finest  models 
of  the  Colonial  style  in  the  South,  if  not  in  the  United 
States.  Among  the  other  valuable  contents  of  the  house  was 
an  extraordinary  quantity  of  silver  of  the  finest  designs. 
Even  the  basins,  pitchers,  etc.,  of  the  sleeping  rooms  were 
made  of  this  material.  Here  Mr.  Bruce  lived,  like  the  lord 
of  an  English  manor,  in  the  midst  of  hundreds  of  slaves  and 
adherents  of  all  kinds — a  sort  of  feudal  chief  on  his  great 
landed  estate  and  in  his  county — where  he  was  equally 
feared  and  admired.  He  died  in  1865,  just  before  the  close 
of  the  war.  He  said  on  his  death  bed  that  he  “felt  a  grim 
satisfaction  in  leaving  the  world  at  that  time,  as  he  knew 
that  nothing  but  ruin  was  in  store  for  his  class.”  Though 
originally  a  Union  Man,  his  contributions  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  the  cause  of  the  Confederacy  had  amounted  to  at 
least  fifty  thousand  dollars.

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tion,  Captain  John  B.  Coles  and  Mr.  Martin,  two  fast 
friends  of  the  Church,  determined  upon  the  effort  for  its 
removal  and  renewal,  and  invited  all  the  neighbors — even 
the  poorest — to  meet  at  certain  appointed  days  for  its  pros¬ 
tration,  its  removal  and  re-erection,  and  completely  tri¬ 
umphed  over  all  opposition  and  falsified  all  unfavorable 
prophecies.

The  founder  of  the  Fleming  family  in  America  was  Sir  Thomas 
Fleming,  second  son  of  the  Earl  of  Wigton,  of  Scotland,  who  married 
a  Miss  Tarleton  of  England,  and  emigrated  to  the  Colony  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  in  1616.  He  landed  at  Jamestown,  Virginia,  where  he  first 
lived,  but  subsequently  removed  to  Kent  County,  where  he  died.  He 
had  several  daughters  and  three  sons.  His  son  Tarleton,  of  Rock 
Castle,  married  a  Miss  Bates,  of  Williamsburg,  and  had  three  sons, 
one  of  whom  was  named  Tarleton. 

The  said  last-named  Tarleton  married  Mary  Randolph,  a 
daughter  of  Thomas  Randolph,  of  Tuckahoe,  and  had  one  daughter 
and  several  sons,  one  of  whom  was  named  Thomas  Mann,  who  mar¬ 
ried  Anne  Spotswood  Payne,  a  daughter  of  Archibald  Payne,  of 
New  Market,  Goochland  County. 

The  said  Thomas  Mann  had  several  daughters  and  a  son  named 
Tarleton  who  married  the  said  Rebecca  Elizabeth  Coles. 

In  the  genealogical  column  of  the  Times-Dispatch ,  of  Rich¬ 
mond,  Virginia,  of  March  27,  1904,  is  an  article  on  the  Woodson — 
Fleming  families  of  Virginia,  and  in  the  Cincinnati  Inquirer ,  of 

April  6,  1913,  is  an  article  giving  the  early  English  history  of  the

The  said  Peyton  Skipwith  Coles  left  a  last  will  and  testament, 
dated  Aug.  7th,  1883,  probated  July  4th,  1887,  and  recorded  in  Liber 
29  of  Wills,  p.  564,  in  the  Clerks  Office  of  Albemarle  County,  Va. 

In  his  said  will  he  gave  all  of  his  property,  real  and  personal, 
including  “Estouteville,”  to  his  wife,  Julia  Isaetta  Coles,  for  her  life 
with  the  power  to  dispose  of  it  in  such  proportions  among  his  chil¬ 
dren  as  she  might  think  best. 

Peyton  S.  Coles  was  a  prominent  Mason  and  was  widely  known 
throughout  the  State  of  Virginia.  A  local  newspaper  gave  the  fol¬ 
lowing  account  of  his  funeral :  . 


Our  community  was  shocked  on  Sunday  morning  about 
9  o’clock  when  Mr.  W.  S.  Deal,  Master  of  Scottsville 
Lodge,  received  a  message  informing  him  of  the  death  of 
Past  Grand  Master  Coles,  which  occurred  at  8  o'clock  Sat¬ 
urday  evening.  A  guard  of  honor  from  this  Lodge  was  at 
once  sent  to  his  residence,  who  held  the  remains  in  charge 
until  the  arrival  of  the  Grand  Lodge  officers  Monday 
afternoon. 

Grand  Master  Drinkard,  Past  Grand  Master  Well- 
ford,  Grand  Secretary  Isaacs,  and  S.  McG.  Fisher, 
D.  D.  G.  M.  of  district  No.  7,  arrived  here  on  the  noon 
train  and,  escorted  by  all  the  officers  of  Lodge  45  and 
eighteen  or  twenty  of  its  members,  at  once  proceeded  to 


. 
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“Estouteville.”  In  the  spacious  hall  of  the  stately  mansion 
the  funeral  service  of  the  Episcopal  church  was  impres¬ 
sively  read  by  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Locke.  A  procession  headed 
by  the  Grand  officers,  members  of  Lodges  No.  45,  No.  60, 

No.  55,  and  other  Masons,  followed  by  the  hearse  drawn 
by  four  splendid  horses,  the  wife,  daughter,  seven  sons  and 
other  relatives  of  the  deceased,  and  a  very  large  number  of 
persons  in  vehicles  of  all  kinds,  horse-back,  and  on  foot  was 
formed  a  few  minutes  after  this.  The  pall-bearers  were: 

W.  H.  Prout,  district  deputy  Grand  Master  of  District  23; 

S.  McG.  Fisher,  district  deputy  Grand  Master  of  District 
7;  H.  G.  Harris,  past  master  of  Lodge  45;  J.  B.  Anderson, 
past  master  45;  J.  W.  Lane,  worshipful  master  55;  W.  E. 
Norris,  past  master  35;  F.  C.  Gilmer,  past  master  60; 
Micajah  Woods,  of  No.  60,  J.  W.  Scribner,  past  master  of 
No.  60,  was  chief  marshal. 

The  procession  moved  on  to  “Enniscorthy,”  the  resi¬ 
dence  of  Mr.  T.  S.  Coles,  where  in  the  burying-ground  that 
contains  the  remains  of  six  generations  of  the  Coles  family 
the  body  was  committed  to  the  earth.  The  Grand  Master 
in  compliance  with  the  wish  of  the  deceased,  requested 
Judge  Wellford  to  read  the  burial  service,  and  he  did  so  in 
an  exceedingly  impressive  manner.  The  prayer  was  read  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Locke.  “Nearer  My  God  to  Thee”  was  feelingly 
sung,  and,  after  the  benediction  by  Bro.  J.  W.  Crider,  the 
great  crowd  dispersed.  There  were  nearly  a  hundred  vehi¬ 
cles  in  the  procession. 

Mr.  Coles  was  about  60  years  old.  He  leaves  a  widow 
and  ten  children,  all  of  whom  were  present  except  two — 
Rev.  Roberts  Coles,  who  is  traveling  in  Italy,  and  Isaac, 
who  is  in  Nebraska. 

He  was  past  grand  commander  of  Knights  Templars, 
past  grand  High  Priest  of  the  Royal  Arch;  at  the  time  of 
his  death  filled  the  position  of  Grand  Lecturer  of  Masons 
in  Virginia.  In  December,  1879,  he  was  elected  Grand 
Master  and  was  re-elected  at  the  next  session  in  1880.  He 
laid  the  corner-stone  of  the  Yorktown  monument  on  which 
occasion  he  was  clothed  in  the  regalia  made  by  the  wife  of 
Lafayette  and  worn  by  George  Washington  when  the  “Fa¬ 
ther  of  His  Country”  as  worshipful  master  laid  the  corner¬ 
stone  of  the  Capitol  of  Washington. 

He  was  past  master  of  Nos.  45  and  60,  and  a  member  of 
Nos.  45,  60,  55  and  9. 

Mr.  Coles  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  Masons  in 
the  United  States,  and  no  man  in  the  Virginia  Grand  Lodge 
was  more  widely  known  or  beloved.  He  had  visited  every 
Lodge  in  the  State,  some  of  them  frequently,  and  always 
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received  most  cordial  welcome.  He  was  a  good  man  and 
true,  and  his  loss  will  be  a  serious  one  to  the  community 
and  the  fraternity.  He  has  woven  for  himself  a  crown  of 
laurels  that  will  “never,  never,  never  die!”  So  long  as 
Masonry  stands — so  long  as  the  world  revolves  on  its  axis — 
so  long  will  the  memory  of  Peyton  S.  Coles  be  held  in  affec¬ 
tionate  veneration.  He  "has  entered  into  the  Supreme  Grand 
Lodge  above — “that  temple  not  made  with  hands,  eternal 
in  the  Heavens!”

It  has  been  stated  that  Julia  Isaetta  Coles  was  named  Julia 
after  her  mother  and  Isaetta  was  a  name  coined  for  her  from  her 
father’s  name.  The  name  Isaetta,  however,  was  known  in  the  family 
as  early  as  the  year  1804,  as  the  second  daughter  of  Mary  E.  Coles 
and  Robert  Carter,  her  husband,  who  was  born  in  1804,  was  named 
Rebecca  Isaetta  Carter,  and  the  first  daughter  of  Rebecca  Travis 
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Coles  and  Richard  Singleton,  her  husband,  who  was  b.  in  1812  and 
d.  in  infancy,  was  named  Elizabeth  Isaetta  Singleton. 

The  sai  d  Julia  Isaetta  Coles  left  a  last  Will  and  Testament,  dated 
Jan.  17,  1905,  probated  June  6,  1907,  and  recorded  in  Liber  31  of 
Wills,  on  p.  361,  in  the  Clerk’s  Office  of  Albemarle  County,  Va. 

In  her  will  she  gave  all  of  her  estate,  real  and  personal,  includ¬ 
ing  “Estouteville,”  to  her  Executors  and  Trustees,  her  sons  Peyton 
Skipwith  Coles,  Roberts  Coles  and  William  B.  Coles,  with  power  to 
sell  and  dispose  of  same  and  divide  the  proceeds  thereof  among  her 
children,  as  therein  provided,  and  directed  that  they  hold  a  family 
auction  of  all  furniture,  household  effects  and  other  personal  articles 
before  disposing  of  the  same  to  outside  parties  so  that  her  children 
might  obtain  such  of  said  articles  that  they  might  wish. 

The  following  obituary  notice  appeared  in  a  Philadelphia  news¬ 
paper  the  day  following  her  death:

“Estoute- 
ville”  became  known  far  and  wide  as  a  center  of  culture 
and  grace.  Its  lofty  front,  wide  halls,  and  broad  acres,  and 
above  all  the  general  air  of  goodfellowship  in  which  it  has 
always  been  enveloped  have  made  it  typical  of  the  best 
homes  of  Old  Virginia.  The  stranger  has  ever  been  wel¬ 
comed  to  the  warmth  of  its  hearthstone,  finding  there  a 
place  of  honor  among  its  chosen  guests;  and  even  the  way¬ 
farer  has  felt  the  winsom  charm  of  the  mistress  of  the  man¬ 
sion,  whose  gentle  influence  pervaded  the  household  and 
rested  like  a  benediction  upon  all  who  came  within  her 
sway. 

Beautiful  in  person  and  pure  of  heart,  it  was  a  choice 
sight  to  behold  her  in  the  midst  of  her  loving  family.  For 
them  her  noble  Christian  character  was  a  daily  inspiration, 
while  upon  the  world  she  shed  the  light  of  genuine  charity, 
radiating  from  a  heart  full  of  tender  love  for  every  human 
soul.  She  was  a  devout  member  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
church,  and  took  a  deep  interest  in  Old  Christ  Church,  near 
“Estouteville.” 

Endowed  with  a  bright  and  attractive  mind,  which  she 
had  cultivated  to  an  unusual  degree,  she  never  lost  her  inter¬ 
est  in  life.  Even  after  passing  the  limit  of  “three-score  years 
and  ten,”  she  kept  abreast  of  the  times  by  reading  the  best 
of  modern  fiction,  and  taking  pains  to  be  conversant  with 
current  events.  Thus  to  the  end  she  remained  a  most  charm¬ 
ing  companion,  and  her  versatile  powers  of  conversation 
delighted  both  young  and  old.  Beloved  by  all  who  knew  her 
she  was  cherished  like  a  fragrant  rose  by  her  devoted  daugh¬ 
ter  and  stalwart  sons. 

No  unhallowed  hands  bore  her  to  the  tomb,  but  by  the 
sons  whom  she  had  nurtured  to  comely  manhood  was  she 
tenderly  conveyed  to  her  last  resting-place.  To  the  bosom  of 
the  soil  she  loved  so  well,  in  the  quiet  graveyard  on  Green 
Mountain,  where  for  more  than  a  century  the  sod  has  been 
broken  from  time  to  time  to  receive  the  remains  of  her 
ancestors,  the  earthly  image  of  this  saint  was  lovingly  con¬ 
signed  to  await  the  ineffable  glory  of  the  resurrection  morn. 

The  funeral  services  were  impressively  conducted  at 
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“Estouteville”  by  Rev.  Robert  Carter,  a  kinsman,  of  the 
neighboring  estate  of  “Redlands”;  and  a  large  assemblage 
of  sorrowing  friends  and  faithful  old  servants  mingled  their 
tears  with  those  of  the  bereaved  family.  Fragrant  flowers 
were  strewn  upon  the  sad  mound,  soon  to  wither;  but  the 
incense  of  her  sweet  life  shall  ascend  forever  before  the 
Great  White  Throne.

Singleton : 

He  was  a  man  of  powerful  build,  and  quick  and  impul¬ 
sive  temper,  yet  with  all  gentle,  tender  and  given  to 
hospitality. 

It  is  told  us,  that  shortly  after  his  return  home  from 
college,  his  father  came  into  the  house  one  day  and  found 
him  sitting  indoors  reading:  he  inquired  why  he  was  not  at 
work,  he  replied  he  had  nothing  to  do,  his  father  said  he 
might  direct  the  negro  slaves  at  work,  to  which  he  replied 
that  was  the  duty  of  his  overseer.  One  word  led  to  another 
and  the  young  man  picked  up  his  hat,  walked  to  Columbia, 
a  distance  of  forty-odd  miles,  found  a  plantation  about 
twelve  miles  south  of  Columbia,  to  suit  him,  got  his  father’s 
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most  intimate  friends,  Col.  Hampton  and  Mr.  B.  F.  Taylor, 
to  endorse  for  him,  and  bought  the  place. 

When  his  father  realized  his  determination  he  paid  for 
the  place  for  him.

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In  the  “Life  and  Letters  of  Dolly  Madison,”  by  Allen  C.  Clark, 
on  p.  291,  is  the  following  reference  to  Sarah  Angelica  Singleton: 

Angelica  Singleton  of  South  Carolina,  a  cousin  of  Mrs. 
Madison,  was  by  her  introduced  to  President  Van  Buren. 

The  introduction  was  by  appointment;  and  the  family  of 
Senator  Preston  was  of  the  party.  In  the  year  following, 

1838,  and  in  November,  she  was  married  to  Major  Van 
Buren,  the  President’s  eldest  son.  The  daughter-in-law  was 
the  First  Lady  during  Van  Buren’s  (administration)  and 
the  fact  is  a  consequent  circumstance  of  Mrs.  Madison’s 
intermedium.  It  is  hereinbefore,  March  30,  1830,  that  Mrs. 
Madison  was  disappointed  with  the  failure  of  a  coalition 
between  her  niece  Dolly  and  the  handsome  Abraham.  The 
second  offering  of  a  relation  to  the  Van  Buren  marital  altar 
did  not  fail : 

The  Boston  Post  has: 

“The  Executive  Mansion  was  a  place  of  much  more 
than  usual  attraction  in  consequence  of  the  first  appearance 
of  the  bride  of  the  President’s  son  and  private  secretary, 

Mr.  Abram  Van  Buren.  ...  A  constant  current  set  from 
the  President’s  house  to  the  modest  mansion  of  the  much 
respected  lady  of  ex-President  Madison.” 

In  “The  Singletons  of  South  Carolina,”  by  Virginia  Eliza 
(Green)  Singleton,  on  pp.  20  and  21,  is  the  following  reference  to 
Sarah  Angelica  Van  Buren: 

Mrs.  Van  Buren’s  father  was  Richard  Singleton,  a 
large  landowner  and  planter  of  Sumter  County,  S.  C.,  a 
member  of  the  family  ranked  among  the  “blue  bloods”  of 
that  exclusive  State.  To  complete  an  education  in  keeping 
with  her  elevated  social  position  Miss  Singleton  was  sent 
for  several  years  to  Mme.  Greland’s  school  in  Philadelphia, 
and  in  1837  she  spent  a  portion  of  her  holiday  in  Washing¬ 
ton  with  her  kinswoman,  Mrs.  Dolly  Madison,  who  took 
pride  and  pleasure  in  presenting  her  to  President  Van 
Buren.  As  she  was  a  girl  of  rare  beauty,  and  most  accom¬ 
plished,  she  at  once  became  a  reigning  bell,  and  one  year 
later  she  was  married  at  her  own  home  in  South  Carolina 
to  Major  Abram  Van  Buren,  eldest  son  of  the  President,  a 
graduate  of  West  Point,  an  officer  in  the  army,  who  at  the 
time  was  acting  as  his  father’s  private  secretary.

The  summer  of  1833  besides  her  family  Mrs.  Single¬ 
ton’s  great-niece,  Virginia  Taylor,  mother  of  the  compiler, 
went  with  them  to  Virginia,  a  child  of  9  years  and  relates 
this  story:  They  stopped  at  a  Mr.  Thayler’s  for  the  night 
and  Richard  was  taken  very  ill  and  died  of  congestive  chill. 
Matthew,  his  twin  brother,  had  gone  on  before  to  arrange 
the  next  stopping  place,  and  was  very  ill  at  the  same  time, 
but  recovered.  A  coffin  was  made  by  the  home  carpenter 
and  next  day  Richard  was  buried  in  the  garden  until  the 
family  returned  to  South  Carolina.  Col.  Singleton,  fearing 
a  mistake  might  be  made,  put  his  gold  watch  in  the  coffin. 

The  next  winter  he  sent  his  wagon  for  the  remains,  and 
upon  opening  the  coffin  to  his  surprise  the  body  was  petri¬ 
fied.  He  had  it  placed  in  his  drawing  room  and  said  it. 
should  not  be  buried.  The  family  begged  their  life-long 
friends,  Col.  Hampton  and  Mr.  B.  F.  Taylor,  to  come  to 
their  assistance,  and  they  succeeded  in  getting  him  to  con¬ 
sent  to  the  burial  in  the  old  Singleton  graveyard.

In  “The  Singletons  of  South  Carolina,”  by  Mrs.  Virginia  Eliza 
(Green)  Singleton,  on  pp.  23  and  24,  is  the  following  reference  to 
Matthew  Singleton : 

He  received  his  early  education  from  private  tutors, 
etc.,  and  was  graduated  from  the  South  Carolina  College 
in  1838. 

After  leaving  College  he  was  appointed  on  the  staff  of 
Gov.  John  Peter  Richardson,  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant 
Colonel,  went  to  Europe  as  an  attache  of  the  American 
Legation,  when  his  uncle  by  marriage,  Mr.  Andrew 
Stephenson  (Stevenson)  was  minister  to  England.  Upon 
his  return  he  engaged  in  planting,  was  fond  of  fine  stock, 
and  imported  himself  fine  cattle,  Ayreshire  and  Durham, 
and  was,  we  believe,  the  first  person  to  import  the  famous 
broad-tailed  sheep.  He  took  many  prizes  at  State  Fairs. 

He  was  fond  of  horticulture  and  paid  attention  to  his 
garden  and  flowers.  Had  an  English  gardner,  and  had  his 
grounds  beautifully  laid  out.  He  was  also  a  lover  of  blooded 
horses,  was  a  member  of  the  South  Carolina  Jockey  Club 
and  entered  his  horses  at  the  races  at  Charleston,  Camden, 
Pineville,  and  Augusta. 

He  planned  and  built  a  beautiful  home  on  his  planta¬ 
tion,  “Kensington,”  in  Richland  County,  called  after  his 
wife’s  paternal  home  near  Georgetown,  S.  C.,  but  did  not 
live  to  occupy  it,  dying  at  the  age  of  37.

wide  acquaintance;  she  has  attended  many,  if  not  all,  of  the  Conven¬ 
tions  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  knows  many  of  the 
Bishops  and  prominent  men  of  the  Church  both  in  this  country  and 
in  England.

In  describing  Governor  Coles,  the  father  of  Edward  Coles,  Mr. 
Washburne  says  that  “he  was  of  a  polished  education,  fine  personal 
appearance,  good  manners,  and  irreproachable  character.”  Edward 
Coles,  his  son,  possessed  all  of  these  qualities  in  a  marked  degree. 
•In  appearance  he  was  tall  and  slight  of  build,  and  carried  himself 
erect  and  well.  His  features  were  extremely  refined  and  intellectual 
and  were  as  clearly  cut  as  a  cameo,  suggesting  in  outline  and  contour 
the  quaint  and  artistic  lines  of  a  St.  Memin  engraving.  In  manner 
he  was  gentle,  polished,  refined  and  dignified  with  just  enough 
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modesty  and  reserve  to  lend  added  charm  to  his  personality,  and  in 
character  he  was  upright,  honorable  and  respected  by  all  who  knew 
him.

adjoining  “Estouteville”  on  the  north,  which  place  was  later  owned 
by  Tucker  S.  Coles;  when  the  Civil  War  broke  out  in  1861  he  felt 
it  his  duty  to  remain  loyal  to  the  cause  of  his  adopted  home  and  he 
joined  the  Confederate  Army  and  was  killed  Feb.  8,  1862,  at  the 
Battle  of  Roanoke  Island,  Va.,  fighting  valiantly;  he  was  interred 
at  “Enniscorthy,”  Va.,  but  about  the  year  1895  his  remains  were 
removed  by  his  sister,  Miss  Mary  Coles,  to  their  family  plot  in 
Woodlands  Cemetery,  in  West  Philadelphia;  he  never  married. 

The  said  Roberts  Coles  left  a  last  Will  and  Testament,  dated 
Jan.  9,  1862,  probated  March  3,  1862,  recorded  in  Liber  26  of  Wills, 
p.  372,  in  the  Clerk’s  Office  of  Albemarle  County,  Va. 

In  Vol.  xii  of  the  American  Encyclopaedia,  at  p.  496,  is  the 
following  mention  of  the  Battle  of  Roanoke  Island: 

On  February  8,  1862,  an  expedition  under  Commodore 
Goldsborough  and  General  Burnside,  consisting  of  more 
than  100  vessels  and  11,500  troops,  captured  Roanoke 
Island,  with  six  forts,  40  guns  and  2,000  prisoners. 

This  record  states  the  overwhelming  numbers  and  the  over¬ 
powering  force  against  which  he  had  to  contend,  and  the  flight  of 
time  serves  only  to  impress  more  deeply  upon  our  hearts  and  sym¬ 
pathy  the  pathos  of  the  early  death  and  untimely  sacrifice  of  so 
brave  and  so  gallant  a  young  man.  That  he  possessed  the  courage 
to  follow  his  convictions  and  was  brave,  gallant  and  heroic  there  can 
be  no  question. 

The  Enquirer  and  Examiner ,  in  an  article  published  July  9, 
1868,  paying  a  tribute  to  the  memory  of  Governor  Coles,  said: 

He  was  the  father  of  that  gallant  young  hero,  Captain 
Roberts  Coles,  who  fell  at  Roanoke  Island  in  the  second 
year  of  our  war  for  independence,  and  whose  memory  is 
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sadly  associated  with  that  of  the  distinguished  and  gallant 
O.  Jennings  Wise,  who  fell  at  the  same  time. 

In  the  “History  of  Albemarle  County,  Virginia,”  by  Rev.  Edgar 
Woods,  1901,  on  p.  173,  giving  a  part  of  the  Coles  genealogy,  is  the 
following  reference  to  Roberts  Coles,  under  his  father  Edward 
Coles :

He  had  three  children,  one  of  whom,  Roberts,  came  to 
Virginia,  lived  on  the  Old  Clarkson  farm  on  the  south  fork 
*  of  the  Hardware,  was  a  captain  in  the  Confederate  Army, 
and  fell  on  Roanoke  Island  in  1862.  His  remains  were 
brought  for  interment  to  the  Coles  Cemetery  at  “Ennis- 
corthy.”

A  Sketch  of  the  Late  Captain  Walter  Coles,  of 
“Coles  Hill,”  Pittsylvania  County,  Virginia 

By  C.  0.  Pruden,  His  Rector 

Captain  Walter  Coles  departed  this  life,  after  a  pain¬ 
ful  illness,  in  the  city  of  Danville,  Va.,  where  he  had  gone 
for  treatment,  at  three  o’clock  A.  M.,  November  11,  1914,  in 
the  ninetieth  year  of  his  age. 

Captain  Coles  was  descended  from  an  old  and  promi- 
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nent  English  family.  His  great-grandfather.  Col.  John 
Coles,  emigrated  from  Ireland  and  came  to  Virginia  in 
!730>  marrying  Miss  Mary  Winston,  of  Hanover  County, 
Va.,  a  daughter  of  Isaac  Winston  and  Mary  Dabney.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  St.  John’s  Episcopal  Church  in 
Richmond  and  was  buried  under  the  chancel  of  that  his¬ 
toric  building.  Col.  Isaac  Coles,  Sr.,  his  son,  was  born  in 
Richmond,  Va.,  and  died  on  his  plantation  in  Pittsylvania 
County,  Va.,  in  1813.  He  was  for  a  number  of  years  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Virginia  Legislature  and  also  of  the  convention 
that  met  in  Richmond,  June,  1788,  to  ratify  the  Federal 
Constitution.  After  the  United  States  Government  was  es¬ 
tablished  he  became  a  member  of  the  first  Congress,  which 
met  in  New  York  in  1787  (1789).  Col.  Coles’  first  wife  was 
Miss  Elizabeth  Lightfoot,  of  Charles  City  County.  His 
second  wife  was  Miss  Catherine  Thompson,  of  New  York. 
The  Hon.  Walter  Coles,  Sr.,  son  of  this  marriage,  and 
father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  was  born  in  1790,  and 
died  at  “Coles  Hill,”  Pittsylvania  County,  Va.,  November, 
1857.  He  was  a  captain  in  the  army  during  the  War  of  1812 
and  a  member  of  Congress  from  1835  t0  1845.  He  married 
Miss  Lettice  P.  Carrington,  of  Charlotte  County,  Va.,  she 
being  the  youngest  daughter  of  Judge  Paul  Carrington,  of 
Revolutionary  fame.  The  children  of  this  marriage  were  as 
follows:  Isaac  and  Isaetta,  both  of  whom  died  in  childhood; 
Walter,  the  subject  of  this  sketch;  Helen  C.,  now  deceased, 
Mildred  H.,  who  married  Col.  T.  Stanhope  Flournoy,  and 
who  died  in  1901 ;  Agnes  C.,  who  married  Dr.  J.  G.  Cabell. 

Captain  Walter  Coles  married  Miss  Lavinia  Cather¬ 
ine  Jordan,  of  Luray,  Page  County,  Va.,  in  1862,  she  being 
a  daughter  of  a  distinguished  family  in  the  Valley  of  Vir¬ 
ginia.  This  was  a  happy  and  fruitful  marriage,  spent  for  a 
number  of  years  at  the  old  family  residence  known  as  “Coles 
Hill,”  a  place  where  a  graceful,  warm  and  delightful  hos¬ 
pitality  was  always  dispensed. 

Captain  Coles  was  a  delegate  to  the  historic  Demo¬ 
cratic  Convention,  which  met  in  Charleston,  S.  C.,  in  i860, 
and  adjourned  to  Baltimore.  During  the  Civil  War  he  held 
positions  of  trust  and  responsibility  in  the  Quartermaster’s 
department,  with  the  rank  of  captain,  and  rendered  valu¬ 
able  and  patriotic  service  during  that  stormy  period. 

After  the  War  between  the  States,  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Virginia  Legislature  and  chairman  of  the  Democratic 
Party  in  Pittsylvania  County  for  many  years.  It  was  in  this 
responsible  station  that  he  rendered  most  valuable  service 
to  his  county,  especially  through  that  dark  and  trying  period 
of  reconstruction,  for  he  was  a  true  patriot  after  the  war,  as 
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well  as  during  the  war.  Captain  Coles  was  for  many  years  a 
devoted  member  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  a  noble,  high- 
toned  Virginia  gentleman,  the  soul  of  honor  and  integrity, 
and  with  him  passes  away  a  splendid  type  which  will  soon 
disappear  from  our  land — a  man,  a  noble  gentleman  and 
devoted  Churchman,  a  life-long  resident  of  this  county  who 
has  filled  a  large  and  honorable  place  in  its  history,  full  of 
years  and  the  recipient  of  the  regard  and  esteem  of  his 
countrymen. 

He  leaves  the  following  children  to  miss  him  and 
mourn  their  loss;  Walter  Coles,  Jr.,  a  successful  planter,  of 
“Coles  Hill,”  Pittsylvania  County,  Va. ;  Russell  Jordan 
Coles,  a  prominent  leaf  tobacco  dealer  of  Danville,  Va. ; 
Agnes  Cabell  Coles,  who  married  Mr.  Edwarl  Ambler,  of 
Amherst  County,  Va. ;  Henry  Carrington  Coles,  with  the 
Civil  Service  of  New  York,  and  Thomas  Jordan  Coles, 
Treasurer  of  Pittsylvania  County,  Va.

Captain  Walter  Coles 

Captain  Walter  Coles,  a  native  and  lifelong  resident  of 
Pittsylvania  County  and  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  dis¬ 
tinguished  citizens  of  the  county,  passed  peacefully  away 
yesterday  morning  on  the  stroke  of  3  o’clock  at  the  General 
Hospital  in  this  city,  in  the  90th  year  of  his  age. 

For  several  days  death  had  been  hourly,  even  momen¬ 
tarily  expected,  by  his  children  who  had  gathered  about  his 
bedside. 

Walter  (2)  was  a  son  of  Hon.  Walter  and  Lettice  P. 
Carrington  Coles  and  was  born  at  the  ancestral  home  in 
Pittsylvania  County,  August  12,  1825.  After  receiving  his 
rudimentary  education  at  home,  and  at  Hallowell’s  school, 
in  Alexandria,  he  entered  the  law  department  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Virginia  to  prepare  himself  for  that  profession. 
Before  he  had  more  than  entered  upon  practice,  however, 
the  War  between  the  States  began  and  he  promptly  offered 
his  service  to  his  State  and  to  the  Confederacy  and  was  made 
quartermaster  with  the  rank  of  captain  in  the  Army  of 
Northern  Virginia.  Just  before  the  close  of  the  war  he  was 
entrusted  with  the  important  commission  of  providing  Gen¬ 
eral  Lee’s  army  with  horses  and  supplies  of  all  kinds,  but 
the  surrender  at  Appomattox  came  before  these  supplies 
could  reach  the  commanding  officer. 

In  i860  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  Democratic  conven¬ 
tions  which  assembled  in  Charleston,  South  Carolina,  and 
Baltimore,  Md.  In  1869-70-71  he  was  a  member  of  the 
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General  Assembly  of  Virginia.  For  many  years  after  the 
close  of  the  war,  however,  he  served  his  party  and  State  as 
a  member  of  the  Democratic  Committee  of  Pittsylvania 
County,  and  during  the  entire  reconstruction  period  he 
worked  tirelessly  to  restore  the  South  to  its  former  high 
standard  and  influence  and  to  insure  white  supremacy. 

His  grandfaeher ,  Isaac  Coles,  served  through  the  Rev¬ 
olution  and  was  a  member  of  the  first  constitutional  con¬ 
vention.  Both  his  grandfather  and  his  father  served  for 
many  years  each  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States. 

As  a  public  official,  in  all  his  private  business  trans¬ 
actions  and  indeed  in  all  his  relations  with  his  fellows  his 
career  was  characterized  by  unfaltering  honor  and  strict 
integrity  that  won  for  him  the  confidence  and  admiration 
of  his  fellow  men.  Captain  Coles  continued  to  reside  quietly 
at  his  ancestral  home  “Coles  Hill”  six  miles  north  of 
Chatham.  “Coles  Hill,”  the  family  estate,  is  a  plantation  of 
thirteen  hundred  acres  of  the  original  tract  of  much  larger 
area  which  had  been  devised  to  his  grandfather  by  King 
George  III  of  Great  Britain.  There  in  recent  years  he  had 
resided  with  his  son  Walter  (3)  until  last  week  when  he  was 
brought  to  Danville  for  treatment. 

Capt.  Coles  was  united  in  marriage  in  1862  with  La- 
vinia  Catherine  Jordan,  who  died  January  20,  1906. 

The  surviving  children  of  the  marriage  are  Mr.  Walter 
Coles  (3),  now  manager  of  the  “Coles  Hill”  farm;  Russell 
Jordan  Coles,  of  Danville,  a  member  of  the  tobacco  trade; 
Mrs.  E.  B.  Ambler,  of  Amherst  County,  Va.;  Thomas  J. 
Coles,  treasurer  of  Pittsylvania  County  and  Harry  C.  Coles, 
now  in  the  government  service  and  residing  at  New  York 
City. 

The  funeral  services  of  this  venerable  man  will  take 
place  this  afternoon  at  3  o’clock  at  the  family  burial  ground 
at  “Coles  Hill,”  Pittsylvania  County,  near  Chatham. 

,  ,  A  Venerable  Virginian 

In  the  death  of  Captain  Walter  Coles  yesterday  morn¬ 
ing  Virginia  has  lost  a  sturdy  and  distinguished  son,  a  man 
whose  family  for  generations  have  shown  devotion  and  pa¬ 
triotism  to  their  State  and  section  as  well  as  to  the  United 
States  in  its  formative  period.  He  was  a  simple,  modest 
gentleman  who  for  years  had  lived  the  quiet,  retired  life  of 
a  country  gentleman  on  his  ancestral  acres  in  Pittsylvania 
County.  A  man  of  more  than  usual  culture  and  learning ,  he 
was  well  equipped  for  service  as  a  law-maker  and  a  wise 
counsellor.  Though  educated  for  the  bar,  the  development 
of  war  impelled  him  to  abandon  the  life  of  the  civilian  for 
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that  of  the  soldier  and  he  served  with  efficiency  and  fidelity 
wherever  he  was  assigned.  To  him  was  granted  rare  longev¬ 
ity,  attributable  to  his  splendid  constitution  and  a  regular 
and  abstemious  life.  Though  he  might  have  claimed  dis¬ 
tinguished  ancestry  and  connections,  he  was  content  to  rely 
upon  his  own  merits  and  to  exemplify  the  best  traditions 
of  those  who  had  bequeathed  to  him  an  unsullied  name.  He 
died  full  of  years  and  honors  and  has  left  to  his  children 
as  their  best  heritage  the  recollection  of  a  blameless  life  as 
an  example  and  an  incentive. 

The  statements  in  the  foregoing  notice  published  in  the  Danville 
Register  that  “Coles  Hill’’  is  six  miles  north  of ‘Chatham  and  that 
the  original  tract  of  “Coles  Hill”  had  been  devised  to  his  grandfather 
by  King  George  III  of  Great  Britain  are  not  wholly  accurate. 

The  Editor  evidently  intended  to  say  that  the  original  tract  had 
been  granted  to  his  grandfather  by  King  George  III  of  Great  Bri¬ 
tain,  but  it  appears  that  this  was  not  the  case  as  the  original  tract  is 
said  to  have  been  purchased  from  Philip  Lightfoot  and  “Coles  Hill” 
is  said  to  be  eight  miles  from  Chatham. 

As  to  the  acquisition  of  the  original  tract  Mrs.  Ambler  in  her 
letter,  mentioned  above,  says : 

Col.  Isaac  Coles,  Sr.,  youngest  son  of  John  1st,  lived 
during  his  political  career  on  plantation  left  him  by  his  . 
father,  John  1st,  .  .  .  on  Staunton  River  at  Coles’  Ferry  in 
Halifax  Co.  (once  part  of  Lunenburg).  About  1800  he 
moved  up  to  Pittsylvania  Co.,  to  an  estate  of  five  thousand 
and  fifty-seven  acres  of  land  which  he  bought  from  Philip 
Lightfoot,  a  relation  of  his  first  wife.  He  died  and  was 
buried  there  in  1813.  The  house  in  which  he  lived  was 
burned  down  some  time  ago.  The  “Coles  Hill”  plantation  is 
part  of  that  tract.  “Coles  Hill”  was  built  by  his  son  Hon. 
Walter  Coles  (my  grandfather)  about  1830.

It  is  said  that  his  French  was  more  pure  than  his  Eng- 
-  lish,  and  likely  it  was  for  his  many  letters  although  plainly 
penned  are  not  so  plainly  understood.  He  was  self-willed 
£.  and  thoughtless.  Knowing  his  mother’s  partiality  for  his 
presence^  he  not  only  absented  himself  and  unaccounted 
himself  for  long  lengths  of  time  but  neglected  to  acknowl¬ 
edge  her  letters.  Having  written  six  or  more  without  evok¬ 
ing  a  reply,  she  would  write  to  the  Postmaster  to  be  sure 
.  :  that  they  had  been  delivered.  He  may  have  resented  the 
apron-string  idea.  He  was  dissipated.  He  drank  to  excess; 

,  he  ate  to  excess.  His  letters  on  business  indicate  he  was 
querulous  and  suspicious.  He  caught  the  mulberry  epidemic 
and  imported  the  Frenchmen  to  manufacture  the  silk  ere  he 
planted  the  trees.  He  built  on  his  plantation,  “Toddsbirth,” 
nigh  unto  “Montpelier,”  a  Babel-like  tower  with  ball-room 
and  state-room.  Around  it  he  set  small  buildings,  one  of 
them  for  his  mother,  with  a  window  by  which  she  could 
climb  into  the  dining-room.  He  was,  it  is  said,  for  a  while  to 
President  Madison,  private  secretary.  He  was  a  candidate 
for  Congress  but  his  might-be  constituents  were  too  critical 
to  give  him  sufficient  votes.  In  late  life  he  had  less  slender 
shapeliness  and  more  globe-likeness  and  suggested  Falstaff 
t  "  •  and  sac.  ... 

To  the  writer  a  relative  refers  to  him  as  “the  miserable 
.  •  creature.”  His  extravagance  and  erratic  methods  caused  his 
mother  great  financial  loss.  The  knowledge  of  these  facts 
caused  Congress  in  the  second  appropriation  to  create  the 
safe  guard  of  trusteeship.  With  all  his  faults,  with  all  the 
weariness  and  worries  he  gave  her,  the  mother  never  lost 
confidence  in  him,  and  the  hope  that  eventually  he  would 
redeem  himself.  He  was  not  without,  at  times,  manly  am- 
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bition,  but  revelry  and  reverses  made  him  unequal  of  ac¬ 
complishment.  Not  all  speak  ill  of  him.  ...

Richard  Dominicus  Cutts  and  Martha  Jefferson  Hack- 
ley  were  married  Dec.  16,  1845.  The  wedding  was  at 
Norfolk,  Va.,  and  Mrs.  Madison’s  niece,  Mary,  was  of  the 
out-of-town  visitors.  She  says  the  bride  was  the  only  one  not 
-excited. 

Harriet  Taylor  Upton  has  relative  to  Mrs.  Madison’s 
reception  in  honor  of  the  new  united  couple: 

...  It  was  an  immense  reception.  The  first  people  of 
Washington  were  there,  for  together  with  the  respect  affec¬ 
tionately  due  Mrs.  Madison,  both  bride  and  bridegroom 
were  old  favorites  in  Maryland  and  Virginia  society;  and 
all  the  evening  there  was  a  throng  pressing  in  at  the  front 
door  and  issuing  at  the  back  as  at  a  Presidential  levee.

Judge  Walter  B.  Scates,  at  one  time  a  Justice  on  the 
bench  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  state,  died  at  his  home

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in  Evanston  yesterday.  He  was  born  at  South  Boston,  Hali¬ 
fax  County,  Virginia,  Jan.  18,  1808.  Until  he  was  nineteen 
years  old  he  remained  on  his  father’s  farm  in  Kentucky 
(Mr.  Scates,  Sr.,  having  removed  to  that  state  in  1809),  - 
attending  school  usually  during  the  winter.  He  went  to 
Nashville,  where  he  entered  a  printing  office.  In  1831  he 
was  licensed  to  practice  law,  having  studied  for  some  time 
in  the  office  of  Charles  S.  Morehead,  subsequently  Gov¬ 
ernor  of  Kentucky.  When  he  came  to  Illinois  he  settled  in 
Frankfort,  Franklin  County.  In  1836,  he  was  appointed 
Attorney  General  of  the  state,  and  removed  to  Vandalia, 
the  then  capital,  and  in  November  of  the  same  year  he  mar¬ 
ried  Miss  Mary  Ridgeway.  At  the  session  of  the  Legislature 
of  1836  Mr.  Scates  was  elected  Judge  of  the  Third  Judicial 
Circuit.  In  1841  he  was  chosen  for  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court  with  Stephen  A.  Douglas  and  others  and  in  that 
year  he  removed  to  Mount  Vernon,  Jefferson  County,  and 
continued  on  the  bench  until  1847,  when  he  resigned  and 
resumed  his  law  practice.  He  was  returned  to  the  Supreme 
bench  in  1853  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation 
of  Lyman  Trumbull,  who  was  soon  afterward  elected  to  the 
United  States  Senate.  In  1862  Judge  Scates  entered  the 
army,  commissioned  with  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  Colonel 
and  was  a  member  of  General  McClernand’s  staff.  He  was 
afterwards  promoted  to  the  rank  of  Brigadier  General,  and 
was  mustered  out  of  service  in  1866,  and  he  came  to  Chicago 
to  resume  the  practice  of  law.  In  the  spring  of  that  year  he 
was  appointed  Collector  of  the  Port  by  President  Johnson, 
and  he  filled  the  position  satisfactorily  until  1869.  His  sub¬ 
sequent  career  is  well  known  to  all  Chicagoans.

Miss  Sallie  Coles  Goodwyn  died  yesterday  afternoon 
at  2  o’clock  in  Asheville,  where  she  had  been,  for  several 
weeks,  seeking  strength  after  a  recent  illness.  The  news 
was  received  by  long  distance  phone  and  no  funeral  ar¬ 
rangements  were  announced  other  than  that  the  services 
would  be  held  at  Trinity  Church  to-morrow  afternoon.  The 
hour  and  other  details  will  be  given  out  later. 

Having  suffered  a  breakdown  in  May,  Miss  Goodwyn 
recovered  sufficiently  to  be  up  and  about  for  several  weeks, 
leaving  in  the  latter  part  of  June  for  Hot  Springs,  N.  C., 
in  the  hope  that  treatment  there  would  entirely  restore  her 
to  health.  Failing,  however,  to  improve,  she  went  to  Ashe- 
!  ville,  but  steadily  lost  ground  until  the  end  came  yester¬ 

day.  At  her  bedside  have  been  constantly  devoted  relatives: 
Mrs.  George  Coffin  Taylor,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Halcott  P. 
Green,  who  have  gone  back  and  forth  to  her  from  their 
respective  summer  homes  in  Hendersonville  and  Saluda, 
and  Col.  and  Mrs.  Richard  Singleton,  who  went  up  to 
Asheville  Friday  and  were  with  her  at  the  last.

Taylor.  These  were  the  nearest  relatives  of  the  late  Miss 
Goodwyn,  whose  father  was  Jno.  T.  Goodwyn,  and  whose 
mother  was  before  her  marriage  Miss  Sallie  Coles  Taylor. 

Miss  Goodwyn  was  born  at  “Edgehill,”  the  old  Taylor 
home  near  Columbia  on  the  Camden  road,  and  she  lived  all 
of  her  life  in  Columbia  with  her  mother,  who  passed  away 
about  ten  years  ago,  her  father  having  died  when  she  was 
a  very  young  child. 

Modest  and  retiring,  a  type  of  the  aristocratic,  old- 
fashioned  Southern  woman,  she  combined  strength, 
efficiency  and  fortitude  with  gentleness  and  devoted  these 
qualities  to  the  service  of  her  family  and  friends  and  of  her 
church.  Having  lived  most  of  her  life  almost  under  the 
shadow  of  Trinity  church,  she  took  an  active  part  always 
in  the  life  of  the  parish  and  was  a  leading  member  of  most 
of  the  women’s  organizations.  Particularly  devoted  was  she 
in  her  ministrations  as  a  member  of  the  Altar  guild.  Prob¬ 
ably  it  will  be  in  Trinity  churchyard,  where  lie  her  mother 
and  many  members  of  her  family,  that  she  will  be  laid  to 
rest  to-morrow.

tinguished  alike  in  the  History  of  Virginia  and  the  Union, 
she  was  gifted  with  a  grace  and  tenderness  and  sweetness 
all  her  own,  never  surpassed  in  any  woman.  Her  frankness 
and  candor  were  as  transparent  as  the  sunlight;  her  judg¬ 
ment  as  unerring  as  intuition;  her  truth  and  fidelity  as  sure 
and  unvarying  as  justice  itself.

Dr.  Stricker  Coles  was  born  on  the  13th  of  March, 
1867,  at  “Estouteville,”  in  Albemarle  County,  V  irginia,  one 
of  the  typical  fine  old  estates  of  the  Old  Dominion,  which 
has  been  the  seat  of  the  Coles  family  since  it  was  acquired 
by  grant  from  the  Crown  in  1771,  by  John  Coles,  of  Ennis- 
corthy,  Ireland,  who  came  to  Virginia  in  1710,  and  became 
the  founder  of  the  American  branch  of  the  family.  From 
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him,  in  direct  line,  it  descended  to  Peyton  Skipwith  Coles, 
the  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch.  His  mother  was 
Julia  Isaetta  Coles,  a  grand-daughter  of  Gen.  John  Strieker 
of  Maryland,  who  had  served  with  distinction  in  the  Revo¬ 
lution  and  in  the  War  of  1812,  having  successfully  defended 
Baltimore  from  the  attack  of  the  British  in  1814. 

Doctor  Coles’  early  education  was  acquired  under  tu¬ 
tors  at  home,  and  a  private  school  in  Fauquier  County, 
where  he  followed  the  preparatory  course  in  engineering 
with  the  intention  of  adopting  this  profession;  but  a  severe 
illness  interrupted  his  studies,  and  awakened  interest  in 
medicine.  On  his  recovery  in  1886,  young  Coles  went  to 
Roanoke  College,  where  he  spent  two  years  preparatory  to 
entering  the  University  of  Virginia.  Here  he  remained  for 
three  years,  two  of  which  were  devoted  to  the  study  of 
medicine;  and,  in  1891,  he  came  to  Philadelphia,  and  in 
the  fall  of  that  year  matriculated  at  the  Jefferson  Medical 
College  to  complete  his  preparations  for  the  medical  pro¬ 
fession. 

He  graduated  from  the  Jefferson  College  in  the  Class 
of  1892,  receiving  the  degree  of  M.D.  After  serving 
throughout  the  succeeding  years  as  resident  at  the  Jefferson 
Hospital,  Doctor  Coles  was  appointed  one  of  the  assistants 
in  the  Obstetrical  Department  of  that  institution,  and  also  in 
the  corresponding  department  at  the  Polyclinic  Hospital; 
and  acted  as  chief  assistant  in  the  Out-Door  Department  for 
the  Diseases  of  Children  at  the  Howard  Hospital. 

In  1898  he  was  appointed  Demonstrator  of  Obstetrics, 
and  four  years  later  was  given  the  additional  title  of  Clin¬ 
ical  Lecturer.  The  wide  experience  Doctor  Coles  obtained 
as  Assistant  Obstetrician  at  the  Jefferson  Maternity  was  of 
the  greatest  value  in  fitting  him  for  his  life-work,  as,  during 
a  period  of  over  ten  years,  he  assisted  in  the  delivery  of 
nearly  every  case  brought  to  the  Hospital,  thus  acquiring 
a  recognized  proficiency  in  manipulative  work.  During  this 
time  Doctor  Coles  also  acted  as  assistant  to  Prof.  Edward 
P.  Davis  in  his  private  practice.  In  1908  he  was  made 
Assistant  Professor  of  Obstetrics  of  the  Jefferson  College, 
which  position  he  now  holds;  and  is  also  Assistant  Obstetri¬ 
cian  of  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,  and  one  of  the  Lecturers 
of  the  Training  School  for  Nurses  connected  with  that  In¬ 
stitution. 

For  a  number  of  years  Doctor  Coles  was  a  member  of 
the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Philadelphia  Lying-In  Charity 
Hospital,  at  11th  and  Cherry  Streets. 

•  In  addition  to  this  work  as  teacher  and  the  require¬ 
ments  of  an  extensive  private  and  consultation  practice, 
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Doctor  Coles  has  found  time  to  contribute  the  following 
articles  to  prominent  medical  journals:  ‘‘Tubercular  Bacilli 
in  Human  Milk”;  “Posterior  Rotation  of  the  Occiput  in 
Vertex  Presentation”;  “Transverse  Position  of  the  Child, 
with  Prolapse  of  the  Arm  and  Impaction'’;  “Report  of 
Three  Cases  of  Cesarean  Section,  One  Complicated  by  Pyo- 
salpinx”;  “The  Immediate  Repair  of  Lacerations  after  La¬ 
bor”;  “Lacerations  of  the  Cervix  Uteri”;  “The  Care  of  the 
Pregnant  Patient”;  “The  Frequency  and  Prevention  of 
Puerperal  Sepsis”;  “Calomel  to  Increase  Elimination  in 
Pregnancy”;  and  also  contributed  the  article  on  “Galacta- 
gogues”  in  the  “Reference  Hand-book  of  the  Medical 
Sciences.” 

He  is  a  Fellow  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  a  member 
of  the  American  Medical  Association,  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Medical  Association,  the  Philadelphia  County  Med¬ 
ical  Society,  and  the  Obstetrical  Society  of  Philadelphia; 
and  is  an  honorary  member  of  the  Alpha  Kappa  Kappa 
Fraternity.  He  also  belongs  to  the  Historical  Society,  and 
the  Southern  and  Merion  Cricket  Clubs. 

Doctor  Coles  was  married  in  September,  1908,  to  Miss 
Bertha  H.  Lippincott. 

The  statement  in  the  foregoing  article  that  John  Coles  came  to 
Virginia  from  Ireland  in  1710  is  not  correct  as  in  1710  he  was  only 
about  five  years  old  and  he  probably  did  not  come  to  Virginia  until 
some  time  after  1725. 

In  Vol.  5  of  the  “Encyclopedia  of  Virginia  Biography,”  edited 
by  Hon.  Lyon  G.  Tyler  and  published  by  the  Lewis  Historical  Pub¬ 
lishing  Company,  1915,  at  p.  995,  is  a  sketch  of  said  Strieker  Coles, 
which,  as  to  the  early  history  of  the  family,  contains  several  state¬ 
ments  which  are  not  wholly  accurate.

Seventeen  years  ago  the  Westinghouse  Electric  and 
Mfg.  Co.  opened  a  district  office  at  Atlanta,  in  what  is  now 
known  as  the  Equitable  Building.  Mr.  J.  R.  Gordon  was 
manager  and  Henry  A.  Coles  a  combination  electrical  en¬ 
gineer  and  salesman.  The  present  organization  comprises 
thirty  men  and  is  a  co-ordinated  unit  of  sales  activity  en¬ 
tirely  responsible  for  the  large  business  the  company  enjoys 
,  in  the  South.  There  have  been  but  two  changes  in  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  Atlanta  office,  one  through  death  and  one 
through  promotion.

stalled  with  transmission  at  three  phase  by  Scott  connection 
of  transformers,  the  first  commercial  application  of  this  con¬ 
nection  of  transformers  to  be  used  in  this  country. 

After  the  completion  of  this  plant  in  the  summer  of 
^97,  Mr.  Coles  was  transferred  to  Atlanta  and,  with  Mr. 
Gordon,  broke  the  first  trails  through  the  South  for  West- 
inghouse  business.  At  this  time,  to  use  Mr.  Coles’  expres¬ 
sion,  “The  territory  of  the  Atlanta  office  included  all  states 
south  of  the  Potomac  River  and  from  the  Atlantic  across  to 
and  including  Texas.”  Mr.  Coles’  work  as  salesman  in¬ 
cluded  the  covering  of  10,000  miles  of  territory  per  month, 
for  it  must  be  remembered  that  in  those  days  such  systems 
and  electrical  demands  as  represented  by  the  Southern 
Power  Co.  were  not  yet,  and  the  electrical  plants  in  such 
cities  as  Atlanta,  Birmingham  and  New  Orleans  were  of 
very  ordinary  size,  operating  for  the  most  part  belted  types 
of  engine-driven  generating  units.  The  other  plants  and 
sources  of  electrical  demand  were  to  be  located  chiefly  by 
the  smoke  from  stacks  that  might  be  observed  while  riding 
in  day  coaches  of  not  too  comfortable  railroad  trains. 

To  contrast  the  conditions  and  demands  for  electrical 
equipment  in  those  early  days  with  the  present,  it  is  not  only 
necessary  to  remark  that  from  the  Atlanta  office  of  the 
Westinghouse  Electric  and  Mfg.  Co.,  thirty  men  are  re¬ 
quired  to  cover  the  territory  including  the  Carolinas,  Geor- 

•  gia,  Florida,  Alabama,  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  parts  of 
Tennessee  and  Kentucky.  The  office  organization  is  divided 
into  three  departments,  as  follows:  Railway  and  Lighting, 
with  Mr.  E.  A.  Thornwell,  manager;  Industrial  and  Power! 
with  Mr.  J.  H.  Klinck,  manager;  and  Detail  and  Supply, 
Mr.  Thos.  Fuller,  manager. 

■  v  .  With  Mr.  Coles’  knowledge  of  the  condition  and  elec¬ 
trical  needs  of  the  South  through  his  direct  association  with 
engineers  and  executives  and  with  the  co-operation  of  his 
efficient  corps  of  assistants,  it  is  certain  that  the  Atlanta 
office  has  an  opportunity  to  even  exceed  its  past  record  as  a 
factor  in  promoting  Southern  development  and  profit  by 
sales  thereby. 

With  the  exception  of  his  interest  in  baseball,  Mr. 
Coles’s  best  known  characteristic  is  his  ambition  to  be  first 
on  the  job  when  a  contract  is  involved.  As  manager  of  the 
v  Lighting  and  Railway  Department  until  his  promotion, 

•  most  central  station  men  in  the  South  have  come  to  know 
him  and  this  characteristic.  About  twelve  years  ago  Mr. 
Coles  married  Miss  Mary  Norris,  of  Raleigh,  N.  C.  They 
have  one  child.

Andrew  Pickens  Coles  was  born  at  Saluda,  S.  C.,  December  31, 
1862.  He  was  a  student  at  the  Carolina  Military  Institute,  graduat- 
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ing  in  Civil  Engineering  in  1 88 1 .  His  first  work  was  in  Practical 
Engineering,  but  he  soon  gave  this  up  to  enter  his  father’s  office  in 
Columbia,  S.  C.,  to  learn  the  cotton  business.  In  1883,  he  settled  in 
Albany,  Ga.,  in  the  heart  of  the  Cotton  Belt,  and  did  a  large  cotton¬ 
exporting  business.  In  1885  he  was  married  to  Stella  Vernon  Wight, 
of  Albany.  In  1892  he  accepted  a  position  as  organizing  Cashier  of 
the  Exchange  Bank  of  Albany.  In  1894  he  organized  the  Albany 
Trust  and  Savings  Bank,  and  in  1898,  the  Albany  National  Bank, 
filling  the  position  of  cashier  in  all  three.  In  1906  he  moved  to 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  to  take  the  position  of  organizing  cashier  of  the  Central 
Bank  and  Trust  Corporation  with  a  capital  of  one  million  dollars, 
and  later  was  elected  Vice-President  of  that  institution,  which  posi¬ 
tion  he  now  holds.  In  1907  and  1908  he  served  as  President  of  the 
Georgia  Bankers’  Association.  In  1911  he  was  Chairman  of  a  Com¬ 
mittee  to  formulate  and  establish  a  standard  bill-of-lading  for  the 
exporting  of  cotton,  which  has  been  universally  adopted.  He  was 
almost  continually  in  the  service  of  the  State  Militia  from  gradua¬ 
tion  until  1898,  when  he  was  one  of  the  first  to  respond  to  the  call 
to  arms  in  the  Spanish  American  War.

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No  further  information  could  be  obtained  as  to  this  branch  of 
the  family.  Three  letters  were  written  to  Mr.  William  W.  Coles 
and  two  to  Mr.  Ben  Coles,  his  son.  No  reply  was  received  from 
Mr.  Ben  Coles  and  the  letters  were  not  returned,  but  Mr.  William 
W.  Coles  in  the  early  part  of  November,  1915,  wrote  saying  that 
“he  did  not  wish  to  have  anything  to  do  with  the  matter,  that  it 
would  be  a  w'orry  and  no  consolation  after  the  work  was  done  and 
that  he  was  convinced  your  labor  is  for  nought  but  follow  it  up  if 
you  wish  only  we  did  not  care  to  be  in  it.” 

From  other  members  of  the  family  of  Mr.  William  W.  Coles 
it  was  learned  that  he  had  a  son  and  a  daughter  as  stated  above.  It  is 
not  known  if  the  son  ever  married  but  from  a  letter  head  it  would 
appear  that  in  1915  he  lived  in  East  Las  Vegas,  New  Mexico  and 
was  a  city  marshal  there.  It  is  stated  that  the  daughter  married  and 
had  two  children  and  then  died,  but  this  could  not  be  verified.  An 
effort  was  made  to  learn  the  names  and  address  of  the  husband  and 
children  of  the  daughter  through  the  Postmaster  at  Bowling  Green,
